Tuesday,  June  11, 1872.      J 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  the 
Et.  Eev.  Fbkdebic  D.  Huntington,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in 
St.  James'  Church,  at  seven  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Bev.  Bobert  Paul,  assisted  by 
the  Bev.  F.  P.  Winne,  the  Bev.  Edward  Moyses,  the  Bev.  D.  H. 
I^vejoy,  and  the  Bev.  W.  D.  Doty. 

After  the  singing  of  the  232d  Hymn,  the  Bishop  offered 
Prayers  and  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

The  Bt  Bev.  the  President  then  took  the  Chair  and  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Boll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention,  when  fifty-seven  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats.     {See  page  12.) 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented  and  referred 
to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bev.  B.  A.  Clin,  Mr.  Edward 
Harper,  and  the  Secretaries. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee,  the  Boll  was  called  and 
fifty-eight  Delegates,  representing  thirty-five  Parishes,  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.    {See  page  13.) 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates  being 
present,  the  Bt.  Bev.  the  President  declared  the  Cjonvention  to 
be  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business.

Mr.  Wm.  Maryin,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  the  Qaalifications  of 
Wardens,  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  undersigned,  who  were  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  "A 
Committee  to  consider  the  whole  subject  of  the  Qualifications  of  Wardens, 
and  to  report  to  this  Convention,''  now  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  language  of  the  resolution  under  which  they  are  appointed  is, 
in  their  opinion,  broad  enough  to  include  three  distinct  topics  of  inquiry  : — 

1st.  What  are  the  ezistinff  legal  or  canonical  qualifications  of  Wanlens 
in  our  Parish  Churches,  and  oy  what  law  or  Canon  are  they  ascertained  and 
determined  ? 

2d.  What  ought  they  to  be  by  law  or  Canon  ? 

Sd. '  If  they  are  not  now  what  they  ought  to  be  by  law  or  Canon,  how  can 
they  be  made  so  ? 

1st.  What  are  the  existing  qualifications,  by  law  or  Canon,  of  Church 
Wardens  ? 

The  office  of  Church  Warden  may  be  traced  back  to  a  very  early  period 
in  the  history  of  the  Mother  Church  of  England.  In  the  ancient  Episcopal 
Synods,  the  Bishops  of  that  country  were  accustomed  to  summon  divers 
jcredible  persons  out  of  every  parish  to  give  information  of  and  to  attest  to 
disorders  of  the  Clergy  and  people.  These  were  called  Testes  Sjfnodales, 
And  were  in  after  times  a  kind  of  impanneled  jury,  consisting  of  two,  three 
or  more  persons  in  every  parish,  who  were  upon  oath  to  present  all  heretics 
and  other  irregular  persons.  These,  in  process  of  time,  became  superseded 
by  Church  Wardens,  who  were  generally  two  in  number,  but  sometimes 
three  or  more,  according  to  custom  in  different  parishes.  Bums'  Ecclesi- 
astical Law,  Vol.  I.,  page  388.  They*are  sometimes  appointed  by  the  min- 
ister, and  sometimes  by  the  parishioners,  and  sometimes  by  both  together, 
joit  by  a  select  vestry,  or  a  particular  numl}er  of  parishioners,  according  as 
the  custom  of  the  place  directs.  It  was  decided  by  Justice  Parke,  in  1829, 
that  in  the  al>8ence  of  any  custom  or  law  to  the  contrary,  the  minister  is  to 
choose  one  and  the  parishioners  another,  in  accordance  with  the  90th  Canon 
agreed  upon  in  Convocation  in  1603.    1.  Blackstoae,  394. 

Under  the  system  of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  government  existing  in 
England,  they  are  local  parish  officers  appoint^,  not  only  to  keep  the 
church  in  repair  and  good  order,  and  to  provide  for  the  orderly  performance 
of  Divine  Worship  and  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  to  per- 
fform  other  purely  ecclesiastical  offices,  but  also  to  perform  other  duties  of  a 
j>urely  civil  or  political  nature.  They  are  bv  special  statutes  made  ex  officio 
overseers  of  the  poor  and  of  roads  and  briages.  Their  office  is  both  civil 
jmd  ecclesiastical.    Hence,  when  duly  electod,  they  may  be  compelled  by 
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the  temporal  courts  to  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law,  and  perform 
its  duties.    None  of  the  writers  on  this  branch  of  the  law  of  England, 
which  we  have  had  access  to,  define  or  describe  the  legal  qaalifications  of 
Church  Wardens.    They  are  wholly  silent  on  the  subject.    Certain  disquid- 
ifications  are  noticed  by  them,  and  it  has  been  said  by  a  distinguished 
judge,  that  aliens,  papists,  Jews,  and  persons  under  ten  years  of  age,  were 
disqualified.    1st  Haggard,  Con.  Rep.  9-10.    He  did  not  say  by  what  law,, 
whether  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  but  he  meant,  undoubtedly,  by  the  former, 
for  these  persons  were,  at  the  time  the  decision  was  pronounced,  incapable  of 
holding  any  civil  office  under  the  government.    The  law  of  England  exempts 
a  considerable  number  of  persons  from  being  obliged  to  take  upon  them- 
selves the  duties  of  the  office,  among  whom  are  peers  and  members  of  Par- 
liament, Clergymen,  dissenting  ministers,  sheriffs,  barristers,  attorneys,, 
medical  men.  and  officers  of  the  army  and  navy.    But  neither  poverty  nor 
bodily  infirmity  constitute  a  legal  exemption.    By  statute  of  52  George  III. 
Ch.  155,  it  is  provided,  that  if  any  dissenter  should  be  appointed  a  Church 
Warden  and  have  any  scruple  to  take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the  office, 
he  may  jwrform  the  duties  by  deputy,  provided  the  deputy  be  duly  approved. 
But  notwithstanding  this  right  to  appoint  a  deputy,  the  court  in  one  case- 
refused  to  compel  a  meml^r  of  the  Society  of  Friends  to  discharge  the- 
duties  of  the  office,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  he  affirming  that  he  had 
conscientious  scruples  against  doing  so.    1  CurtiesEc.  Rep.  447.    The  Canon- 
law  of  the  Church  of  England  seems  to  be,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
examine  it,  quite  as  silent  on  the  subject  as  the  civil.    The  90th  Canon, 
adopted  and  agreed  upon  in  Convocation  in  1603,  prescribes  the  mode  of' 
election  of  Wardens,  but  is  silent  as  to  their  qualifications.    But  Church- 
Wardens  being  civil  as  well  as  ecclesiastical  officers,  the  Canon  is.  accprding 
to  Lord  Coke,  of  no  force  when  it  conflicts  with  the  civil  law  on  the  subject,. 
or  custom  having  the  force  of  the  law. 

Church  Wardens  in  this,  and  the  most  if  not  all  the  other  Dioceses  of  the 
United  States,  are  parochial  Church  officers  having,  according  to  custom- 
and  usage,  certain  duties  to  perform  in  connection  with  the  Church  and  the- 
public  worship.  But  they  cannot  properly  be  termed  civil  officers.  They 
are  neither  overseers  of  the  poor,  nor  of  highways  and  bridges.  They  exist 
by  virtue  of  the  civil  law,  yet  the  law  takes  no  notice  of  them  except  as 
constituent  elements  in  the  incorporation  and  organization  of  the  Church 
or  congregation.  In  this  Diocese  they  are  elected  annually  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  congregation,  and  they,  together  with  the  Vebtrymen,  also 
elected  annually,  and  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  constitute  a  Vestry, 
and  are  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  or  congregation,  and  tbey  and  their 
successors  are  a  body  corporate  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  legal  title 
to  the  Church  edifice  and  the  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  acts  of  the  Legislature  upon  the  subject,  prescribe  what 
the  qualifications  of  voters  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be,  but  are 
silent  on  the '  question  as  to  what  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  to  be 
elected  shall  be  in  order  to  render  them  eligible.  Nor  do  we  find  any  Canon 
or  law  of  the  Church  which  attempts  to  define  or  prescribe  what  these 
qualifications  shall  be. 

We  conclude,  on  this  branch  of  the  inquiry,  that  there  is  no  law,  civil  or 
Canon,  in  force  in  this  Diocese,  which  prescribes  what  the  qualifications  of 
persons  elected  Church  Wardens  shall  be  in  order  to  render  them  eligible 
and  capable  of  holding  the  place  and  performing  its  duties,  but  the  whole 
subject  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  persons  electing  them. 

2d.  The  next  question  is,  *'  What  ought  the  qualifications  of  Church 
Wardens  to  be  by  law  or  Canon  V*  The  q.uestion  here  is  not  what  they 
ought  to  be  in  the  abstract,  or  according  to  some  high  and  exalted  standards 
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of  what  all  men  ooffht  to  be,  for  all  men  ought  to  be  baptized  members  and 
oommnnicanta  of  the  Church.  They  ought  to  be  in  foro  eonseUnUcB^ 
honeat,  sincere,  gentle  and  charitable,  loving  Qod  supremelj  and  their 
neighboara  as  themselves.  They  ought  to  be  saints  and  not  sinners.  But 
the  question  is,  what  do  the  interests  of  the  Church,  its  growth  and  pros- 
perity, require  shall  be  the  legal  qualifications  of  Church  Wardens  ?  Do 
they  require  that  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  incorporating  our  Parish 
Churches  shall  be  so  altered  as  to  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  Church 
Wardens  ?  And  if  so,  in  what  particular  ?  Shall  the  qualification  be  that 
of  a  baptized  member  or  communicant  of  the  Church,  or  both,  or  one  of 
afle  or  property,  or  moral  deportment,  or  of  liberality  in  supporting  the 
Church  ?  it  is  obvious  that  none  of  these,  nor  perhaps  any  other  special 
qualification,  is  essential  to  their  legal  position  in  the  incorporation  of  the 
Vestry  or  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  Trustees.  As  Trustees,  for  all 
the  purposes  of  the  incorporation,  almost  any  person  duly  elected  would  be 
held  by  the  courts  to  be  competent  and  qualified.  Besides,  if  any  special 
qualifications  of  Wardens  should  be  considered  as  necessary  for  these  pur- 
poses, it  would  be  equally  necessary  that  the  Rector  and  Vestrymen  should 
possess  the  same  qualifications,  for  they  are,  by  the  acts  of  incorporation, 
co-trustees  with  the  Wardens. 

But  do  the  interests  of  the  Church  require  that  the  law  shall  prescribe 
any  special  qualification  of  Church  Wardens,  in  order  to  fit  them  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties  in  connection  with  public  worship  ?  In  order 
to  decide  this  question  we  must  consider  what  these  duties  are.  We  do  not 
find  them  defined  by  any  Canon  or  law  of  the  Church ;  but  by  common  cus- 
tom and  usage  derived  from  the  Mother  Church  of  England,  they  are— 

1st.  To  provide  for  the  Church  a  Prayer  Book  and  Bible  of  suitable  size, 
at  the  expense  of  the  Parish,  a  Baptismal  Font,  and  a  decent  Surplice  for 
the  Minister. 

2d.  To  collect  the  offerings  of  the  congregation  and  hand  them  to  the 
Rector  for  presentation  on  the  altar. 

3d.  To  maintain  order  and  decorum  during  the  time  of  public  worship. 

4th.  To  see  that  the  Church  be  kept  in  g<x)d  repair  and  fit  for  use. 

6th.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rectorship,  to  notify  the  Bishop  and 
ask  for  supplies  ;  and  to  take  charge  of  the  Parish  register,  Church  books, 
surplice,  plate,  &c. 

6th.  To  provide  a  sufficient  quantity  of  fine  white  bread  and  good  whole- 
some  wine,  and  one  or  more  chalices  or  Communion  cups,  and  a  iiagon  for 
the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

7th.  To  provide  a  Parish  register  for  the  recording  the  names  of  the 
persons  baptized,  married,  or  buried. 

8th.  To  report  to  the  Bishop  any  violations  of  the  Canons  on  the  part  of 
the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

0th.  To  sfcount  for  all  moneys  in  their  hands,  and  to  deliver  up  to  their 
successors  the  Church  property  in  their  possession. 

See  on  this  topic  the  Clergyman's  Legal  Hand  Book,  chapter  G.  by  James 
Murray  Dale,  London,  180G;  Burns'  Ecclesiastical  Law,  title.  Church 
Wardens ;  A  Practical  Treatise  on  the  law  relating  to  the  Church  and 
Clergy,  by  Henry  William  Cripps,  barrister-at-law,  London,  1863 ;  and  Hoff- 
man on  the  Law  of  the  Cliurch,  page  269. 

Now,  in  view  of  these  duties  to  be  performed  by  Church  Wardens,  is  it 
for  the  interest  of  the  Church,  in  the  several  Parishes,  that  the  law  shall 
prescribe  for  them  any  qualifications,  such  as  that  they  shall  be  baptized 
members  of  the  Church,  or  communicants,  or  both,  or  possess  any  other 
particular  quality  or  attribute,  without  the  possession  of  which,  they  cannot 
be  eligible  to  the  office?    It  is  undoubtedly  much  j to  be  desired  and  prayed 
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for,  that  every  Church  Warden  and  every  Vestryman,  and  indeed  every 
adolt  member  of  every  congregation  of  the  Chorch  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  land,  who  has  not  already  been  baptized,  or  who  does 
not  go  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  should  be  baptiased  and  go  to  the  Communion. 
The  baptized  person  and  the  communicant  will  certainly  discharge  the 
duties  of  a  Church  Warden  or  a  Vestryman  with  niore  pleasure  and  satis- 
faction to  himself,  and,  perhaps,  to  the  Rector  and  congregation,  than  the 
unbaptized  or  non-oommunicant ;  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the 
latter  cannot  or  ought  not  to  be  allowed  by  law  to  perform  them  at  all. 
We  think  there  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of  these  duties  which  forbids  an 
unbaptized  person  or  a  non-communicant  from  performing  them.  However 
unseemly  it  may  appear,  to  see  a  person  engaged  in  preparing  the  bread 
and  the  wine  for  otners  to  partake  of,  and  himself  refuse  to  come  to  the 
feast,  yet  this  in  some  cases  may  be  more  becoming  than  to  see  a  careless, 
heedless,  and  impenitent  communicant  engaged  in  the  same  service.  Be- 
sides, it  is  to  be  [x>me  in  mind  that  in  many  new  and  small  Parishes,  it  is 
often  the  case  that  male  baptized  persons  or  communicants  cannot  be  found 
to  fill  the  offices  of  Church  Waidens.  If  filled  at  all,  in  these  parishes, 
they  must,  from  necessity,  be  filled  by  the  unbaptized  and  non-communicants. 
We  ought  to  rejoice  that  even  unbaptized  men  in  our  Diccesetf  are  some- 
times found  to  be  so  much  under  the  influence  of  the  Qospel,  that  they  are 
willing  to  act  as  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  while  so  acting  we  ought  to 
pray  that  they  may  be  blessed  in  their  deeds  and  be  brought  into  full  com- 
munion and  fellowship  with  Christ's  Church. 

We  believe  that  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  State,  or 
in  any  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  has  the  law, 
civil  or  Canon,  required  any  special  qualification  to  make  a  person  eligible 
to  the  office  of  a  Church  Warden  or  a  Vestryman.  We  are  not  aware  that 
the  interests  of  the  Church  have  in  any  way  suffered  on  account  of  any 
supposed  defect  in  the  law  in  this  particular.  On  the  contrary,  we  think 
that  the  absolute  silence  of  the  law  on  the  subject,  has  tended  to  promote 
the  prosperity,  growth,  harmony,  and  peace  of  our  Parish  Churches.  It 
has  left  the  parishioners  themselves,  who,  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case, 
are  the  best  judges  of  the  fitness  and  qualifications  of  the  different  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation,  free  to  select  such  persons  as  they  in  their  judg- 
ment should  think  best.  We  are  not  aware  that  this  unrestricted  liberty  of 
choice  has  in  any  instance  worked  any  injury  to  the  Church,  but  on  the 
contrary,  as  we  have  said,  has  tended  to  promote  its  peace  and  prosperity. 

We  conclude,  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  do  not  require  the  enactment  of  any  law  defining  the  qualifications 
of  Church  Wardens. 

3d.  The  third  question  is,  "  If  the  qualifications  of  Church  Wardens  are 
not  what  they  ought  to  be  by  law  or  Canon,  how  can  thej  be  made  so?" 

It  has  been  seen  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Church  do  not 
require  that  their  qualifications  should  be  prescribed  or  fixed  by  law  or 
Canon  at  all.  But  if  the  Convention  should  difier  from  us  on  this  point, 
and  think  that  the  law  ought  to  define  the  qualifications  of  Wardens,  or 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  then  we  say  that  the  proper  thing  to  be  done,  is 
to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  an  amendment,  in  this  particular,  of  the 
acts  of  incorporation  of  our  Parish  Churches.  It  is  certain  that  this  Con- 
vention has  no  authority  or  jurisdiction  to  prescribe  or  define  their  qualifi- 
cations or  the  qualifications  of  their  electors,  or  to  change  or  alter  the 
modes  or  times  of  their  elections.  In  all  our  incorporated  Parish  Churches 
in  this  Diocese — and  we  believe  they  are  all  incoporated^-Church  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  exist  by  virtue  of  the  acts  of  incorporation,  and  it  is  incom- 
petent for  this  Convention  to  change  or  alter  these  acts,  or  to  add  to  them. 
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In  paitlncc  them,  the  Legislature,  it  mast  be  preanmed,  porpoeelj  omitted 
enj  definition  or  prescription  of  the  qualifications  of  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men, intending  thereby  to  leave  the  parishioners  free  to  make  their  choice 
from  the  whole  congregation.  Any  legislation,  therefore,  by  this  Conven- 
tion, which  shonld  attempt  to  supply  what  the  Legislature  bad  purposely 
omitted  in  these  acts,  would  be  in  conflict  with  them,  and  void  in  law. 

Yonr  Committee  admit  that  the  Convention  can,  by  virtue  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  as  they  exist,  or  as  they  may  be  made  to 
exist  by  appropriate  alterations  and  amendments,  exclude  ftt>m  representa- 
tion in  its  body,  any  Parish  it  pleases,  either  because  such  Parish  has  elected 
or  oontinuee  to  elect  to  the  office  of  Warden,  unbaptiased  persons  or  non- 
commnnicants,  or  for  any  other  reason,  or  no  reason.  It  is  the  sole  judge 
as  to  wliat  Parishes  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented,  and  what  shall  l)e 
the  qualifications  of  the  representatives.  But  it  cannot  prescribe  what 
•hall  oe  the  qualifications  of  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen.  They  belong 
to  another  body.  Parishes  and  Parish  organizations  exist  independent  of 
the  Convention.  They  create  the  Convention  and  are  its  constituent 
elements.  They  can  dissolve  it  by  refusing  to  be  represented,  and  recon- 
■tract  another  Convention.  Heretofore,  throughout  the  whole  history  of 
the  Church  in  the  United  States,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  it,  no 
Paxish  has  been  excluded  from  representation  in  the  Church  Conventions, 
simply  because  its  Wardens  or  Vestrymen  were  either  unbaptiased  persons 
or  non-communicants,  and  we  think  that  any  serious  attempt  by  the  Con- 
vention to  effect  such  exclusion  for  such  a  reason,  would  be  justly  considered 
asadenisJ  of  what  have  heretofore  been  considered  as  the  well-established 
vested  rights  of  the  Parishes,  and  would  be  unwise  and  of  a  tendency 
dimgerous  to  thepeace  and  prosperity  of  the  Church.  However  desirable  it 
is  that  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  should  be  not  only  baptized  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  but  also  communicants,  we  nevertheless  think  this 
object  should  be  accomplished,  not  by  legislation  of  any  kind,  but  by  the 
means  and  instrumentalities  which  God  employs  for  bringing  men  to  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  the  truth. 

We  conclude  our  Report  by  recommending  that  the  Convention  take  no 
further  action  on  the  subject.

The  Eev,  P,  W.  Hilliard,  from  the  same  Committee,  presented 
as  a  minority  report,  the  following : 

The  undersigned,  a  meml>er  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Con- 
vention on  the  Qualifications  of  Wardens,  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That,  while  he  sees  no  reason  to  dissent  from  the  statements  of  the  his- 
torical summary,  which  chiefiy  constitutes  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
m^ority  of  the  committee  relating  to  the  first  branch  of  the  subject  en- 
trosted  to  them,  he  cannot  agree  with  the  remainder  of  their  report,  for 
the  following  reasons : 

Firil — The  entire  separation  of  the  Church  from  the  State  in  this  country 
enables  the  Church  to  proceed  in  her  action  on  a  very  different  plan  from 
that  which  has  in  many  cases  been  found  necessary  in  England.  The  genius 
•ef  o«ir  institutions  keeps  back  our  legislators  from  conscious  and  intentional 
interference  with  the  internal  affairs  of  any  religious  organization ;  and  all 
laws  of  the  State  on  ecclesiastical  subjects  must  be  regarded  as  having  been 
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enacted  to  further  the  intereets  and  promote  the  wishes  of  the  eooletiaatlQal 
body  which  they  concern.  80  the  privileffes  conferred  by  statute  npoD 
members  of  any  religions  body,  cannot  be  understood  as  releasing  them 
from  obedience  to  the  constituted  authorities  of  that  body.  If  tbey  coiikl 
be  so  understood,  it  would  seem  as  if  we,  in  this  land,  were  bound  with  the 
shackles,  without  enjoying  the  benefits,  which  belong  to  the  union  of  Chuich 
and  State.  The  undersigned  finds  this  view  strongly  sustained  by  Judge 
Hoffinan,  with  especial  reference  to  our  own  Church.  See  "  Hoffman  oniSe 
Law  of  the  Church,''  page  276. 

If  this  conclusion,  sound  in  the  view  of  the  undersigned,  and  sanctioned 
by  high  authority,  as  well  as  supported  in  substance,  unless  the  undersigned 
is  mistaken,  by  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
be  once  admitted,  the  whole  subject  is  removed  from  the  domain  of  State 
legislation,  and  transferred  bodily  to  that  of  Church  legisation. 

Secondly — The  question,  "  What  are  the  qualifications  for  Wardens  ?"  may 
now  be  considered  in  the  broadest  view.  It  is  not  a  question  of  legat 
functions,  those  fixed  by  statute  merely.  Legally,  Wardens  are  trustees, 
together  with  the  Rector  and  Vestrymen.  Religious  qualifications  may  not 
be  necessary  tor  trustees,  though  it  would  not  be  very  strange  if  the  ChuicU 
should  prefer  to  entrust  her  sanctuaries  and  rectories  to  her  own  communi- 
cants. Neither  is  it  a  question  merely  concerning  functions  prescribed  by 
Canon.  There  are  no  ancient  and  no  English  Canons  on  this  matter  binding 
this  Church.  And  though  there  are  dioceses  where  the  duties  of  Wardena 
are  fixed  by  Canon,  they  are  not  very  numerous.    There  is  a  kind  of 

feneral  agreement  on  the  subject,  derived  in  part  from  the  statute  law  of 
Ingland,  but  it  is,  for  the  most  part,  of  a  very  indefinite  sort.    The  enume- 
ation  of  the  duties  of  Wardens,  given  by  the  majority  of  your  Committee, 
seems  to  the  undersigned  to  be  defective  in  some  particulars,  and  he  cannot 
believe  that  the  Convention  will  be  satisfied,  as  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mlttee  have  been,  to  pass  by  the  evident  incongruity  of  the  preparation  of 
the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion,  by  one  who  is  not  himself  a  Com- 
municant, with  the  reflection,  not  altogether  relevant,  as  it  appears  to  the 
undersigned,  **  that  this  may  be  in  some  cases  more  becoming  than  to  see  a 
careless,  heedless  and  impenitent  communicant  engaged  in  the  same  service;"' 
but  he  does  not  care  to  insist  on  these  matters.    The  well  known  fact  in  the 
case  is  this :  that  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish  are  the  persons  upon  whom,  next 
to  the  Rector,  and  upon  whom  alone  when  there  is  no  Rector,  the  responsi- 
bilities of  every  kind  which  pertain  to  the  parish  are  regarded  as  chiefly 
resting.    In  ordinary  cases,  this  circumstance  makes  it  extremely  desirable 
that  they  should  have  the  interests  of  the  Parish,  the  interests  of  the  Diocese 
and  of  the  Church  at  largo,  and  the  glory  and  honor  of  the  Master,  very 
much  and  very  deeply  at  heart.    But  when  a  Kector  is  to  be  chosen,  or 
still  more,  when  a  question  is  raised  in  any  Parish  in  which,  as  may  often 
be  the  case,  from  the  dependence  of  Rectors  upon  Vestries  in  the  matter  of 
support,  the  duties  and  rights  of  the 'Rector  as  the  spiritual  guide  of  hia 
people  are  involved,  then  the  position  of  the  Wardens,  as,  in  virtue  of  their 
ofllce,  the  leading  men  of  the  Vestry,  becomes  one  of  very  grave  spiritual 
importance.    It  is  true  that  their  position  difiTt^rs  only  in  degree  from  thatof 
the  other  members  of  the  Vestry  ;  but  this  difference  of  degree,  supposing 
it  to  be  important  that  all  Vestrymen  should  possess  certain  qualifications, 
makes  it  still  more  and  above  all  things  important  that  Wardens,  at  least, 
should  possess  them.    Moreover,  in  small  communities,  where  the  personal 
character  and  public  religious  acts  of  each  man  are  generally  known,  and, 
to  a  certain  extent  in  all  communities,  the  position  of  the  Wardens,  as  the 
representative  men  of  the  Church,  so  far  as  the  Laity  are  concerned,  gives 
them  a  very  serious  power  for  good  or  for  evil,  in  a  spiritual  point  of  view» 
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ThMUff—With  this  view  of  the  poeition  of  Warden,  it  is  clear  to  the 
nnderaigned  that  some  spiritual  qualificatioDS  maj  well  be  regarded  by  the 
Church,  as  requisite  for  filling  it — so  requisite  that  she  is  bound  to  require 
them ;  and,  indeed,  the  highest  spiritual  qualifications  that  can  be  had. 
Tne  reception  of  the  Holy  Ck)mmunion  is  one  of  the  few  tests  which  the 
Church  in  a  whole  Diocese,  without  knowledge  of  individuals,  could  well 
establi^ ;  and  It  is  a  test  of  real  practical  value  for  these  two  reasons :  a 
man  in  the  right  spiritual  condition,  as  to  acceptance  of  Divine  truth  and 
obedience  to  Divine  law,  will  go  to  the  Communion ;  and  the  partaking  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  in  sincerity,  makes  its  recipient  through  Divine  grace 
the  possessor  of  higher  spiritual  qualifications  than  the  man  who  does  not 
receive  it.  In  the  latter  aspect,  and  in  both,  in  the  case  of  persons  not  bap- 
tized in  infancy,  the  same  consideration  applies  to  Baptism,  only  in  one 
point  of  view,  with  double  force,  since  Baptism  stands  at  the  very  threshold 
of  the  distinctively  Christian  life.  What  wonder,  too,  if  the  Church  should 
fear,  lest  in  not  applying  these  necessary  and  practicable  tests,  she  should  be 
leading  men  to  reganl  the  blessed  Sacraments  which  her  Lord  instituted  as 
of  little  practical  moment. 

Fourthly — The  undersigned,  then,  being  very  decidedly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Church  ought  to  bring  it  about,  in  some  way,  that  Wardens  shall 
in  all  cases  be  not  only  baptized  men,  but  communicants,  approaches  the 
question,  "  How  shall  this  be  done  V  from  a  standpoint  not  at  all  the  same 
-with  that  of  the  majority  of  the  committee.  They  could  not  well  be  sorry 
to  find  the  way  blocked,  as  they  supposed,  against  any  course  but  a  dis- 
agreeable and  troublesome  one,  that  of  petitioning  the  State  Legislature  for 
an  amendment  of  the  act  coocerniog  (he  incorporation  of  Parishes.  Such  a 
discovery  would  be  unpleasant  to  the  undersigned,  though  if  such  a  course 
were  in  his  opinion  necessary,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  result,  he  would 
not  hesitate  to  recommend  it.  But  he  makes  no  such  discovery.  He  sees 
no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  Convention,  on  the  principle  laid  down  in  the 
opening  of  this  report,  have  the  right  and  the  power,  under  a  proper  inter- 
pretation  of  the  statute  as  it  stands  at  present,  to  pass  a  Canon,  which  shall 
be  flTOod  in  law,  requiring  Wardens  to  be  Communicants.  But  as  authorities 
difier  on  this  point,  he  does  not  recommend  this  mode  of  dealing  with  the 
matter.  It  is  not  at  all  necessary.  The  majority  of  your  Committee  them- 
selves admit  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  letter  of  the  statute  to  prevent  the 
Convention  from  excluding  from  representation  in  it  such  Parishes  as  elect 
l^ardens  who  are  not  Communicants.  They  intimate,  however,  that  such 
action  is  inadmissible,  because,  though  not  void  in  law,  it  would  be  hostile 
to  the  intention  of  the  statute  and  a  real  infringement  of  the  vested  rights 
of  the  Parishes,  secured  to  them  partly  by  custom  and  partly  by  the  silence 
of  the  statute  concerning  the  qualifications  of  Wardens.  They  even  seem 
to  suggest  that  the  Parishes,  in  their  indignation  at  such  legislation,  might 
throw  olf  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  set  up  a  new  organization 
for  themselves.  It  is  best  to  repeat  their  own  words.  This  will  lead  to  such 
BOggestions  as  appear  to  the  undersigned  amply  sufficient  to  show  how  un- 
tenable is  the  position  of  the  majority  of  your  Committee.  "  Parishes  "  they 
say, "  and  parish  organizations  exist  independent  of  the  Convention.  They 
create  the  Convention  and  are  its  constituent  elements.  They  can  dissolve 
it  by  refusing  to  be  represented,  and  reconstruct  another  Convention." 
The  individuals  of  a  Parish,  the  undersigned  will  add,  could  do  the  same 
thing,  but  for  the  fact,  it  would  be  said,  that  the  law  of  the  State  has  created 
a  corporation  which  could  be  carried  on  by  others  if  they  should  leave  it. 
The  Parish,  then,  owes  its  permanence  to  the  State  law.  The  Convention 
has  no  being  except  for  the  Parishes.  The  Convention  therefore,  is  the 
creature  of  the  State  law.    The  Church,  the  Diocese,  which  with,  its  Bishop 
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at  its  head,  is  the  real  unit,  the  integer,  in  the  Church,  so  far  as  there  is  any 
fiuch,  between  the  individual  and  the  Church  universal,  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  matter.  The  Clergj,  as  an  order,  have  nutliing  to  do  with  the 
matter.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Tork  makes  Parishes,  and  the 
Parishes  make  or  unmake  the  Convention  at  their  pleasure,  and  this  in  a 
country  which  boasts  that  it  knows  no  connneetion  between  Church  and 
State  1  To  state  this  position  is  to  answer  it.  A  Parish,  whatever  it  may 
be  as  a  legal  corporation,  is,  in  a  religious  sense,  but  a  fraction  of  the  integer, 
the  Diocesan  Church.  It  is  bound  in  conscience,  and  with  this  obligation 
the  law  of  the  land  does  not  and  cannot  interfere,  to  comply  with  the  direc- 
tions of  the  constituted  authorities  in  the  Diocese  of  which  it  forms  a  part. 
And  if  neither  this  Diocese  nor  any  other  has  as  yet  reqaired  by  Canon  that 
Wardens  shall  be  communicants,  if  their  Parish  is  to  be  represented  in 
Convention,  certainly  this  gives  no  vested  rights  which  can  prevent  them 
from  doing  so  now,  or  at  any  time  in  the  future.  Such  a  position,  if  valid, 
-would  utterly  block  the  wheels  of  legislation.  Neither  is  it  an  argument, 
nor  the  shadow  of  an  argument,  to  show  that  they  ought  not  to  make  such  a 
requirement.  The  Church  in  this  country,  like  the  country  itself,  is  still 
comparatively  young.  She  has  been,  in  her  great  caution,  unnecessarily 
timid.  She  is  gathering  confidence.  She  knows  that  she  has  safiered  (here 
the  undersigned  must  differ  in  a  matter  of  fact  from  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee) f^om  her  failure  to  insist  upon  this  and  similar  principles,  and  she  is, 
partly  in  shame  and  partly  in  brave  trust  in  her  Divine  Lord  and  in  her 
own  high  calling,  crying  aloud  on  every  hand  for  their  rigid  and  scrupulous 
enforcement.  This  dhame  and  this  faith  combine  to  teach  her  that  consist- 
ency can  do  her  no  harm. 

Fifthly — It  remains  only  to  notice  the  objection  that  in  small  Parishes  male 
communicants  cannot  be  found  who  are  fit  to  l>e  made  Wardens.  The 
number  of  such  Parishes  is  but  small,  and  if  they  were  to  cease  making 
elections  until  they  have  two  competent  communicants,  they  would  not  lose 
their  legal  incorporation  nor  suffer  in  any  way,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
they  would  avoid  the  penalties  of  the  Canon  if  it  should  be  amended,  as 
the  undersigned  will  propose  to  amend  it,  and  if  these  should  be  incurred 
they  can  be  remitted  at  any  time  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention.  But 
there  need  never  have  been  such  Parishes,  and  there  ought  not  to  be  any  such 
in  future.  The  Word  of  Qod  can  be  preached,  the  Sacraments  administered, 
the  people  can  be  confirmed,  married,  and  buried,  without  a  parochial 
organization.  So  can  they  work,  separately  or  together,  as  hard  as  they 
wish,  and  give  as  much  as  they  wish,  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  Uis  Church, 
and  build  a  house  of  worship,  if  they  please,  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  and  then,  when  they  are  strong  enough 
in  men  to  l>e  reasonably  sure  of  bavins:  each  year  two  male  communicants 
worthy  of  being  chosen  Wardens,  take  the  necessary  steps  to  be  incorporated 
under  the  law. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  recommends — 

That  Canon IV.  be  amended  as  follows :  Add  to  Section  1,  these  words : 
"  (8.)  The  certificate  of  the  person  presiding  at  the  meeting  for  organiza- 
tion, that  the  persons  elected  Wardens  are  communicants  of  this  Church." 

Insert  in  Section  2,  after  the  word  *'  Convention,"  the  following,  "  shall 
for  three  years  in  succession  elect  as  Warden  or  Wardens  any  person  or 
persons  other  than  a  communicant  or  communicants  of  this  Church,  or,"  &c.

Mr.  A.  H.  Sawyer,  from  the  Standing  Gommittee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  {Set  Appendix,  II.  G.), 
presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fand  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  report :  That  the  Fund  at  this 
time  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  Trustees, 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  $54,889.46,  including  the.sum  of  $600,  which  is  not 
to  form  a  part  ot  the  $00,00 J  fund,  but  to  be  in  addition  thereto.  During 
the  past  year,  $8,000  has  been  invested  in  trust  deeds  of  land  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  bearing  interest  at  ten  per  cent,  and  $8,000  sent  to  Wisconsin  for 
investment  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  rate.  Of  the  balance, 
nearly  the  whole  sum  is  invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages  and  other  securities 
of  this  State.  As  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Trustees  there  still  remains 
unpaid  upon  the  subscription  to  the  Fund,  the  sum  of  $4,276.86. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  increase  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate,  reported  at  the  Convention  of  1871,  "That  there  was  then  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  $47,694,  and  remaining  unpaid  upon 
the  subscription,  $12,804.88,  making  together  $59,998.88."  Excluding  the 
$500  noc  to  be  included  in  the  $60,000  Fund,  the  total  amount  of  the  Fund, 
including  unpaid  subscriptions,  at  the  present  time,  as  appears  by  the  report 
of  the  Trustees,  is  $58,615.82,  or  nearly  $1,400  less  than  the  amount  reported 
by  the  Committee  at  the  last  Convention.  Your  Committee  are  unable  to 
explain  this  discrepancy.

An  election  by  ballot  being  had,  the  Secretaries  acting  as 
Tellers,  on  counting  the  votes,  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Jackson  was  declared 
duly  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  two  Trustees 
of  the  Paix)chial  Fund  in  the  place  of  Messrs.  Henry  DaboU  and 
Bobert  M.  Beecher,  whose  term  of  office  expires  Sept.  1, 1872. 

The  Secretaries  were  appointed  as  Tellers,  and  on  counting  the 
Totes,  Messrs.  Henry  DaboU  and  Robert  M.  Beecher  were  declared 
duly  elected  for  three  years  from  Sept.  1, 1872. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  John  A.  Staunton  a  Deputy  to  the 
Federate  Council,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Babcock,  D.D., 
removed  from  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Clarke,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the 
Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Education. 
i^See  Appendix  IL  D.) 

The  Committee  submitted  the  following  ^Resolutions,  which, 
on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Eeiolved,  That  this  Convention  urges  upon  the  heads  of  families  helonffing 
to  our  Diocese  greater  diligence  in  the  Christian  training  of  their  famUies, 
and  increased  attention  to  all  things  that  give  a  religious  character  and  in- 
fluence to  the  life  of  the  home. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Convention  argee  upon  Sondaj-school  teachen  a  deeper- 
sense  of  their  responsibilitieB  as  assistants  of  Christ's  ministers  in  the  ten- 
derest  part  of  the  pastoral  office,  the  spiritual  feeding  of  the  lambs  of  Chzist. 

Beeolved,  That  in  our  judgment,  all  education  ought  to  be  imbued  with 
a  religious  element ;  and  that,  as  citizens,  we  disapprove  of  the  exclusion  of 
Prayer  and  the  reading  of  God's  Word  irom  the  schools  supported  by  pablic 
funds. 

Jieeolved,  That,  as  Churchmen,  we  favor  the  establishment,  whenever  and 
wherever  practicable,  of  schools  in  which  the  religious  element  shall  be  the 
teaching  of  the  H0I7  Scriptures  as  practically  set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Com' 
mon  Prayer. 

Reeolvedf  That  where  such  schools  have  been  or  may  be  established,  it  is 
the  duty  of  Churchmen  who  have  it  in  their  power,  to  send  their  children 
to  such  schools  rather  than  to  schools  conducted  on  secular  principles,  or  on 
religious  piinciples  hostile  to  those  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  V.  H.  Scoville, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  are,  in  conjunction  with  the  Bishop,  constituted  a  Board  of  Visitors 
for  our  Diocesan  and  Parish  Schools. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Staunton,  from  the  Standing  Cbmmittee 
on  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  presented  the  following 

^  EEPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Missionary 
Board,  respectfully  report :  That  they  have  exftnined  the  same  and  have 
found  it  to  be  a  record  of  unusual  activity  and  faithfulness  on  the  part  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  well  seconded  by  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the 
Laity,  in  the  work  of  Church  extension. 

The  Committee  would  commend  to  the  special  attention  of  the  Conven- 
tion that  part  of  the  Report  referring  to  the  long-felt  need  of  an  Itinerant 
Ministry.  It  is  their  own  conviction  that  increase  of  Missionary  contribu- 
tions in  the  several  Parishes  should  be  urged  with  the  view  of  supplying 
this  great  want  at  an  early  day. 

In  consideration  of  the  great  relief  which  has  been  brought  to  certain 
Parishes  and  to  the  Missionary  Board  during  the  past  year,  through  teetar 
mentary  benefactions,  your  Committee  would  also  suggest  that  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  be  recommended  to  call  the  attention  of  their  wealthy 
parishioners,  as  occasion  may  offer,  to  the  matter  of  making  bequests  lor 
Missionary  purposes. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  charge  each  Rector  and  Missionary  to 
exert  himself  to  the  utmost  to  increase,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
" Pledge  System"  the  receipts  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  instruct  the  Missionary  Board  to  take  cog- 
nizance  of,  and  to  rebuke  in  some  fitting  way,  all  failures  on  the  part  of  a 
Rector  or  Missionary  to  report  quarterly  to  the  President  of  the  Convoca- 
tion to  which  he  belongs  the  Missionary  work  that  he  has  done  and  the 
amount  which  has  been  contributed  by  his  Parish  or  Parishes  for  Diocesan 
Missions  during  the  quarter  next  preceding  any  regular  meeting  of  a  Con* 
vocation.

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On  motion,  the  Resolutions  appended  to  the  above  Report 
were  adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Leigh  R.  Brewer,  President  of 
the  First  Missionary  District,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bab- 
cock,  removed  from  the  Diocese,  and  announced  that  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  other  Convocations  were  continued. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ayrault,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hobart 
College,  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Ck)mmittee  to  wliom  were  referred  by  the  last  Convention  the  relations 
of  Hobart  College  at  Geneva,  with  this  Diocese,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report :  That  daring  tbe  past  year  the  subject  has  received  their  earnest  and 
anxious  consideration,  and  that  personal  efforts  have  been  made  by  some  of 
them,  and  by  one  of  their  number  acting  as  a  special  Afent  of  the  Com- 
mittee, to  Qll  the  quota  of  $15,000,  proposed  to  be  raised  in  this  Diocese 
towards  the  further  necessary  endowment  of  the  institution.  We  regret  to 
say  that  these  efforts  have  not  been  so  successful  as  we  hoped  they  would 
be.  Tbe  amount  actually  subscribed  and  raised  during  the  year,  iBfour 
thousand  and  thirty-three  dolUirs  and  ten  cents  ($4,033.10),  and  other  sums 
are  promised,  though  not,  yet  subscribed,  which  will  probably  bring  the 
amount  up  to  iive  thousand  dollars.  Twenty  cities  and  villages  have  been 
visited,  some  of  them  more  than  once,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  this 
important  subject  to  our  Church  people. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  allude  to  a  statement,  made  publicly  and 
repeatedly,  and  apparently  with  some  pains,  to  the  effect  that  the  Diocese 
of  (Antral  New  York  is  formally  "  pledged  '*  to  raise  a  certain  amount 
(f  15,000)  to  complete  an  Endowment  Fund  for  the  College  of  $50,000.  If  a 
solemn  and  hearty  declaration  of  a  deHrt  to  raise  such  a  sum  and  of  a  con- 
viction that  it  ought  to  be  raised,  and  of  a  purpose  to  use  every  possible 
means  and  instramentality  to  raise  it,  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop  and  other 
Trustees  of  tbe  College  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  constitute  a  "  pledge,"  the 
statement  is  correct.  It  is  correct  in  no  other  sense.  The  effort  has  been 
pledged,  has  been  made,  and  is  now  making,  in  good  faith  and  in  patient 
nope.  ThQ  actual  successful  pecuniary  result  of  the  effort  has  not  been 
pledged,  of  course,  because  there  was  no  party  authorized  or  competent  to 
make  the  pledge  or  to  redeem  it.  "  Pledges,"  of  the  sort  which  we  are 
imder,  are  constantly  made,  with  good  intent,  and  perhaps  to  some  good 
end,  by  clergymen  for  their  Parishes,  and  by  persons  whose  ability  and 
responsibility  are,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  limited.  The  term  ought  to  be 
too  well  understood  to  be  abused,  or  to  require  explanation. 

We  hope  also  it  will  not  be  forgotten  that  our  duties  and  relations  to  the 
College  are  in  no  respect  different  from  those  of  all  the  other  Dioceses  of 
this  State.  It  was  established  originally  as  a  College  for  the  Churchmen  of 
the  whole  State,  by  the  noble  Prelate  whose  name  it  bears,  when  his  Dio- 
cese included  the  whole  State ;  and  this  its  historical  character  should  never 
be  abandoned  or  lost  sight  of. 

Tour  Committee  feel  that  unless  in  the  future  subdivision  of  Dioceses, 
the  joint  and  common  claims  of  institutions  like  this  be  clearly  recognized 
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and  provided  for,  the  basis  for  their  support  is  liable  to  become  continually 
narrower  and  wealLer.  It  is  certainly  not  desirable  that  every  Diocese 
should  endeavor  to  support  a  College  of  its  own.  Such  an  idea  of  Diocesan 
independence  or  isolation  would  be  an  element  of  weakness  rather  than 
strength  to  the  larger  interests  of  Christian  education.  The  College  has  a 
claim  which  cannot  be  disputed,  upon  the  Church  in  the  whole  State,  and 
therefore  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  in  some  way — either  by  joint 
action  of  the  five  Dioceses  of  this  State,  each  of  which  is  represented  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  in  some  other  way — the  Churchmen  of  the  State 
may  be  united  in  the  endowment  and  support  of  an  institution  every  way 
worthy  of  their  support. 

The  College  this  year  celebrates  its  fiftieth  anniversary,  and  we  take 
pleasure  in  commending  its  very  able  and  accomplished  Faculty,  and  its 
thorough  and  broad  system  of  sound  Christian  teaching,  to  the  confidence 
and  patronage  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  George  II.  Watson, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Education  be  read  by  the  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  to  their 
respective  congregations  at  such  time  as  shall  to  them  seem  best. 

Mr.  George  F.  Comstock  offered  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolution,  which  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  when  engaged  in  the 
performance  ol  official  duty  are  justly  chargeable  to  the  Diocese,  in  addition 
to  his  stated  annual  salary  ;  and 

Whereas,  his  salary  as  heretofore  fixed  is  $4,000  absolutely,  and  $5,000 
contingently  on  the  increase  of  the  permanent  fund  to  such  an  amount  that 
the  increase  will  produce  that  sum  annually ;  therefore, 
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BMohed,  That  the  Bum  of  $500  per  ftnnum  ia  lien  of  travelling  expenses 
be  added  to  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  from  the  General  Fond  of  the  Diocese, 
mo  that  the  same  from  the  commencement  of  the  next  quarter  will  he  $4,500 
Absolutely,  and  $5,500  on  the  contingencf  aforesaid. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Deusen, 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Donation 
-of  J.  Watson  Williams,  Esq.,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  three, 
with  instructions  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  a  Board  of  Trust  to 
Teceive  and  hold  the  said  donation  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  gift. 

The  Chair  appointed  under  this  resolution,  the  Rev.  E.  M. 
Van  Deusen,  D.  D.,  Mr.  Charles  Mason,  and  Mr.  John  Osborn. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  V.  H.  Scovill, 

Ruolvedt  That  the  Secretary,  in  the  blanks  hereafter  to  be  transmitted 
-to  the  various  Parishes  for  the  collection  of  Parochial  Reports,  be  requested 
to  include  a  blank  space  wherein  shall  be  recorded  the  names  of  the 
VTardens  and  Vestrymen,  that  the  same  may  be  printed  in  connection  with 
these  Reports. 

Mr.  James  W.  Glover,  proposed  the  following  amendment  to 
Canon  HI.,  viz  :    • 

That  in  the  third  line  of  Sec.  2,  of  the  said  Canon,  after  the  words  **  real 
-oBtate,"  the  words,  "  within  this  State,"  be  inserted. 

On  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  was  laid  on  the  table. 
•On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  V.  H.  Scovill, 

lUiolved,  That  as  members  of  this  Convention  we  desire  to  express  te  the 
3ishop  and  Mrs.  Huntington  the  very  great  pleasure  afforded  us  in  meeting 
'with  them  at  the  Episcopal  residence  last  evening,  and  our  appreciation  of 
the  generous  hospitality  extended  to  us. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  C.  McWhorter, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  Church- 
men of  Syracuse,  and  especially  to  the  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.

The  House,  on  motion,  resolved  to  adjourn  after  the  reading 
of  the  minutes,  and  the  usual  devotions. 

The  minutes  of  this  day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

After  the  singing  of  the  IQlst  Hymn,  the  Rt.  Eev.  the  Presi- 
dent, offered  Prayers  and  pronounced  the  Benediction,  and  the* 
Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

J)ear  Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Diocese  of  Central 

New  York: 

Oar  commission  continues.  The  Faith  abides.  The  Church  endures. 
Oar  Lord  is  aiive  forevermore.  To  Him  belongs  the  final  account  of  our 
Stewardship.  To  jou,  well-beloved  and  honored  fellow-workmen  under 
Him,  I  offer,  with  hearty  thanksgivings  to  God,  a  record  of  what  has  been 
done  or  attempted  in  another  annual  term  of  it,  not  failing  to  notice  franklj 
the  much  greater  part  that  is  yet  undone.  Confess  with  me,  first  of  all, 
that  the  labor  lies  thus  incomplete  not  only  because  the  time  has  been  too 
short,  but  because  our  hands  are  weak,  our  knowledge  is  slight,  and  our 
love  too  cool. 

On  the  tenth  of  last  July,  in  Windsor,  Ct.,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop 
•of  that  Diocese,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Beujamin  Judkins,  Jr.,  to  the  Order  of 
Priests.  On  the  twenty-third  of  the  same  month  I  ordained  Mr.  John  W. 
•Garland  Deacon,  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts.  In  Mexico,  September 
•twenty-seventh,  I  gave  Priest's  Orders  to  the  Rev.  George  H.  Watson.  In 
l^orwich,  October  twenty-second,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Massachu- 
-eetts,  I  ordained  Mr.  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter  Deacon.  At  Whitney's  Point,  De- 
<cember  twentieth,  I  admitted  to  the  same  Order  Mr.  C.  T.  Coer,  and  in  Cal- 
vary Church,  Utica,  June  fifth,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Betticher.

With  personal  joy  I  have  officially  consented  to  the  consecration  of  the 
KoT.  William  Bell  White  Howe,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  and  of 
the  BeT.  Mark  Antony  De  Wolf  Howe,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Central  Penn- 
■ylTania. 

I  haTe  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion  thirty  times,, 
the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  to  seTenteen  persons,  adults  and  children — 
in  Syracuse,  HarpersTille,  Ithaca,  Phoenix,  and  in  Maryland  and  Massachn* 
Setts — haTe  married  two  couples,  and  haTe  deliTered  sermons,  lectures  and- 
addresses  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  times. 

Most  of  the  month  of  October  was  spent  at  the  General  CouTention  in* 
Baltimore.  I  haTe  repeatedly  Tisited  our  Church  Schools,  attended  three 
meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  Hobart  College  at  GeneTa,  three  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  three  District  ConTocations,  and  two  meetings  o£ 
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the  Societj  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  or  its  Executive  Committee,  in 
distant  cities. 

Bejond  the  regular  recurring  duties,  I  maj  perhaps  be  allowed  to  men- 
tion as  additional  employments,  since  I  met  you  last,  a  course  of  Advent 
Lectures  in  Syracuse,  on  the  Foundations  of  the  Christian  Faith  in  relation 
to  the  problems  of  the  later  skepticism,  some  services  in  the  Committee  on 
the  Hymnal,  the  preparation  of  a  Devotional  Manual  for  private  and  paro- 
chial use,  entitled  "  Helps  to  a  Holy  Lent,"  and,  since  the  first  of  January, 
the  composition  and  selection,  each  week,  of  most  of  the  contents  of  the 
Ootpd  Musenger,  which  was  then  brought  into  my  hands. 

Our  three  Church  Schools  of  the  higher  rank  seem  to  be  advancing  in 
influence.  There  is  no  daughter  of  any  family  in  this  community  requiring 
a  better  education  or  a  more  refined  training  than  can  be  had  at  the  Keble 
School  in  Syracuse.  Last  year  I  mentioned  that  the  Oxford  Academy  had 
passed  into  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  our  Communion,  with  an 
enlarged  foundation  ;  these  Trustees  are  applying  their  business  ability  and 
their  liberality  in  the  good  effort  to  perfect  the  institution  as  a  seat  of  both 
scientific  and  classical  instruction,  where  expenses  are  light  and  the  course 
of  study  is  comprehensive  and  thorough.  In  September  next,  St.  John's 
School  at  Manlius  expects  to  take  possession  of  its  noble  estate  and  admira- 
bly constructed  building,  with  accommodations  for  about  sixty  boys.  We 
have  a  guaranty  in  the  character  and  attainments  of  the  Head  Master  and 
of  the  accomplished  assistants  who  are  associated  with  him  in  the  care  of 
the  school-family  and  the  conduct  of  the  studies,  that  the  promise  it  has  all 
along  held  out,  of  furnishing  advantages  superior  to  those  found  in  this 
region,  both  in  domestic  discipline  and  intellectual  culture,  will  not  be 
broken.  I  wish  very  much  that  it  were  possible  for  this  whole  Convention 
to  inspect  the  new  edifice  and  observe  its  surroundings,  confident  that  an 
acquaintance  with  its  attractions  and  with  the  teachers  and  matron  of  the 
school  would  be  a  recommendation  to  patronage.  Indeed,  I  believe  it  would 
enlist  you  all  as  cordial  personal  agents  for  recommending  St.  John's  to  any 
parents  you  may  know  having  sons  to  be  educated  for  college,  for  commerce, 
for  any  kind  of  secular  business,  or  for  the  ministry  of  Christ. 

Indications  are  frequently  met  with  that  our  educational  power  is  limited 
only  by  our  defect  of  means  to  provide  the  apparatus,  the  buildings  and 
preceptors.  Several  places  have  recently  been  pointed  out  to  me  where  fine 
openings  and  in  some  cases  existing  structures,  await  only  the  investment 
of  our  capital  to  secure  flourishing  seminaries.  Just  at  present  it  appears  to 
be  a  better  policy  to  strengthen  the  schools  we  have,  with  endowments, 
scholarships  'and  scholars,  than  to  increase  the  number  and  so  divide  our 
force. 

Tou  will  have  a  Report  on  the  necessities  and  claims  of  Hobart  College, 
from  the  special  committee  appointed  a  year  ago.  In  my  own  behalf, 
official  and  personal,  I  can  only  refer  to  the  unqualifled  terms  in  which  then, 
and  in  each  one  of  my  previous  Addresses,  I  have  besought  you  for  your 
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continued  sympathy  and  increased  bounty  towards  that  institution,  identi. 
fied  as  it  is  with  your  traditions,  your  literary  repute,  your  hopes  of  a  home, 
trained  and  learned  ministry,  and  with  the  academic  memory  and  pride  of 
those  of  you  who  are  its  graduates — adding,  however,  that  meantime  the 
condition  of  the  College  has  been  improved,  valuable  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  Faculty,  the  financial  strait  has  been  a  little  eased,  and  the 
number  of  students  has  been  increased. 

Comer  stones  of  Church  buildings  have  been  laid  in  Binghamton,  Augusta, 
Antwerp  and  Cayuga — respectively  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Goodrich,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock,  and  myself. 

On  the  Festival  of  All  Saints  I  consecrated  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd in  Binghamton,  and  on  the  twentieth  of  December  Grace  Church  at 
Whitney's  Point. 

The  year  has  been  rather  notable  among  us  for  efforts,  partially  or  whoU  j 
successful,  to  clear  off  Parish  debts.  Conscious  of  an  ever-livelier  detesta- 
tion of  these  drag-chains  on  the  progrees  of  the  Church,  I  take  pains  to 
applaud  this  demonstration  of  good  sense  and  good  faith.  The  Church 
Law  prohibiting  the  consecration  of  a  Church  edifice  before  it  is  honorablj 
paid  for  must  be  supplemented,  in  my  conscience.  Brethren,  by  something 
like  a  rule  to  encourage  no  undertaking  to  build  without  a  basis  of  financial 
ability  in  plain  sight,  and  a  lair  promise  of  deliverance  from  creditors  when 
the  structure  is  done.  The  sanguine  hope  of  a  numerical  increase  by  a  fine 
House  will  be  checkmated  by  shyness,  on  the  part  of  shrewd  neighbors,  at 
obligations  which,  they  know  perfectly  well,  will  some  day  or  other  gall 
them.  When  the  Apostle  ordered  the  primitive  Christians  to  "  owe  no 
man  anything  but  to  love  one  another  "  he  knew  that  the  "  owing  "  vras 
not  friendly  to  the  "love,"  and  it  was  a  part  of  his  inspired  sagacity  that  he 
made  no  exception  of  congregations  worshipping  in  sanctuaries  which  keep 
their  ministers'  hands  half-tied  and  their  doors  halt-barred  by  a  yearly  tax 
for  interest  on  borrowed  money  or  notes  unpaid.  You  may  expect  me  to  be 
prompt  and  hearty  in  setting  forward  anywhere  all  the  solid  advantages  of 
a  Churchly  edifice  with  its  Churchly  appointments,  and  equally  prompt  and 
hearty  in  discouraging  the  putting  up  of  walls  that  rest  on  a  hollow  founda- 
tion, or  of  a  structure  so  costly  that  it  must  stand  till  it  is  old,  under  a 
dubious  title  to  respect,  groaning  lor  relief,  with  tedioas  solicitations  to  a 
grudging  charity.  It  is  proved  that  we  can  have  such  Churchly  Houses  of 
God  made  of  frugal  materials  and  a  simple  pattern.  God  will  not  despise 
them,  or  the  worship  offered  in  them  ;  and  they  who  are  contented  with 
them,  provided  they  are  the  costliest  that  can  be  honestly  had,  will  render 
Him  a  better  homage  than  by  running  in  debt  for  a  temple  that  may  adorn 
the  scenery,  or  raise  the  real  estate  of  the  neighborhood.  Ijet  the  strain  on 
individual  liberality  be  a  little  more  stringent  at  the  outset,  and  then  the 
progress  of  the  enterprise  will  be  one  of  health  and  cheerfulness. 

On  looking  carefully  over  the  financial  condition  of  our  Parishes,  I  am 
gratified  to  find  how  few  are  left  embarrassed.    Several  that  I  might  name 
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iuiye  landabljr  freed  tliemselTea  within  the  twelvemonth.  Several  hitherto 
finconBecrated  chorches  will  soon  be  ready  to  be  given  over  to  Him  to  whom 
tbej  belong,  as  habitations  of 'His  praises.  Six  new  churches  have  jost 
lieen  built. 

In  the  course  of  the  /ear  I  have  laid  hands,  in  confirmation,  on  seven 
hundred  and  seven  persons,  giving  about  an  average  of  seven  persons  to 
•each  Parish — the  largest  number  confirmed  at  any  one  time  being  thirty- 
four.  Judging  by  the  conversation  of  the  clergy,  there  is  an  increasing 
effort  among  them  to  ground  their  candidates  thoroughly  in  Christian 
knowledge,  to  exalt  the  statadard  of  Christian  character,  and  to  bring 
forward  only  those  who  have  deliberately  and  understand! ngly  chosen 
the  service)  of  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  Master,  while  at  the  same  time 
endeavouring  always  to  overcome  those  artificial  and  obstinate  objections 
'which  arise  from  a  misconception  of  the  right  beginning  and  growth  of  the 
CSiristian  life,  and  from  a  wrong  education  as  to  the  gracioas  helps  supplied 
bjr  the  Church.  It  is  slow  woik ;  it  needs  much  of  the  patience  of  Christ 
to  persuade  these  people  about  us  that  real  religion  is  neither  a  paroxysm 
nor  a  "  profession  ;"  that  the  accepted  disciple  is  he,  at  any  age,  who  earn- 
estly desires  and  strives  to  be  one ;  that  no  human  soul  need  wait  to  make 
a  Christian  beginning,  and  that  ?iaving  begun,  eyery  soul  is  entitled  to  all  the 
aasistance  and  encouragement  of  a  member  of  the  Lord's  Family  ;  that  the 
open  avowal  of  loyalty  to  the  Son  of  God  is  the  noblest  of  honors,  as  His 
service  is  the  only  perfect  freedom.  As  fast  as,  by  any  means,  these  simple 
and  reasonable  truths,  written  brightly  out  on  every  page  of  the  New 
Testament,  and  yet  deplorably  obscured  by  much  modern  misinterpretation, 
can  be  made  to  displace  technical  error  on  the  one  hand  and  a  shallow  in- 
difference begotten  of  the  fashions  and  the  passions  of  the  world,  the  flesh 
and  the  devil  on  the  other,  the  number  of  confirmations  will  increase. 
Seeing  that  the  Age  is  made  shallow  by  materialism,  it  seems  sad  that  it 
should  be  made  faithless  by  misrepresentations  of  Qod  and  His  Gospel. 
Christian  teachers  and  Christian  workmen  must  stand  strongly  on  the 
plain,  original  principles  of  that  organized  Kingdom,  ever-visible  and  iden- 
tical in  history,  which  is  righteousness,  peace  and  joy,  or  else  society  will 
sink  into  a  barbarous  ferment  of  money  getting,  ostentation  and  sensuality, 
covered  at  best  by  nothing  better  than  a  thin  crust  of  counterfeit  respecta- 
bility, sprinkled  here  and  there  with  the  glib  phrases  of  a  sentimental 
piety. 

Last  July  I  received  a  letter  from  J.  Watson  Williams,  Esq.,  of  Utica, 
having  reference  to  the  extinct  organization  known  as  "The  Bible  and 
Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  the  Central  part  of  the  State  of  New 
York,"  its  lapsed  Fund,  and  the  Report  upon  it  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Oibeon  at  the  Convention  of  1870,  printed  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Journal 
for  that  year.  This  communication  represents  the  minds  of  the  parties 
most  intimately  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Fund,  and  perhaps 
most  interested  in  its  history  and  memory.    After  tracing  minutely  the 
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transactioDB  in  that  history,  the  writer  states  that  the  whole  amoant  of 
the  claim  of  Bishop  DeLancej  upon  the  Treasurer,  principal  and  interest, 
in  1863,  was  $2,678. 16— somewhat  lees  than  the  sum  as  given  in  the  report 
of  our  committee  just  referred  to.  On  the  particulars  of  this  claim  there 
was  some  difference  of  views,  hut  a  "compromise  was  made  which  re- 
sulted in  the  payment  of  nearly  half  the  amount  as  (the  Treasurer)  had 
stated  it,  in  full  of  all  claims."  The  letter  then  proceeds.  "Although  not 
legally  demandahle,  it  is  now  deemed  host  to  satisfy  every  possible  ques- 
tion by  paying  the  balance  on  the  original  claim  of  Bishop  DeLancej 
(including  as  it  did  interest,  part  of  which  had  been  already  paid  though 
not  reported,  and  part  of  which  was  never  properly  demandahle)  with 
interest  up  to  the  present  date  (Juljr  24, 1871) ;  but  as  the  remittance  is  thus* 
at  the  same  time  in  the  nature  of  a  gift,  it  is  desired  by  the  person  making 
it  that  it  should  be  strictly  applied  to  the  (original)  purpose."  "So  it  is 
desired  the  ameunt  now  transmitted  should  be  considered  as  a  full  and 
complete  satisfaction  of  the  whole  amount,  principal  and  interest,  claimed 
by  Bishop  DeLancey  Feb.  14, 18G3,  with  interest,  and  it  is  requested  that  it 
will  be  so  acknowledged  in  the  Secretary's  next  annual  report." 

This  letter  of  Mr.  Williams  enclosed  a  check  payable  to  my  order  for 
$3,066.  That  amount  I  immediately  deposited  in  a  Savings  Bank  in  my 
own  name  as  Trustee.  The  facts  were  communicated  to  the  Board  of 
Missions,  as  the  body  most  proper  to  recognize  at  once  this  most  honorable 
and  liberal  benefaction.  The  Board  now  join  with  me,  through  a  com- 
mittee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  in  recommending  to  the  Convention  to 
accept  this  gift  with  suitable  expressions  of  gratitude,  and  to  commit  it  to 
a  Board  of  six  Trustees,  to  be  incorporated  under  the  general  law  of  the 
State,  who  shall  hold  and  use  it  according  to  the  specified  conditions,  report- 
ing annually,  to  the  Convention,  this  Board  to  consist,  together  with  the 
Bishop,  of  Levi  Blakeslee,  William  B.  Jackson,  and  Thomas  W.  Seward,  of 
Utica,  Horace  O.  Moss,  of  New  Berlin,  and  John  J.  Peck,  of  Syracuse,  or 
their  successors.  This  incorporation  would  appear  to  me  to  be  warranted 
not  only  by  a  due  respect  to  a  noble  act,  and  by  the  specific  character  of 
the  donor's  intention,  but  by  a  reasonable  expectation  that  the  amount  of 
the  Fund  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  increased.  The  Trust  will  be  of 
great  and  constant  service  to  us  in  our  mission  work,  and  to  our  needy 
congregations.  I  may  add  that  the  donor  consents  to  such  a  slight  modifi- 
cation of  the  plan  of  the  original  society  as  will  confer  the  whole  benefit 
upon  our  Diocese,  the  area  of  the  benefit  being  thus,,  in  fact,  not  narrowed 
but  enlarged. 

The  Treasurer  will  report  the  income  of  the  Board  of  Missions  as  some- 
thing more  than  $12,000, — ^a  thousand  dollars  a  month.  It  is  a  goodly 
aggregate, — good  to  stimulate  and  cheer.    Is  it  good  enough  to  satisfy  ? 

You  are  probably  aware  that  we  have  no  itinerant  missionaries  or  evan- 
gelists busied  about  that  special  form  of  mission-work  which  the  state  of 
our  population  renders  absolutely  necessary  ta  any  signal  advance.    Six 
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or  eight  I  eould  place  at  once  where  the  Church  is  sufficiently  known  t 

foralBh  OS  proof  that  thejr  would  labor  effectually, — holding  free  services  ii 

eommon  aitnations,  ceasing  not    to  teach  and  to  preach  Jesus  Chrisi 

baptising,  distributing  prayer  books  and  other  publications,  and  visiting 

aeoording  to  opportunity,  from  house  to  house.    There  are  regions  lyiuj 

within  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  where  I  am  told  the  religious  state  i 

lamentable,  a  stupid  indifference,  vulgar  delusions  or  a  tough  unbelie 

liaving  gimdnally  sunk  the  people  into  a  general  disregard  of  all  worship 

and,  to  a  laige  extent,  even  of  the  moral  law.    In  two  large  district 

stretching  aoathwards  from  a  line  running  east  and  west  through  this  citj 

^the  one  embracing  some  thirty  towns  and  seventy  villages,  the  othe 

^woDf  J  towns  and  fifty  villages,)  the  Prayer  Book  has  never  been  publicl; 

cypened,  and  it  can  be  said,  as  our  very  least  reproach,  that  our  due  shar 

of  efibrt,  reckoned  arithmetically  among  religious  denominations,  to  carr 

the  Gospel  to  the  lost  sheep  of  a  Christian  Israel,  is  there  utterly  withheld 

lYotild  that  God,  the  Heavenly  Father,  whose  mercies  do  not  fail,  migh 

oouDt  na  worthy  to  take  a  foremost  part  in   the  evangelizing  of  thes< 

wastaa ;  that  He  would  raise  up  his  power  and  come  among  us  with  grea 

might ;    that    He  would  send  followers  in  the  footsteps  of   Nash  an( 

Gregory  and  Phelps,  to  accomplish  for  His  name's  sake  a  ministry  as  adven 

tarooa,  as  wise,  as  self  denying,  as  sympathizing,  as  fruitful,  as  theirs! 

The  men,  I  think,  would  come  if  the  Church  would  call  them.  By  what 
Toloe  or  what  entreaty  our -Church- members — whom  I  cannot  bear  to  accus< 
of  apathy  or  selfishness—- can  be  persuaded  to  put  aside,  out  of  the  super 
floitiea  or  even  the  ordinary  comforts  of  their  life,  the  trifling  tax,  so  little 
that  one  is  ashamed  to  name  it — an  average  of  a  dollar  or  two  each  for  e 
year — ^the  value  of  one  day's  common  labor,  of  two  or  three  meals  of  food. 
of  a  ribbon,  of  a  single  ride  for  pleasure,  of  a  ticket  to  an  evening  enter- 
tainment— I  say,  by  what  means  they  can  be  brought  to  see  and  feel  that 
this  it  the  will  of  God  and  their  own  joy,  I  must  confess  I  am  sadly  at  a 
lots  to  tell  yon.  If  any  of  you  know  better  than  I  do,  I  beg  you,  by  the 
■orrows  of  the  soul  and  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  to  reveal  it  to  us.  The 
years  are  ranning  by,  and  the  night  when  no  man  can  work  is  coming. 

There  occur  to  me  three  ways,  by  one  of  which  we  might  hope  possiblji 
to  obtain  fonds  to  support  such  traveling  ministers;  although  each  of  the 
three  most  still  involve  some  sacrifice. 

One  is  to  cliange  the  rate  of  our  present  appropriations  so  far  as  to  apply  to 
tbia  new  form  of  work  a  certain  per  centage  of  what  is  now  used  by  the 
Board  to  eke  out  the  salaries  paid  by  small  Parises  to  their  missionary 
Beetora.  In  favor  of  this  it  might  be  argued  that  the  intention  of  oui 
more  liberal  stipends  all  along  has  been  that — while  proportioning  the  paj^ 
iklrly  to  the  work  done,  as  well  as  to  the  temporary  exigency  of  the 
station — after  a  term  of  generous  fostering  the  Parish  or  missson  should 
forego  a  part  of  the  assistance  and  rise  towards  a  self-supporting 
podtion.    It  is  the  opinion  of  some  minds  that  this  process  ought  to  be  ex.- 
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A  Church  Home  in  this  citj  of  Syracuse  would  be  a  BubstaDtlal  help  to 
our  cause.  It  should  unite,  within  moderate  limits  the  uses  of  a  refuge 
for  aged  and  infirm  persons,  an  orphan  asylum,  a  hospital  ward,  the 
residence  of  one  or  two  trained  nurses  and  women  acting  constantly  in  the 
capacity  of  deaconesses,  Bible-readers,  visitors  among  the  poor  and 
sick  of  the  city,  and  seekers  after  neglected  children, — leading  them  to  the 
churches  and  Sunday  schools, — and  also  be  a  temporary  lodging  for  clergy- 
men either  disabled  or  becoming  otherwise  suddenly  dependent  upon 
charity.  There  is  a  practicable  plan  by  which  these  several  departments 
could  be  provided  for  without  mutual  interference,  and  at  first  with  but  a 
small  outlay.  As  resources  should  multiply  with  time,  they  might  branch 
off  into  separate  institutions.  The  want  of  one  or  another  of  them  is  felt 
every  week.  We  are  humiliated  by  being  obliged  to  look  to  other  bodies 
of  Christians  to  take  care  of  our  own  invalids,  to  shelter  the  fatherless  and 
forsaken  of  our  own  household,  and  to  do  the  humane  works  which  it 
«hould  be  our  great  privilege  and  blessing  to  do  for  the  Son  of  Man,  Who 
gained  the  trust  of  the  world  by  healing  impotent  folk  and  feeding  the 
hungry.  A  capital  beginning  has  been  made  by  the  Church  Sisterhood, 
Brotherhood  and  Dispensary ;  but  we  lack  head-quarters — a  center  of  organ- 
ized activity.  So  provided,  the  benefactions  originating  here  might 
radiate,  in  lines  that  are  perceptible  to  me,  into  other  parts  of  the  Diocese. 
Without  expecting  any  conventional  or  Diocesan  measures  for  it,  I  publish 
the  idea,  not  entirely  despairing  of  its  finding  a  fulfilment  in  the  direct  or 
testamentary  endowment  of  some  churchman,  or  churchwoman,  whose  heart 
the  Lord  may  touch,  and  who  will  find  either  the  remaining  years  of  life  or 
the  coming  of  death  lightened  and  comforted  by  such  an  offering  to 
Humanity  and  to  God. 

In  Binghamton  and  Utica,  at  the  Home  of  the  Good  Shepherd  and  St. 
Luke's  Home,  we  have  a  demonstration  of  such  works  of  Mercy.  Neither 
of  them  ought  to  be  called  an  '^experiment,''  because  when  we  are  working  in 
faith  on  the  promises  of  Heaven  we  are  not  experimenting.  Both  Houses 
are  prosperous.  The  latter  has  been  lately  reinforced  by  legacy  and  by 
internal  improvements.  Both ,  are  illustrations  of  the  right  union  of 
physical  sympathy  with  spiritual  ministrations.  Each  has  its  chapel 
services,  chaplain  and  school,  and  missionary  movements,  synchronizing 
with  its  pulses  of  compassion  for  bodily  suffering.  In  Utica  there  is  some 
prospect  of  a  second  Home,  differing  in  some  respects  from  St.  Luke's,  and 
in  a  remote  part  of  the  municipality,  widening  the  sphere  of  Church  benefi 
cence,  and  calling  out  the  energies  of  other  laborers.  Let  us  not  be  satisfied 
till  every  one  of  our  cities  is  beautified  with  one  or  more  of  these  Domiciles 
of  a  faith  that  works  by  love. 

In  immediate  alliance  with  her  operation  as  a  universal  mission,  and  a 
preaching  power,  is  the  Church's  didactic  business,  as  a  spiritual  instructor 
indoctrinating  and  training  her  children.  Our  clergy  everywhere,  I  believe, 
not  only  appreciate  the  worth  of  the  Church  Catechism — that  simple  but 
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migbtj  agency  which  now  for  more  than  two  centories  and  a  half  has 
done  for  the  character  of  the  English  race,  in  both  the  mother  and  daughter 
Church,  more  than  commerce  and  climate,  armies  and  universities  put 
together, — but,  being  well  seconded  by  their  congregations,  they  make  a  good 
«ocoant  of  the  Sunday  School.    There  appears  of  late  to  have  been  a  gain 
in  uniform  subjects  and  systematic  methods,  favored,  I  am  told,  by  the  use 
of  what  are  called  "  leaflet  lessons,"  distributed  from  a  common  center. 
Some  pastors  freshen  the  interest  by  attractive  musical  and  illustrative  ex- 
ercises.   The  better  to  assist  these  good  tendencies  in  the  training  part  of 
the  pastoral  office,  to  the  utmost  of  my  power,  I  desire  during  the  year  to 
-come,  especially  in  the  autumn  and  winter,  to  meet  each  of  our  six  District 
<k>nvocations,  and  to  address  the  Clergy,  with  such  of  the  people  as  may 
mble,  both  men  and  women,  somewhat  particularly  on  the  principles  of 
llgioos  instruction,  with  explicit  reference  to  the  Sunday  School  System, 
mnd  the  ideas  true  and  false  that  are  popularly  connected  with  it.    The 
S'residents  of  the  several  Convocations  will  perhaps  so  arrange  the  meetings 
that  this  design.  Providence  permitting,  may  be  carried  out. 

Should  circumstances  favor  it,  I  also  intend  to  invite  our  clergy  and  lay- 
people  to  come  together  next  winter,  before  Lent,  in  one  of  our  more  central 
cities,  for  an  open  conference  on  certain  prescribed  subjects  pertaining  to 
our  religious  progress  and  to  the  development  of  the  Diocese  in  its  parochial 
and  charitable  departments,  not  without  direct  reference  to  some  of  the 
•questions  which  now  interest  the  Church  at  large.    Such  a  gathering  at  that 
season  of  the  year  can  hardly  fail  to  help  us.    At  the  last  general  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  Baltimore,  it  was  requested  that  the  several 
Dioceses  should  in  some  way  take  measures  to  promote  the  intereets  of  the 
three  great  missionary  committees.    Such  an  occasion  as  I  propose  may 
meet  the  recommendation.    Besides  this,  however,  mindful  of  what  we  owe 
to  the  Board,  and  to  ourselves.  Brethren,  as  fellow.workers  sure  to  be  blessed 
by  cooperating  with  it,  I  have  arranged  that  this  evening  we  may  receive 
and  hear,  at  a  public  meeting,  the  distinguished  Secretaries  of  the  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Committees,  who  have  kindly  taken  the  trouble  to  visit  Cen- 
tral New  York  for  this  purpose.    Let  us  all  be  personally  engaged  to  give 
them  the  welcome  of  our  best  attention,  our  heartiest  sympathy,  and  thanks 
ihat  are  more  solid  than  words. 

Whatever  our  pecuniary  sacrifices  may  have  been  for  the  general  missions 
-of  the  Church,  we  have  made,  during  the  last  year,  an  offering  of  another 
kind,  which  to  me  is  costly.  Of  the  three  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  to 
whom  I  was  looking  to  reinforce  my  slender  diaconate  staff,  for  waiting 
work  under  our  own  eyes,  two  have  felt  themselves  called  of  God  to  go  as 
missionaries— one  among  the  Western  Indians  and  the  other  far  to  the 
Bouthwest.  To  have  thwarted  such  an  impulse  on  their  part  would  have 
seemed  to  be  an  offence  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  a  retraction  of  our  implied 
promises,  and  ungenerous  towards  the  self-sacrificing  Bishops  in  whose 
needy  jurisdictions  they  will  still  be  serving  the  one  Master  of  us  all.    May 
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the  fruit  of  their  evangelization  bear  some  proportion  to  oor  disappointment  f. 
In  the  exaggerated  and  almost  absurd  eagerness  not  only  of  the  miasion" 
fields  but  of  organized  parishes  for  '*  young  immarried  men/'  I  must  go  on 
with  the  not  very  productive  search  for  such  ot  that  scanty  class  as  other: 
Bishops  are  willing  to  spare  and  I  am  willing  to  take. 

It  is  right  for  the  laity  of  the  Diocese  to  know  that  we  are  already  large- 
losers,  and  shall  soon  be  losers  on  a  still  larger  scale,  by  the  circumstanoe- 
that  in  other  parts  of  the  country — East,  West  and  South  of  us — Churchmen 
have  extensively  made  up  their  minds  to  give  the  ministry  a  fuller  support 
than  is  given  them  here.    Within  three  months  I  have  again  and  again 
had  to  let  a  desirable  clergyman  with  whom  I  was  corresponding,  in  &  hope^ 
to  secure  him,  turn  away  to  some  point  where  he  could  minister  to  just  as- 
many  souls  as  in  the  place  where  I  wanted  him  to  serve,  and  receive  a 
better  salary.    Who  can  blame  him  ?    Nor  is  this  the  worst.    There  are 
faithful  and  able  but  impecunious  rectors  from  whom  lam  always  expecting 
to  hear,  with  dismay,  that  they  are  called  to  some  cure  beyond  our  borderB,. 
where  the  daily  struggle  to  live  and  to  raise  and  to  educate  a  family  without 
debt  will  be  less  wearing.    I  enter  into  no  argument.    I  attempt  no  inquiry 
as  to  the  literal  accuracy  of  the  statement  when  laymen  declare  that  thejr 
are  giving  to  their  pastors  "  all  they  can  afford."    My  duty  is  done  when  I 
give  you,  practical  business  men,  notice  of  the  fact,  warning  you  of  what 
must  come,  and  simply  adding  that  when  these  underpaid  brethren,  some 
of  whom  contribute  more  to  the  Parish  treasury  than  any  parishioner,  pro- 
pose to  move  where  they  can  do  quite  as  much  good  and  receive  a  juster 
reward,  it  is  not  in  me  to  tell  them  they  are  self  seekers  or  mercenary 
hirelings  if  they  do.    Either  our  ideas  must  rise  a  little,  and  take  our  self- 
taxation  up  with  them,  or  else  we  shall  forfeit  our  meat,  sink  into  a  second- 
rate  condition  among  our  neighbors,  and  have  leanness  sent  into  our  souls. 

A  great  improvement  will  soon  be  made  in  our  public  worship,  not  onljr 
by  the  use  of  the  new  Hymnal,  but  by  the  several  musical  publications 
prepared  to  accompany  it.  Without  disparaging  any,  I  am  free  to  say  that 
I  believe  the  collection  of  tunes  and  chants  for  which  we  are  chiefly  in? 
debted  to  one  of  our  own  clergy,  the  Precentor  of  this  Diocese,  will  be 
found  to  meet  the  general  need,  on  the  whole,  more  satisfactorily  than  anjr 
other.  That  work,  unless  I  not  only  am  mistaken  in  my  own  judgment, 
but  misinformed  as  to  that  of  critics  more  competent  than  myself,  is  con- 
structed on  such  principles  as  to  represent  admirably  both  what  our  con>  - 
gregations  are  best  able  to  sing  and  most  desire  to  hear. 

Were  those  officers  who  control  our  Church  music  to  pass  frequently,  as 
a  Bishop  does,  from  one  congregation  to  another,  marking  the  difference  in, 
the  styles  both  of  the  music  itself  and  of  its  performance,  and  the  effect 
upon  the  worshipper,  there  would  probably  be  a  speedy  change  in  this  por- 
tion of  our  public  services,  and  the  change  would  be  almost  entirely  in  one. 
direction.  We  should  soon  have  very  generally,  in  my  opinion,  tunes  and 
chants  in  better  keeping  with  the  dignity  and  reverence  of  the  Prayer  - 
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Book,  a  more  animated  and  yet  a  more  devotional  movement  on  all  ordinary 
occasions,  fewer  interludes,  fewer  choirs  made  up  of  voices  trained  in  un- 
devoat  tastes  and  babituated  to  secular  compositions,  fewer  senseless  repe- 
titions, less  vocal  egotism  and  ostentation,  and  a  much  larger  share  of  that 
Mnging  of  God*s  praises  in  which  well-taught  children  and  youth  of  either 
sex  bear  a  leading  part. 

Within  the  year  several  most  faithful  followers  of  our  Lord,  in  our 
Flock,  have  gone  to  rest.  Some  of  them  were  men  and  women  widely 
known ;  others,  without  such  celebrity,  were  wise  and  lovely,  adorned 
with  singular  gifts,  beautiful  with  extraordinary  graces,  honored  in  the 
congregations  where  they  worshipped,  precious  to  the  households  where 
their  light  shoile  every  day,  and  very  dear  to  me.  I  leave  out  any  public 
testimony  to  them  individually  here,  partly  because  I  believe  that, 
holding  no  official  relations  to  the  Diocese,  and  being  of  a  retiring  nature^ 
they  would  have  themselves  desired  it,  partly  because  such  appreciating 
tributes  have  been  paid  to  them,  one  by  one,  as  affection  and  reverence 
prompted  when  the  grief  at  their  departure  was  fresh,  and  partly  because 
of  the  extreme  uncertainty,  when  we  recall  our  bereavements,  as  to  where 
the  discrimination  should  be  made  between  those  fallen  asleep  whom  we 
might  be  reasonably  expected  to  eulogize,  and  those,  of  perhaps  equal 
excellence  and  equal  self-sacrifice,  in  unnoticed  places,  known  to  so  few 
Surviving  them  that  even  their  names,  in  this  presence  or  on  the  pages  of 
our  Journal,  would  bear  a  signification  painfully  dim  compared  with  the 
actual  brightness  of  their  lives.  "  We  fools  accounted  their  life  to  be  with- 
out honour.  But  the  memorial  of  their  virtue  is  immortal,  because  it  is 
known  with  God.  When  it  was  present  men  took  example  at  it,  apd  when 
it  is  gone  men  desire  it.  It  weareth  a  crown  and  triumpheth  forever, 
having  gotten  the  victory,  striving  for  undefiled  rewards.  Now  are  they 
numbered  among  the  children  of  God,  and  their  lot  is  among  the  saints." 

No  extraordinary  obstacles  oppose  the  advance  of  our  Church.  Through- 
out the  land  God's  Providence  sets  before  her  an  open  door.  While  we 
take  the  full  benefit  of  the  religious  liberty  demanded  by  the  temper  of  the 
nation,  established  by  our  civil  Constitution,  and  jealously  guarded  in  the 
interest  of  all  denominations,  we  venture  to  challenge  the  confidence  and 
good  will  of  every  class  of  the  people.  We  do  this  by  the  stability  of  our 
standards  of  belief  and  worship,  amidst  all  sorts  of  fluctuations  around 
them,  by  the  strength  of  the  chain  which  binds  us  in  a  demonstrated 
historic  unity  with  all  the  successive  periods  of  Christendom  up  to  the 
primitive  and  Apostolic  age,  by  the  cleanness  of  our  religious  system  from 
all  political  mixtures,  by  the  direct  derivation  of  everything  in  that  system 
from  a  Scriptural  pattern  or  authority,  by  a  reverential  spirit  which  may  be 
called  the  genius  of  the  Church,  by  her  acknowledged  power  to  restrain 
some  of  the  most  perilous  excesses  and  to  correct  some  of  the  worst  confn- 
siona  of  our  social  state,  and  finally  by  her  unvarying  practical  aim  to 
make  her  sons  and  daughters  better  men  and  women,  in  all  the  duties  and 
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graces  of  the  human  and  the  Christian  life.  In  so  far  as  we  fail  there,  we 
must  honestly  make  up  our  minds  to  fail  of  ecclesiastical  success,  for  the 
world  will  tolerate  no  ministration  of  religion,  in  whatever  name  it  maj 
come,  which  does  not  yield,  for  its  fruitage,  purity,  nobility,  integrity, 
holiness  of  character,  nor  will  any  other  have  the  Almighty  on  its  side. 
The  prejudice  which  for  nearly  two  hundred  years  vainly  attempted  to 
cover  our  Communion  with  obloquy  on  account  of  an  accidental  connection 
with  an  unpopular  government  abroad,  though  somewhat  tenacious,  does 
give  way.  Intelligent  minds  are,  I  suppose,  gradually  impressed  with  the 
fact  that  we  always  welcome  investigation,  growing  fastest  where  the  appli- 
cation of  thought  to  religious  concerns  discriminates  the  Divine  Kingdom, 
once  for  all  set  up  by  Christ,  from  temporary  combinations  of  individualism 
aggregated  by  men — veneration  from  superstition, — a  sacred  orderlineee* 
ever  trying  to  be  as  Catholic  as  the  Saviour's  heart,  from  petrified  formalitj 
on  one  side  or  a  disarray  of  lawless  volunteers  on  the  other.  The  less  en- 
lightened observers,  too,  we  suspect,  will  have  sense  enough  to  see  these 
points,  for  they  are  conspicuous ;  and  perhaps  all  may  be  ever  more  and 
more  conciliated  by  a  working  Economy  which  keeps  an  outward  and  an 
inward  part,  body  and  spirit,  joined  together  in  religion,  as  they  are  har- 
monized before  their  senses  in  nature. 

These  gains  will  all  doubtless  be  the  greater  in  proportion  as  we,  my 
friends,  one  by  one,  use  greater  watchfulness  to  represent  the  Church  to  our 
neighbors  in  her  merciful  and  helpful  offices.  Men  will  not  always  or 
everywhere  reject  the  comforting  realities  of  Faith  if  they  appear  hand  in 
hand  with  the  beautiful  amenities  of  friendship.  Humanity  knows  some- 
thing of  its  own  wants  and  will  not  finally  be  hard  against  the  unaffected, 
unobtrusive  labor  that,  in  the  manly  gentleness  of  Jesus  Christ,  endeavors 
to  supply  them. 

Meantime  it  is  observable  that  the  actual  triumphs  of  our  Church  in  this 
country  run  chiefly  in  this  direction.  As  the  great  German  said  lately,  at 
the  University  of  Munich,  of  the  science  of  theology,  so  we  may  say  em- 
phatically of  the  American  Branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  that  she  must 
make  her  mission  not  a  mission  of  "  polemics  "  but  of  "  ironies,"  become  a 
force  not  for  making  war  but  for  making  peace,  and  thus  do  her  part  to 
bring  about  that  reconciliation  of  Churches  for  which  the  whole  civilized 
world  is  longing.  In  theological  dogmatics  or  in  ecclesiastical  jurisprudence 
this  Branch  has  not  been  empowered,  so  far,  to  win  any  yery  signal  renown. 
The  merits  of  our  thinking  and  our  legislation  in  those  provinces  have  been . 
negative  rather  than  positive.  In  the  recent  copious  discussions  of  two  or 
three  of  the  grander  verities  of  Qod's  Kingdom,  especially  its  Sacraments, 
jt  would  be  difficult  to  find  anything  of  the  nature  of  an  original  contribu- 
tion to  the  treasures  of  scientific  Divinity,  either  in  the  way  of  discovery  or 
definition.  It  is  unquestionably  well  that  the  late  General  Convention 
hazarded  only  a  moderate  doctrinal  expression— after  what  the  Fathers  have 
done  and  decreed  and  handed  down — proving  equally  fortunate  in  accom- 
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-plishing  an  effective  measure  for  staying  a  causeless  irritation,  and  in 
•topping  where  it  did. 

Maj  we  not  safelj  conclude,  then,  brethren,  that  the  enterprises  to  which 
the  Holy  Spirit  specially  calls  us,  American  Churchmen, — enterprises 
Bublime  and  vast  enough  to  content  the  loftiest  aspiration, — are  those  of 
Taliant  work  for  God  and  man,  faithful  administration,  missionary  activity, 
patting  the  Divine  powers  which  are  perfectly  organized  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God  into  fruitful  operation,  for  the  present  and  everlasting  saving  of 
men?  What  better  thing  can  we  do,  in  our  Parishes,  neighbourhoods 
families,  in  all  the  populous  and  solitary  places  of  our  heritage,  than  to 
make  the  Faith,  revealed  to  us  from  Heaven,  our  inspiration  for  the  labor 
of  love,  till  the  earth  is  the  Lord's  by  a  rejoicing  obedience,  as  it  is  His 
already  and  forever  by  the  ancient  Word  which  brought  the  light  of  nature, 
— and  by  the  new  Life  which  is  the  Light  of  men ;  by  creation,  and  by  the 
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%.   depart  of  iht  Stanbing  €Dmmitttt, 

For  the  Conventional  Yeab,  1871-2. 

In  presenting  tbis  first  Report  to  the  Convention,  in  accordance  with  its 
action  in  1871  requiring  the  same,  the  Committee  avails  itself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  say,  that  all  its  acts  from  the  organization  of  the  Diocese  have 
been  carefully  registered  in  a  Book  of  Records,  provided  for  the  purpose, 
which  hereafter  may  be  found  on  the  Secretary's  table,  during  the  sessions 
of  Convention,  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  may  desire  to  examine  it. 

Immediately  after  their  reelection  in  1871,  the  Committee  organized, 
making  choice  of  the  same  President  and  Secretary,  and  the  subject  of 
Assessment  of  the  Parishes,  which  by  the  Convention  was  devolved  on  them, 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  President  and 
Mr.  D.  O.  Salmon.  Said  assessment  was  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing 
the  remaining  debt  of  the  Diocese,  providing  ibr  the  expenses  of  Deputies- 
to  the  General  Convention  in  October,  and  lor  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Episcopal  residence  for  the  past  year. 

At  a  meeting  at  the  Brotherhood  Rooms,  Syracuse,  September  22,  after 
the  usual  preliminaries,  the  President  reported  assessment  pro  rata  on  the 
basis  of  "Current  Expenses  "  &c.,  of  each  Parish  as  reported  in  the  Journal ; 
which  was  approved  and  the  assessment  was  accordingly  made.  The  results 
of  this  movement  have  been  published  from  time  to  time  by  the  Treasurer, 
in  his  monthly  acknowledgements  and  in  his  Report  to  this  Convention. 

At  this  meeting,  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  G.  H.  Watson,  candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders,  were  read  and  approved,  and  his  recommendation  for 
ordination  was  signed  by  all  the  members  present. 

Title  I,  Canon  15,  Sec.  5  of  the  Digest  recommends, "  That  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Church  in  every  Diocese,  prepare,  previously  ta 
the  meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  a  condensed  report,  and  a  tabular 
view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  their  Diocese,"  &c.  On  motion  of  Dr. 
Beach  it  was  resolved,  "  That  this  subject,  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  be 
referred  to  the  President,  acting  conjointly  with  the  Bishop." 

On  pa^e  30,  of  the  Journal  of  1871,  it  will  be  found  that  Canon  X.  was 
amended  by  substituting  in  Section  5,  for  the  words,  **  For  the  increase  of 
the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,"  the  words  **  For  the  General 
Fund  of  the  Diocese."  This  amendment  was  made,  in  view  of  the  gratifying 
fact  that  the  full  sum  required  to  make  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  equal  to  $60,000,  according  to  Resolution  of  the  Primary 
Convention,  was  siAieribed,  and  had  been  so  reported  by  the  Committee 
having  the  matter  in  charge.  But  subscription  is  one  thing,  and  payment 
another.  It  had  not  all  been  paid,  and  therefgre  was  not  practically  avail- 
able. Under  a  conviction  that  collections  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
must  for  a  time  continue,  the  Standing  Committee,  in  December,  by  the* 
Pretident  and  Secretary,  issued  a  circular  addressed  to  the  Rhetors  of  the- 
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Parishes,  recommending  that  Collections  on  the  approaching  Fifth  Sunday 
of  the  month  be  made,  not  for  the  General  Fund,  but  for  the  support  of  the 
JSpiscopate. 

The  Committee,  in  addition  to  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  G.  H.  Watson,  as 
reported,  have  examined  and  approved  those  of  Mr  Charles  H.  Gardner,  and 
Mr.  Warren  C.  Hubbard,  applicants  to  be  admitted  Candidates  for  Orders, 
and  accordingly  have  recommended  them.  Also  those  of  Mr.  Charles  T. 
Coer  and  Charles  E.  Betticher,  whom  they  have  recommended  for  Deacon's 
Orders.  And  they  have  given  their  canonical  consent  to  the  consecraiion  of 
the  Rev.  M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  in  behalf  of  the  Board, 
respectfully  reports :  There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  membership  of 
the  Board,  as  stated  in  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention.  Mr.  C.  A.  Sher- 
man, of  Watertown,  is  now  the  Lay  Delegate  of  the  First  Missionary  District ; 
Rev.  Geo.  H.  Watson  is  Secretary  of  the  Fourth  District ;  Rev.  W\  D'Orville 
Doty  is  Secretary  of  the  Fifth  District.  Rev.  Theodore  Babcock,  D.  D., 
President  of  the  First  District,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  Board,  has  removed 
from  the  Diocese,  and  a  successor  in  the  office  he  held  has  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop. 

The  Board  has  met  twice  during  the  year  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop.  It 
lias  had  in  all  during  the  year  fifty-three  (53)  Missionaries  under  its  patron- 
tge,  of  whom  seven  (7)  have  come  into  the  field  since  the  beginning  of  the 
jear,  while  thirteen  (13)  during  the  year  have  ceased  to  be  Missionaries 
of  the  Board.  The  present  number  on  the  list  is  forty-two,  (42)  and  there 
are  nine  (9)  vacant  missionary  appointments.  A  list  of  the  Missionaries  and 
Stations  will  be  found  appended. 

The  following  digest  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  Church  work  in  the 
Diocese,  has  been  drawn  up  from  the  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  several 
Missionary  Districts.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  l>e  found  such  as. to  satisfy  the 
reasonable  expectations  of  those  who  have  sustained  by  their  contributions 
the  missionary  operations  of  our  Diocese.  The  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  not 
withheld  his  blessing  from  His  laborers,  and  the  results  show  that  the  gains 
of  the  Church  are  limited  only  by  the  amount  of  labor  she  is  able  to  employ 
an  the  tillage  of  the  field. 

FIRST  DISTRICT. 

One  special  gain  in  the  First  Missionary  District,  has  been  the  erection  of 
a  church  in  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Antwerp,  for  which  about  $2,0(X)  has  been 
ftised  in  the  Parish,  besides  the  amount  contributed  from  outside.  Rev.  Mr. 
Gardner's  services  at  Evans'  Mills  have  been  well  attended,  and  there  is 
much  desire  manifested  at  this  point  for  the  services  of  the  Church ; 
two  hundred  dollars  (200)  being  offered  at  the  outset  towards  a  Missionary's 
rapport.  Services  at  Philadelphia  might  also  be  held  to  advantage  by  a 
Missionary  residing  at  Antwerp. 

The  Rector  at  Pierrepont  Manor  reports  at  his  services  in  Ellis  village  an 
average  attendance  of  sixty,  most  of  whom  have  become  strongly  attached 
to  the  Church. 
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The  Parish  at  Adams  has  kept  up  its  services  by  Laj  Reading  and  con- 
tinued its  Sunday  School,  in  the  absence  of  a  Rector ;  has  freed  itself  fit>m 
debt,  and  is  reported  as  being  financially  stronger  now  than  at  any  period 
in  its  past  history. 

The  Missionary  at  Carthage  and  Champion  has  officiated  fifteen  times  in 
the  Tillage  of  Copenhagen,  and  once  at  North  Wilna. 

At  Theresa  and  Redwood  the  work  is  progressing  favorably.  The  pledge- 
system  is  now  used  in  these  places  for  the  support  of  the  Rector. 

The  Parish  at  Capo  Vincent  has  removed  its  debt  during  the  year.  At 
Milieu's  Bay  a  Union  church  has  been  erected,  in  which  our  services,  among 
others,  have  been  held. 

At  Clayton  and  La  Fargeville,  the  Church  is  reported  as  growing  in 
strength  and  in  favor  with  the  people. 

The  Missionary  at  Brownviile  and  Dexter,  Rev.  Mr.  Ockford,  has  held 
services  at  Chestnut  Ridge,  Limerick,  Luther's  Place,  and  Chaumont.  At 
the  last  named  place,  he  iound  four  communicants,  baptized  ten  children, 
and  had  an  average  attendance  of  eighty  at  his  services.  While  at  the 
other  places  the  attendance  was  good,  and  the  congregations  earnest  and 
attentive.  Mr.  Ockford's  removal  from  the  Diocese  seems  much  to  be  re- 
gretted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Boyer  has  also  removed  from  Sacketts  Harbor.  While  Missionary 
there,  he  held  services  at  East  Houndsfield  and  Jewettsville.  The  average- 
attendance  at  the  former  place  was  about  eighty,  and  at  the  latter  forty. 

Rev.  Mr.  Staunton,  of  Grace  Church.  Watertown,  has  officiated  twice  aft 
Black  River,  once  at  Watertown  Center,  and  once  at  Brownviile. 

Rev.  Dr.  Babcock  has  held  one  service  at  Adams,  one  at  Evans'  Mills,  and 
several  at  Brownviile  and  Dexter. 

The  removals  of  the  clergy  leave  four  or  five  vacant  appointments  \it 
Jefierson  county,  which  should  be  supplied  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  there^ 
are  reported  to  be  a  large  number  of  places  in  the  District  in  which  the 
Church  might  be  introduced  if  we  had  the  means  and  the  men  for  the  work. 

The  contributions  of  the  District  have  not  been  as  large  as  last  year,  which 
is  perhaps  partly  owing  to  the  long  continued  vacancy  of  some  of  the 
Parishes.  It  is  fair  to  mention,  however,  that  they  report  nine  hundred 
dollars  ($000)  a  larger  amount  than  last  year,  contributed  for  Church  objects- 
within  the  District. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

In  Lewis  county,  services  have  been  held  at  Copenhagen  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Brewer,  of  the  First  Missionary  District,  who  expresses  his  belief,  that  if 
full  services  could  be  given  there,  a  Church  could  be  built  in  a  short  time. 

The  Rector  at  Lowville,  Rev.  Mr.  Irish,  has  held  occasional  services  at 
Greig,  in  which  great  interest  has  been  manifested.  A  large  hall  is  soon  to- 
be  fitted  up  there,  in  which  regular  services  will  be  held,  and  a  Sunday 
School  established.  Mr.  Irish  also  mentions  Chase's  Lake  as  a  point  offering 
encouragement  for  a  mission  of  the  Church.  , 

At  Constableville,  a  handsome  parsonage  has  been  built  since  our  last  re- 
port. The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  officiates  there  and  at  Port  Leyden.  Both  these 
Parishes  have  suffered  by  removals  during  the  year,  and  the  Parish  at  Port 
Leyden  is  struggling  under  a  burden  of  debt,  incurred  in  the  building  of 
their  church,  which,  however,  the  parishioners  have  made  vigorous  efforts- 
to  clear  <||r.    They  have  raised  between  $800  and  $900  of  it  during  the  year* 
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while  of  the  remainiDg  $900,  a  geDtleman  of  the  Parish  has  pledged  one- 
third,  provided  the  remainder  can  be  raised.  Business  misfertnnes  of  the 
town  have  alone  prevented  the  payment  of  the  whole  sam  dae.  Under  these 
cireomstances  the  Parish  thinks  itself  justified  in  appealing  to  the  Diocese 
for  help,  and  it  is  hoped  that  Ood  may  raise  up  friends  in  its  behalf,  who 
will  carry  it  safely  through  its  troubles.  [The  greater  part  of  this  debt  has 
since  been  made  up, — $100  of  it  at  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.] 

Of  Oneida  county,  the  report  is  as  follows : — Rev.  Mr.  Todd,  Missionary- 
at-Iarge,  has  held  regular  Sunday  service  at  Augusta,  Sunday  service  once 
a  fortnight  at  Munnsville,  and  three  times  in  the  fortnight  at  Oriskany  Falls. 
He  has  also  superintended  two  Sunday  Schools.  The  Church  at  Oriskany 
Falls  is  nearly  completed.  Its  chancel  furniture,  and  some  other  of  its 
appointments,  are  the  work  of  the  Missionary's  own  hands.  The  hope  is 
expressed  that  the  Church  in  the  Second  District  will  aid  the  people  at 
Oriskany  Falls  to  pay  off  the  debt  of  $500  remaining  on  their  Church. 

Rev  Mr.  Johnston  holds  full  service  at  Boonville,  and  one  service  each 
Sunday  at  Forestport.  He  has  also  held  occasional  services  at  Bellingertown, 
and  feels  encouraged  to  continue  the  same. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wicks,  of  Paris  Hill,  has  held  ten  services  at  Bridgewater  with 
large  attendance.  He  expects  to  hold  services  at  Hanover,  where  there  is 
a  favorable  opening  for  the  Church.  At  Paris  Hill,  a  lot  has  been  purchased 
for  a  new  rectory,  which  is  to  be  built  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,500,  besides 
work  to  be  given  by  members  of  the  congregation. 

Rev.  Mr.  Winslow,  Missionary  at  Camden,  reports  twelve  services  in  the 
Carleton  District,  three  miles  west  of  Camden,  two  services  at  Florence,  and 
four  at  school  houses  in  the  towns  of  Camden  and  Florence.  He  has  found 
twelve  communicants  of  the  Church  at  Williamstown,  and  proposes  to  hold 
services  there.  At  McConnelsville  and  Taberg  there  are  people  attached  to 
the  Church,  and  occasional  services  will  in  time  be  given  them. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cornell  reports  the  rectory  nearly  completed  at  Clark's  Mills, 
though  there  is  a  debt  remaining  upon  it  of  about  $800.  Besides  full  ser- 
▼ice  at  the  Mills,  he  holds  one  service  each  Sunday  at  Uethsemane  Churchy 
Westmoreland,  and  superintends  two  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kern  holds  full  service  in  Clayville,  and  service  once  a  fort- 
night at  Bridgewater.  He  considers  the  prospects  of  the  Church  to  be  good 
In  both  places. 

Rev.  Mr.  Olin,  late  Missionary  at  Clinton,  held  service  every  two  weeks 
at  Deansville,  with  a  congregation  of  twenty  or  thirty. 

Rev.  Mr.  Lovejoy,  of  New  Hartford,  has  held  several  services  at  Washing- 
ton  Mills,  with  encouraging  success. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Oibson  in  charge  of  the  Parish  at  Oriskany,  and  Chaplain 
at  the  Utica  Lunatic  Asylum,  reports  a  service  held  at  ('oleman's  Mills, 
"with  an  attendance  of  about  one  hundred,  and  one  at  Marcy  with  large  at- 
tendance. He  desires,  if  he  can  make  the  necessary  arrangements,  to  con- 
tinue services  at  both  these  points.  Church  services  would  be  well  attended 
at  York  Mills,  if  a  place  for  holding  them  could  be  obtained. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wenman  of  the  Fourth  District,  has  held  regular  services  at 
West  Vienna,  Oneida  County,  with  good  attendance. 

Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis,  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Home  and  Mission  of  Grace 
Church,  Utica,  reports  full  service  at  the  chapel  of  the  Home,  with  monthly 
Communion.     A  Church  school  is  also  held  there. 

Rev.  Dr.  Coxe,  of  Trinity  Church,  Utica,  reports  the  organization,  in  Feb- 
ruary, of  the  "  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  *'  for  the  care,  maintenance 
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and  instrnctioD  of  friendless,  neglected  or  destitute  children  of  the  Diooeee 
of  Central  New  York/'  Buildipg  lots  in  East  Utica  have  been  given  for  the 
purpose  bj  Mr.  Lorenzo  M.  Taylor,  and  all  preliminaries  are  arranged  for 
future  action.  Tliis  will  add  another  to  those  charities  which,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Secretary  of  the  Second  District,  *'  make  good  the  Church's 
claim  to  be  the  representative  of  Clirist  on  eartb." 

Industrial   schools  are  reported  in  Calvary  and  Trinity  Churches,  Utica, 
'  and  in  Zion  Church,  Rome. 

Finally,  the  Secretary  believes  that  the  offerings  of  the  District  will  be 
found  lo  be  |500  more  than  it  gave  last  year,  though  still  short  of  what  they 
hope  to  be  able  to  give. 

THIRD  DISTRICT. 

In  Broome  county,  the  new  Parish  at  Whitney's  Point  has  built  itself  a 
a  Church,  at  a  cost  of  $5000,  which  was  consecrated  just  before  Christmas, 
and  was  entirely  paid  ior  by  the  members  of  the  Parish.  Seldom  has  more 
marked  success  attended  our  missionary  efforts  than  that  which  has  crowned 
the  voluntary  and  selt-denying  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr  Capen,  in  this  village. 

At  Union,  preparations  for  building  a  Church  have  been  made,  and,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  carried  to  completion.  The  Parish  is  at  preseet  vacant  by 
the  regretted  removal  of  its  Missionary,  Rev.  Mr.  Battin,  to  a  position  in 
Western  New  York. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  Binghamton,  has  been  built  and  con- 
secrated since  the  last  annual  report.  It  cost  $3,500,  and  is  the  gift  of  one 
Christian  woman  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Coer,  as  assistant  to  the  Rector  of  Christ's  Church,  and  is  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Susquehanna,  remote  from  the  Parish  Church.  The  good  fruits 
of  this  Mission  have  been  shown  in  numerous  baptisms  of  both  children 
and  adults,  and  twelve  persons  from  the  Mission  were  presented  for  confir- 
mation at  the  last  visitation  of  the  Bishop. 

Rev.  Mr.  Roberts,  of  Windsor,  holds  service  once  a  fortnight  in  a  school 
house  at  Tuscorara. 

The  Rev.  Noble  Palmer  has  accepted  a  call  to  work  in  Western  New 
York,  depriving  our  Diocese  of  a  worthy  and  faithful  Missionary.  The 
schoool  he  taught  at  Harpersvillewill  be  continued  in  lay  hands.  The  Rec- 
tor at  Harpersville,  and  Secretary  of  the  District,  Rev.  Mr.  Dolloway,  will 
give  such  services  as  he  is  able  to  the  Church  people  at  Coventry ;  the 
Mission  at  Afton,  formerly  in  his  hands,  having  been  united  for  the  present 
with  the  Parish  at  Bainbridge.  He  mentions  an  aged  Churchman  at  Cov 
entry,  who  proposes  to  leave  the  bulk  of  his  little  property  for  a  Church 
at  Coventry  ;  or  in  default  of  that,  for  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  An  ex 
ample  worthy  of  imitation. 

In  Chenango  county.  Rev.  Dr.  Rogers,  of  Greene,  reports  as  the  result  of 
missionary  explorations  the  accession  of  several  valuable  families. 

Rev.  Mr.  Heaton,  of  Guilford,  has  held  regular  services  at  Mt.  Upton.  He 
reports  that  Parish  as  greatly  in  need  of  a  bell  and  of  an  organ.  [Since  ob- 
tained.] 

Rev  Dr.  Ayrault,  of  Oxford,  reports  having  held  a  Missionary  service  at 
Pharsalia,  with  cordial  acceptance  by  the  people.  The  OjLford  Academy, 
under  its  present  management,  is  a  great  help  in  training  up  the  children 
of  the  Church  lor  Christ  their  Lord. 

Rev.  Mr.  Burrows,  of  Sherburne,  has  held  Missionary  services  at  Earlville, 
Smyrna  and  North  Norwich.  All  these  places  are  considered  points  favorable 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Church. 
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At  Norwich,  efforts  are  being  made  towards  the  erection  of  a  new  Parish 
Charch.  Rev.  Mr.  Loveridge,  the  Rector,  has  held  some  services  at  South 
New  Berlin,  with  good  congregations  and  favorable  prospects  for  the  Charch. 

Rev.  S.  8.  Lewis,  of  Bainbridge,  with  the  assistance,  since  January,  of 
Dr.  S.  R.  Johnson,' late  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  has  kept  up 
regular  services  at  Afton.  The  Rev.  M.  £.  Wilson  is  to  take  charge  of  the 
Parish  at  Afton. 

The  Parishes  at  Oxford  and  New  Berlin,  in  this  county,  have  honorable 
mention  for  the  liberality  of  their  missionary  offerings,  and  the  pledge  sys- 
tem is  said  to  be  developing  more  and  more  the  ability  and  generosity  of 
the  Church  people  throughout  the  District.  The  amount  of  its  offerings  for 
the  year  past,  however,  is  not  reported. 

FOURTH  DISTRICT. 

Grace  Chunch,  Cortland,  (left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Benedict,)  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  former  Evangelist  of  the  District, 
Kev.  J.  P.  Foster. 

At  Homer,  some  fifty  services  were  held  during  the  year  by  Mr.  Foster. 
£ight  hundred  dollars  were  subscribed  there  under  the  pledge  system  for 
Ilia  support,  though  not  collected  by  reason  of  his  removal  from  the  Parish. 

At  McLean,  Mr.  Foster  has  also  held  occasional  services.  Homer  and 
McLean  have  had  bequests  left  them  of  $500  each  from  the  estate  of  Dr. 
B.  T.  Whitney,  late  Warden  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Buffalo.  Dr. 
Whitney  resided  at  McLean  when  a  young  man,  and  was  baptized  at  Homer 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gregory. 

Dryden  and  Groton,  near  McLean,  in  Tompkins  county,  Sixth  District, 
are  recommended  as  stations  favorable  for  the  introduction  of  Church  ser- 
vices.   Mr  Foster  has  also  held  one  service  at  Solon,  Cortland  county. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Capen,  of  the  Third  District,  held  service  once  a  month  at 
Marathon.  Though  the  Mission  there  is  still  weak,  increased  interest  in  the 
Church  was  reported. 

Rev.  Mr.  Perrine,  of  Oneida,  Madison  county,  has  Mission  Services  at 
Durhamville  and  at  Morrisville,  and  held  a  Cottage  Service  during  Lent  at 
Oneida  Castle.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Presbyterian  house 
of  worship  at  Durhamville  having  been  kindly  offered  him,  and  ladies  there 
having  assumed  the  incidental  expenses,  he  has  held  services  there  every 
other  Sunday  afternoon.  A  gentlemen  of  his  Parish  has  furnished  him  a 
boTse  for  his  visits  to  Durhamville,  and  another  gentlemen  has  offered  to 
take  charge  of  a  Sunday  school  there  when  start^. 

The  Rev.  H.  R.  Pyne,  of  Hamilton,  reports  the  pledge  system  re-adopted 
tbere,  after  the  temporary  vacancy  made  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Dr.  Tyler. 
Mr.  Pyne  had  a  missionary  appointment  at  Morrisville  for  March  17th,  and 
intended  services  at  West  Eaton  and  at  Hubbardsville. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ely,  late  of  Constantia,  has  taken  the  station  at  Chittenango 
and  Perry  ville,  left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee. 

Bridgeport,  on  Oneida  Lake,  is  spoken  of  as  a  favorable  point  for  intro- 
dacing  the  services  of  the  Church. 

At  Fayetteville,  Onondaga  county,  Rev.  Mr.  Bayley  reports  the  completion 
of  their  new  stone  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  of  Jordan,  (whose  recent  removal  to  the  Western 
field  is  a  cause  of  regret  to  many  friends  of  his  in  this  Diocese,)  has  held 
Sunday  afternoon  services  at  Elbridge,  with  attendance  of  forty,  and  in- 
ereasing  interest.      He  recommended  the  establishment  of  services  at 
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Memphis  (on  the  "  Direct  Road,")  and  at  Skaneatelee  Junction,  there  belnff 
many  families  of  English  birth  at  and  near  those  stations.  He  also  reported 
organized  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  ladies  of  Jordan  Parish,  with  the 
"  Woman's  Department "  of  the  general  missionary  work  of  oar  Charch. 

Rev.  Mr.  Daff,  of  Skaneateles,  reports  monthly  services  at  Mottville,  two 
and  one-half  miles  down  the  Skaneateles  outlet,  and  a  Sunday  School  of 
twenty-five  scholars  at  the  Factory  village,  a  mile  and  a  half  down.  He  has 
baptized  two  children  near  the  factory,  and  eight  others  at  a  point  five  miles 
from  the  Parish  Church,  and  given  the  Holy  Communion,  on  his  death  bed, 
to  an  old  man  (English),  four  miles  away,  who  in  sixty-four  years  in  this 
country  had  never  communed  before.  Mr.  Duff  is  Chaplain  of  the  Englii»h 
St.  George's  Society,,  which  gives  him  access  to  many  families  of  English 
birth. 

In  Syracuse,  the  Missionary  Parish  of  Grace  Church,  under  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pattison,  is  steadily  gaining  strength  on  University  Hill. 

Trinity  Church,  (Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  Rector,)  will  still  need  missionary  aid. 
until  it  can  be  extricated  from  the  financial  embarassments  consequent  on 
the  building  of  its  new  Church. 

St.  John's  Mission  was  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bradley,  till  Novem- 
ber 14th.  Since  then  it  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bowman,  who 
receives  a  salary  from  the  parishioners  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  is  aided  in 
his  work  by  the  ladies  of  the  Church  Sisterhood  of  Syracuse.  They  have 
full  Sunday  Services,  and  a  flourishing  Sunday  School.  An  Industrial  School 
is  also  carried  on  by  the  ladies,  with  good  results. 

Mr.  Bowman  also  holds  service  for  the  Onondaga  nation  of  Indians  every 
Sunday  at  the  Reservation.  A  school  is  also  taught  there,  which  has  of  late 
gathered  in  most  of  the  Onondaga  children,  whether  Christian  or  Pagan. 

The  Church  Brotherhood  of  Syracuse  has  furnished  meals  or  lodging  to  a 
good  many  destitute  strangers.  It  has  also  furnihhed  medicint-s  and  atten 
dance,  through  its  dispensary,  to  a  good  many  of  the  sick  poor.  Dr.  Sumner 
Rhoades,  the  physician  at  the  dispensary,  during  the  smalUpox  panic  in  the 
city  last  winter,  vaccinated  gratuitously  two  thousand,  three  hundred  and 
forty  persons,  five  hundred  of  whom,  he  thought,  would  not  have  obtained 
vaccination  if  a  fee  had  been  required. 

The  Church  Sisterhood  has  also  afforded  much  relief  to  poor  families  in 
the  city.  It  is  to  be  regrettej  that  the  modesty  of  these  societies  has  kept 
them  from  making  regular  and  complete  reports  of  the  work  they  have  per- 
formed. A  night  school  was  at  one  time  carried  on  at  St.  John's  Mission 
chapel,  by  members  of  the  Brotherhood,  but  the  Board  have  no  statistics  of 
of  its  work. 

Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  while  Evangelist  of  the  District,  held  a  number  of  servi- 
ces at  Pompey  Hill  with  attendance  of  from  forty  to  seventy.  He  officiated 
once  at  Furman  Street  Union  Chapel,  in  Syracuse,  and  held  three  cottage 
services  in  a  sick-room,  probably  at  Onondaga  Valley. 

In  Oswego  county,  Rev.  Mr.  Ely,  while  at  Constantia,  held  service  once  at 
Phccnix,  and  spoke  of  visiting  Pennelville,  (on  the  Midland)  as  a  new  point 
for  missionary  work. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wenman,  Missionary  at  Cleveland,  besides  his  services  at 
West  Vienna,  purposes  some  missionary  work  at  Bernhard's  Bay. 

The  young  Parish  of  Grace  Church,  Mexico,  held  opening  services  in  their 
handsome  stone  church,  just  after  the  Convention  last  year.  .  The  expenses 
of  this  Parish  are  met  by  a  pledged  offertory.  Their  Easter  offering  for  the 
debt  on  the  Church  was  over  $8(X).    A  Parish  Society  has  been  formed  ioc

Church  work.    The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  WatBon,  purposes  to  foumd  a  Missioa 
and  Miseson  Sanday  School  at  New  Hayen,  five  miles  from  Mexico. 

An  Industrial  School,  attended  by  one  hundred  children,  is  maintained  by 
the  ladies  of  Christ  Church,  Oswego.  Rev.  Dr.  Beach  gives  an  interesting 
mooount  of  the  funeral  services  (which  he  attended)  of  Mrs.  Proudfit,  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Sunday  School  and  Mission  at  Sterling  Valley,  fifteen 
miles  from  Oswego.  He  says :  *'  Cut  off  from  the  Church's  worship,  she 
0ome  years  ago,  in  uuion  with  other  ladies  similarly  situated,  started  a  littl& 
Sunday  School,  at  first  of  only  five  or  six  children.  Out  of  this  grew  a 
Mission,  served  of  late  very  acceptably  and  efficiently  by  the  Itinerant 
MisMonary  of  the  District,  Rev.  Mr.  Foster.  An  upper  room  has  been  secured 
as  a  regular  place  of  meeting,  which  (says  Dr.  Beach)  I  found  decorated  very 
tastefully  for  the  Christmas  festivities.  In  that  upper  room  the  few  have 
continued  to  gather  and  worship  on  each  Lord's  day.  Several  gentlemen 
have  become  interested,  and  their  progress  affords  a  striking  illustration  of 
God's  blessing  upon  faithful  work.  The  little  band  has  suffered  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Proudfit,  but  they  are  not  disheartened.  On  the  day 
of  the  funeral,  after  the  service,  I  met  the  Church  people  at  the  residence  of 
Mrs.  Ealliday,  and  was  delighted  with  the  Church ly  and  Christian  spirit 
exhibited.  In  such  places  as  this,  the  value  of  an  Itinerant  Ministry  is  most 
manifest." 

Bev.  Mr^  Foster  held  three  services  at  Unionville,  near  Oswego.  He  also, 
for  a  time,  supplied  the  Parish  at  Pulaski,  and  the  Mission  at  Sandy  Creek, 
both  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rowling. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Garland,  deacon,  aiso  did  some  work  in  supplying  the 
Parishes  and  Stations  in  this  District,  before  his  transfer  to  the  Diocese  of 
Montr«$al. 

The  Parish  at  Phosnix  has  been  served  mostly  by  a  lay  reader.  Mr.  W.  C. 
Habbard,  now  a  candidate  for  Orders,  and  a  teacher  in  St.  John's  school,  at 
Manlius.  The  Mission  has  sustained  a  grievous  loss  in  the  death  of  Dr. 
Bonnville  Fuller  who,  a  recent  convert  to  the  Church,  was  one  of  the 
xnoet  active  and  zealoas  of  her  advocates.  We  trust  that  something  of  his 
spirit  still  survives  among  the  little  band  with  whom  he  used,  in  the  service 
of  the  Church,  to  worship  Qod.  Rev.  Mr.  Beauchamp,  of  Baldwinsville, 
officiates  there  twice  a  month,  at  present.  Two  gentlemen  of  the  Parish 
have  pledged  $130  each  to  keep  up  the  services  of  the  Church,  perhaps  in 
connection  with  Constantia. 

The  Board  regret  that  they  have  no  report  this  year  of  the  work  of  the 
miflsion  chapel  of  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Oswego. 

FIFTH  DISTRICT. 

In  Cayuga  county,  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  Rev.  Dr. 
Brainard,  President  of  the  District,  reports  having  visited  several  of  iter 
Mlsssionary  Stations,  besides  holding  service  at  several  of  the  benevolent 
institutions  of  the  city,  and  at  the  prison.  His  Parish  has  recently  adopted 
the  pledge  system  for  contributions  for  Diocesan  Missions.  His  chaplaincy  of 
the  St.  George's  Society  brings  him  into  intimate  relations  with  many  of  the 
sons  (not  always  filial)  of  the  English  Church.  The  Sisterhood  of  St.  Peter's 
Church  sustains  a  fiourishing  Industrial  School.  A  young  men's  Guild  has 
also  been  organized,  which  intends  work  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  During  the 
peat  year,  says  the  report  of  the  District,  there  has  been  paid  into  the 
biocefian  treasury,  $400,  less  United  States  Revenue  tax,  the  bequest  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Miller,  a  venerable  and  well-beloved  communicant  of  St.  Peter'0. 
Parish,  who  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  Easter  morning,  April  17, 1870. 
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St.  Jobn's  Church,  Aabani,  is  located  in  a  part  of  the  city  otherwise  not 
well  Bapplied  with  religioas  Bervicee,  and  is  prospering  under  its  faithful 
and  efficient  rector,  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale. 

At  Aurora,  since  the  last  annual  report,  the  congregation  have  occnpied 
their  beautiful  new  Church,  which  will  probably  soon  be  ready  for  consecra- 
tion. The  Rev.  Alfred  Brown,  late  Rector  of  the  Parish,  has  been  succeeded, 
since  his  regretted  removal  from  the  Diocese,  by  the  Rev.  James  O.  Drumm. 
Mr.  Drumm  reports  the  establishment  of  a  Mission  Sunday  School  at  Lavanna, 
two  miles  north  of  Aurora. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Brown,  Missionary  at  Cayuga,  reports  a  handsome  frame  chnrch 
erected  there,  capable  of  seating  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  which  they 
entered  on  Easter  Day,  and  hope  soon  to  present  for  consecration.  The 
Parish  is  also  in  possession  of  a  comfortable  house  for  their  Rector,  through 
the  generosity  of  one  of  their  faithful  and  beloved  laymen.  The  success  of 
this  Mission  has  been  most  encouraging,  and  is  largely  due  to  the  zeal  and 
liberality  with  which  the  people  have  seconded  the  efforts  of  the  Missionary 
for  their  go'-d.  Mr.  Brown  has  held  twelve  services  at  Montezuma,  but  re- 
gards the  field  as  unpromising. 

At  Moravia,  the  Board  is  called  to  sympathize  with  its  Missionary,  Rev.  Mr. 
Rogers,  in  the  death  of  his  wife.  That  old  and  faithful  Parish  is  still  in  a 
flourishing  condition. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Paul  reports  a  comfortable  chapel  at  Weedsport,  where 
he  resides,  and  a  lot  donated  for  a  Church  at  Port  Byron,  where  a  subscription 
has  been  started  for  building  a  parish  Church.  A  Church  Guild  is  working 
in  Weedsport  with  marked  success.  These  stations  have  made  donations 
for  their  minister,  of  about  $100  each. 

Union  Springs  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drumm,  of  Aurora.  The 
people  there  are  anxious  for  a  resident  minister  of  their  own.  They  have  a 
commodious  church  edifice,  free  from  debt,  for  which  a  bell  has  lately  been 
presented  by  a  lady  there,  well  known  l«r  similar  good  works.  With  a 
resident  minister,  they  think  the  permanent  success  of  the  Parish  would  be 
assured. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  lately  been  called  to  Ludlowville,  where 
the  services  of  the  Church  are  much  desired.  This  place  and  the  Parish  at 
Northville,  now  vacant,  with  its  pretty  rural  church,  might  be  united  as  a 
missionary  field. 

We  have  but  two  parishes  in  Seneca  county,  and,  as  yet,  no  mission  station . 

The  Parish  Church  at  Seneca  Falls  is  reported  full  to  overflowing.     A 
Mission  Sunday  School  has  been  carried  on  for  some  time  on  the  north  side 
of  the  river,  with  such  success  that  measures  are  being  taken  for  the  building 
f     of  a  Mission  Chapel  there. 

In  the  village  of  Waterloo,  there  are  two  Mission  Sunday  Schools,  besides 
the  one  held  at  the  Parish  Church,  all  reported  flourishing.  Rev.  Mr.  Doty, 
the  Rector,  is  chaplain  of  the  English  St.  George's  Society,  to  the  benefit  of 
them  and  of  the  Church.  He  has  been  invited  by  some  English  families  in 
the  town  of  Junius,  to  give  them  a  service,  and  intends  complying  with 
their  request.  The  services  of  the  Church  are  desired  at  Ovid,  Seneca 
county,  where  some  Church  interest  exists  from  of  old.  Three  or  four  Church 
clergymen  were  Ovid  boys. 

The  offerings  of  the  Fifth  District,  as  reported,  are  nearly  $1,300  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions,  Waterloo  alone  having  contributed  nearly  SGOO  of  this  sum. 
The  Parish  at  Aurora  reports  having  paid  back  into  the  diocesan  treasary 
the  last  year,  as  much  as  it  has  received  therefrom.

SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Pariah  68  at  Horeeheads  and  Big  Flats,  Chemang  coanty,  after  heing 
▼acant  for  nearly  a  year,  are  again  supplied  with  a  pastor,  the  Key.  Robert 
Beed  Goadj,  who  entered  on  his  duties  the  Sunday  after  Easter,  add  whose 
report  apeaks  hopefully  of  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  those  towns. 

Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  reports  $403  contributed  this  year  for  Diocesan 
MiflBions,  a  large  advance  upon  their  ancient  rate  of  offerings. 

Th6  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  Rev.  Mr.  Hoskins,  is  also  in  charge 
of  Christ  Church,  Wellsburgh.  The  Sunday  School  of  this  Parish  is  reported 
to  be  the  largest  in  that  village. 

The  BeVi  A.  F.  Rumpff  has  been  nearly  a  year  in  charge  of  South  Danby 
and  Speedsville,  Tompkins  county,  and  of  Candor,  Tioga  county.  He  reports 
that  he  feels  encouraged  in  his  work,  and  that  the  attendance  on  the  services 
is  increasing. 

The  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Ithaca,  is  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
J.  F.  Spalding.  Under  the  pledge  system,  the  offerings  for  Missions  in  this 
Parish,  as  also  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kidder's  Parish  at  Owego;  have  gone  on 
steadily  increasing. 

The  Parish  at  Trumansburgh,  Tompkins  county.  Rev.  Mr.  Randolph,  Rec- 
tor, has  been  favored  with  a  legacy  of  $9,090  for  the  erection  of  a  Church. 
It  was  the  bequest  of  an  English  gentleman,  Mr.  Carr,  for  more  than  twenty 
years  a  resident  in  that  vicinity,  who  left  half  of  his  estate  to  the  kingdom 
of  God.  This  legacy  has  greatly  encouraged  the  Parish,  and  a  Mite  Society 
ifl  collecting  additional  sums  for  a  building  fund. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Esch  has  organized  a  Parish  at  Smithboro,  Tioga  county,  under 
the  name  of  Emmanuel  Church.  A  site  for  a  Church  has  been  selected  by 
the  Vestry.  Mr.  Pearsall,  the  lay  delegate  of  the  Sixth  District,  superintends 
the  only  Sunday  School  at  present  kept  up  in  that  village. 

At  Waverly,  Mr.  W.  F.  Warner  assists  Mr.  Esch,  by  Lay  Reading,  and  in 
the  Sunday  School. 

GENERAL  VIEW. 

In  reviewing  the  field  of  our  Missions,  we  find  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese 
evidences  of  growth  and  prosperity.  Six  new  churches  attest  the  interest 
of  the  people  in  as  many  centers  of  Church  Life.  In  the  cities  there  is  an 
increasing  activity  and  zeal  in  setting  forward  the  charities  of  the  Church  ; 
endowments  of  Church  institutions,  and  legacies  to  Church  objects  show 
more  realization  among  Churchmen  than  heretofore  of  the  responsibilities 
involved  in  the  possession  of  property.  There  has  been  much  good  work 
done  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  Parochial  or  Missionary,  seconded  by  the  * 
efforts  of  the  faithful  Laity.  Yet  the  Board  cannot  regard  our  system  or  its 
results  as  entirely  satisfactory.  The  system  is  not  sufficiently  aggressive, 
and  the  results  are  not  sufficient,  considered  in  the  light  of  our  duty,  as 
Churchmen,  to  Christ  and  to  all  our  fellow  men.  The  writer  estimates 
roughly,  from  the  published  map  of  the  Diocese,  that  there  are  over  a  hun< 
dred  towns  in  the  Diocese,  varying  from  three  to  twelve  in  a  county,  where 
the  preaching  of  the  Church  is  not  at  present  heard.  The  Church  has  a 
hearing  in  not  over  half  the  towns  of  this  Central  New  York.  A  glance  at 
the  diocesan  map  will  show  large  tracts,  remote  from  the  lake  shore  on  the 
railroads,  interior  tracts,  wholly  destitute  of  the  crosses  that  mark  stations 
of  the  Church.  And  we  do  not  keep  up  with  the  facilities  offered  for  ex- 
tending the  Church.    Where  a  line  of  railway  opens  up  new  stations  which 
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we  might  reach,  we  do  not  send  Missionaries  to  them  as  we  onght.  We  have 
grown  to  consider  it  the  normal  state  of  things  that  the  Chnrch  is  to  be  con- 
fined to  the  cities  and  great  towns,  as  if  the  people  of  the  raral  districts  had 
no  need  of  a  valid  ministry  or  a  pure  Faith.  At  the  present  rate  of  growth 
4ind  with  the  present  missionary  facilities,  generations  must  pass  away 
before  the  people  of  these  interior  towns  will  have  the  opportunity  of  ac- 
cepting the  Apostolic  Church  and  the  primitive  Creeds. 

We  need  an  Itinerant  Ministry,  an  order  of  Evangelists,  preachers  of  Christ 
and  the  Church.  Our  ordinary  pastors  will  not  and  indeed  cannot,  do  at 
once  all  that  ought  at  once  to  be  done.  The  Bishop  alone  cannot  b^  chief 
pastor  of  our  Diocese,  and  at  the  same  time  Evangelist  of  another  Dioceee 
larger  than  ours.  Then,  if  we  have  itinerants,  how  are  they  to  be  supported  ? 
Eiiher  there  must  be  an  increase  of  the  missionary  offerings,  or  part  of  the 
present  offerings  must  be  diverted  from  their  present  appropriation.  It 
seems  to  the  Board,  and  to  the  Bishop,  our  leader  both  in  thought  and  act, 
th(U  both  these  alternatives  must  come  to  paes.  It  must  come  to  pass  that 
M  the  Parochial  clergy  shall  urge  the  cause  of  our  Missions  upon  the  hearts 
and  consciences  of  tlieir  people,  and  that  all  the  Parishes  shall  adopt  the 
4system  of  pledged  monthly  offerings,  regularly  taken  up,  which  experience 
shows  is  most  effective  in  replenishing  the  missionary  treasury.  The  Board 
dislike  to  face  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  missionary  appropriations.  But 
experience  is  demonstrating  that  we  cannot  have  the  aggressive  system  of 
evangelization  of  our  waste  places,  unless  we  devote  to  that  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  our  missionary  receipts. 

The  Board  wish  therefore,  to  have  the  Missionaries,  and  especially  the 
organized  Mission  Parishes,  prepared  for  a  gradual  and  careful  reduction  of 
the  stipends  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed.  The  past  administration  of  the 
Funds  nas  been  such  as,  incidentally,  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 
Missionary  Clergy,  and  it  is  trusted  that  their  Parishes  will  see  that  any 
diminution  in  the  amount  paid  them  by  the  Diocese  shall  be  made  up  in  the 
increased  contributions  of  the  Parish  for  their  support.  When  missionary 
aid  is  extended  to  a  parish  it  is  in  the  expectation  that  the  parish  will  grow 
and  become  self-supporting.  And,  as  parents  teaching  their  children  to 
walk,  withdraw  the  upholding  hand  after  a  little,  to  see  if  they  can  go  alone, 
so  may  the  Diocese  reasonably  do  with  the  Missions,  its  ioster-children. 
The  Board  contemplate  no  sudden  changes,  but  they  desire  to  indicate  a 
probable  line  of  future  policy,  and  submit  it  to  the  practical  sense  and 
missionary  feeling  of  the  Diocese,  represented  here  in  Convention.  We 
must  have  no  parishes  delinquent  in  taking  the  collections,  no  clergymen 
or  laymen  indifferent  to  the  cause.  We  must  have  a  willingness  to  make 
sacrifices,  a  readiness  to  give  up  things  dear  to  ourselves  for  the  furthering^ 
of  the  work  and  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  Otherwise,  we  shall  not  meet  the 
just  expectations  and  demands  of  our  Heavenly  Master,  nor,  for  faithfulness 
in  the  "  few  things  **  of  earth,  receive  the  royal  Crowns  over  the  "  many 
things  "  of  Heaven. 

All  of  which,  in  behalf  of  the  Board,  is  respectfully  submitted.

g.   Report  on  ffj^rbtian  (gbtrcalbm 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 
That  in  their  judgment,  their  chief  duty  is  to  call  attention  to  the  insuf- 
ficienev  of  the  existing  systems  of  education  within  our  borders,  when  con- 
sidered from  a  Christian  point  of  view  ;  and  also  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
means  provided  for  the  true  Christian  education  of  our  children. 

The  first  scene  of  education  is  the  family.  Family  education  among  us 
is  insuffidently  Cliristian,  partly  on  account  of  lack  of  Christian  principle 
in  parents,  and  partly  because  even  Christian  parents  have  not  a  sufficient 
sense  of  their  responsibility  in  this  matter,  and  do  not  take  the  pains  re- 

S aired  for  the  due  Christian  training  of  their  children,  while  still  within 
tie  walls  and  beneath  the  roof  of  home.  In  many  houses  there  is  no  family 
prayer.  In  some  there  is  no  blessiug  asked  upon  the  meal.  Often,  where 
the  mothers  desire  to  bring  the  children  up  as  Christians,  the  fathers  either 
do  not  recognize,  or  will  not  perform,  their  coordinate  duty  in  instilling 
Christian  principles  into  the  children's  minds,  and  training  them  to  Christian 
habits,  Christian  tempers,  and  Christian  affections.  The  old  institution  of 
family  catechising  has  almost  died  out.  Parents  suppose  that  the  Sunday 
school  and  the  day  school  relieve  them  of  all  personal  responsibility.  They 
do  not,  as  the  Church  directed  them,  when  it  baptized  their  children,  them- 
aelTSS  "  provide  that  they  may  learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments,  and  all  other  things  which  a  Christian  ought  to  know 
mod  believe  to  his  soul's  health."  Neither  do  they  sufficiently  "  call  upon 
them  to  hear  sermons."  Nor  do  they  habituate  them  to  the  public  worship 
of  the  Church.  The  Clergy  know  that  it  is  comparatively  a  rare  thing  to 
the  children  ot  a  family  with  their  parents  at  the  public  Sunday  and 
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H0I7  Daj  servicea.  The  parents  seem  to  think  that  if  the  children  come  to 
Sunday  School,  it  is  not  necessary  they  should  he  at  Church.  And  as  a 
consequence,  it  is  not  a  rare  thine:  to  find  well  grown  children  of  our  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  who  cannot "  find  the  places  "  in  the  Prayer  Book, 
and  are  utterly  unable,  if  they  desired  it,  to  follow  a  service  through.  It  is, 
in  the  first  place,  the  fault  of  parents,  when  children  are  not  **  virtuously 
brought  up  to  lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life."  Parents  are  few  who,  like 
Abraham  of  old,  can  be  relied  on  to  **  command  "  their  "  children  "  and  their 
•'  household,"  that  **  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the  Lord  ;*'  or  who,  like 
Joshua,  can  promise,  "As  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord." 
There  are  more  like  Eli,  whose  "  sons  made  themselves  vile,  and  he  restrained 
them  not."  There  is  need  of  another  John  Baptist,  to  "  turn  the  hearts  of 
the  fathers  to  "  the  care  of  **  the  children,"  and  "  the  hearts  of  the  children 
to  the"  filial  obedience  of  "the  fathers,  lest"  the  Lord  "  come,  and  smite  the 
earth  with  a  curse.'

The  second  scene  of  education  is  the  school, — the  school  to  which  the 
children  are  sent  for  instruction,  while  still  abiding  under  the  shelter  and 
influence  of  the  home.    If  the  school  could  be  (-hristian,  it  would  carry  on 
the  godly  nurture  ot  a  Christian  family  ;  it  the  school  be  not  Christian,  then 
it  is  in  the  school  first  that  the  surges  of  the  world  commence  their  assault 
upon  what  littfe  of  Christian  character  may  have  been  built  up  in  the  heart 
of  a  baptized  child.    Is  the  character  formed  in  the  peaceful  precincts  of  the 
home,  likely  to  be  matured  enough  to  resist  unmitigated  woildliness,  at  the 
age  when  children  unually  begin  their  school  life  ?    The  character  which 
worldly  schools  form  is  the  common  character  of  our  world  ;  the  too  common 
brag  and  bluster   of  our  ill-disciplined  vulgar ;  the  temper,  boastful  and 
scornful ;  the  selfish,  conceited,   domineering  spirit,  are   the  result  of  far 
too  much  so-called  education.    You  have  tried  to  make  your  children  truth- 
ful.   At  school  they  learn  to  deceive  and  equivocate.    Y'ou  have  tried  to 
teach  them  reverence.    They  come  home  from  school  with  mouths  full  of 
blasphemy.    You  have  tried  to  keep  them  pure.    Y'^ou  find  they  havo  eaten 
of  the  vilest  fruits  of  the  tree  of  knowledge.   You  have  inculcated  gentleness, 
courtesy,  loving  kindness.    At  school  your  son  becomea  a  bully  and  your 
daughter  a  hoyden.    Not  only  the  graces  of  manner  have  suffered,  but  the 
t«xiure  of  Christian  character  is  deranged  and  distorted,  perhaps  irrecover- 
ably.   And  you  are  to  think  yourself  happy  if  they  keep  clear  of  gross  vices, 
and  commit  no  criminal  offences  ;  if  they  do  not  bring  up  in  the  House  of 
Ketuge,  the  penitentiary,  or  the  ])ri80u.     It  is  said  that  education  keeps 
people  out  of  |)oor  houses  and  of  prisons.    Secular  education  does  not  always 
do  it.    But  Christian  education  ought  to  do  a  great  deal  more  than  that.    It 
does  not  satisfy  a  Christian  parent  that  his  children  are  likely  to  get  on  well 
in  this  world.    Ho  wants  to  make  sure  of  their  attaining  "  that  world,"  and 
the  "  better  resurrection."    The  smartness  that  solves  problems  and  figures 
at  examinations  comforts  him  little,  if  it  be  accompanied  by  conceit  and 
insurbordination.    The  brilliancy  that  makes  a  splurge  upon  the  stage  on 
exhibition  evening  is  ])oor  consolation  for  a  heart  that  aches  at  his  children's 
disrespect  for  their  parents,  unkindness  to  each  other,  contempt  of  law,  and 
dislike  of  religion.  No  amount  of  intellectual  culture  can  atone  for  the  want 
of  a  heart  "  right  in  the  sight  of  God,"  loving  towards  God  and  towards  man. 
The  thought  of  our  schools  that  fit  men  so  well  for  success  in  this  life  (for 
men  often  succeed  in  this  life  by  reason  of  what  are  their  worst  faults  in  the 
eyes  of  God,)  and  which  prepare  them  so  little  for  eternity,  recalls  that 
question  of  the  world's  Redeemer,  "What  shall  it  profit  a  man,  though  he 
gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ?  Or,  what  shall  a  man  give  in 
exchange  for  his  soul  ?" 
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Bat,  it  niaj  be  pleaded  that  the  acknowledged  defects  of  oar  ordinary 
schools,  when  looked  at  from  a  Christian  standpoint,  may  be  made  up  for 
by  the  Christian  instraction  of  the  Church  and  the  Sunday  School.    Let  as 
consider  to  what  extent  this  is  the  case.    That  the  Christian  religion  con- 
tinues its  existence  in  this  country  speaks  something  for  the  influence  of 
Sanday  ministrations  on  the  rising  generations.    But  when  the  present 
generation  of  Christians  was  educated,  there  was  more  family  religion  than 
there  is  now,  and  the  tone  of  common  school  instruction  wap  more  leavened 
with  a  religious  element  than  it  is  now,  or  than  it  is  likely  to  be  hereafter. 
We  mast  be  prepared  to  have  the  practice  carry  out,  what  the  theory 
states  even  now,  the  complete  divorce  of  religious  and  secular  instruction, 
the  secular  alone  b«*ing  furnished  by  the  State,  and  the  religious  entirely 
relegated  to  the  different  religious  denominations.    Now,  is  the  Church,  for 
its  part,  prepared  to  accept  this  theory,  and  to  have  its  children  educated 
upon  it  ?    The  outcome  of  the  theory  is  that  pure  worldliness  is  to  be  served 
up  to  oar  children  on  six  days  of  the  week,  and  pure  religion,  in  homceo- 
pathic  doses,  on  the  seventh.    We  say  in  homoeopathic  doses,  for  everybody 
knows  that  long  sermons  will  not  be  endured  in  our  day  and  generation,  at 
least  if  they  confine  themselves  to  religion  ;  and  most  people  know  tliat 
Sanday  School  teaching  must  be  very  much  diluted  and  very  much  sugar- 
coated  to  go  down  with  the  children  on  whom  it  is  bestowed.    Dr.  Morgan 
Dix  once  drew  out  a  sketch  of  the  comparative  power  over  the  children  of 
the  Church  and  the  world  on  this  system  of  worldliness  taught  six  days  in  the 
"week,  and  religion  taught  on  Sunday.    In  the  first  place,  six  days,  or  even  five, 
Against  one,  is  a  terrible  overweighting  ot  the  balance.    In  the  next  place, 
secular  instraction  occupies  five  or  six  hours  of  each  school  day.    Religious 
teaching  has  but  an  hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half  on  Sunday.    Again  :  secular 
Instruction  is  administered  under  a  regular  system.    It  has  a  thorough  dis- 
<:ipline.      It  enforces  attendance,  punctuality,  good  conduct,  and  actual 
learning  of  lessons.    While  Sunday  School  teaching  is  notoriously  the  re- 
Terse  of  all  thid.      Attendance  at  Sunday  School  is,  in  a  great   measure, 
'  Tolantary.    There  is  little  enforcement  of  discipline.    The  instruction  is  too 
often  Tsgue  and  desultory  and  superficial.    You  have  to  rely  on  voluntary 
teachers.    They  have  excellent  intentions,  but  limited  qualifications,  and  an 
Imperfect  sense  of  responsibility.    They  are  perhaps  half  the  time  absent, 
or  late,  or  leave  before  the  exercises  are  over.    They  go  hurriedly  over  the 
-qaestions  in  the  book,  and  then  chat  with  one  another.    The  people  of  ex. 
perience  and  weight  of  character  excuse  themselves  from  Sunday  School, 
and  it  is  left  for  the  young  and  giddy  and  impulsive.    They  mean  well,  but 
they  yield  to  temptation,  like  the  children.  The  scholars  discuss  the  fashions, 
and  the  past  and  the  future  pleasure  parties.    The  teachers  tell  each  other 
what  engagements  are  made  or  broken,  or  any  other  item  of  news  in  the 
eommanity.    The  Rector  finds  it  difficult  to  stop  the  hum  of  voices  long 
eooagh  for  prayers  or  catechising,  or  to  gain  a  hearing  for  his  own  teachings 
from  the  Bible  or  the  Prayer  Book. 

Of  coarse  there  is  another  side  to  the  story  of  Sunday  School  instruction 
bat  it  will  not,  we  think,  be  denied  that  what  we  have  mentioned  are  be- 
setting sins  of  our  Sunday  School  system.  Happy  is  that  Sunday  School  that 
is  entirely  free  from  them.  Now,  what  is  the  impression  all  this  leaves  upon 
the  children's  minds  ?  Why,  about  this :  That  secular  teaching  is  important ; 
rellgioas  comparatively  unimportant.  That  the  multiplication  table  has 
authority ;  the  Creed  and  Commandments  only  moral  suasion.  That  arith- 
metic is  necessary  for  all  men,  but  the  Catechism  is  only  for  exceptional 
individaals  whose  tastes  run  in  that  direction.  That  Churches  and  Sacra- 
ments and  Holy  Days  are  the  amusements  of  a  few  esthetically  inclined 
Episcopalians,  but  that  the  mass  of  men  occupy  themselves  with  more 
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serious  matters.  The  cliild  considers  that  important  which  the  public 
opinion  that  most  reaches  him  considers  important.  The  public  school 
opinion  is  the  opinion  and  sentiment  of  the  world.  And  it  is  not  generally 
the  case  that  the  Churchly  influence  of  the  family  or  of  the  Sunday  instruc- 
tion is  strong  enough  to  overbalance  and  counteract  it.  Most  clergymea 
know  of  children,  especially  boys,  baptized  in  the  Church  in  infancy,  attend- 
ants of  the  Sanday  School  in  childhood,  who  now,  grownmp,  are  lost  to  the 
Church.  Elthet  they  atttend  sectarian  worship,  or  they  are  altogether 
careless  and  irreligious.  We  gain  many  converts  from  outsiders,  but  our 
methods  of  training  do  not  keep  our  own  children  true  to  the  Church. 
And  this  alone  is  sufficient  to  show  that  we  need  more  provision  for  the 
Christian  training  of  the  children  of  the  Church. 

A  genuine  Christianity  is  not  confined  to  Sunday,  but  leavens  all  business 
and  all  life.  A  true  Christian  does  not  confine  his  devotions  to  Sunday, 
although  a  majority  of  professed  Christian  Churches  in  this  country  might 
as  well  be  drawn  up  into  heaven  every  Sunday  night  and  stay  there  until 
let  down  again  the  next  Sunday  morning,  for  all  the  good  they  are,  except 
to  look  at,  during  the  busineM  week.  We  would  like  a  generation  of 
Christians  and  Churchmen  that  should  be  not  worse  but  better  Christians 
and  Churchmen  than  the  present  generation  are.  But  the  present  generation^ 
if  they  desire  this,  must  not  only  carry  their  own  Church  religion  into  the 
business  of  the  week,  but  they  must  see  that  their  children  and  dependents 
do  the  same.  If  they  consider  their  duty  done,  in  sending  their  children  to- 
Sunday  school  on  Sunday,  and  exposing  them  to  the  unalloyed  influence  of 
the  world  during  all  the  rest  of  the  week,  they  must  not  be  surprised  if  the 
children  of  theoretically  the  strongest  Church-people  turn  out,  when  grown 
up,  neither  Churchmen  nor  Christians.  The  moral  of  all  which  is,  that  we 
need  more  Church-schools ;  parish-schools  and  boarding-echools,  primary 
schools,  intermediate  schools  and  high  schools ;  schools  in  which  the  re- 
ligious influences  shall  interpenetrate  the  secular,  as  reHgion  ought  to 
interpenetrate  life  :  schools  conducted  on  Christian  and  Churchly  principles, 
and  taught  by  such  sort  of  people  as  we  would  wish  our  sons  and  our 
daughters  should  become ;  schools  in  which  the  Church  should  exercise  a 
stronger  influence  than  now  over  her  children,  and  keep  them  longer  under 
her  motherly  care,  before  they  are  sent  out  to  withstand  the  unchristianizing 
influences  of  the  world. 

The  need  of  this  is  well  understood.  Your  Committee  are  only  reiterating 
sentiments  that  have  been  often  expressed  before.  We  all  know  that  one 
of  the  great  wants  of  the  Church,  for  retaining  her  own  children  and  for 
winning  others,  is  an  efficient  system  of  education.  The  chief  thing  that 
hinders  our  having  such  a  system  is  the  cost.  But  the  Church  is  rapidly 
growing  in  numbers  and  ability  ;  and  when  the  mind  of  the  Church  shall 
be  sufficiently  penetrated  with  a  sense  of  this  need,  the  means  will  be  forth- 
coming. We  do  not  consider  the  people  of  England  at  all  too  well  educated, 
religiously  or  secularly;  yet  Howard  Staunton's  book  on  the  schools  of 
England  gives  a  list  of  fifteen  hundred  endowed  grammar-schools  in. 
England  and  Wales,  besides  the  almost  innumerable  common-schools  that 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Church.  The  Bishop  of  Chester  lately  stated 
in  public,  that  of  fifteen  thousand  parishes  of  the  Church  of  England,  twelve 
thousand  had  parish-schools.  The  endowed  schools  are  mostly  the  gifts  of 
individual  benefactors,  either  in  life  or  at  death,  to  the  people  of  their  native 
towns.  They  have  been  founded  by  men  who  believed  in  religious  education, 
and  who  have  guarded  their  gifts  in  such  a  way  that  the  religious  element 
should  forever  be  prominent  in  the  education  which  they  have  supplied. 
What  few  Church-schools  we  have  in  this  country  have  mostly  been  founded 
by  a  few  wealthy  Churchmen  :  and  there  is  every  reason  why,  as  the  work 
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of  the  Church  goes  on,  more  and  more  of  her  people  should,  in  this  way' 
show  their  interest  in  her  work,  and  consecrate  their  fortunes  to  her  practi' 
cal  efficiency.  Except  the  building  of  a  church,  there  is  no  nobler  monument 
a  man  of  wealth  can  have  to  "  keep  his  memory  green,"  than  the  endowment 
of  a  Christian  school.  The  **  Founder's  Day  "  of  such  a  school  keeps  its 
benefactor  in  continual  remembrance.  The  names  of  DeVeaux,  and  Burnett, 
and  Packer,  and  other  Americans,  like  those  of  the  English  fifteen  hundred, 
will  be  handed  down  in  such  ways  to  the  remotest  posterity.  The  benefits, 
as  well  as  the  memory,  of  the  just  "  shall  flourish  when  he  sleeps  in  dust." 
Few  names  are  more  often  quoted  than  that  of  William  of  Wykeham — that 
name  enshrined  in  the  glorious  architecture  of  Winchester  Collefire,  and 
adorned  by  the  successes  of  Winchester  school — the  name  associated  with 
the  famous  motto,  which  shows  his  appreciation  of  character  above  mere 
attainment,  and  which  the  first  Bishop  Doane  made  the  text  of  one  of  his 
beautiini  baccalaureate  addresses, 

*' Manners  makyth  man.** 

An  instance  of  school  endowment  in  our  Diocese,  worthy  of  mention,  has 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee  from  the  Parish  of  Zion  Church, 
Borne.  A  gentleman  there  has  made  over  to  the  parish  the  sum  of  $20,000, 
which,  after  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  him  during  his  remaining  years, 
shall  be  forever  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Church-school  for  the 
children  of  that  rapidly  growing  city.  Examples  of  this  sort  will  not  pass 
by  unlmitated  in  our  communion.  But  the  same  result  may  be  reached  by 
the  cooperation  of  individuals  not  so  wealthy.  There  are  many  parishes 
in  which  the  endowment  of  at  least  a  school  building  might  be  secured  and 
a  Church  school  maintained,  if  the  Church  people  Bufficiently  realized  the 
importance  of  Christian  education. 

One  member  of  our  committee  is  especially  interested  in  the  establishment 
•f  a  class  of  Church-schoots  in  which  the  instruction,  while  not  wanting  in 
thoroughness,  shall  be  afforded  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  in  most  of  our  present 
boarding-schools.  Our  schools,  he  urges,  draw  their  pupils  too  exclusively 
irom  the  wealthier  classes.  We  could  have  the  education  of  large  numbers 
"Of  the  youth  of  our  country,  of  both  sexes^  if  we  could  offer  them  the  same 
advantages  that  the  Romanists  or  the  Methodists  do,  at  an  equally  low  cost. 
At  present,  far  from  winning  to  our  schools  the  unattached  youth  of  our 
country,  we  do  not  prevent  the  children  of  the  Church  from  straying  beyond 
her  influence,  and  being  attracted  to  alien  schools.  Yet  the  class  of  young 
people  whose  parents  cannot  pay  the  highest  prices  for  their  education,  are 
aot  going  to  be  without  their  influence  in  American  society.  The  young 
men  who  have  to  struggle  to  get  themselves  an  education,  are  as  likely  as» 
the  rich  men's  sons  to  take  the  leading  positions  in  the  future  of  the  country. 
If  the  number  of  our  schools  can  be  multiplied,  it  is  likely  that  many  of  them 
can  be  so  managed  as  to  meet  this  want.  The  Church-school  of  a  village  or 
town  may  be  managed  something  as  the  old  academies  were.  They  had 
comparatively  few  boarding  pupils.  They  had  many  who  came  to  the  vil- 
lage or  town,  perhaps  for  the  winter,  attended  the  academy  as  day  scholars, 
and  obtained  inexpensive  board  in  the  town,  or  rented  a  room  and  boarded 
themselves. 

The  question  of  teachers'  salaries  may  be  considered  in  this  connection 
If  the  Church  should  commence  a  general  movement  for  the  establishment 
of  Christian  schools,  there  would  be  need  of  a  large  number  of  Church- 
women  and  Churchmen  for  teachers.  And  if  the  terms  of  such  schools  are 
to  be  brought  down  so  low  as  to  bring  them  within  the  reach  of  the  mass 
«f  the  American  people,  the  teachers  must  not  expect  theirs  to  be  a  money- 
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making  profession.  And  the  most  Christian  and  Chnrchlj  solation  of  the 
problem  would  seem  to  be  that  there  should  be  an  Order  of  Teachers — » 
Sisterhood  and  a  Brotherhood — trained  to  the  vocation,  devoted  to  it  for 
life,  to  be  supported  for  life  by  the  Church,  but  who  should  give,  not  sell, 
their  life's  labor  in  feeding  Christ's  lambs  and  training  them  for  God. 

It  remains  to  speak  of  the  higher  education,  especially  of  young  men- 
This  is  the  last  education  men  receive,  before  they  enter  on  the  business  of 
life.  It  is  the  education  of  the  best  educated  classes,  the  intellectual  leaders  of 
our  community.    It  is  the  education  of  the  most  critical  period  of  a  young 
man's  history,  the  time  when  his  opinions  are  becoming  finally  settled,  and 
the  principles  fixed  upon  which  he  intends  to  act  through  life.     The  im- 
portance of  controlling  the  higher  education  is  well  understood  by  all  par- 
ties in  our  country.    The  religious  denominations,  from  the  first  settling  of 
the  country,  have  sought  to  provide  University  education  for  the  youth,, 
even  where  they  left  primary  and  intermediate  education  to  the  care  of  the 
State.    There  is  no  need  to  repeat  here  the  history  of  Harvard,  of  Yale,  of 
Amherst,  of  Dartmouth,   of  Brown,  of  Hamilton,  of  Middletown,  of  the 
University  of  Syracuse.    Our  own  Church  has  made  more  provision  for  the 
higher  education  than  for  any  other.     We  have  foundations  enough,  some- 
say  too  many,  but  they  are  all  insufficiently  endowed  ;  and,  partly  for  that 
reason,  often  with  that  excuse,  they  do  not  receive  the  entire  patronage 
of  Churchmen.'    Yet  there  is  no  point  in  which  the  honor  of  the  Church  is 
more  at  stake  than  in  a  high  standard  of  education  among  her  members. 
No  denomination  more  needs  learning  and  scholarship  in  its  C'lergy.    There 
is  no  country  in  which  the  success  of  the  Clergy  more  depends  upon  high 
literary  qualifications.     And  there  has  been  no  age  in  which  knowledge,  the 
most  multifarious  and  extensive,  has  been  more  required  in  the  defenders 
of  the  Faith  of  Christ.    The  'Church  needs  for  her  ministers  and  for  her 
educated  laymen,  the  highest  intellectual  advantages  that  the  culture  of  our 
Age  can  supply.     If  she  is  to  succeed  in  the  rivalry  with  the  powerful  and' 
wealthy  religious  organizations  that  are  opposing  bidders  for  the  favor  and 
adhesion  of  the  American  people,  she  ought  not  to  start  entirely  over- 
weighted in  the  race.    And  there  are  sufficient  reasons  why  all  the  Church's 
members  should  be  zealous  for  the  improvement  of  the  Church's  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  commit  their  chil- 
dren to  her  exclusive  care. 

The  main  arguments  for  patronizing  Romish  schools  are  first,  their  cheap' 
ness,  and  second,  their  supposed  superior  advantages  for  acquiring  European 
languages.  But  the  foreign  language  will  be  dearly  purchased  if  your  child 
be  alienated  to  the  foreign  doctrine,  and  brought  beneath  the  spiritual  dom- 
ination of  the  Jesuit,  and  the  Father  Confensor.  To  be  reduced  under  such 
despotism  is  a  terrible  fall  for  a  once  free  Saxon  soul. 

Again.  No  Churchman  should  send  his  child  to  a  Calvlnist  school  or 
college.  Many  Churchmen  have  with  great  pains  extricated  their  own 
souls  from  the  meshes  of  Calvinist  logic,  and  it  would  be  cruel  in  theni 
to  expose  their  children's  young  minds  to  the  vice-grasp  of  its  principles 
and  the  mill-grind  of  its  methods.  To  be  required  to  be  willing  to  be  lost 
for  the  glory  of  God,  to  be  harassed  with  doubts  respecting  personal  elec- 
tion or  reprobation,  to  be  subjected  to  revivalist  preaching  and  anxious-seat 
manipulation,  is  treatment  most  unfit  for  a  baptized  child  ot  the  Covenant^ 
who  ought  to  grow  up  in  godly  and  Christian  living,  trusting  in  a  Saviour 
who  died  for  all,  and  in  the  grace  of  a  Father  who  is  no  respecter  of  persons. 
If  the  young  remain  aloof  from  Romanist  or  from  Methodist  revivalism, 
mere  outside  spectators,  alien  from  the  spirit  of  the  Institution  in  which 
they  are  placed,  the  efiTect  is  often  to  prejudice  them  against  all  religion, 
confounding  God's  own  Truth  with  the  errors  which  they  see  through  and 
espise. 
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Again.  No  Christian  parent  sboald  expose  liis  child  to  the  un-christian 
liberalism  that  is  taking  possession  of  much  of  our  higher  education.  We 
have  enough  of  it  in  the  common  schools,  but  there  is  still  more  in  the 
colleges.  The  Positivist  philosophy,  which  asserts  that,  if  there  be  a  Qod, 
it  is  impossible  to  know  anything  about  Him,  that  science  must  confine 
itaelf  to  phenomena,  and  not  expect  to  understand  their  principles,  the 
philosophy  which  is  an  organized  crusade  against  metaphysics  and  religion, 
and,  when  logically  carried  out,  a  systematic  teachin^^  of  Atheism ;  this 
philosophy  and  this  spirit  is  trying  to  possess  itself  of  the  higher  education 
of  England  and  America.  It  controls  a  leading  newspaper  of  our  metropolis. 
It  has  delivered  its  regular  lectures  in  the  classic  University  of  Cambridge. 
It  demands  the  re-organization  of  all  education  in  conformity  with  its  prin- 
ciples. Professor  Huxley  claims  that  the  Sunday  schools  ought  to  be  aevo- 
ted  to  the  teaching  of  science.  And  the  cry  is  reiterated  on  all  sides  that 
nature  ought  to  have  the  study  which  was  formerly  devoted  to  Theology 
and  the  Humanities — God  and  the  soul  of  man.  Your  committee  feel  no 
alarm  but  that  God  and  man,  as  against  nature,  will  in  the  long  run,  hold 
their  own.  They  think  that  Art,  that  Poetry,  that  History,  that  Oratory, 
that  true  Phylosophy,  will,  equally  with  the  Christian  religion,  refuse  to  quit 
the  world  at  the  bidding  of  tliis  arrogant  and  imperious  materialist  science, 
which  now  so  haughtily  declares  '*  I  am,  and  there  is  none  beside  me."  They 
think  that,  the  world  remaining  as  it  now  is,  language  will  always  remain 
the  great  instrument  of  human  influence,  and  the  study  of  especially  the 
classic  languages  one  most  effective  element  of  education.  They  think  that 
the  reasoning  powers  should  be  strengthened  by  judicious  mathematical 
and  logical  training,  and  that  the  youth  should  be  liberally  instructed  in 
the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future,  both  of  nature  and  of  man.  They  are 
willing,  nay,  eager  to  have  the  true  results  of  modern  science  taken  into 
the  scope  of  a  Christian  education,  but  they  believe  that  God  and  man  are 
both  above  nature  still.  They  believe  that  the  Christian  Revelation  sup- 
plies the  truest  philosophy  both  of  the  Universe  and  of  man.  And  they 
do  not  believe  that  any  system  of  education  is,  in  the  best  sense,  profitable 
for  man,  which  either  ignores  the  Christian  Rovelation,  or  contradicts  it. 
They  believe  that  education  should  be,  above  all  else.  Christian.  And,  be- 
lieving the  religion  of  the  Church  to  be  the  purest  form  of  Christianity, 
they  believe  the  education  furnished  by  the  'Church  to  be  that  education 
which  Church  members  should  endeavor  to  improve,  advance,  and  encourage, 
by  every  means  in  their  power. 

The  Church  college  in  which  our  Diocese  is  most  nearly  interested  is  Hobart 
College.  As  a  special^  committee  will  report  on  our  relations  to  that 
institution,  this  committee  deem  it  sufficient  to  say  that  Hobart  College 
has  deserved  well  of  the  Church,  and  has  given  good  account  of  the  limited 
means  entrusted  to  her  stewardship.  Such  men  as  Hale  and  Douglass  and 
Prentice  and  Bourns  and  Webster,  (not  to  mention  the  living),  have  labored 
in  her  service  for  most  inadequate  remuneration,  and  given  to  her  students 
advantages  altogether  incommensurate  with  the  endowments  bestowed  on 
the  college  of  their  love.  As  self-taught  men  by  native  energy  often  dis- 
tance the  favored  children  of  fortune,  so  the  Faculty  and  students  of  Hobart 
College  have  in  many  instances  drawn  from  scanty  libraries  and  meagre 
resources  as  thorough  knowledge  and  as  effective  power  as  most  men  get 
from  the  literary  riches  of  Harvard  or  the  splendid  endowments  of  Yale. 
Her  present  Professors  deserve  a  better  support.  The  thoroughness  of  the 
instruction  given,  deserves  far  larger  classes  of  undergraduate  student?. 
And  the  Church  in  the  province  of  New  York  will  never  have  done  its  duty 
till  it  has  so  endowed  and  supported  Hobart  College  as  to  make  it  at  least 
equal  to  Columbia  College  in  wealth,  and  to  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in 
popularity. 
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St.  John's  school,  Manlias,  has  made  gratifying  progress  daring  the  past 
year.  Its  new  bailding  is  nearly  completed  at  a  cost  of  $40,000,  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  by  the  beginning  of  the  Autamn  term.  Its  new 
Head-master,  Rev.  Mr.  Olin,  is  an  Alamnns  and  former  tator  of  Hobart 
College,  and,  with  competent  assistants  and  increased  facilities,  will  be  able 
to  do  good  work  in  preparing  the  sons  of  the  Church  for  College  or  for  ilfo. 

Eeble  school,  for  girls,  in  Syracuse,  is  under  the  patronage  of  our  Bishop* 
and  deserves  the  confidence  of  the  Diocese.  Its  success,  since  its  opening 
last  Fall,  presages  well  for  its  future  usefulness.  It  has  had  an  attendance 
of  about  eighty  pupils  from  the  city  of  Syracuse.  It  has  had  some  fourteen 
or  fifteen  boarding  pupils,  three  of  whom  have  been  baptized  in  the  Chorch 
in  which  this  Convention  is  held,  which  is  within  sight  of  the  school.  The 
accomplished  Principal,  Miss  Jackson,  and  her  ten  assistants  in  various 
departments,  are  capable  of  doing  much  for  the  young  ladies  who  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge,  and  the  advantages  of  the  school  need  only  to  bo 
generally  known  in  the  Church  to  secure  for  it  all  the  pupils  that  its  walls 
are  able  to  contain. 

The  old  Oxford  Academy,  one  of  the  most  renowned  and  successful  of  the 
institutions  of  that  name,  (in  a  former  system  of  education,  which  has  been 
much  transformed  of  late,)  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Church  since 
the  date  of  the  last  Convention.  Your  committee  regret  that  they  have  no 
statistics  of  its  success  under  its  new  management.  But  their  knowledge 
of  the  persons  by  whom  it  is  at  present  carried  on  will  not  allow  them  to 
doubt  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  education  given  there,  or  the  excellence 
of  the  infiuence  exerted  on  the  characters  of  its  pupils.  All  the  schools 
we  have  mentioned  are  taught  by  persons  such  as  we  should  be  willing  our 
own  children  should  resemble. 

As  regards  Parish  schools,  the  number  known  to  your  committee  is  no 
larger  than  it  was  last  year.  Parish  schools  have  been  reported,  since  the 
organization  of  our  Diocese,  at  Waterloo,  at  Hamilton,  at  Waverly,  and  in 
connection  with  St.  Paul's  and  Trinity  and  (irace  Church  parishes,  Syracuse. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Whiting  is  reported  to  be  about  opening  a  school  for  boys  at 
Cape  Vincent,  and  is  said  to  have  a  special  vocation  for  the  office  of  teacher. 

The  school  at  Harpersville  will  probably  not  be  discontinued,  although 
its  late  teacher,  Rev.  Noble  t'almer,  has  removed  to  another  field  of  labor. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  of  Jordan,  reported  a  school  taught  there  by  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church.  There  has  been  a  similar  school  at  Oriskany 
Falls.  A  Church  school  is  a  most  important  part  of  our  missionary  work 
among  the  Indians  on  the  Onondaga  Reservation,  and  has  of  late  had  under 
its  instruction  most  of  the  children,  Pagan  as  well  as  Christian,  of  the 
Onondaga  nation.  A  Church  school  is  one  of  the  instruments  for  good  of  the 
charities  ^thered  at  St.  Luke's  Home  in  West  Utica,  upder  the  special 
auspices  of  Grace  Church  parish.  There  has  been  a  night  school  and  an 
industrial  school  at  St.  John's  mission,  Syracuse,  now  under  the  patronage 
of  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Church.  Industrial  schools  are  reported 
among  the  charitable  instrumentalities  of  Trinity  Church,  and  Calvary 
Church,  Utica;  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse;  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn; 
Zlon  Church,  Rome ;  Grace  Church,  Watertown,  and  Christ  Church, 
Oswego. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : — 

liesolved,  That  this  Convention  urges  upon  the  heads  of  families  belong, 
ing  to  our  Diocese  greater  diligence  in  the  Christian  training  of  the  children 
of  their  families,  and  increased  attention  to  all  things  that  give  a  religious 
character  and  infiuence  to  the  life 'of  the  home. 
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Besolved,  That  the  Convention  urges  upon  Sunday  School  teachers  a 
deeper  sense  of  their  responsibilities  as  assistants  of  Christ's  ministers  in 
the  tenderest  part  of  the  pastoral  office,  the  spiritual  feeding  of  the  lambs 
of  Christ. 

Ruohedy  That  in  our  judgment,  all  education  ought  to  be  imbued  with 
a  religious  element ;  and  that,  as  citizens,  we  disapprove  of  the  exclusion 
of  Prayer  and  the  reading  of  God's  Word  from  the  schools  supported  by 
public  funds. 

Revolted,  That,  as  Churchmen,  we  favor  the  establishment,  whenever 
cmd  wherever  practicable,  of  schools  in  which  the  religious  element  shall 
Ibe  the  teaching  of  the  Holj  Scriptures  as  practically  set  forth  in  the  Book 
<>f  Common  Prayer. 

Besotted,  That  where  such  schools  have  been  or  may  be  established,  it  is 
-the  duty  of  Churchmen  who  have  it  in  their  power,  to  send  jtheir  children 
-ro  such  schools  rather  than  to  schools  conducted  on  secular  principles,  or 
religious  principles  hostile  to  those  of  the  Church.  . 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

^>^£8  leave  to  again  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon  the  financial  condition  of 
^^«  Treasury.  With  the  exception  of  the  Assessment  of  the  General  Con- 
Y'^stion,  of  the  amount  of  which  the  Treasurer  has  not  been  advised,  there 
no  indebtedness  outstanding  against  it.  Every  claim  has  been  promptly 
^id  on  presentation,  if  I  may  except  the  account  lor  printing  the  Journal 
the  last  Convention,  which  was  delayed  for  a  short  time  until  the  amount 
18  reajized  from  the  assessment  levied  upon  the  Parishes  by  the  Standing 
^^mmittee,  for  this  and  other  objects  not  otherwise  provided  for.

Leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of, 3,736  77 
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belonging  to  tbe  different  funds  as  specified  in  detail  in  tlie  Btatement  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  hereto  appended. 

There  is  a  balance  due  from  the  assessment,  of  $035.63,  and  from  86 
Parishes,  which  should  be  paid,  in  justice  not  onlj  to  the  Treasury,  but  to 
those  Parishes  which  have  come  forward  so  promptly  to  meet  the  deficit 
and  additional  expenses  enumerated  in  my  Report  to  the  Jast  ConTention. 
A  list  of  those  Parishes  delinquent  is  hereto  annexed.  About  one- fourth  of 
the  amount  has  been  paid  since  the  closing  of  the  books  on  the  Slat  ult.  and 
the  drafting  of  this  report. 

The  Convention  last  year,  prematurely  I  think,  substituted  the  offering 
for  the  "  General  Fund  "  for  that  ot  the  "  Current  expenses  of  the  Episcopate,"^ 
recommended  to  be  taken  on  the  last  Sunday  of  each  month  having  a  fifth 
Sunday  in  it.  The  result  has  been  that  through  an  indifference  or  a  non- 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  an  offering  for  that  object,  the  amount 
has  diminisliod  more  than  80  per  cent.,  the  whole  amount  received  during 
the  past  year  for  the  General  Fund  being  only  $250.60,  or  a  fraction  lesB  than 
$65  per  quarter,  and  averaging  but  about  65  cents  a  Parish,  or  $2.00  per 
annum.  Either  this  Fund,  or  that  of  the  "  Expenses  of  the  Convention/*^ 
should  be  increased  or  anotlier  assessment  will  be  inevitable  within  the  next 
two  years.  If  taken  regularly  by  all  the  Parishes  at  the  stated  periods,  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  amount  of  offerings  would  be,  in  the  aggregate,  ample 
for  the  needs  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  odious  feature  of  an  assessment  thereby 
avoided. 

I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  present  these  matters  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Convention  in  order  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  guard  against  an  ac- 
cumulated debt,  and  to  urge  upon  the  Parishes  the  importance  of  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  objects  of  the  Fund  in  question. 

The  Fund  for  Missions  in  the  Diocese  has  increased  by  several  hundred 
dollars  over  the  amount  reported  last  year  which  was  the  maximum  of  any 
previous  year  since  the  erection  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  expenditures  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  have  been  correspondingly  increased.  As  the  pledge  system 
becomes  more  generally  introduced  and  more  effectively  worked,  it  develops 
our  pecuniary  ability.  Under  this  system.  Parishes  which  have  never  before 
contributed,  have  sent  in  comparatively  liberal  offerings;  and  Parishes 
heretofore  contributing  small  sums,  have  more  than  quadrupled  their  pre- 
vious amounts.  Let  this  system  be  made  thoroughly  effective  and  the  Board 
of  Missions  will  have  ample  means  at  its  command  to  prosecute  its  work 
and  cafry  out  its  most  sanguine  anticipations.

The  income  from  the  above  permanent  investment  during  the  past  con- 
ventional year,  has  amounted  to  $817.55,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  applied  toward  the  maintenance  of  Mis- 
sions in  the  Diocese,  a  detailed  statement  of  which,  by  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Under  the  powers  and  provisions  of  the  charter,  the  Board  now  holds  in 
trust  the  following  property,  viz : 

Fifteen  bonds  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburgh  Rail  Road  Co.  of 
$1,000  each,  in  trust  for  a  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  the  income  from  which  is 
to  be  devoted  as  specifically  stated  in  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  trust. 

A  warranty  deed  of  a  lot  in  the  village  of  Port  Byron,  embracing  1  -f^j^ 
acres,  held  conditionally  that  a  church  edifice  shall  be  erected  thereon  with- 
in ten  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

A  warranty  deed  of  a  lot  in  the  village  of  Cayuga  of  about  1^  acres,  held 
upon  the  same  conditions. 

A  bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  "  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  of  the 
county  of  Chenango,"  in  the  penalty  of  $10,000,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
fulfillment  of  the  duties  of  the  said  office. 

And  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  upon 
which  is  located  the  Chapel  of  "  St.  John's  Mission,"  for  $1,600,  with  a  pay- 
ment made  thereon  of  $800,  the  balance  due  within  two  years  i^m  the  date 
thereof. 
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The  Trustees  believe  that  there  are  manj  cases  where  the  advantages  of 
this'corporation,  if  folly  known,  would  prove  of  great  service  to  the  Church 
and  the  community. 

The  Convention  is  called  upon  to  elect  two  Trustees,  for  the  term  of  three 
vears,  ending  September  1, 1875,  in  the  places  of  Messrs.  Henry  Daboll  and 
Robert  M.  Beecher,  whose  terms  of  office  expire  September  1, 1872.

To  tJie  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  a  committee  at  the  last  annual  Conventioa 
to  examine  the  securities  and  investments  of  the  several  Trust  and  Per- 
manent Funds  of  this  Diocese  and  report  the  condition  of  each,  hereby 
make  their  report  as  follows : 

On  the  30th  of  April  1872,  we  met  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  at  Syra- 
cuse and  made  an  examination  of  the  papers  in  his  possession,  to  wit : 

Those  relating  to  the  C'hristmas  Fund,  and  to  the  Permanent  Missionary 
Fund  which  is  under  the  Supervision  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund. 

Christmas  Fund. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  Principal  of  the  Christmas  Fund  is  $7,150. 

Of  which  there  is  secured  by  Bond  and  Mortgage,  which  mortgage  is  a 
lien  on  about  two  hundred  acres  of  land  situated  in  the  town  of  Phelps,. 
Ontario  County,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  with  interest,  payable 
thereon  semi-annually.  A  letter  of  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  value  of  this 
land,  soon  after  the  examination  at  Syracuse,  was  addressed  to  a  gentle- 
man at  Phelps  by  the  committee,  but  no  answer  has  been  received.  Of 
this  bond  and  mortgage  it  may  be  said  as  an  evidence  of  its  value  as  a  Be> 
curity,  that  it  is  dated  October  1st,  1858,  was  recorded  November  22nd,  1858^ 
and  was  given  at  its  date  for  securing  four  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  has 
been  reduced  by  payment  so  that  there  is  now  due  thereon  only  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Also  another  Bond  and  Mortgage  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars.  I'his  mortgage  is  dated  December  1st,  1871,  and  is 
a  lien  on  lands  in  the  city  of  Syracuse  upon  which,  as  the  committee  under- 
stand, there  are  no  buildings.  From  personal  inquiries  in  Syracuse,  and  also- 
from  information  obtained  by  correspondence,  the  committee  are  fully  satis- 
fied that  the  land  covered  by  this  mortgage  is  worth  more  than  double 
the  amount  secured  thereon.  The  interest  on  this  mortgage  is  payable 
semi -annually. 

The  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  this  fund  is  secured  by  thir- 
teen bonds  of  fifty  dollars  each  issued  by  the  Genesee  and  Water  Street  Rail- 
road Company  of  Syracuse  with  interest  thereon  payable  annually. 

From  as  careful  inquiry  as  the  committee  have  been  able  to  make  in  relation' 
to  these  Bonds,  both  personally  and  by  letter,  they  are  satisfied  that  they 
are  good  securities. 

Constituting  a  part  of  this  fund  there  is  held  one  certificate  of  deposit 
in  the  Trust  Deposit  Company  of  Onondaga  County  for  one  thousand  doUars,. 
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which  is  drawing  interest  at  six  per  cent,  and  another  of  the  same  amoon^ 
the  interest  of  which  is  seven  per  cent. 

There  is  also  held  by  the  Treasurer  a  certificate  of  deposit  for  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  issued  by  the  Syracuse  National  Bank,  drawing  interest  at  six 
per  cent. 

These  securities  are  probably  entirely  good,  and  it  is  understood  by  the 
committee  that  these  are  only  temporary  investments  to  be  changed  as  soon 
as  opportunities  offer  to  loan  upon  securities  which  will  yield  full  legal 
interest. 

Permanent  Missionary  Fund. 

The  Principal  of  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  amounts  to  the  sum 
of  eleven  thousand  and  two  hundred  dollars,  and  is  secured  as  follows  viz : 

By  Bonds  and  Mortgages,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  and  nine  hundred 
dollars ;  By  Bounty  Bonds  issued  bv  the  state  of  New  York,  two  thousand 
dollars;  By  United  States  5-20  Bonds,  one  thousand  dollars ;  and  by  six  Bonds 
of  the  aforesaid  Genesee  and  Water  Street  Rail  Road  Company  of  Syracuse, 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  making  three  hundred  dollars.  In  regard  to  the  bonds 
And  mortgages  representing  the  larger  part  of  this  Fund  the  committee 
have  satisfiMi  themselves  from  inquiry  by  letter  of  those  who  were  compe- 
tent to  judge  and  who  possessed  the  requisite  information  on  the  subject,  that 
the  lands  covered  by  the  mortgage  are  in  each  case  of  ample  value  to 
make  investments  perfectly  secure.  Some  of  these  lands  are  situated  in 
Ontario,  come  in  Seneca  and  others  in  Onondaga  Counties. 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  learn  whether  these  mortgagees  were 
in  all  cases  first  liens,  and  for  that  purpose  addressed  letters  to  the  clerks  of 
Seneca  County  and  to  other  parties  in  other  Counties,  to  some  of  which 
letters  they  have  received  replies  and  to  others  none  have  been  made. 

Of  the  New  York  Sute  Bounty  Bonds  and  United  States  5-20  Bonds  it  is 
xmnecessary  for  the  committee  to  express  any  opinion. 

The  Railroad  Bonds  held  by  this  Fund  have  already  been  commented 
upon  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

It  is  perhaps  not  improper  for  the  committee  to  state  that  they  find  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  relative  to  these  Funds  in  admir- 
able order ;  that  the  labors  of  this  officer  are  of  a  magnitude  which  most 
of  us  little  conceive,  and  that  the  thanks  of  every  Churchman  in  the 
Diocese  are  due  to  him  for  the  large  amount  of  time  and  labor  he  must 
necessarily  devote  to  and  bestow  upon  his  duties;  time  given  and  labor 
unrewarded  save  in  the  happy  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed  and 
time  well  occupied. 

Episcopate  Fund. 

On  the  evening  of  April  30th,  and  forenoon  of  May  1st,  1872,  the  com- 
mittee visited  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  at  Utica  and  made 
jui  examination  of  the  various  securities  held  by  him  belonging  to  this 
important  Fund. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  Fund  when  examined  by  the  committee  was 
the  sum  of  fifty-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  sixty 
four  cents.  This  amount  includes  sums  which  have  been  paid  in  since  the 
Fund  was  supposed  to  have  reached  sixty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  it  to  at  least  the  sum  of  seventy  thousand.  Of  this  sum  of 
£fty-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  sixty  four  cents  there 
is  secured  by  l>onds  and  mortgages  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  and 
nine  hundred  dollars.  These  Mortgages  are  liens  on  lands  situated  in  the 
Counties  of  Fulton,  Oneida,  Oswego,  Herkimer,  Chenango  and  Livingston 
in  this  State. 
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The  iDdefatigable  and  faithful  TreaBurer  of  this  Fand  was  enabled  from 
I>eraonal  inspection  of  most  of  the  lands  covered  bj  these  Tarions  mort- 
gages, and  from  information  which  he  had  derived  Irom  carefol  inqnixy,  to 
state  to  the  committee  such  facts  in  regard  to  these  loans  as  convinced  them, 
with  but  little  additional  investigation,  that  they  were  perfectly  and  entitelj 
safe  and  reliable. 

All  the  recent  loans  from  this  Fund  have  been  made  with  great  care. 
Clerks'  certificates  as  to  title,  and  the  certificate  of  at  least  two  reliable  and 
well  known  men  as  to  the  value,  have  in  all  cases  been  required,  and  the  land 
covered  bj  these  mortgages  is  in  each  case  worth  double  the  amount  loaned 
exclusive  of  anj  buildings. 

Only  one  instance  existed  of  a  mortgage  in  regard  to  which  there  was 
any  doubt  as  to  its  soundness,  and  in  that  case  the  Treasurer  had  already 
given  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest  that  the  same  must  be  paid  or  addi- 
tional security  given,  and  even  in  that  case  all  were  satisfied  that  on  fore- 
closure the  lands  would  readily  sell  for  an  amount  more  than  sufficient  to 
meet  the  sum  due  and  all  costs  and  expenses. 

Constituting  a  part  of  the  securities  of  this  Fund  ate  two  trust  deeds, 
one  for  four  thousand  and  the  other  for  two  thousand  dollars,  coverings 
lands  in  the  County  of  Champaign  and  State  of  Illinois,  and  drawing  a  semi- 
annual interest  at  ten  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  in  the  city  of  Utica. 

From  the  careful  manner  in  which  these  loans  were  made  and  the  palae 
taken  by  the  Treasurer  to  make  them  reliable  and  entirely  safe,  the  com- 
mittee think  there  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  genuineness  or  value  of 
these  securities.  The  Treasurer  in  making  these  loans  has  aeted  somewhat 
under  the  advice  of  a  distinguished  layman  of  this  Dioeese  familiar  with 
western  business  and  securities  and,  as  remarked  to  one  of  the  committee  by 
another  individual,  to  secure  a  larger  income,  "the  temptation  is  great." 
We  do  not  mean  to  censure  the  Treasurer  for  making  tJie$e  loans,  yet  the 
committee  submit  to  the  Convention  whether  it  may  be  safe,  as  a  rule,  to> 
invest  a  Trust  Fund  of  this  character  in  any  securities  outside  of  our  own 
commonwealth,  and  not  protected,  guarded  and  capable  of  being  enforced 
by  and  under  the  laws  of  our  own  State.  Indeed  the  Trustees  of  this  Fund 
are  a  duly  incorporated  body,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State 
passed  April  28th,  1868.  They  are  therefore  amenable  to  the  courts  of  this 
State,  as  well  as  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  it  is  perhaps  not 
hazarding  one's  legal  reputation  when  it  is  asserted  that  the  courts  of  equity 
qf  the  State  under  whose  sapervision  are  corporations  of  this  nature,  would 
not,  if  applied  to,  permit  the  loaning  of  the  Fund  outside  of  their  jurisdiction. 

The  following  named  Bonds  are  also  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  Fund. 
First  mortgage  bond  of  the  Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  Louisville  Ridlroad 
Company  for  five  hundred  dollars,  interest  at  seven  per  cent  per  annum 

Payable  semi-annually.  First  mortgage  bond  of  the  Lake  Superior  and 
lississippi  Railroad  Company  for  five  hundred  dollars,  interest  at  seven 
I>er  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  in  gold  free  from  United  States 
tax.  A  Western  Union  Telegraph  bond  for  five  hundred  dollars,  interest 
at  seven  per  cent  per  annum  payable  semi-annually.  Bond  of  the  town  of 
Augusta,  Oneida  County,  issued  in  aid  of  the  extension  of  Utica  Clinton 
and  Binghamton  Railroad  Company  for  one  hundred  dollars,  interest  pay- 
able semi-annually  at  seven  per  cent.  A  certificate  of  deposit  in  the 
Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank  at  Watertown  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars.  All  of  these  bonds  and  the  certificate  of  deposit  were  gifts  to  the 
fund  or  were  handed  to  the  Treasurer  by  individuals  in  payment  of  their  sub- 
scriptions. The  Augusta  Town  Bond,  and  the  certificate  of  deposit  in  the 
Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank,  are  probably  goed  at  any  time  for  the 
amount  for  which  they  were  issued  respectively.    The  two  Bailroad  Bonds

may  be  perfectly  good,  the  interest  be  panctuallj  paid  and  the  principal 
eventaally  folly  and  fairly  met,  yet  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
neitherofthesebondsarenow  worth  their  face  for  Bale.  As  cash  we  should 
estimate  the  Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  Louisville  Bond  at  about  $350  to  $875, 
and  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi,  at  about  $425,  to  $440. 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Bond  is  worth,  as  per  recent  sales,  about 
$465. 

This  Fund  also  holds  twenty  bonds  issued  by  the  Utica  Water  Works 
Company,  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  making  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars.  The  interest  upon  these  bonds  is  paid  and  payable  by  the  city  of 
Utica,  as  stated  by  the  Treasurer.  Mr.  Hopper  is  Treasurer  also  of  the 
Utica  Water  Works  Company,  and  is  very  emphatic  in  his  opinion  that 
these  bonds  are  a  safe  investment. 

The  Treasurer  had  also  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty  one  dollars  and  ninety  six  cents  in  cash,  and  there  were  of 
subscriptions  uncollected  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty 
six  dollars  and  sixty  eight  cents.  Since  the  writing  of  this  report  thus  far 
a  letter  has  |been  received  from  Mr.  Hopper  stating  that  l>onds  and  mort- 
gages have  been  paid  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  and  six  hundred 
dollars  and  investments  made  as  follows,  viz :  On  Trust  deed  on  lands  in 
Champaign  County,  Illinois,  at  ten  per  cent  interest,  two  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  at  the  same  rate  of  interest  in 
Appleton  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  this  last  investment  made  by  or  by 
advice  of  the  same  distinguished  layman  heretofore  alluded  to. 

Two  Bonds  and  Mortgages  are  held  by  Mr.  Hopper  belonging  to  the 
DeLancey  Fund,  one  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  other  of  sixteen  hundred 
dollars.  These  mortgages  are  liens  on  lands  in  the  town  of  Constantia, 
Oswego  County,  and  are  good. 

The  committee  cannot  close  this  part  of  their  report  without  commending 
the  earnestness,  faithfulness,  and  painstaking  labors  and  efforts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Fund.  His  care  and  management  of  the  Fund  has  been 
most  admirable,  and  his  reward  for  his  great  services,  aside  from  the  thanks 
of  all  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese,  which  we  are  sure  he  has,  will  be 
found  in  the  fact  evident  to  himself  that  these  services  have  promoted  the 
interest  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Van  Wagenen  Fund. 

The  securities  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  of  the  County 
of  Chenango,  John  R.  Van  Wagenen  Trustee,  have  also  been  examined  by 
the  committee.  This  Fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  five 
hondred  and  forty  one  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  and  is  secured  as  follows 
Ti2: 

Bonds  and  Mortgages  six  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  one  dollars 
and  eighty  cents.  &nds  of  the  town  of  Walton,  Delaware  County,  issued 
to  aid  the  construction  of  the  New  York  and  Oswego  Midland  Railroad, 
two  thousand  dollars ;  and  bonds  of  the  town  of  Otselic,  Chenango  County, 
also  issued  for  aiding  the  construction  of  said  Railroad,  for  two  hundred 
dollars.  These  mortgages,  of  which  there  are  six  in  number,  with  one  ex- 
ception are  liens  on  lands  in  the  County  of  Chenango,  the  remaining  mort- 
gage covering  lands  in  the  County  of  Cortland,  and  all  may  be  regarded 
aa  first-class  securities  of  their  kind,  The  lands  upon  which  the  mortgages 
are  liens  respectively  would  at  any  time  sell  at  auction  for  much  more  than 
the  amount  of  mortgage,  covering  each  piece,  together  with  the  costs  of 
foreclosure.  The  Town  Bonds  were  issued  upon  a  basis  of  not  exceeding  in* 
an^ount  by  any  one  town  thirty  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  of  the  town,  and  probably  no  town  in  aid  of  this  Railroad  Com- 
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pany  lias  issaed  bonds  to  an  amount  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  real 
value  of  the  property  liable  to  assessment  in  it.  There  is  also  cash  on 
hand  belonging  to  this  Fund,  $64,81,  in  addition  to  the  above  aecuritSet. 
These  securities  are  each  paying  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per 
annum. 

The  statements  herewith  submitted  contain  as  complete  and  perfect 
a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  several  Funds  of  the  Diocese  as  can  be 
made  from  information  which  the  committee  have  been  able  to  obtain. 
Several  letters  addressed  to  different  individuals  remain  unanswered.  Had 
replies  been  received  to  these  we  should  have  been  able  to  speak  with  more 
confidence  upon  one  or  two  points.  Our  aim  has  been  to  obtain  and  place 
before  the  Convention,  as  far  as  possible,  such  facts  as  should  enable  the 
members  to  form  their  ownconclusions  as  to  the  standing  and  condition 
of  the  several  Trusts.

In  view  of  its  location,  and  tho  fact  that  not  a  dollar  had  6Ter 
been  raised  to  pay  for  it,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Vestry  that 
it  could  not  be  held.    Having  been  built,  it  would  have  been  held,  in  view

Church  property  was  held  under  mortgage.  The  whole  debt  was  $6,000.

In  the 
afternoon  the  Missionary  officiates  at  the  New  York  State  Lunatic  Asylum, 
of  which  he  han  now  been  the  Chaplain  for  some  seven  years.

The  Rev.  L.  A.  Barrows  reports  that  since  the  last  Annual  Convention, 
lie  has  preached  twelvti  times,  and  delivered  three  addresses.  These  ser- 
vices were  rendered  in  Homer,  Cortland,  McLean,  and  Truxton.  He  has 
given  the  Holy  communion  in  public  ten  timeR,  in  private  twice.  He  has 
buried  four  persons,  baptised  one  infant,  and  nvarried  two  couples.  Always 
when  present,  he  assisted  in  the  morning  service,  pronouncing  the  Absolu- 
tion and  reading  the  Lessons  and  the  Gospel. 

The  Rev.  Almon  Gkkgory  reports  that  since  the  last  Convention,  he  has 
assisted  in  Divine  S«'rvico  thirty  three  times,  preached  twenty-four  times, 
baptised  three  children,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  four  times,  and 
assisted  in  the  same  five  times,  and  joined  eight  couples  in  Holy  Matrimony. 
These  Services  were  rendered  for  Emmanuel  ('hurch,  Phoenix;  St.  John's 
Churches  Marcellus  and  Auburn ;  Grace  Church,  Mexico ;  St.  James',  St. 
Paul's  and  Grace  Churches,  Syracuse  ;  Trinity  Church,  Camden,  and  St. 
James'  Church,  Skaneateles. 

The  Rev.  T.  G.  ME.\cnEM,  M.  D.,  reports  that  by  the  blessing  of  God.  he 
is  more  comfortable  this  summer,  in  some  respects,  than  for  three  years 
past.

IX.  If  the  question  i&  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  unless 
to  lay  it  on  the  table  ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  cer- 
tain time  ;  to  commit  it  or  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  pur- 
poses shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.

Tuesday,  June  10, 1878.      f 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Fifth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  the 
Et.  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Huntington,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in 
Trinity  Church,  at  seven  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Warren  C.  Hubbard, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Gardner,  and  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Moyses. 

After  the  singing  of  the  232d  Hymn,  the  Bishop  offered 
Prayers  and  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  then  took  the  Chair  and  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  when  fifty-one  answered  to  their  namea 
and  took  their  seats.     {Seepage  15.) 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented,  and  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wicks, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  L.  Randolph,  and  the  Secretaries. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee,  the  Roll  was  called  and 
forty-two  Delegates,  representing  twenty -six  Parishes,  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.    {Seepage  16.) 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates  being 
present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  declared  the  Convention 
to  be  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary, 
when,  on  motion,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and 
the  Rev.  Alfred  B.  Goodrich,  D.  D.,  was  chosen. 
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On  nomination  of  the  Secretary,  the.Bev.  Hugh  L.  M. 
Clarke  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Bt.  Bev.  the  President  then  announced  the  following

Mr.  George  J.  Gardner  presented  and  read  his  Beport  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  ;  also  the  Beport  of  the  Trostees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  and  the  Beport  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Parochial  Fund ;  which,  on  motion,  were  severally  referred  to 
the  respective  Standing  Committees. 

On  motion  of  the  Bev.  H.  V.  Gardner, 

Resohed,  That  Clergymen  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
«eat8  in  this  Convention;  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  belonging  to  this 


Diocese;  also  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  and  its  Cokmies,  and 
lepresentatives  of  Missionary  Stations,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Oiders, 
who  may  be  present,  be  admitted  to  honorary  sittings  in  this  ConveatSon. 


The  Bt.  Bev.  the  President  having  announced  this  invita. 
tion,  the  following  Clergymen  appeared  and  took  their 
seats,  viz : 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Bonham,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Pratt,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Schooler, 
and  the  Rev.  Erastus  P.  Smith. 

The  Bev.  Dr.  Van  Deusen  offered  the  following  Besolntion, 
which,  on  his  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present. 

Resotved,  That  Ctoon  X.  Sec.  5,  relating  to  oiferinffs,  be  amended  by 
adding  the  following  words :   "  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Biinister  of 
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each  parish,  or  congre^tion,  at  the  Episoopal  visitation,  ask  an  oifering 
which  shall  be  placed  m  the  hands  of  the  Bish<»,  to  be  used  at  his  discre- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  needy  persons,  and  that  shall  be  called  the  Bishop's 
Relief  Fund." 

The   Convention   then,  on   motion,  adjourned    until   nine 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Wednksdat,  Jane  11,  1873. 
The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  nine  o'clock,. 

The  Bishop  and  Clergy  entered  the  Church  in  procession 
during  the  singing  of  the  406th  Hymn. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Tliomas  Bell,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bonham,  who  read  the  Seventh  Se- 
lection of  Psalms ;  the  Rev.  George  P.  Hibbard,  who  read  the 
First  Lesson  ;  the  Rev.  George  T.  LeBoutillier,  who  read  the 
Second  Lesson  ;  the  Rev.  Joel  Davis,  who  read  the  Creed  and 
the  Collects,  and  the  Rev.  George  W.  I'orter,  D.  D.,  who  read 
the  Litany. 

The  Bishop  read  the  Ante-Communion  Service,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Amos  B.  Beach,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  George  H. 
McKnight. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Fifth  Annual  Address.  {See  Ap- 
pendix I.) 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Guion,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  George  H. 
McKnight,  the  Rev.  Amos  B.  Beach,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  G. 
W.  Porter,  D.  D. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Pres- 
ident called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  calling  the  names  of  members  not  present  yesterday,. 
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four  Clergymeii,  and  tweiity-iive  Lay  Delegates  appeared  and 
took  their  seats.    {See  pp,  15  and  16.) 

The  Secretary  being  obliged  to  be  absent  from  to-day's  ses- 
sion, the  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattison  was,  by  request  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  appointed  by  the  Convention  an  additional 
Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  the  subject  of  a  Canon  on  the  General  Fund  of 
the  Diocese,  recommended  by  the  Bishop  in  his  Address,  was 
referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Eev.  Dr.  Beach,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  the  Rev.  G.  H.  McKnight,  and  Messrs.  G.  J. 
Gardner,  and  J.  V.  BL  Scovill. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  three 
o'clock,  p.  M. 


Wednesday  Aftbbnoon,  3  o'clock. 

The  Convention  reassembled,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  in 
the  Chair. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  presented  a  Communication 
from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  B.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Presiding  Bishop, 
on  the  subject  of  a  proposed  Memorial  to  the  late  lamented 
Metropolitan  of  Cape  Town.     {See  Appendix  VI.  A). 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  Tellers,  to  receive  the  votes  of  the 
Clergy,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Staunton,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Warner,  and 
to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Laity,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard  and 
Mr.  A.  O.  Osbom. 

The  Rev.  F.  D.  Hoskins  from  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Admission  of  Churches  into  Union  with  the  Convention, 
presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Standing  Committee  appointed  on  the  Admission  of  Churches  into 
Union  with  this  Convention,  respectfully  report,  that,  having  examined  the 
^pers  presented  by  8L  L\M%  Memorial  vhttreh,  Utica,  Oneida  County; 
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8t,  Lvke*s  Church,  Cayuga  Cayuga  County,  and  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  BinghanUan,  Broome  (fiunty,  they  find  these  papers  in  aoooid- 
ance  with  Canon  IV.  Sec.  1  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese;  and  thejr  recom- 
mend that  these  Churches  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention.

II.  F.)  presented  the  following 

REPOET : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund,  respectfully  report:  That  we  have  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  said  Fund;  also  the  detailed  accounts  of 
their  Treasurer,  and  compared  them  with  the  acknowledgements  published 
in  the  Church  Journal  and  Oonpel  Meseei^ger,  and  we  have  examined  all  the 
vouchers  for  the  Conventional  year,  and  the  securities  in  which  the  perma- 
nent fund  is  invested,  and  we  find  them  all  correct.  The  interest  for  the 
current  year  has  been  paid  on  all  the  securities  with  the  exception  of  the 
mortgage  of  $4,000  of  Isaac  V.  V.  Mechan,  upon  which  there  will  be  due 
Octo&r  1st,  1878,  one  year's  interest.  Tliere  is  now  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  $827.98.  Of  this  sum  there  might  now  be  invested 
as  part  of  the  permanent  fund,  from  $350  to  $500,  and  we  are  assured  by 
the  Treasurer  that  it  is  his  desire  and  intention  to  make  such  investment 
as  soon  as  he  can  conveniently  do  so. 

We  are  much  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  are  kept  by 
Mr.  Gardner,  ana  cannot  help  making  this  acknowledgement  of  our  appre- 
ciation of  his  labours  of  love  for  the  Diocese.

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report:  That  on  ex- 
unination  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  they  find  that  a  substitute 
for  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution  was  submitted  by  a  Special  Committee  to 
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whom  that  subject  had  been  referred,  and  was  approved  by  the  last  Conven- 
tlon  to  lie  over  for  the  action  of  this  Convention.  The  substitute  is  in  the 
following  words,  and  will  be  found  on  page  84  of  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention of  1872:  '*  EveiT  Convention,  at  its  first  Morning  Session,  shall  be 
opened  with  Prayers  and  the  Holy  Communion;  and  the  Bishop  may  at  this 
time  deliver  his  Annual  Address,  or  Charge. " 

They  also  find  that  a  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  Convention  of 
1871,  on  the  subject  of  the  Qualifications  of  Wardens,  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1872  a  Majority  and  a  Minority  Report ;  and  that  the  subject  of 
those  Reports  was  laid  over  until  the  next,  that  is  the  present.  Convention, 
for  further  consideration.-  The  reference  for  this  business  is  to  page  29  of 
the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention.

Resdltedy  That  Canon  IV.  be  amended  as  follows:  Add  to  Section  1,  these 
words:  **  (3.)  Tlie  certificate  of  the  person  presiding  at  the  meeting  for  or- 
ganization, that  the  persons  elected  Wardens  are  Communicants  of  thi8 
Church."  Insert  in  Section  2,  after  the  word  "Convention,"  the  follow- 
ing: **  shall  for  three  years  in  succession  elect  as  Warden  or  Wardens  any 
person,  or  persons,  other  than  a  (*ommunicant  or  Communicants  of  this 
Church  or  "  &c. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Clarke  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the  above 
resolution,  the  following,  which  was  lost : 

Resolved :  That  this  Convention  recommends  that  where  it  is  practicable, 
the  Wardens  of  the  Parishes  be  Communicants  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  offered  as  a  substitute  the  following, 
which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  the  election  of  a  Non-Conmiunicant  as  a  Warden  in  the  Church 
has  seldom  occurred,  although  not  prohibited  by  law,  and  in  our  opinion 
not  often  likely  to  occur,  therefore 

Reiolved,  That  the  subject  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Tellers  submitted  their  report,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  there  was  no  election  of  Standing  Committee. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  further  balloting  was  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Standing  Committee  of  last  year  were  con- 
tinued. 

On  motion,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr. 
George  J.  Gardner  was  unanimously  reelected  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese. 
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On  motion,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr. 
George  J.  Gardner  was  unanimously  reelected  Treasurer  of 
the  Christmas  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gibson  oflEered  the  following  as  an  amendment 
to  Canon  VII. : 

**  Sec.  3.  When  any  ])er8on,  being  a  Communicant  of  tliis  Cliurch,  and 
reeiding  in,  or  belonging  to,  any  Parish  of  this  Diocese,  shall  for  the  space 
of  one  year  or  more  neglect  or  refuse,  without  apparent  good  reason,  tc» 
attend  public  worship  and  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion  in  any  Parish  of 
this  Church,  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  said  Parish  to  which  such 
person  belongs,  being  in  Priest's  Orders,  may  serve  upon  such  person,  at  any 
time  after  Easter  and  before  the  close  of  the  Conventional  year,  a  written 
notice  requiring  such  person,  within  ten  days,  to  show  cause  why  his  or  her 
name  should  not  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  the  Communicants  of  said 
Parish;  and  in  the  failure  to  show  good  cause  for  said  omission  or  neglect, 
the  name  of  said  person  shall  be  erased  from  said  list,  and  so  reported,  with 
the  (drcumstances  of  the  case,  to  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
hear  any  appeal  that  may  be  made  from  such  proceedings  and  render  judg- 
ment thereon. 

Sec.  4.  A  Rector,  or  Clergyman  in  charge  of  any  Parish  in  this  Diocestf, 
may  at  the  time  of  rendering  the  usual  Parochial  Report,  therewith  trans - 
nit  a  list  of  all  persons  in  his  cure  who  have  been  confirmed  but  have  not, 
for  the  space  of  one  year  or  more  at  the  time  of  making  said  report,  as  yet 
been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  said  list  not  being  intended  for  pub- 
lication. " 

On  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  proposed  substitute  for  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution, 
approved  by  the  last  Convention  to  lie  over  for  the  action  of 
this  Convention  (see  Journal  of  1872,  page  34,)  was  called  up, 
and,  on  motion,  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders 
voting  thereon  separately. 

The  amendment,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Deusen,  to 
Canon  X.,  in  regard  to  the  Bishop's  Relief  Fund,  (see  ante, 
page  19,)  was  called  up,  and,  on  motion,  adopted  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  each  order. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  half- 
past  seven  o'clock  this  evening.

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Doty  made  an  interesting  explanation  of  a 
Map  which  he  had  prepared  to  ilhistrate  the  Missionary  Work 
of  the  Diocese. 
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Mr.  Horace  O.  Moss  presented  and  read  the  Beport  of  the 
Committee  on  Securities  and  Trust  Funds.  {See  Appendixr 
11. 1.) 

The  Chair  announced  the  reappointment  of  Messrs.  James 
W.  Glover,  Horace  O.  Moss,  and  D.  C.  West  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Securities  and  Trust  Funds. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  two* 
Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  in  the  place  of  Messrs.  George 
F.  Comstock  and  Charles  Mason,  "whose  term  of  office  expire» 
September  1, 1873. 

The  Secretaries  were  appointed  as  Tellers,  and  on  counting 
the  votes,  Messrs.  George  F.  Comstock  and  Charles  Miason 
were  declared  duly  elected  for  three  years  from  Sept.  1,  1873, 

The  Chair  announced  the  reappointment  of  the  Bev.  Dr, 
Van  Deusen,  and  Messrs.  Charles  Mason  and  John  Osbom  a» 
the  Committee  on  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Fund. 

The  Bev.  Wm.  M.  Beauchamp,  from  the  Standing  .Commit- 
tee on  the  Beport  of  the  Missionary  Board,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing 

BEPOBT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  statement  of  the  Missionary 
Board,  respectfully  report :  That  they  have  examined  the  same,  and  are 
gratified  with  the  many  proofs  of  Missionary  activity  and  success  therein 
contained.  The  Evangelist  system  has  had  a  partial  trial,  and  shown  its 
usefulness.  This,  witn  the  proposed  Associate  Missions,  if  they  can  be 
established,  will  supplv  needs  long  existing  in  manv  places.  Both  seem 
adapted  to  strengthen  the  hands,  and  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy,  as  well  as  to  carry  the  Gospel  into  destitute  regions. 

A  fuller  carrving  out  of  the  Pledge  System  is  also  recommended  ;  a  falling 
off  in  the  offerings  of  some  Parishes  b^ing  partially  attributable  to  its  neg- 
lect, while  the  increased  offerings  of  others  result  mainly  from  its  full  ob- 
servance. 

We  are  Impressed  with  the  value  of  the  Lay  work  embraced  in  this  re- 
port, and  suggest  that  Missions  might  be  much  advanced  if  Clergymen 
would  seek  out  suitable  persons — ^the  voung  especially — and  systematically 
train  them  for  Lay  Readers.  It  woula  not  only  provide  for  a  present  neces- 
sitv,  but  tend  to  increase  the  Ministry. 

The  struggles  and  embarrassments  of  weak  Parishes,  as  recorded,  sug- 
gest the  inquiry  whether  a  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund  might  not  aid 
mudi  in  the  Missionary  Work,  without  requiring  personal  begging.  It 
would  seem  practicable,  without  adding  to  present  canonical  collections,  to* 
have  a  voluntary  society,  under  Diocesan  control,  whose  members  would 
gladly  pay  a  small  annual  fee  for  thi8  purpose.      It  is  certain  that  a  small 
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systematic  outlaj  would  soon  much  increase  the  number  of  cor  Church 
^idifices,  and  many  stand  ready  to  aid  in  doing  this. 

In  view  of  the  facts  submitted  in  the  report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  we 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

JResolved,  That  while  we  are  much  gratified  with  the  results  of  ETangelist 
labor  as  reported,  we  think  the  Associate  Missions  proposed  admirably 
adapted  to  supply  other  pressing  necessities,  and  to  promote  the  interests  of 
'Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

ReMhed,  That  the  Clergy  be  urged  to  renew  their  efforts  to  carry  out  tiie 
Pledge  System  more  thoroughly  in  their  respective  Parishes  and  Mission 
^Stations. 

Beiohed,  That  if  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  deems  the  formation  of  a 
Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund  a  wise  Missionary  object,  he  be  requested 
'to  take  such  measures  for  securing  an  annual  fund  as  he  may  see  fit.

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  a  Canon  on  the  General  Fund  of  the 
'Diocese,  offer  for  adoption  the  following  as 

CANON  XVII. 

Sec.  1 .  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  those  expenses  of  the  Diocese  which 
have  been  provided  for  by  what  is  known  as  the  "General  Fund"  there 
ahall  be  an  annual  assessment  for  contingent  expenses  and  expenses  of 

convention,  made  by  the  Treasurer  on  every  parish  at  the  rate  of per 

cent  on  the  current  expenses  including  the  salary  of  the  rector  or  minister, 
iiufficient  to  raise  an  annual  amount  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars. 
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Sec.  2.  This  amount  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasarer  of  the  Diocese 
in  four  quarterly  sums,  and  these  sums  may  be  collected  on  the  fifth  Sun- 
day of  those  months  having  a  fifth  Sunday,  according  to  the  provision  oV 
Canon  X,  Section  5,  or  otherwise  at  the  option  of  the  parish. 

Six:.  8.  Any  parish  that  shall  have  neglected  to  make  this  payment  for 
two  successive  quarters  shall  be  publicly  reportcni  by  the  treasurer  as  a  de- 
linquent at  the  end  of  the  year,  unless  some  explanation  of  the  neglect 
satisfactory  to  him  shall  have  been  received. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  end  of  every  third  year,  namely,  at  the  Convention  next 
following  a  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  any  sum  of  monev  belong- 
ing to  the  said  General  Fund  that  shall  remain  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  not 
appropriated  and  not  deemed  by  him  necessary  to  meet  the  current  expenses, 
shall  oe  pai^  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  and 
fliball  be  acknowledged  accordingly.

The  BISHOP'S  Address 

Jo  TMB   ^IFTH   ^NNUJLL   pOMTBNTION. 


Following  the  cusUmb  tliAt  has  prevailed,  I  had  appointed  an  esteemed 
senior  Presbjter  to  preach,  this  morning,  the  Convention  Sermon.  He  had, 
I  believe,  nearly  completed  hia  preparation;  but,  a  week  ago  to-day,  he 
fbond  hifl  bodily  health  unequal  to  the  task.  Both  before  and  idnoe  that 
time  I  attempted  to  secure  a  substitute,  but,  in  each  case,  without  success. 
It  is  not  therefore  with  any  purpose  to  anticipate  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion on  a  proposed  permanent  alteration  of  this  sort  in'  our  proceedings,  but 
to  meet  an  existing  emergency,  that  I  present  to  you  now  my  Annual  Ad- 
dress,  prefixing  to  it  the  words  of  St.  Paul,  in  the  twenty -seventh  verse 
of  the  first  chapter  of  his  Epistle  to  the  Philippians:  "Striving  together 
for  the  Faith  of  the  Gospel."  I  hope  that  the  great  interests  we  are  to 
f  nrvey  may  be  touched  with  the  more  sanctity  by  being  drawn  so  much 
nearer  to  the  Mercy-Seat  and  the  Altar,  the  fountain  of  all  our  strength. 

For  it  ought,  perhaps,  to  be  more  carefully  considered  than  it  is,  what  we 
ue  here,  and  by  virtue  of  what  distinctive  constitution,  and  to  what  end. 

A  Convention  like  this  is  more  than  an  assembly  charged  with  the 
execution  of  some  details  of  official  business,  more  than  a  legiriature,  more 
than  a  council.  It  is  a  representative  body  of  the  Church  of  God  in  one  of 
its  complete  and  integral  forms  of  organisation.  Observe  a  moment  this 
particular  position  of  the  Diocese,  for  it  is  too  little  heeded.  In  the  scale 
of  eoeleaiastical  formations  it  is  in  the  Diocese  that  we  first  reach  this 
ttructnral  integrity.  The  Diocese  is  therefore  the  real  unit  of  corporate 
church  life.  The  church  ecumenical  and  the  church  national,  on  the  one 
side,  have  each  their  peculiar  sphere  and  function.  They  are  combinations 
of  Dioceses  in  different  degrees,  determining  the  rule  of  Faith  and  legisla- 
ting in  matters  of  worship,  government  and  discipline.  On  the  other  side  is 
the  Parish,  a  dependent  part — ^not  the  whole— of  a  body,  which  by  the  law 
of  the  Kingdom  must  have  its  own  single,  undivided,  spiritual  head,  realiz- 
ing its  outward  unity  in  its  Bishop  alone.  Here  for  the  first  time  we  find 
all  the  essentials  of  the.  spiritual  Family  together,  according  to  the  original 
constitution,  vis:  the  ordained  ministry  in  its  several  orders,  the  company 
of  baptised  and  faithful  men,  sacraments  and  ordinances,  liturgy  and  ritual^ 
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holding  and  keeping  the  treasure  of  the  Faith  once  delivered,  but  itself 
kept  ever  by  the  pledged  presence  of  the  unseen  and  eternal  Head,, 
receiving  perpetually  from  Him,  in  His  seat  of  royal  authority  and  inter- 
cession,  the  manifold  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  It  is  the  wonderful  em- 
bodiment of  a  glorious  conception.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  mind  of  Ood  for 
His  sons  and  daughters,  for  the  edifying  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 

It  behooves  us,  brethren,  to  honor  with  loyal  reverence  and  aCection  this 
grand  distinction  of  our  inheritance;  and  not  the  less  because  it  discrimi- 
nates our  Communion  from  every  other  religious  society  in  the  world.  A 
Diocesan  Episcopate  marks  off  our  distinctive  place  in  all  the  ecclesiastical 
arrangements  of  human  history.  A  Diocesan  common  life  is  a  special 
Divine  instrumentality  for  conveying  to  man,  in  its  practical  power,  the 
life  of  God  in  His  Son,  accomplishing  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  Not 
to  speak  of  the  denominations  that  have  lost  the  apostolic  endowment  ef 
the  episcopate  altogether,  even  those  which  have  retained  either  the  name 
or  the  form  fail  to  preserve  the  reality  as  it  stands  with  us,  the  compact, 
organic,  territorial  household  of  souls  in  living  and  conscious  kinship  about 
their  Shepherd  and  Father  in  God.  Tlie  Moravian  and  Methodist  Christians, 
on  the  one  hand,  do  not  pretend  to  do  it.  The  Roman  Christians,  on  th» 
other,  have  merged  and  sunk  it,  sacrificing  it  to  the  Papacy.  To  our 
branch  belong  both  the  privilege  and  the  trust  of  transmitting  this  originsr) 
provision  for  the  people  of  God.  Necessarily  the  earliest  motions  of  the 
(iospel  and  the  Kingdom,  among  Jewish  and  Gentile  nations,  took  on  a 
missionary  character.  But  no  sooner  had  men  been  converted  to  the  Cross 
than  the  church  showed  itself  in  this  shape  of  a  diocesan  unit,  a  family 
with  a  single  Overseer,  for  Christ,  at  its  center  and  head,  having  many 
members,  joined  together  by  joints  and  bands,  with  nourishment 
ministered.  Into  this  mould  the  church  life  threw  itself  forth  over  the 
lands  by  as  sure  a  law  as  that  which  crystallizes  the  prepared  substances  in 
the  natural  crucibles  of  the  earth. 

It  becomes  us,  brethren,  in  view  of  this  eminence  not  only  to  prize  our 
birthright,  but  to  pay  it  the  more  substantial  respect  of  magnifiying  its 
opportunities  of  action.  Everything  that  strengthens  our  interest  in  the 
Diocese,  freshens  it,  makes  it  more  vivid  to  our  sense,  or  more  engaging  to 
our  affections,  is  to  be  cherished.  Without  it  we  decline  into  a  mere  con- 
gregational isolation,  to  which  the  antithesis  of  reaction  would  be  a  pope- 
dom. We  ought  to  let  no  negligence  keep  us  back  from  any  journey  or 
service  that  quickens  our  common  sympathies  or  binds  us  closer  in  one.- 
While  we  are  here  we  ought  not  to  forget  that  we  are  on  the  liallowed 
errand  of  nourishing  the  Bride  of  our  Lord,  purchased  by  His  sacrifice,  re- 
plenished by  His  spirit.  There  is  a  fine  saying  of  St.  Cyprian  in  one  of 
his  Epistles:  *^Nam  ettfi  pattoren  inuUi  sum^i$,  unum  tamen  gregem  poBci- 
mus,  et  oves  universas  quas  ChriHus  sangtiine  et  pas»ione  quaesitU  eoUigere 
ftfottre  debemus."  Hence,  whatever  we  do  here,  whatever  in  deepening^ 
the  Divine  life  in  out  own  hearts^  or  in  enlarging  the  field  of  its  public 
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operation,  is  to  be  done  in  loving  obedience  to  Him,  and  to  this  His  family,, 
for  His  sake. 

I  liave  to  report  that  on  the  eighth  of  January,  in  Christ  Church,  Oswego, 
I  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Gabriel  Johnston  and  the  Rev.  Jamea 
P.  Foster.  On  the  eleventh  of  February,  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  I  gave 
Deacon's  Orders  to  William  Pitkin  Huntington,  my  brother  by  blood;  on 
May  1st,  the  Feast  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  I  ordained  as  Deacona 
Mr.  George  T.  Le  Boutillier  and  Mr.  Warren  Calho\^l  Hubbard.  On  the 
3d  of  June,  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Albert  Hall  Ormsbee,  in 
Emmanuel  Church,  Adams,  where  he  serves  as  Rector.  At  the  Church  of 
St.  James,  Syracuse,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  I  admitted  to  the  Diaconate  Mr. 
Hugh  Bailey,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Gardner  and  Mr.  George  P.  Hibbard.  Of 
these  Mr.  Le  Boutillier  had  formerly  been  a  preacher  in  the  Presbyterian 
denomination,  Mr.  Huntington  among  the  Unitarians,  and  Mr.  Hibbard 
among  the  Universalists. 

The  Rev.  C.  T.  Coer  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany;  the 
Rev.  R.  M.  Duff  to  Connecticut ;  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Benedict  to  Massachusetts,**, 
the  Rev.  Edward  DoUoway  to  Western  New  York;  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Taylor 
to  Central  Pennsylvania;  the  Rev.  M.  L.  Kern  to  Wisconsin;  the  Rev.  H.. 
R.  Pyne  to  Maine;  the  Rev.  C.  £.  Bettlcher  to  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Rev. 
Edward  H.  Jewett  to  Ohio. 

Eleven  clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese  by  Letters  Dimis 
flory,  namely:  the  Rev.  D.  E.  Willes  and  the  Rev.  Joel  Davis  from  Albany; 
the  Rev.  Prof.  Charles  Babcock  and  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Ormsbee  from  New  York; 
the  Rev.  Thonuus  Smith  and  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Colhoun,  M.  D.  from  Illinois; 
the  Rev.  F.  B.  Lewis  and  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Pratt  from  Connecticut;  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Bell,  from  Pittsburg;  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Rowling  and  the  Rev.  H.  L. 
Phillips  from  Virginia. 

Within  our  own  bounds,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Bowman  has  moved  from  St. 
John's  Mission,  Syracuse,  to  take  charge  at  Horseheads  and  Big  Flats; 
the  Rev.  James  O.  Drumm  from  Aurora  to  Clayton;  the  Rev.  H.  V.  Gard- 
ner from  Antwerp  to  Guilford ;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gibson  has  resigned  his 
core  at  Oriskany  and  taken  the  Rectorship  of  St.  George's,  Utica,  the  Rev 
Mr.  Hager  having  accepted  a  chaplaincy  in  the  navy;  the  Rev.  W.  N 
Irish  has  left  Lowville  and  become  assistant  minister  at  Grace  Church  and 
St.  Luke's  Memorial  Church,  West  Utica;  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Lock  wood 
has  removed  from  Clayton  to  St.  Paul's,  Syracuse;  the  Rev.  John  B.  Linn 
from  Cape  Vincent  to  Carthage;  the  Rev.  George  G.  Perrine  from  Oneida 
to  Cape  Vincent,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Rogers  from  Moravia  to  Oriskany. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Antwerp,  was  consecrated  by  me  October  8th;  St. 
Mark's,  Port  Leyden,  October  16th;  Grace  Church,  Union  Springs,  October 
24th,  and  St.  John's  Church,  Big  Flats,  June  0th.  In  the  case  of  the  first 
of  these,  the  requisite  funds  were  largely  gathered  by  the  perseverance  of 
the  Rev.  H.  V.  Gardner.  In  the  other  three,  debts  of  long  standing  had 
been  ^scharged  by  very  commendable  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  parish- 
ioners, including  some  noble  examples  of  liberality.      In  several  other 
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Pariflhes  a  similar  spirit  has  been  shovm.  There  occur  to  my  recollection 
Emmanuel  Church,  Adams;  St  Stephen's,  New  Hartford;  Zion  Church. 
Fulton;  and  St.  James',  Pulaski,  as  attended  with  circumstances  unusually 
honorable. 

On  the  twenty-ninth  of  last  July,  the  comer  stone  of  Grace  Church. 
Union,  was  laid  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Hitchcock.  On  the  thirtieth  of  May,  I 
laid  the  comer  stone  of  a  new  and  solid  church  building  which  the  vigor- 
oua  Parish  of  St.  James,  Skaneateles,  is  proposing  to  set  up  on  the  site  of 
the  old  one. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  baptized  four  adults  and  fifteen  infants, 
married  four  couples,  officiated  at  four  funerals,  and  confirmed  eight,  hun- 
dred and  fifty -six  persons,  forty-nine  of  them  in  Massachusetts,  making  an 
increase,  in  our  own  Diocese,  of  one  hundred  and  seven  on  the  preceding 
year. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  universal  gratification,  I  suppose,  that  our  treas- 
urer is  able  to  credit  the  Diocese  to-day,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  with 
having  fully  discharged  the  debt  on  the  General  Fund,  closing  the  year 
with  its  accounts  squared.  We  must  see  to  it  that  hereafter  we  preserve 
this  state  of  health,  spending  no  more  than  we  have  in  hand.  To  secure 
this  I  venture  to  suggest  the  expediency  of  a  canon,  providing  for  the  regular 
quarterly  payment  by  every  Parish  of  an  assessment  bearing  a  definite  pro- 
portion to  some  standard,  like  the  salary  of  the  minister. 

On  the  2(Hh  of  January,  I  opened  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in 
Syracuse.  In  my  last  annual  address  I  spoke  of  the  need  of  auch  an 
infirmary,  not  only  there  but  in  all  our  cities.  There  is  not  one  of  them 
where  such  an  establishment  would  not  relieve  actual  suffering  and  carry 
forward  the  compassionate  work  of  Him  who  took  our  infirmities  upon  Him. 
Jit  the  same  time  winning  honor  and  conciliating  good  will  to  His  Church. 
The  institution  in  Syracuse  was  doubtless  occasioned  by  the  discovery  of 
.some  sick  members  of  our  own  Conununion  dependent  on  the  charity  of 
other  bodies  of  Christians.  A  member  of  St.  Paul's  Parish  gave  tempo- 
rarily the  use  of  a  dwelling  house,  without  rent.  Soon  afterwards  a  Board 
•of  Trustees  was  incorporated,  subscriptions  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital 
were  obtained  in  the  several  parishes,  and  under  the  care  of  a  faithful 
matron  the  charity  is  now  in  efficient  operation.  Probably  one  of  the 
Sisters  of  the  "Bishop  Potter  Memorial  House"  will  be  associated  with  the 
House  in  the  autumn. 

In  October  I  was  invited  to  Utica  to  advise  with  the  newly  incorporated 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Managers  of  another  charitable  enterprise,  also 
bearing  the  name  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings 
of  a  public  meeting  held  at  Trinity  Church  in  its  behalf,  llirough  the 
the  zeal  of  a  few  devoted  church  women,  a  Refuge  for  orphaned  and  neg- 
lected children  has  since  been  successfully  instituted  at  East  Utica.  Mis- 
sion services  are  conducted  near  it  every  Sunday,  an  obliging  physician 
acting  as  Lay  Reader.  A  missionary  for  that  section  of  the  city  and  the 
suburbs  will  be  provided  as  soon  as  his  maintenance  can  be  insured. 
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St.  Lake's  Home  in  West  Utica,  with  added  endowments,  under  the 
fostering  care  of  the  rector  of  Grace  Church,  has  grown  steadily  in  its  ben- 
efactions.  In  connection  with  the  schools  and  hospital  the  religious  inter- 
est has  been  such  as  to  warrant  the  organization  of  a  parish,  and  the 
foundations  of  a  church-building  for  the  free  use  of  the  people  of  the 
neighborhood  have  been  laid. 

Several  incidents  of  unusual  significance  at  the  Onondaga  Reservation 
have  confirmed  our  hope  that  steady  exertions  to  christianize  the  paganism 
of  the  Indians  are  not  to  fail.  Mr.  G.  B.  Walthal,  as  Lay  Catechist  and 
Teacher,  has  succeeded  in  interesting  the  chiefs  and  children,  and  evidently 
understands  their  nature  and  his  own  vocation.  The  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  having  availed  himself  of  a  conditional  clause  in  the  act 
passed  by  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  granting  us  an  appropriation  of 
$500  for  the  building  of  a  school  house,  to  disallow  it,  we  are  greatly  in 
want  still  of  that  help  to  our  otherwise  prosperous  day  school.  Some  of 
the  chiefs  have  joined  this  school.  Possibly  some  private  generosity  in  the 
Church  may  yet  make  up  for  what  we  have  missed  from  the  State. 

The  three  schools  which  owe  their  foundations  chiefly  to  our  own  people 
I  have  visited  repeatedly.  Their  character  is  such  that  I  am  more  anxious 
to  preserve  their  influence  and  to  extend  their  resources  than  to  increase 
their  number. 

In  the  Keble  School  at  Syracuse,  as  every  year  is  demonstrating  more 
and  more  satisfactorily,  we  have  an  education  of  girls  and  young  women  up 
to  the  highest  mark  of  the  best  tuition  in  the  country.  I  pay  it,  for  one, 
the  more  outspoken  respect,  because  its  clear  good  sense  is  quite  unsophis- 
ticated by  the  foolish  theories  which,  under  one  sort  of  fallacy  and  another, 
jure  threatening  modem  womanhood,  in  the  very  process  of  its  nurture,  with  a 
sacrifice  of  its  best  refinement,  its  feminine  reserve,  its  Christian  charm 
and  strength  and  peace. 

The  Oxford  Academy  shares  in  the  recent  benefaction  of  the  State  to 
institutions  of  its  class,  and  will  be  able  to  do  more  than  ever  for  its  pupils. 
The  preceptor,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Lewis,  has  the  tastes  as  well  as  the  capaci- 
ties of  an  ardent  educator  of  youth.  We  invite  the  closest  examination  of 
the  methods  and  the  results  of  the  course  of  study.  Young  persons  of 
either  sex  will  find  classes  in  all  the  branches  of  academic  learning,  and  a 
.safe,  economical  home  in  a  village  famous  for  its  healthf ulness  and  beauty. 

At  St.  John's,  Manlius,  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  last  October,  in  the 
presence  of  many  friends,  I  dedicated  the  new  building.  You  are  aware 
that  it  is  attractive  in  appearance,  ample  in  size,  stands  in  fine  scenery,  has 
large  play  gprounds,  a  new  gymnasium,  hills  and  streams  about  it,  and  is 
built  throughout  expressly  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  a  family  of 
fifty  or  sixty  scholars  with  their  teachers.  A  gentleman  of  our  church,  of 
bonness  experience,  has  lately  consented  to  take  the  care  of  its  exterior 
arrangements,  as  a  steward.  The  matron,  loved  by  all  the  boys  in  the  old 
house,  continues  her  good  offices  in  the  new.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Olin,  who 
kindly  left  one  of  our  parishes  to  take  the  head-mastership,  in  its  hour  of 
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need,  nearly  two  years  ago,  and  who  has  spared  no  hard  work  in  its  senrice. 
now  deciding  to  return  to  parochial  life,  his  place  will  be  immediately  filled 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Valpey.  Mr.  Valpey  bears  a  soffident  recommen- 
dation to  the  whole  church  in  this  country,  in  the  fact  that  of  the  fifteen 
years  of  his  experience  in  teaching  he  has  spent  the  greater  part  as  assist- 
ant master  in  the  celebrated  St.  Paul's  School,  at  •Concord,  where,  as  I  per- 
sonally know,  he  gained  the  ever-increasing  confidence  of  the  trustees  and 
the  warm  affection  of  the  pupils,  towards  whom  his  sympathy  and  wise 
gentleness  were  remarkable.  Dr.  Hubbard  and  Mr.  Foote  remain  in  their 
respective  departments.  Mr.  £.  M.  Hyde,  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College, 
with  an  instructor  in  modem  languages,  will  be  added  to  the  faculty.  The 
next  year  of  the  school,  Michaelmas  term,  will  open  September  16th.  At 
my  visitation  to  Christ  Church,  Manlius,  last  week,  I  confirmed  five  of  the 
scholars. 

A  comprehensive  and  lucid  statement  of  the  present  status  of  Hobart 
College,  its  history  and  claims,  its  financial  and  moral  relations  to  the  cor- 
poration of  Trinity  Church  and  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion 
and  Learning,  together  with  a  frank  prospectus  of  its  plans  for  the  future, 
has  just  been  issued  to  the  public  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York. 
Such  a  paper  proceeds  with  the  greatest  propriety  from  him  as  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  head  of  the  Diocese  where  the  College 
stands,  and  in  view  of  his  well-known  trials  and  sacrifices  in  its  behalf. 
The  document  is  a  cogent  appeal  to  ''the  Churchmen  of  the  whole  State,** 
to  come  forward  for  the  enlargement  of  a  sacred  trust  already  committed 
by  history  and  Providence  to  their  charge.  It  concludes  with  a  proposition 
to  raise  by  gifts,  memorial  endowments  and  legacies,  a  fund  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  devoted  forever  to  the  education 
of  the  sons  of  the  clergy, — **A  plan  of  beneficence,*'  as  Bishop  Coxe  well 
says,  ''which  must  commend  itself  to  every  thoughtful  mind  as  eminently 
practical  and  fiill  of  blessing."  Under  the  prudent  administration  of  Pres- 
ident Van  Rensselaer,  the  financial  condition  has  already  been  much  bet. 
tered,  and  I  learn  that  the  educational  business  goes  forward  with  satis- 
factory efficiency.  A  large  share  of  what  we  of  the  Central  Diocese  have 
given  the  college  reason  to  hope  we  should  furnish  to  the  funds  has  not  yet 
been  collected  or  subscribed.  I  insist  that  we  ought  never  to  regaid 
ourselves  acquitted,  till,  in  one  way  or  another,  this  contribution  has  been 
made.     I  wish  it  could  be  exceeded  ten-fold. 

The  constantly  increasing  demands  of  my  proper  official  work  have  put 
upon  me,  not  unwilling,  the  necessity  of  declining  several  invitations  to 
undertake  services  beyond  our  limits.  Last  September,  immediately  after 
the  decease  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  and  again  in  January,  I 
visited  several  parishes  there,  at  the  request  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority^ 
In  April  I  complied  with  the  request  of  the  members  of  the  missionary 
society  in  the  Berkeley  Theological  School,  to  address  them  on  the  organiza- 
tion and  methods  of  missions  in  our  older  Dioceses.  In  February  I  sin- 
cerely enjoyed  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  workings  of  Church  life  in 
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several  of  the  Dioceses  west  of  the  great  lakes,  and  especially  in  the 
institutions  at  Bacine,  Nashotah,  Davenport  and  St.  Louis.  My  errand 
being  partly  personal,  I  also  found  occasion,  freely  extended  to  me  where- 
ever  I  went,  to  plead  the  duty  of  the  Church,  in  the  education  of  her  clergy, 
and  to  ask  support  for  the  General  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry. 
Conscious  of  deep  obligations  to  that  Society,  seeing  as  plainly  as  possible, 
in  common  with  most  other  Bishops  of  the  Church,  how  largely  we  owe  to 
it  the  working  force  necessary  to  carry  our  whole  movement  forward,  or 
even  to  save  it  from  retrogression,  in  fact  utterly  at  a  loss  to  conceive  what 
we  should  do  without  it,  I  am  always  ready  to  bear  testimony  to  its  bene- 
fits, and  I  do  it  with  the  clearest  conviction.  Our  Theological  seminaries 
are  scattered,  poorly  endowed,  and  of  unequal  merit;  many  of  our  Dioceses 
cannot  maintain  Divinity  schools  if  they  would  and  ought  not  to  if  they 
could;  a  large  proportion  of  those  students  who  are  carefully  tested  and 
found  fit  must  either  be  long  kept  back  from  the  ministrations  where  they 
are  wanted,  or  else  be  aided  and  equipped  by  the  Church  herself  as  her 
cadets  and  officers.  It  therefore  needs  an  agency  of  just  this  sort,  repre- 
sentative, responsible,  reaching  through  the  entire  land,  under  the 
patronage  of  our  wisest  leaders,  open  everywhere  to  scrutiny  and  criticism, 
pledged  to  impartial  and  unpartisan  appropriations,  diligent  in  its  business 
of  proving  as  well  as  assisting  the  young  men  whom  it  simply  prevents 
from  being  hindered,  and  particularly  useful  in  enabling  worthy  and  tried 
ministers  of  other  Cliristian  bodies  to  pass  their  six  months  of  preparation 
for  orders  without  distress  and  without  debt.  There  are  peculiar  advan- 
tages in  such  a  free  and  yet  guarded  association,  clear  of  local  or  private 
•bjects,  seeking  only  to  provide  the  church  of  God  everywhere  with  faithful 
teachers,  pastors  and  priests.  Having  watched  the  doings  of  this  Society 
and  been  familiar  with  its  counsels  for  years,  it  is  not  unnatural  that 
I  should  speak  without  reserve  of  what  I  know  its  purposes  and  principles 
to  be. 

In  our  missionary  work,  it  seems  to  be  the  way  of  wisdom  to  fashion  our 
meaaures  to  our  wants.  What  these  are  we  learn  as  we  go  on.  Having 
within  the  last  year  supplemented  the  regular  labors  of  local  missionaries 
and  parish  clergy  by  those  of  an  evangelist,  we  need  next  to  supplement 
both  by  a  form  of  the  Associate  Mission.  There  are  places  in  the  Diocese 
where  it  is  desirable  to  set  three  or  four  ministers  in  a  common  centre. 
They  may  well  be  deacons,  with  the  exception  of  one  presbyter  in  a  place 
to  execute  his  higher  office.  Most  of  them  should  for  the  time  be  free 
from  the  marriage  tie,  and  from  the  promise  of  it.  Experiment  shows  that 
with  due  care  several  such  persons  may  be  maintained  on  the  collegiate 
plan,  in  a  single  clergy-house,  for  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  sup- 
porting them  in  separate  dwellings  or  at  ordinary  board.  From  this 
domicil  they  would  work  out  in  the  community  adjacent,  extending  their 
weekly  circuits  in  various  directions  to  remoter  distances  by  a  concerted 
system.  The  advantages  of  such  a  method  are  many.  There  is  an  econo- 
my not  only  of  the  means  of  living  but  of  toil  and  strength.     In  the 
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House  the  spirit  and  intercourse  of  a  brotherhood  must  cheer  the  heart, 
lightening  the  burdens  of  inexperience  and  isolation.  Studies  in  Pastoral 
Theology,  as  well  as  in  the  more  scientific  branches  of  divinity,  could  be 
carried  on  at  certain  hours,  with  the  help  of  a  common  library  and  a  com- 
parison of  experiences.  The  family  devotions  might  be  made  to  give 
something  of  the  special  help  and  refreshment  that  are  elsewhere  sought 
in  clerical  Retreats.  Each  member  would  go  to  his  public  and  pastoral 
duties  invigorated  by  fraternal  communion  and  guided  by  welcome  counsel. 
Probably  the  personal  variety  thus  imparted  to  the  services  in  the  several 
stations  would  not  in  most  cases  be  objectionable.  Generally  the  arrange- 
ment would  contemplate  the  future  building  up  of  parishes,  with  permanent 
Rectors.  In  and  around  some  of  our  cities  we  suffer  extremely  for  the  lack 
of  this  kind  of  ministry.  I  am  particularly  anxious  to  establish  it  in  the 
city  of  my  own  residence,  and  in  at  least  three  other  places,  and  I  wait  only 
for  the  pecuniary  ability. 

We  had  in  Advent,  as  you  know,  and  as  I  trust  we  shall  have  often  in 
future,  a  memorable  satisfaction  in  a  general  gathering  from  our  congrega- 
tions, at  Utica,  for  devotional  refreshment  and  the  invigoratlon  of  the 
missionary  spirit,  signally  helped  and  stimulated  at  the  same  time  by  the 
visit  of  Delegates  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  Evidences  are  con- 
tinually appearing,  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  that  that  Board  has  entered 
on  a  career  of  greatly  advanced  efficiency.  The  meeting  in  New  York, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the  same 
time,  gave  a  visible  quickening  to  the  slow  pulse  in  the  whole  Body.  It 
will  be  something  if  we  see  the  beckonings  of  the  Lord's  hand,  and  the 
swinging  open  of  the  doors,  from  ocean  to  ocean.  It  will  be  more  if,  by 
self  denials  in  some  fit  proportion  to  our  enormous  material  wealth,  we 
pass,  by  and  by,  beyond  speeches,  schemes  and  acclamations  to  an  actual 
giving  of  the  Gospel  to  men,  by  giving  that  which  the  Gospel  costs. 

In  the  theory  of  our  Missionary  System,  the  meetings  of  our  several  con- 
vocations are  supposed  to  sustain  the  interest  of  the  clergy  and  the  congre- 
gations, in  supplying  the  zeal  that  keeps  the  pledged  offerings  up  to  the 
mark.  In  practice,  the  benefit  they  yield  seems  to  be  of  three  kinds.  A 
portion  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  are  brought  together  three  or  four  times  a 
year,  for  an  agreeable  social  interchange.  Some  business  is  tran8acted,and 
there  are  public  services  of  worship  and  communion,  with  sermons  and 
addresses.  These  uses  are  not  to  be  undervalued.  Their  value  wimld  be 
vastly  increased,  if  the  attendance  were  general.  We  want  the  numbers 
for  the  enthusiasm;  but  then  we  want  the  enthusiasm  f^  the  numbers. 
I  have  thought  that  there  is  sometimes  a  defect  in  the  arrangements  in  this 
particular — that  the  most  edifying  part  of  the  speaking  is  done  when  there 
are  fewest  to  hear.  A  ''business  session"  is  cetnmonly  held,  to  which 
hardly  anybody  thinks  of  coming,  except  a  slender  band  of  delegates, 
partly  because  it  is  announced  under  that  forbidding  designation,  and  partly 
because  it  is  held  in  the  day  time.  At  this  meeting  it  is  the  custom  to  hear 
colloquial,  off-hand  statements,  from  all  theea  present  in  tum„of  what  has 
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taken  place  within  the  quarter,  under  the  eye  and  within  the  experience  of 
each  one.  In  these  free  communications  I  have  never  failed  to  find  my 
own  mind  deeply  interested  and  instructed.  Even  in  the  simplest  and  home- 
liest recitals  of  incident  or  anecdote  there  is  a  kind  of  fascination — the 
fascination  of  the  personal  and  concrete.  They  furnish  the  data  from 
which  important  principles  are  deduced.  They  show  the  workings  of  Gos- 
pel truth  and  the  Church-system,  with  all  its  manifold  practical  forces  and 
adaptations,  in  actual  contact  with  men  as  they  live  and  think  and  feel. 
Not  seldom  they  bring  with  them  original  trains  of  reflection  and  fresh 
impulses  to  action.  One  can  hear  such  unstudied  reports  for  hours  without 
tiring.  But  when  we  have  passed  from  this,  and  from  the  empty  seats 
where  hundreds  ought  to  have  been  listening,  to  the  full  Church  at  the 
evening'  service,on  which  all  the  pains  and  preparations  have  been  expended, 
with  the  formal  addresses,  elaborated,  abstract  and  stately,  I  for  one  have 
been  conscious  of  a  diminished  sympathy,  and  a  loss  of  pith  and  power. 
With  a  more  anxious  attempt  at  something  clever,  the  ideas  became  com 
monplaoe,  or  indistinct.  Such  an  economy  appears  to  be  bad.  I  believe 
the  people  would  take  five  times  the  interest  they  now  take  in  what  we  are 
doing  or  trying  to  do,  if,  in  a  kind  of  picture,  however  homely,  they  were 
made  to  see  in  detail  how  we  go  about  it,  and  how  our  endeavor  fares,  well 
or  ill,  among  all  sorts  of  people.  Perhaps  a  hint  can  be  taken  here,  too,  as 
to  the  kind  of  Missionary  preaching  to  the  Sunday  congregations  which  tells 
most  and  calls  out  most  money  and  most  heart. 

A  second  suggestion,  touching  the  Convocations,  is  that  they  might  be 
diversified  by  being  sometimes  turned  into  Circuit  Missions  themselves. 
Instead  of  being  held  in  a  single  Parish,  might  not  the  meetings  be  held  in 
a  group  of  Parishes  or  villages  and  neighborhoods  where  the  Church  is  lit- 
tle known  ?  Some  room  for  free  worship  and  speaking  might  be  secured  in 
each.  A  very  little  time  would  suffice  for  the  routine  proceedings.  Then 
by  a  preconcerted  plan  of  the  President,  let  the  Clergy  go  round  by  turns, 
two  and  two,  accompanied,  if  possible,  by  two  or  three  Lay  attendants  to 
sing  and  respond,  through  the  Circuit,  calling  souls  to  the  Saviour  and 
teaching  the  things  concerning  the  Kingdom.  Is  it  not  possible,  I  inquire, 
that  for  work  real  and  stirring  like  this  the  Brethren  would  be  willing  to 
remain  away  from  home  more  than  the  begrudged  twenty-four  or  thirty-six 
hours  ?  May  it  not  be  that  a  double  gain  would  come,  the  breaking  up  of 
fallow  g^und  for  Church  harvests,  and  the  invigorating  of  the  Convocation 
itself? 

Ton  will  desire  me  to  make  some  report  of  a  form  of  Church  extension 
that  has  been  put  on  trial  in  the  Diocese  within  the  year,  the  work  of  an 
Evangelist.  In  my  last  address  I  earnestly  asked  of  you  a  special  provision 
for  setting  such  an  agency  in  operation,  and  gave  reasons  for  the  request. 
On  the  spot,  and  soon  after,  several  Laymen,  whom  I  thank  with  all  my 
heart,  offered  a  liberal  encouragement.  In  all  that  they  have  given  and 
done  they  have  been  approved,  I  believe,  and  in  some  cases  led,  by  the 
Clergy.     At  the  Autumn  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  a  Lay -Commit- 
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tee,  with  one  member  from  each  District,  was  appointed  to  collect  funds. 
An  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  had  been  subscribed  to  warrant  it,  I  appointed 
an  Evangelist  having  the  qualifications  that  were  to  be  desired,  the  Bev.  J. 
W.  Bonham.  He  entered  immediately  on  the  service  and  haa  oontinned  in 
it,  with  energy  and  enthusiasm,'  ever  since,  laboring  in  places  I  have  derig- 
nated.  For  reasons  that  seem  to  me  decisive,  he  has  been  employed  hith- 
erto in  regions  comparatively  obscure,  with  only  three  exceptions.  Thus 
far,  the  testimony  of  our  Clergy  who  have  witnessed  or  shared  his  work, 
of  the  congregations  to  which  he  has  preached  and  of  the  communities 
where  he  has  tarried,  as  well  as  of  the  visible  effects  he  has  accomplished, 
has  had  but  one  purport.  It  has  confirmed  the  belief  which  the  New  Test^ 
ament,  together  with  the  primitive  and  general  history  of  the  Church,  had 
led  many  of  us  to  entertain,  that  a  ministry  of  this  character  occupies  a 
normal  place  within  the  manifold  commission  to  convert  the  world  to  Christ, 
and,  in  fact,  that,  in  the  ordinary  conditions  of  society,  no  branch  of  the 
Apostolic  Church  is  completely  equipped  without  it. 

An  Evangelist's  service  is  of  two  kinds.  He  may  go  into  a  village,  or 
the  suburbs  of  a  city,  where  the  Church  is  almost  or  entirely  unknown, 
and  there,  either  singly  or  with  the  voluntary  help  of  neighboring  Clergy, 
he  may  conduct  a  succession  of  daily  meetings,  made  up  of  such  people 
as  proper  public  notices  can  call  together,  in  a  building  procured  for  the 
purpose,  with  prayer-book  worship,  instructions,  exhortations,  expositions 
of  Church  doctrine  and  discipline,  appeals  to  the  conscience  and  the  heart, 
and  such  ordinances  as  may  be  required.  Generally  this  moven^ent  con- 
templates either  the  subsequent  planting  of  a  Permanent  Missionary  Sta- 
tion under  the  cure  of  a  neighboring  Rector,  or  the  formation  of  a  Parish. 
If  these  results  do  not  immediately  follow,  there  cannot  possibly  be  a  fail- 
ure of  substantial  good  from  the  delivery  of  the  Gospel  message,  together 
with  a  zealous  manifestation  of  the  methods,  principles  and  spirit  of  our 
Household  of  Faith.  Life  is  bom  of  such  action,  as  surely  as  man  and  the 
kingdom  keep  their  constitution,  and  God  keeps  His  promises. 

As  another  part  of  his  business,  the  Evangelist  goes  within  the  limits  of 
a  Parish  already  established.  He  can  go  there  only  by  the  voluntary  invi- 
tation of  the  Minister  in  charge.  That  Minister  reserves  all  his  pastoral 
rights,  and  nothing  is  done  or  spoken  in  contradiction  to  his  wishes.  He 
may  be  supposed  to  feel  more  or  less  profoundly  the  need  of  every  possible 
help  he  can  get  in  achieving  the  ends  of  his  ministry.  He  may  feel  with 
sadness  that  his  people  need  to  be  aroused  and  awakened  to  a  spiritual  life 
which  his  single  handed  efforts  have  never  l)een  able  to  kindle;  he  may  feel 
that  he  is  fighting  an  unequal  battle  there  alone  against  the  world,  the 
flesh  and  the  devil;  he  may  feel  that,  in  the  remarkable  diversity  of  sus- 
ceptibilities and  states  of  men's  minds,  other  ministrations  than  he  has  time 
or  strength  for,  other  voices  than  his  own,  or  other  methods,  may  possibly 
carry  with  them  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  supplementing  and 
enlarging  of  his  own  faithful  toil.  Here  then  will  be  an  occasion  for  what 
has  become  known  in  the  Church  as  the  *'  Parochial  Mission." 
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ThiB  Miflsion  is  "  a  concentration  of  spiritual  force  upon  one  place  for  a 
short  time."  So  far  is  it  from  interfering  with  a  Pastor's  prerogative  or 
abating  his  influence  that  it  is  rather  a  ''  regular  exercise  of  pastoral  juris- 
diction, calling  in  the  assistance  of  an  extraneous  i>ower  for  a  temporary 
effort."  For  the  time  being  an  Evangelist  is  a  representative  of  the  local 
fiiinister.  Bringing  his  own  individuality  and  his  own  modes,  everything 
he  does  is  still  tributary  to  the  Pastor's  will.  Indifference  being  the  great 
obstacle,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  break  it  up;  that  is,  to  arouse  and 
fix  attention.  Two  principles  of  human  nature  are  laid  hold  of.  One  is 
that  in  almost  any  neighborhood  a  succession  of  public  services  will  exdte 
interest.  The  stress  of  exertion  laid  out  will  tell  upon  the  people  in  spite 
of  themselves.  If  a  num  that  is  half  asleep  will  not  wake  up  at  a  single 
call  or  shake,  you  call  or  shake  him  again  and  again,  till  his  waking  is 
beyond  question.  Let  the  Mission  once  publicly  begin,  and  the  people  will 
do  the  advertising  with  one  another  in  their  houses,  streets,  shops  and 
fields.  Another  principle  is  that  impressions  repeated  in  rapid  succession 
will  sometimes  effect  a  conviction  of  the  mind  and  determine  the  will  when 
ordinary  appliances  at  the  usual  intervals  will  not.  We  may  inquire  with 
Canon  Fremantle,  ''Where  is  the  Clergyman  who  would  not  welcome 
with  thankfulness  any  agency  which  would,  by  God's  blessing,^  kindle 
afresh  the  light  of  truth  and  love  in  the  hearts  of  the  many  of  his  Parish- 
l<Hiem  who  live  in  the  habitual  rejection  of  the  Word  of  Life,  unbelieving 
and  nngodly  t"  A  conservative  old  English  incumbent  used  to  say,  "  You 
must  have  a  system  of  alteratives  that  will  introduce  some  variety  without 
disturbing  order."  Another  official  of  the  same  Church  said  at  the  Leeds 
Congress,  last  October,  "  When  the  leading  farmer,  or  the  leading  squire, 
or  the  leading  manufacturer,  has  sat  under  a  thousand  sermons  from  the 
same  Bector;  has  sat  there  shielded  and  protected  by  a  little  sleep,  a  good 
deal  of  inattention  and  a  g^eat  mass  of  dogged  prejudice — when  he  has 
weathered  a  thousand  sermons  without  altering  his  tack  or  shifting  a  sail, 
it  is  very  difficult  either  for  a  squire  or  Rector  to  expect  that  the  thousand 
and  first  sermon  shall  produce  a  revolution  in  his  whole  soul,  and  scatter 
til  his  prejudices  to  the  winds."  The  Missionary  Preacher,  coming  from 
without,  not  only  brings  with  him  his  own  style  and  manner,  but  he  has 
sometimes  a  peculiar  advantage  in  delivering  his  rebukes  and  warnings 
with  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  weak  points  and  wicked  points  of  the 
audience  before  him.  The  searching  words  of  a  stranger  will  often  pene- 
trate the  conscience  of  a  hearer  with  salutary  power,  when  words  equally 
pungent  and  equally  kind  from  the  lips  of  a  familiar  friend  are  construed 
into  an  offensive  personality.  The  power  of  preaching,  however,  is  not  the 
only  power  of  the  Mission.  A  double  strength  and  double  fervor  are  given 
to  prayer.  The  Minister  and  the  people  are,  for  sometime  beforehand,  in 
secret  as  well  as  public  supplication  for  a  direct  spiritual  gift,  uniting  their 
intercessions,  asking  for  a  common  and  yet  a  special  good.  Indeed,  the 
increase  of  devotions  is  quite  as  important  an  element  in  the  instrumental- 
ity as  the  multiplying  of  sermons.     In  all  well  conducted  Parish  Missions 
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it  18  arranged  that  there  shall  also  be  added  opportunities  for  reeeiying  sac- 
ramental blessings.  In  short,  every  legitimate  agency  that  t^ids  to  the 
increase  of  spiritual  life,  or  that  draws  the  hearts  of  men  neara'  to  the 
heart  of  Christ,  is  stimulated.  A  report  to  the  Church  Congress  of  1878 
on  this  subject  dwells  forcibly  on  the  idea  that  a  Mission  tends  not  to  sepa- 
ration but  to  unity,  using  this  language:  "  The  Parish  Priest  who  inyitei 
an  Evangelist  sets  before  his  people  the  fact  that  there  are  others  widely 
different  from  himself  in  the  circumstances  of  life  who  are  yet  one  with 
him  in  its  divine  realities;  that  he  is  not  afraid  of  their  cooperation  or 
ashamed  to  seek  help,  because  the  fire  with  which  he  bums,  %b  the  very 
same  which  enkindles  them,  so  that  the  flame  of  his  own  ministry,  flidcer- 
ing  it  may  be  in  its  loneliness  will  not  be  lost  but  be  strengthened  by  union 
with  that  of  others."  The  report  adds,  "In  these  days  of  individuality 
and  separation  it  impresses  people  to  see  united  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Clergy.''  If  we  needed  any  foreign  evidences  of  the  effectiveness  of  EvaU'^ 
gelist  Missions  we  could  find  them  in  abundance  in  recent  examples  in 
Great  Britain.  The  more  recent  period  of  their  activity  began  about  fifteen 
years  ago  in  St.  Martin's  Church,  Birmingham.  They  have  since  made 
their  way  into  nearly  all  parts  of  the  realm,  offering  some  of  their  most 
signal  demonstrations  in  Westminster  Abbey  and  St.  Paul's,  London.  They 
have  taken  the  various  forms  of  AdVent  Missions,  Lent  Missions,  Diocesan 
Conferences,  Ten  Days  Missions,  Octaves,  and  the  Novena,  between  Ascension 
Day  and  Whitsunday.  Bishops  and  Archbishops  of  the  establishment  have 
thoroughly  and  cordially  committed  themselves  to  them,  not  only  sanctioning 
but  organizing  them.  Some  of  you  are  acquainted  with  the  wonderful 
religious  results  obtained  by  the  Twelve  Days  London  Mission  of  1860. 
Everybody  knows  that  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  Parochial  Missions 
have  long  been  recognized  as  a  most  effective  means  both  of  propagation 
and  edification.  Is  it  certain  that  what  is  so  well  understood  in  the 'looser 
bodies  of  Protestant  Christians  around  us  as  the  Revival,  minus  those  ex- 
travagant measures  and  sensational  accompaniments  which  our  Church  with 
her  conservative  instinct  and  habit  is  certain  to  shut  out,  and  plvs  those 
regular  offices  of  teaching  and  training,  ordinance  and  sacrament,  which 
our  Church  is  equally  sure  to  bring  in,  will  not  be  in  accordance  with  God's 
own  economy?  **  There  is  no  harm  in  doing  an  unusual  thing  merely  be- 
cause it  is  not  done  every  day."  No  doubt,  as  Mr.  Beresford  Hope  remarks, 
**  The  best  of  all  missions  is  the  mission  that  lasts  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  days  in  a  year."  But  he  and  nearly  all  the  speakers  about  him  agreed 
that  one  of  the  surest  roads  to  the  restoration  of  the  daily  services  of  the 
Church  is  a  judicious  use  of  the  Parochial  Mission.  A  Clergyman  at  the 
Cliurch  Congress  in  South  Hampton  in  1870,  testified  that  in  his  own 
Parish  an  increase  of  communicants  from  forty -five  to  two  hundred  and 
fifty  was  mainly  the  result  of  the  Parish  Mission.  Another  speaker,  allow- 
ing for  deficiencies  and  hazards,  observes,  "  The  infidelity,  the  ig^iorance, 
the  practical  ungodliness  of  the  times  are  crying  aloud  for  some  fresh  out- 
come of  energy  and  zeal  to  contend  with  them.     Here  is  an  experiment 
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which  has  been  well  tried  and  as  it  seems  signally  blessed. "  I  have  receired 
from  London,  within  the  last  week,  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  th& 
Metropolitan  Clergy  in  the  Dioceses  of  London,  Winchester  and  Rochester^ 
by  the  Bishops  of  those  three  Dioceses,  announcing  that,  after  much  delib- 
eration, they  have  resolved  to  recommend  that  a  special  simultaneous  mis- 
sion be  held  in  the  Metropolis  ten  days  before  Lent  in  1874.  They  go  on 
to  declare  as  follows:  "  The  main  object  of  the  Mission  is  to  bring  the  un- 
godly and  unconverted  into  the  Fold  of  Christ,  but  we  are  convinced  that 
nothing  is  better  fitted  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  members  of  the 
Church  than  that  they  should  give  their  hearty  cooperation  to  such  a  work. 
We  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  the  direct  work  of  the  Mission  should  be 
euried  on  in  every  Parish.  But  Parishes  into  which  it  is  not  judged  expedient 
to  introduce  its  active  working  may  yet  take  their  part  in  it,  and  do  much  to> 
secure  its  success,  by  joining  earnestly  and  continuously  in  prayers  for  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  without  which  all  its  labors  will  be 
in  vain.  We  beg  you  affectionately  to  lead  your  flocks  to  give  that  mighty 
lid  to  our  efforts;  to  pray  that  God  for  Christ's  sake  would,  by  the  opera- 
tion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  prepare  the  hearts  of  those  whom  he  would  save* 
to  XQoeive  the  message  of  His  great  love.  Entreat  Him  also,  we  beseech, 
yon,  to  fit  the  messengers  who  bear  the  tidings  of  his  love  to  speak  from 
souls  full  of  His  g^race  to  the  very  souls  of  their  brethren;  from  hearts, 
warm  with  the  love  of  Christ,  of  Christ  crucified  for  sinners.  We  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  lay  down  special  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  Biission. 
There  must  be  much  elasticity  in  such  an  attempt  to  make  it  suit  the  differ- 
ent characters  and  needs  of  various  Parishes,  and  we  do  not  desire  to  re- 
strain this  necessary  liberty,  only  reminding  you  that  the  services  conducted 
in  Churches  and  licensed  Chapels  are  confined  by  law,  except  as  to  hymns 
and  anthems,  to  the  words  of  Holy  Scripture,  and  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer." 

I  sincerely  hope  that  by  a  clear  and  settled  pathway  of  law,  our  Church, 
in  ihlB  country  will  before  long  attain  to  views  as  sensible,  comprehensive 
and  Catholic  as  these.  I  am  not  possessed  by  the  idea  that  in  every  Parish, 
among  us  the  measures  here  indicated  can  be  profitably  employed,  or  that 
all  Rectors  could  work  with  them  advantageously  and  happily.  To  those, 
if  there  are  any  such,  who  regard  the  present  religious  condition  of  our 
congregations  as  satisfactory,  who  feel  no  painful  longing  for  new  outpour- 
ings of  Gk>d's  Spirit  and  new  manifestations  of  the  power  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  Christ,  I  do  not  expect  that  they  will  come  with  much  weight  or 
carry  much  meaning.  But  most  of  us,  1  believe,  will  never  be  satisfied  and 
never  rest,  until  by  any  instruments  that  God's  Word  and  Providence  and. 
Spirit  have  offered  to  our  hands,  the  fires  and  winds  of  new  Pentecosts 
bum  and  blow  along  these  frigid  and  stagnant  wastes  around  us. 

At  our  last  Convention  you  were  informed  of  the  signal  generosity  of 
Mr.  J.  Watson  Williams,  of  Utica,  in  endowing,  from  the^resources  of  him- 
self and  his  family,  a  permanent  Trust  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books.     The  reasons  that  led  to  this  honorable

and  piouB  act  were  explained.  We  liave  now  to  mourn  the  departure  out 
of  this  world  of  that  honored  benefactor.  Only  a  few  days  ago,  while 
busily  engaged  in  certain  literary  labors  of  love,  with  which  it  was  the 
habit  of  his  polished  and  accurate  mind  to  adorn  his  more  active  life,  he 
went  suddenly  from  among  the  living.  Esteemed  as  he  was  by  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  admired  for  his  ripe  and  elegant  culture  by  students,  this  Dio- 
cese will  have  lasting  cause  to  keep  him  in  grateful  remembrance  for  his 
noble  contribution  to  her  wealth. 

Among  other  losses  from  the  ranks  of  a  devoted  and  intelligent  Laity,  I 
make  mention  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Cooke,  of  St.  Paul's,  Waterloo,  because 
to  an  extent  that  is  seldom  seen  in  men  unordained,  and  with  a  modest 
worth  rare  in  its  degree  among  men  anywhere,  he  served  the  Church,  year 
in  and  year  out,  to  a  good  old  age,  in  her  interests  of  instruction  and  the 
training  of  her  children.  To  him  largely,  as  well  as  to  the  Pastor  he  loved 
so  truly  and  helped  so  effectuaUy,  it  was  dae  that  this  Parish  has  become 
preeminent  among  us  in  Sunday  School  activity. 

Both  the  distinguished  career  of  the  Hon.  William  H.  Seward  as  a  philo- 
sophical statesman,  and  the  famous  tributes  that  have  been  paid  through 
the  country  to  his  patriotic  services  and  his  private  virtues,  render  it  need- 
less here  to  enter  into  any  eulogy  either  of  the  publicist  or  of  the  man.  In 
the  years  when  he  was  less  absorbed  by  official  cares  in  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment, he  was  a  useful  Vestryman  of  St.  Peter's,  Auburn;  and  nothing 
throughout  his  brilliant  course  better  deserves  to  be  remembered  than  his 
faith  in  the  eternal  verities  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord,  and  in  the  Relig- 
ion of  the  Cross. 

By  the  very  recent  decease  of  the  Rev.  Marcus  A.  Perry,  of  Utica,  the 
name  of  our  oldest  Presbyter  falls  from  the  list.  The  days  of  our  Brother 
were  lengthened  out  mercifully,  and  not  in  vain.  For  several  years  he  has 
been  unequal  to  any  regular,  consecutive  labor  in  the  Sacred  Calling  which 
he  honored  and  loved.  But  he  was  always  ready  for  any  service  whereby 
he  could  benefit  his  younger  Brethren  or  continue  to  testify  for  the  Master 
or  the  Church,  nor  did  his  interest  in  the  cause  of  piety  or  learning  seem 
to  abate  with  the  increasing  infirmities  of  age.  We  shall  all  miss  his  cheer- 
ful presence  and  cordial  greetings  in  the  places  that  knew  him,  holding  the 
memory  of  his  consistent  life  as  one  of  the  perpetual  treasures  of  the 
heart,  and  as  a  bright  evidence  of  the  truth  of  God's  promises  and  the 
power  of  the  Faith. 

On  the  21st  of  November  not  only  the  Parishioners  of  St.  Paul's,  Syra- 
vcuse,  but  a  wider  circle  of  friends  were  dismayed  by  the  announcement  of 
Ihe  death  of  the  Rev.  S.  G.  Fuller.  It  was  the  first  and  only  instance  of 
mortality  since  the  Diocese  was  fully  organized,  among  our  Parish  Priests. 
Young  in  years,  Mr.  Fuller's  spirituality  and  singleness  of  mind  had  gained 
/or  him  the  confidence  and  reverence  commonly  attained  only  with  advanced 
.age.  His  service  among  us  had  been  short,  but  he  had  won  a  most  desirable 
and  memorable  nkme.  The  signs  of  health,  in  his  frame  were  so  marked 
ihat  at  first  we  all  felt  it  hard  to  bring  his  dying  into  the  order  of  God*8 
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regular  ordinations.  But  to  reflection  and  to  faith  it  soon  became  clear  that, 
in  his  brief  time,  he  had  "  fulfilled  a  long  time/'  and  that  his  true  place 
was  not  here,  but  where  the  souls  of  the  righteous  are  at  peace,  having 
been  purified  by  the  hope  of  Christ's  appearing.  It  has  been  decided  hy 
thoee  to  whom  he  was  most  dear  to  gather  into  a  small  volume  and  publish 
some  of  the  more  heavenly-minded  of  his  sermons,  as  a  memorial  of  his 
earthly  Ministry. 

Another  bereavement  in  the  ranks  of  the  Ministry  befel  us  in  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Rowling,  a  very  pure  hearted  disciple  and  a  very  con- 
flcieiitious  steward  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  This  Diocese  was  his  early 
home,  and  here  under  Bishop  DeLancey,  his  service  began.  After  residing 
lome  years  in  Virginia  he  returned,  an  invalid,  to  his  native  air.  Through 
two  short  terms  of  service  he  expended  without  stint  the  remains  of  his 
wasting  strength,  and  then,  trying  once  more  a  milder  climate,  fell  into  a 
more  rapid  decline,  and  was  permitted  to  rest  from  his  sufferings  and  his 
labors. 

Since  we  last  met  in  Convention,  three  of  the  older  Bishops  in  this  coun- 
try have  fallen  into  the  sleep  of  the  faithful.  The  godly  Bishop  Upfold 
had  been  so  long  withdrawn  from  all  public  action  by  bodily  infirmity  that, 
to  the  Church  militant  at  large,  his  final  departure  was  rather  the  silent 
retirement  of  an  absent  veteran  to  a  remoter  sphere  than  the  vanishing  of 
a  visible  leader  from  the  midst  of  the  army  and  the  conflict.  The  death  of 
l^^diop  Mcllvaine  was  differently  ordered.  Age  was  telling,  to  be  sure, 
upon  his  superb  frame  and  radiant  countenance,  which  retained,  however, 
to  the  last,  the  ruddy  freshness  of  a  child's  complexion  under  the  white 
crown  of  an  old  num's  glory;  but  till  after  the  last  General  Convention  in 
Baltimore  his  head  was  conspicuous  in  our  councils,  and  his  living  presence 
was  a  felt  force  wherever  he  came.  His  Episcopate  covered  almost  half  the 
period  of  the  organized  existence  of  our  Church  in  the  United  States. 
Inheriting  Scotch  blood  his  mental  constitution  bore  the  marks  of  that 
ancestry  in  his  theological  genius  and  his  taste  and  ability  in  dogmatics,  as 
well  as  in  his  strong  personal  will.  Gifted  with  a  quick  and  capacious  un- 
derstanding, moving  always  with  the  dignified  and  graceful  mein  of  a  noble 
person,  and  lifted  into  universal  respect  by  his  ardent  piety,  it  might  not 
be  fanciful  to  trace  in  him  some  characteristics  of  his  national  descent, — 
something  of  the  Evangelical  unction  of  Leighton,  of  the  sancity  of  £r- 
skine,  of  the  directness  of  Rutherford,  and  even  of  the  courage  of  Knox.  To 
these  traits  he  certainly  joined  many  that  go  to  make  up  a  patriotic  and 
active  American.  Both  his  original  and  his  acquired  strength  were  more  of 
action  and  of  character  than  of  intellectual  invention.  It  is  not  strange 
that  all  orthodox  denominations  of  Christians  in  the  land  lament  his  loss, 
for  he  took  pains  to  emphasize  those  beliefs  and  interests  of  his  mind, which 
were  common  to  him  and  to  them.  Not  averse  to  controversy,  he  loved 
most  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  personal  reconciliation.  His  Ministry  was 
after  the  best  pattern  of  half  a  century  ago.  The  tone  was  Calvinistic;  the 
spiritual  sentiment  was  Wesleyan  ;  the  homiletic  substance  was  Anglican, 
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His  scholarship  was  various  and  much  at  his  command.  His  life  ahoonded 
in  honors  and  his  end  was  full  of  peace.  Having  breathed  always,  from  a 
consecrated  youth  up,  an  air  of  devotion  to  the  Saviour  and  the  Cross,  he 
died  with  the  name  of  Jesus  on  his  lips. 

To  Bishop  Eastbum,  my  own  Diocesan  for  nine  happy  years,  I  find  my 
recollections  return  with  an  estimation  continually  less  critical,  and  with 
an  ever  heartier  affection.  More  thoroughly  English  than  the  Bishop  of 
Ohio  was  Scottish,  after  becoming  imbued  by  his  training  and  habits  with 
Ihose  social  elements  in  which  New  York  is  most  unlike  Boston,  he  was 
transferred,  for  thirty  years  of  overseership  in  the  flock  of  God,  to  an 
Atmosphere  for  which  neither  nature  nor  didpline  had  tempered  his  inner 
man.  Nothing  but  a  supreme  sense  of  Christian  duty,  that  grand  inspira. 
.tion  which  was  stronger  in  few  men  that  I  have  ever  seen  than  in  him, 
.could  have  nerved  him  to  the  undertaking  or  sustained  him  in  its  troubles. 
It  is  always  a  pathetic  spectacle,  that  of  an  honest  heart  bearing  bravely 
jip  against  the  odds  of  such  a  struggle  yet  overtaken  from  time  to  time 
with  a  sad  sense  of  the  hopelessness  of  full  success.  Amidst  trials  including 
rthis  among  other  painful  ingredients.  Bishop  Eastbum  never  flagged  in  the 
jound  of  tasks,  never  paraded  his  difficulties,  never  whimpered  or  despaired, 
never  clouded  the  genial  hours  of  friendly  intercourse  with  gloomy  moods. 
Four  things  in  him  I  regard  as  admirable  and  among  the  chief  merits  of  a 
man; — ^his  absolute  loyalty  to  his  convictions;  his  superiority  to  meanness, 
grudges  or  circuitous  manoeuvres  ;  his  cheerful  kindness,  whenever  he  did 
not  think  fidelity  required  him  to  be  forbidding  and  disobliging;  and  his 
unconquerable  homage  to  Jeaus  Christ  as  King.  There  is  a  sense,  not  the 
most  obvious  perhaps,  in  which  I  suppose  a  Bishop's  life  can  never  be 
•otherwise  than  lonely.  Bishop  Eastburn's  solitude  was  made  the  deeper  by 
jsufferings  that  the  world  did  not  know  how  to  console,  and  indeed  scarcely 
knew  how  to  account  for.  The  exact  measure  of  his  sorrows  no  man 
knows.  But  those  who  knew  him  at  all  know  that  he  sought  and  found 
his  best  comfort  when  alone  with  God,  clasping  the  cross,  looking  unto 
Him  in  whom  we  have  redemption  and  justification  through  His  blood. 

The  varying  schools  of  opinion  are  not  extinct ;  they  will  not  be  yet ;  but 
there  is  reason  to  be  assured  that  the  partition  lines,  cut  formerly  across  our 
Christian  heritage  by  partisanship,  are  to  be  guarded  by  a  less  bitter  jeal- 
ousy and  defended  by  a  less  narrow  and  less  unscrupulous  animosity. 
Already  the  spell  of  factious  watch- words  which  frightened  and  alienated 
<our  fathers,  less  than  half  a  century  back,  is  broken,  and  can  never  be 
restored.  A  Christly  Providence  is  bearing  us  on  into  a  period  of  more

cordial,  as  their  days  were  lengthened  out,  and  even  to  the  close. 
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The  Communion  of  Saints  is  not  broken.  Before  the  memorials  of  the 
everlasting  Sacrifice  we  can  remember  ''no  difference."  The  walls  of 
separation  first  grow  thin,  and  presently,  as  we  enter  deeper  into  the 
fathomless  myptery  of  love,  they  vanish  away.  However  haltingly  the 
kingdom  may  seem  to  come,  so  long  as  we  stand  on  the  field  of  strife,  and 
look  through  the  world's  smoke,  as  soon  as  we  take  up  the  "Thrice  Holy,"

the  Redeemer's  perfected  reconciliation  and  of  His  coming  again,  then  we 
know  that  the  Lord  is  already  bringing  again  His  Zion,  and  the  watchmen 
see  eye  to  eye,  because  they  kneel  around  the  Central  Cross.

„y^  ■  atinct  and  joy  to  "send  relief  to  the  hungry  everywhere,  broadcasting  it 
with  a  Tigoioiis  hand.     Chosen  and  ordained,  as  we  are,  we  grow  faithless

will  "remain."  Think  then  of  the  inspiring  promises  of  this  morning's 
Gospel!

Fob  the  Conventional  Yeab  1872-3. 

The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  held  five 
meetings  daring  the  year.  When  not  otherwise  specified  the  place  of  meet- 
ing has  been  St.  James'  Rectory,  Syracuse. 

I.  At  a  meeting  regularly  convened,  October  9, 1872,  all  the  members 
were  present  with  the  exception  of  Judge  Hubbard.  The  Report  to  the 
last  Convention,  as  made  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  prmted  in  the 
Journal,  was  called  for,  read,  and  approved,  and  adopted  as  the  Minutes  of 
the  Conomittee  for  the  year.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Brainard,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  names  of  members  present  or  absent  at  the  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee be  not  only  entered  on  the  minutes,  but  also  reported  to  the  Conven- 
tion. The  testimonials  of  Rev.  Qabriel  Johnston,  Deacon,  and  Rev.  J.  P. 
Foster,  Deacon,  applying  for  Priest's  Orders,  were  presented  and  approved, 
and  they  were  accordingly  recommended.  In  accordance  with  Title  I. 
Canon  8,  Section  2,  consent  was  fiven  to  their  ordination,  though  within 
three  years  of  their  admission.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Foster  a  di^ensation 
was  recommended  in  his  examinations,  of  a  knowledge  of  the  Latm,  Greek 
and  Hebrew  languages,  on  condition  of  his  procuring  and  laying  before  the 
Committee  the  testimonial  required  by  Title  I.,  Canon  2,  Section  6.  The 
testimonials  of  Rev.  George  T.  Le  Boutillier,  applicant  to  be  admitted  as  a 
Candidate  for  Orders,  were  presented  and  approved ;  and  his  certificate  of 
recommendation  was  signed  accordingly.  With  reference  to  Fifth  Sunday 
Collections  for  the  General  Fund,  the  President  and  Secretary  were  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  « 

U.  November  21, 1872.  The  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  regular  call. 
Absent,  Judges  Hubbard  and  Andrews,  and  Mr.  Osbom,  all  of  whom  wrote 
letters  excusing  themselves  from  attendance,  being  prevented  by  other  en- 
gagements. iUfter  the  usual  preliminaries  of  Prayer,  and  the  adoption  of 
Minutes,  there  was  presented  and  read,  the  canonical  testimonial  on  behalf 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  required  at  the  last  meeting.  Canonical  notice  was 
given  from  the  Presiding  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  D.D.,  of  the  election 
by  the  House  of  Bishops,  of  Rev.  John  G.  Auer  to  the  office  of  Missionanr 
Bishop  of  the  Territories  of  Cape  Palmas,  Africa,  and  of  Rev.  William  H. 
Hare,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Niobrara.  The  Committee  approving,  pro- 
ceeded to  sign  their  testimonials.  In  compliance  with  a  Canonical  applica- 
tion made  by  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
throuf  h  the  Secretary,  for  consent  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  of 
that  Diocese,  on  the  ground  of  its  extent,  the  Committee  approved,  and 
unanimously  signed  their  consent  to  said  election.  Application  was  made  by 
Rev.  A.  H.  Ormsbee,  Deacon,  to  be  recommended  for  the  Priesthood.  After 
diecusnonof  his  case,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  unani- 
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movLsij  adopted :  Whereas,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Ormsbee,  it  appears  that  bat 
five  months  nave  elapsed  since  his  ordination  to  Deacon's  Orders,  and  there  is 
no  evidence  before  tne  Committee  of  there  being  any  special  orgencj  ;  and 
Whereas,  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  Canonical  regularity  of  the  papers  before 
the  Committee:  Resolved,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  ^rant  the  dnipen8atio& 
of  time  as  requested.  Consent  was  given  to  Mr.  Herbert  O.  Cook,  for  reas- 
ons asrigned  by  the  Bishop,  to  be  examined  and  ordained  in  December.  Mr. 
Cook  was  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  May  24, 1870.  The  tes- 
timonials of  Mr.  Alonzo  B.  Allen,  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Oideis, 
and  of  Mr.  George  P.  Hibbard,  late  a  Minister  of  the  Universallst  denomi- 
nation, to  be  also  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  being  presented, 
were  approved ;  and  they  were  accordingly  canonicaUy  recommended  to 
the  Bishop.  It  was  ordered  that  the  revised  forms  required  for  the  use  of 
the  Committee  be  printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Prosident. 

HI.  April  24th,  1873.  At  a  regular  meeting  held  this  day,  there  were 
present  all  the  members  except  Rev.  Dr.  Beacn  and  Judge  Hubbard,  who 
wrote  letters  explaining  their  absence.  The  President  read  a  memorial 
from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  of  the  date  of  Mardi 
17th,  announcing  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Charles  Pettit  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  at  Florence,  Italy,  on  the  14th  inst.,  recall- 
ing the  renowned  virtues  of  the  man,  and  the  labors  and  services  (^  his 
forty  years  Episcopate. '  After  suitable  remarks  offered  by  sevend  of  the 
members,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secreti»y  prepare  and  transmit  an  sppio- 
priate  response  on  behalf  of  the  Committee.  There  were  then  produced 
the  testimonials  of  four  applicants  for  Deacon's  Orders,  namely,  those  ct 
Messrs.  George  P.  Hibbard,  Warren  C.  Hubbard,  George  T.  Le  Boutillier» 
and  Hugh  Bailey.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Hubbard,  an  irregularity  of  testimo- 
nial was  referred  to  the  President  to  secure  its  correction.  There  were  also 
produced  the  testimonials  of  Mr.  W.  DeLancey  Wilson,  applying  to  be  re- 
commended as  a  Candidate  for  Orders.  After  due  examination  ancTapproval, 
the  Canonical  recommendations  of  all  five  of  these  applicants  were  signed 
by  all  the  members  present. 

IV.  BagK'sHotel,Utica,  May  20th,  1873.  The  Committee  met.  Present; 
Rev.  Dr.  Clarke,  President ;  Rev.  Dr.  Beach,  Messrs.  Hubbard,  Salmon  and 
Osbom.  Rev.  Dr.  Coxe,  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard,  and  Hon.  Charles  Andrews,  ab- 
sent. Rev.  Dr.  Beach  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern.  The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  In  the  matter  of  the  applicaticm 
of  Charles  Henry  Gardner,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  that  he  may  be  recom- 
mended for  ordination  as  Deacon,  said  Mr.  Gardner  having  been  a  Candidate 
one  year  and  nine  months,  the  Committee  being  assured  by  the  President 
that  the  reasons  for  the  dispensation  of  time  are  approved  and  esteemed 
urgent  by  the  Bishop,  it  was  resolved  that  consent  be  given  to  the  dispen- 
sation. The  application  of  Herbert  J.  Cook,  Candidate  for  the  Order  of 
Deacons,  being  before  the  Committee,  and  his  papers  correct,  it  was  re- 
solved that  he  be  recommended  for  Ordination. 

V.  Elmira,  June  11th,  1873.  The  Committee  being  in  session,  and  hav- 
ing received  a  communication  from  the  Bishop  in  person,  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution  were  subsequently  adopted  :  Whereas,  the  Bishop  nas 
requested  that  a  dispensation  as  to  time  be  granted  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Aionzo 
B.  Allen,  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  I^solved,  that  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee consent  to  such  dispensation. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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To  the  ContenHan  of  the  Dioceee  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  in  behalf  of  the  Board, 
respectfully  reports  :  There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  membership  of 
the  Board  itself  since  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention  was  printed.  In 
the  First  Missionary  District,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Hilliard  has  been  elected  Sec- 
retary, in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Lockwood,  removed  to  Syracuse.  In 
the  Second  District,  Rev.  E.  W.  K.  Hafer  was  Secretary  durinfi^  part  of  the 
year.  Mr.  John  Osbom  is  its  second  Lay  Delegate,  m  the  Third  District, 
Rev.  D.  E.  Loveridge  was  elected  Secretary,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Edward 
Dolloway,  removed  from  the  Diocese.  In  the  Fourth  District,  the  Rev.  T. 
E.  Pattison  is  now  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Geo.  C.  McWhorter  second  Lay  Del- 
egate. In  the  Fifth  IMstrict,  Mr.  Thomas  Fatzinger  is  the  second  Lay  Del- 
egate. In  the  Sixth  District,  the  Lay  Delegates  are  Mr.  H.  V.  Bostwick  and 
J&.  W.  F.  Warner.  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  20th,  its  Finan- 
cial Secretary,  Dr.  S.  Hanson  Coxe,  requested  to  be  relieved  from  further 
service  in  that  capacity,  and  the  Rev.  T.  £.  Pattison  was  elected  Financial 
Secretary  in  his  stead. 

The  Board  has  met,  by  the  Bishop's  appointmeiit,  twice  during  the  year, 
onoe  at  Syracuse  and  once  at  Utica.  It  has  had  during  the  year  fifty-four 
(54)  Missionaries  under  its  patronage.  Of  these,  since  the  year  began,  sev- 
enteen (17)  have  ceased  to  be  Missionaries  of  Central  New  York,  while 
twelve  (12)  new  laborers  have  been  taken  into  the  employment  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  present  number  on  the  list  is  thirty-seVen  (87),  and  there  are 
Bine  (9)  vacant  Missionary  appointments.  A  list  of  the  present  Missionaries 
and  Stations  will  be  found  appended. 

At  the  meeting  in  October,  the  Bishop  laid  before  the  Board  his  strong 
desire  to  secure  Uie  services  of  a  Diocesan  Evangelist.  The  Board,  by  res- 
olution, pledged  itself  to  do  all  in  its  ]>ower  to  carry  out  the  plan  suggested. 
A  Committee  of  six  Lay  Members  of  the  Board  was  appointed  to  solicit 
within  the  Diocese  the  required  amount  of  funds,  two  tnousand  dollars. 
Their  efforts  having  been  successful,  through  the  liberality  of  members  of 
the  Board,  and  of  other  persons  in  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  en^paged  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bonham,  who  entered  on  his  work  m  January  of 
the  present  year.  Since  that  time  he  has  conducted  "Missions,"  of  from 
five  to  eight  days  each,  at  a  number  of  points  in  the  Diocese ;  at  Evans' 
Mills,  Homer,  Phcenix,  Perryville,  Oneiaa,  Mexico,  Moravia,  Northville, 
Ithaca,  and  Clayville.  In  these  Missions  he  has  been  aided  sometimes  by  the 
resident  or  neighboring  Clergymen.  The  results  have  been,  in  some  in- 
stances, the  presentation  of  classes  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation;  in 
ethers,  the  revival  or  increase  of  interest  in  the  ministrations  of  the  Church. 
At  the  least,  enough  has  been  accomplished  to  show  that  this  method  of 
Missionary  work,  which  is  in  fact  the  closest  possible  copy  of  the  Mission- 
ary operations  recorded  in  the  Gospels  and  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  is 
capable  of  effecting  a  g^reat  deal  for  the  Church,  especially  in  places  where 
little  luis  hitherto  been  known  of  her  Faith  and  her  Worship. 

The  following  digest  of  the  general  progress  and  condition  of  Church 
Missions  in  the  Diocese,  has  been  drawn  up  from  the  reports  of  the  Secre- 
taries of  the  several  Missionary  Districts.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there 
is  not  time  and  space  to  lay  before  the  Diocese,  in  their  original  freshness 
and  fullness,  these  reports  of  our  six  fields  of  Missionary  exertion. 

FIRST  DISTRICT. 

Jefferson  County,  the  First  Missionary  District,  has  three  self-supporting 
Parishes,  and  seven  Missionary  Appointments.

The  Parish  at  Cape  Vincent  has  been  vacant  most  of  the  year  Serri^^ 
is  reported  to  have  been  held  there  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Qardner/and'once  bv  a 
Canadian  Clergyman.  Mr.  W.  M.  Johnson,  since  his  removal  there  hAn 
held  Lay  Service,  and  kept  up  the  Sunday  School.  The  Rev.  Geew^  G 
Perrine  has  recently  taken  charge  of  the  Parish,  and  will  doubUess  3 ve  a 
good  account  of  it  m  the  future.  ® 

At  Pierrepont  Manor,  there  have  been  presented  to  the  Church  a  Com 
munion  Service,  in  memory  of  a  deceased  Communicant ;  and  a  Baptismal 
Font.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Sanderson  feels  encouraged  with  the  prospects  of  his 
Parish. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hilliard,  of  Redwood  and  Theresa,  has  distributed  Mite  Chests 
in  both  his  Parishes.  In  Theresa,  the  Church  and  Rectoxjr  have  been  thor- 
oughly  repaired.  In  Redwood  a  bell  has  been  presented,  in  memory  of  a 
deceased  Communicant.  The  Rector  proposes  Missionary  services  in  The- 
resa, in  the  settlement  across  Indian  River,  known  as  Brooklyn.  He  also 
intends  services  during  the  summer  at  Alexandria  Bay,  and  has  had  offered 
for  that  purpose  the  only  house  of  worship  in  the  place. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brewer,  of  Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  has  held  sixteen  services. 
at  Evans*  MUls,  nine  at  Champion,  one  each  at  Great  Bend,  Dexter,  and 
Sacketts  Harbor,  and  three  at  the  County  House. 

Rev.  Mr.  Staunton,  of  Grace  Church,  Watertown,  absent  for  his  health 
several  months,  has  held  one  service  at  Evans*  Mills,  and  two  at  Black  River..

Grace  Church,  Carthage,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Linn,  has  be- 
ooxne  aelf-Bupporting. 

The  District  has  some  faithful  Lay  Missionaries  besides  those  already 
mentioned. 

At  Great  Bend  a  devoted  lady  gathers,  from  nineteen  families  of  the  fac* 
tory  people,  about  forty  children,  and  instructs  them  every  Sunday.  Mr. 
Brewer  mas  baptized  one  adult  and  nine  children  among  those  under  her 
charge. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Allen,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  residing  in  Watertown,  has  read 
Mryice  twice  at  Champion. 

The  Sunday  School  at  Evans'  Mills  has  been  established,  and  is  sustained, 
by  Mr.  Emmett  Granger. 

The  Offerings  of  the  District  are  reported  as  $1,580.65  for  the  General 
Fond,  $470  for  the  Evangelist  Fund,  and  $1,200  for  local  work^two  feeble 
Parishes  in  the  County— in  all,  $3,250.65. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

In  the  Second  District,  there  are  twelve  Missionary  Appointments,  and 
^ht  self-supporting  Parishes,  all  the  latter  being  in  Oneida  County. 

In  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  Rev.  Mr.  Brewer,  of  the  First  District,  re- 
ports ten  Communicants,  and  believes  that  a  Church  might  be  built  there, 
if  regular  services  could  be  maintained. 

Rev.  Mr.  Irish,  late  Rector  at  Lowville,  reports  two  services  at  Gre)g»  in 
which  great  interest  was  manifested.  He  baptized  there  two  adults  and 
two  infants.  He  also  held  a  service  at  Chase's  Lake,  ten  miles  from  Low- 
ville, where  there  are  several  Communicants  of  the  Church.  It  is  hoped 
^that  Lowville  may  soon  be  supplied  with  a  Rector,  not  only  for  its  own  sake 
Rmt  also  for  that  of  the  region  around,  which  offers  many  favorable  oppor- 
tunities for  Church  work. 

The  Parishes  at  Constableville  and  Port  Leyden,  (Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  Mis- 
nonary,)  have  suffered  much  by  removals.  At  Constableville  a  Parish  Aid 
Society  has  been  established.  The  debt  on  the  Church  at  Port  Leyden  has  at 
length  been  extinguished,  and  it  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  on  the  16th 
of  December  last. 

The  Church  x>eople  at  Osceola  are  said  to  have  had  no  services  given  them 
jince  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weaver,  three  years  ago,  A  call  is  made 
for  the  efforts  of  an  Evangelist  in  that  direction. 

In  Oneida  County,  Rev.  Gabriel  Johnston  gives  an  encouraging  report  of 
Jorestport  and  Boonville.  He  has  baptized  in  Boonville  two  faults  and  one 
•child  ;  in  Forestport  one  adult  and  three  children.  The  loss  of  Mr.  Marvin 
from  the  Lay  Membership  at  Forestport,  (he  having  removed  to  Syracuse,) 
is  in  some  measure  made  up  by  the  zeal  and  energy  of  his  successor,  Mr. 
Weed. 

The  Parish  at  Holland  Patent,  vacant  since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  E.  Z. 
Lewis,  in  January,  has  had  but  few  Clerical  services,  but  has  been  supplied 
a  portion  of  the  time  by  Mr.  G.  T.  LeBoutillier,  acting  as  Lay  Reader.  As 
Mr.  LeBoutillier,  since  his  Ordination,  has  assumed  charge  of  St.  John's, 
(hieida,  some  other  arrangement  will  have  to  be  made  ior  the  few  but 
worthy  Church  people  of  Holland  Patent.  P.  S. — ^Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  of 
Oriskany,  has  since  taken  charge  of  the  Parish. 

Rev.  Mr.  Winslow,  of  Camden,  has  officiated  twice  a  month  in  the  Carl- 
ton District.  Average  attendance  fiftv;  Sunday  School  children,  thirty.  At 
East  Florence  he  has  held  service  ana  visited  the  people,  considering  them 
j«  part  of  his  Parish  at  Camden.    He  held  service  one  Sunday  at  Antwerp, 
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Jefferson  County,  during  Lent.  He  has  Tisited  ViennA  Sonth  Comers,  tnd 
considers  the  prospect  favorable  for  introducing  Church  serrioes  there.  At 
Annsville,  he  has  baptized  two  children,  and  found  eight  Communicaati. 
At  Williamstown  he  has  found  twelve  Communicants,  and  intends  to  hdd 
monthly  services  there.  He  mentions  that  at  a  service  held  in  a  private 
house  in  Florence,  of  thirtj-nine  persons  present,  thirtj-seven  were  found 
to  be  unbaptixed.  Scarcely  an  v  fkct  could  more  forcibly  point  out  the  need 
of  Missionary  labor  in  our  rural  conmiunities,  to  seek  and  save  the  souls  for 
whom  Christ  died. 

Rev.  Mr.  ComeU,  of  Clark's  Mills,  holds  regular  Sunday  services  at 
Hampton,  in  the  same  township  of  Westmoreland.  The  Church  at  Clark's 
Mills  is  the  only  house  of  worship  in  the  place.  The  Rectory  there  is  com- 
pleted, but  there  remains  a  debt  of  $800,  to  pay  which  the  congregation  will 
have  need  of  outside  aid. 

Rev.  Mr.  Todd  reports  r^^lar  services  Sunday  mornings  at  Au^niBta,  and 
Sunday  evenings,  besides  raday  evening  lecture,  at  Oriskany  F^s.  Since 
the  opening  of  the  new  Church  he  has  also  held  at  Oriskany  Falls  a  nine 
o'clooL  Sunday  morning  service.  The  Sunday  evening  services  there  are 
attended  by  large  congregations,  including  nearly  all  the  young  people  in 
the  place.  Five  persons  have  been  confimed  and  seven  children  baptised. ' 
There  is  still  a  debt  of  $800  on  the  Church,  which  must  be  paid  before  it 
can  be  consecrated.  "  It  is  little  over  a  year,"  he  says,  "since  the  work  of 
building  the  Church  commenced.  The  laborers  in  the  enterprise,  beindes^ 
the  Sunday  School  Children,  have  been  twelve  Communicants,  of  whom 
eleven  are  females ;  none  of  them  possessing  much  pecuniary  ability.  Thia 
little  band  have  worked  hard  and  denied  themselves  nobly.  Mothers  and 
daughters  have  gone  poorly  clad  for  the  sake  of  building  this  Church." 
The  Biissionary  who  writes  thus,  has  with  his  own  hands  done  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  work  upon  the  Church,  and  he  and  his  people  have  a  right 
to  ask  aid  to  pay  of!  this  $aOO  of  debt. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kern  has  held  full  service  at  Clayville,  and  service  once  a 
fortnight  at  Bridgewater.  The  financial  situation  at  Clayville  haa  been  dis- 
couraging,  the  factories  running  but  a  small  portion  of  their  machinery^ 
and  that  not  all  the  time,  and  the  people  getting  scattered  awav.  Rev.  Mr. 
Bonham  arranged  to  hold  a  Mission  at  Clayimle  during  Whitsun-week,. 
(since  held,  all  the  Clergy  of  the  District  assisting,)  with  Uie  view  of  trying 
to  brighten  up  the  prospects  of  the  Parish. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bell,  Rector  at  Waterville,  has  held  services  every  Sunday  ex- 
cept the  first  in  the  month,  at  Sangerfield  Centre,  with  very  good  attendance. 

At  Paris  Hill,  Rev.  Mr.  Wicks  reports  the  new  Rectory  nearly  completed, 
at  a  cost  of  over  $2,500.  A  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  building  for  a 
Parish  School,  which  begins  with  over  thirty  pupils,  and  bids  fair  soon  to 
require  a  larger  room. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wenman,  of  the  Fourth  District,  has  held  regular  Sunday  after- 
noon services  at  West  Vienna,  Oneida  County. 

The  Missionary  appointment  of  Clinton  and  Deansville  is  vacant,  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Loring.  It  is  too  important  a  field,  however,, 
to  remain  vacant  long.  P.  S. — The  Rev.  Geo.  P.  mbbard.  Deacon,  has  since 
taken  charge  of  it. 

Rev.  £.  W.  K.  Hager,  late  Rector  of  St.  Qeorge's  Church,  Utica,  now  ap- 
pointed Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Navy,  held  a  regular  Sunday  service 
at  Whitesboro,  with  an  average  attendance  of  sixty.  He  is  succeeded  in 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  George's  Church  by  Rev.  Dr.  Gibson,  its  former  Rector.. 

The  Parish  at  Oriskany,  left  vacant  by  Dr.  Gibson^  has  been  joined  witlk 
that  at  Holland  Patent,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  A^  H.  Rogers. 
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Rev.  D.  H.  Loveioj,  M.  D.,  of  New  Hartford,  has  officiated  once  a  month 
at  Chadwiek'a  MUIb.  The  oongregations  have  numbered  from  sixty  to  sev- 
entj-five,  and  have  joined  heartily  in  the  Church  service. 

Rer.  Dr.  Coxe,  of  Trinity  Church,  Utica,  reports  the  enterprise  of  the 
Hcmae  of  the  Oood  Shepherd  as  now  fftirly  under  way.  This  institution  is 
designed  for  "  the  care,  maintenance,  and  instruction  of  friendless,  neg- 
leeted,  and  destitute  children."  The  Bishop  is  President  of  the  Board  of 
ManaffeiB.  Br.  Coxe  has  yiaited  the  House  and  preached  on  four  Sundays 
since  Janoary  10.  Dr.  Woloott,  one  of  its  Lay  Manaffers,  and  Mr.  Le  Bou- 
tUlier,  have  kept  up  service  by  Lay  Beading  on  Sunday  afternoons  and  on 
Wednesday  evenings  through  Lent,  with  good  attendance.  Dr.  Goodrich 
has  also  officiated  there  several  times. 

Rev.  Dr.  Van  Deusen,  of  Grace  Church,  Utica,  reports  full  Sunday  service, 
whh  Monthly  Communion,  to  be  now  held  at  St.  Luke's  Mission  in  West 
Utica.  The  Sunday  School  has  four  officers,  twenty -two  teachers,  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  pupils.  The  DtLj  School,  two  teachers  and  ninetv  pupils. 
the  Night  School,  open  from  November  to  April,  four  teachers  and  seventy 
papila.  The  Industrial  Sdiool  six  tcAchers,  seventy  pupils.  There  are 
fixtj  OomnMUiicants,  and  the  congregation  numbers  one  nundred.  A  lot> 
mined  at  $2,800,  has  been  given  for  a  Church,  by  T.  K.  Butler,  Esq. ; ' 
$6,000  have  been  subscribed  towards  a  Church,  estimated  to  cost  about 
$10,000,  the  contract .  for  which  has  been  made.  On  Monday,  in  Easter- 
week,  tiie  organization  was  effected  of  a  Parish  to  be  called  St.  Luke's 
Memorial  Church.  The  Rev.  W.  N.  Irish  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Mission. 
A  dioir  has  been  organized  and  trained  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Falkner,  and  the  ser- 
ike  is  snng  chorally  (says  the  report,)  with  great  beauty  and  correctness. 

THIRD  DISTRICT. 

The  Third  Missionary  District  has  seven  self -supporting  Parishes,  and  six 
Missionary  Appointments. 

In  Broome  Countv,  Rev.  Mr.  Capen  reports  the  Parish  at  Whitney's  Point 
to  be  growing  in  Churdimanship  and  in  prosperity.  Rev.  Mr.  Roberts,  of 
Windsor,  continues  his  labors  at  Tuscarora. 

At  Union,  it  is  hoped  the  new  Church  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  this . 
lommer.    Work  on  it  has  been  suspended  temporarily  in  consequence  of 
the  death  of  a  prominent  Layman  there.     Services  have  been  sustained 
there  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Hitchcock  and  Paul,  of  Binghamton. 

A  Parish  has  been  organised  in  connection  with  the  House  of  the  Qood 
Shepherd,  at  Binghamton,  and  will  apply  for  admission  at  this  Convention. 
ffinoe  the  removalof  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coer,  Rev.  Robert  Paul  has  been  in  charge 
of  this  work,  now  committed  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson. 

At  Harpersville  and  Coventry,  the  place  of  the  former  faithful  Secretary 
of  the  Convocation,  Rev.  Mr.  Dolloway,  has  been  supplied  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Rev.  Joel  Davis. 

The  Rev.  Ifr.  Heaton,  late  Missionary  at  Guilford  and  Mt.  Upton,  Chenango 
County,  has  returned  to  England,  and  his  place  has  been  taken  by  the  Rev. 
H.  v.  Gardner. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Burrows,  of  Sherburne,  has  held  occasional  services  at 
Earlville,  the  point  of  junction  of  two  Chenango  Valley  Railroads.  He  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Loveridffe,  the  present  Secretary  of  Uie  District,  have  arranged  to 
hold  services  at  North  Norwich. 

At  Norwich,  they  have  the  design  for  a  new  Church  edifice  of  stone,  and 
are  about  commencing  the  work. 

The  Oxford  Academv,  under  its  Church  management,  is  spoken  of  as  a 
valuable  auxiliary  in  the  Church's  work,  which,  in  our  land  and  time,  is  so 
largely  educational.

Ber.  Kr.  Foater,  Beetor  of  Grace  diardi,  Cortland,  haa  kept  np  rcgakr 
aenrioea  at  McLean,  and  haa  held  occaaional  aenricea  at  Drjden,  Sooth  Gbit- 
land.  Homer,  Tmxton,  Eaat  Homer,  and  Preble.  Hia  Erangelist  habita  aeem 
atiU  to  cling  to  him,  greatly  to  the  adTantage  of  diarch  work  in  Cbitlaiid 
Coontj. 

Ber.  Kr.  Beanchamp,  of  Baldwinarille,  haa  rendered  ooeaakmal  aervioei 
at  Phcenix. 

Ber.  Kr.  Bajlejr'a  pariahionera,  at  Fajetteville,  are  working  hard  to  re- 
duce the  debt  on  their  new  Churdi. 

Ber.  Kr.  Phillipa,  of  Jordan,  haa  held  regular  aervioea  at  Weedaport  and 
Port  Bjion,  in  the  Fifth  Diatrict.  A  aite  for  a  Bectory  baa  been  offered  to 
the  PMiah  in  Jordan. 

In  St.  Jamea'  Pariah,  Skaneatelea,  of  which  Ber.  Thomaa  ftnith  ia  Rector, 
the  comer  atone  of  a  new  atone  Church  waa  laid  by  the  Biahop,  on  the  90U^ 
nit. ,  a  large  conoourae  attending  beaide  the  lovely  lake,  in  the  cheerfnl  aun< 
ahine. 

At  the  Onondaga  Beaervation,  Mr.  G.  B.  Walthart,  the  Catecbiat,  reporta 
increased  interest  in  the  Church  aerricea,  among  the  Pagan  Indiana. 

In  Syracuse,  Grace  Church,  Bev.  Mr.  Pattiaon's  Parish,  haa  relinquished 
the  Missionary  stipend,  at  an  unprecedently  early  period  in  its  history.  An 
example  worthy  of  imitation. 

St.  John's  Chapel  has  now  full  services,  besides  its  Sunday  School,  under 
the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Schouler.  The  Chapel  has  been  refitted,  and 
removed  to  a  site  owned  by  the  Church.  It  is  reported,  however,  to  be  too 
small  for  the  increasing  congregation,  and  is  to  be  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  a  transept. 

At  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Pratt  has  just  taken  charge, 
in  place  of  the  Rev.  S.  Russell  Jones,  removed  from  the  Diocese. 

The  Church  Brotherhood  and  Sisterhood  of  Syracuse  continue  their  be- 
neficent labors.  Having  transferred  St.  John's  Mission  to  the  special  care 
of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  their  special  enterprise  of  the  past  year  haa  been  the 
founding  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  Syracuse.  A  Layman  of 
St.  Paul's  Church  furnished  a  house  for  this  work,  from  February  to  May, 
free  of  charge.  Since  then  a  building  has  been  rented  for  a  year.  About 
a  dozen  persons  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution.  Sunday  after- 
noon services  have  been  held  at  the  House  by  the  Bishop  and  some  of  the 
Clergy,  and  the  Laity  have  been  liberal  in  their  contributions  for  its  sup- 
port, many  contributions  also  coming  from  sources  outside  of  our  Commu- 
nion. Nearly  a  hundred  persons  have  pledged  themselves  to  fill  the  Good 
Shepherd  Basket  (which  nolds  a  bushel,)  with  provisions  for  the  House, 
once  in  each  year,  so  that,  most  weeks,  two  baskets  of  supplies  come  in.' 
The  Free  Dispensary  is  also  kept  up,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Sumner 
Rhoades.  Work  is  given  out  to  poor  women,  at  the  Bishop's  house,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Sisterhood,  who  aleo  carry  on  an  Industrial  School,  in 
connection  with  St.  John's  Mission.

A  Sundaj  School  is  carlled  on  at  Fairmonnt,  beyond  Geddes,  hj  some 
jnembers  of  St.  James'  Church,  Syracuse. 

In  Oswe^  County,  Rev.  Mr.  Wenman,  of  Cleveland,  reports  his  services 
Jit  West  Vienna,  in  the  Second  District,  where  six  persons  have  been  con- 
firmed. 

Services  at  Phoenix  have  been  kept  up  by  Mr.  George  P.  Hibbard,  a  Can- 
didate for  Orders,  formerly  a  Minister  of  the  Universalist  denomination. 

The  little  circle  of  faithful  souls  at  Sterling  Centre  have  had  services 
kept  up  by  Mrs.  Patten,  who  has  acted  as  Lay  Reader,  and  conducted  the 
Sunday  School. 

In  Christ  Church,  Oswego,  a  Woman's  Missionary  Association  has  been 
founded,  to  lend  the  help  of  woman's  work  to  the  Missionary  operations  of 
the  Church. 

Owing,  in  most  cases,  to  Providential  hindrances,  we  have  no  reports  this 
Tear  from  Casenovia,  Chittenango,  Pernrville,  Homer,  James ville,  Manlius, 
Ifarcellus,  Constantia,  Pulaski,  or  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Oswego. 

The  Offerings  of  the  District  are  reported  as  about  $3,900. 

FIFTH  DISTRICT, 

The  Fifth  District  has  three  self-supporting  Parishes  and  six  Missionary 
Appointments. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brainard,  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  reports  several  special 
.MTvioes  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  He  is  still  Chaplain  of  the  St.Qeorfe's 
Society.  The  Sisterhood  of  his  Parish  supports  an  Industrial  School  of 
•eighty  scholars.  There  is  also  a  Toung  Mien's  Quild.  A  member  of  the 
'Parish  is  adding  a  spire  to  St.  Peter's  Church,  at  his  individual  expense. 

Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale,  of  St.  John's  Church,  reports  good  attendance,  both 
St  Church  and  Sunday  School,  and  prospects  encouraging. 

The  Church  at  Northville  has  had  few  services,  except  a  Mission  held 
there  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bonham,  which  was  largely  attended.  The  new  Rec- 
tor of  the  Church  at  Aurora  proposes  to  give  some  services  at  this  point. 

The  Missionary  at  Aurora  is  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Casev,  Deacon,  who  has  taken 
the  place  of  the  Rev.  James  O.  Drumm,  removed  to  Clayton,  in  the  First 
District.  Mr.  Casev  has  held  service  once  at  Union  Springs,  and  commenced 
services  at  Savannah,  besides  his  work  at  Aurora. 

At  Union  Springs  the  new  Church  has  been  consecrated  since  last  year's 
report.     A  resident  Rector  is  much  desired. 

The  Church  edifice  at  Cayuga,  Rev.  James  A.  Brown,  Rector,  is  about 
ready  for  consecration.  It  will  have  cost  about  $5,400,  and  is  entirely  free 
from  debt.  The  i>eople  at  Seneca  Falls  have  presented  a  Font  to  this 
Parish,  and  some  ladies  from  Waterloo  have  decorated  the  interior  of  the 
Church.  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  has  held  Church  service  several  times  in  the 
village  of  Aurelius. 

At  Moravia,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Rogers,  removed  to  Oriskany,  Oneida  County, 
haa  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Colhoun.  A  Mission  has  been  held  in 
Moravia,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bonham,  with  good  success. 

Rev.  S.  H.  Phillips,  of  Jordan,  in  the  Fourth  District,  supplies  the  sta- 
tions at  Weedsport  and  Port  Byron.  At  Weedsport  $3,000  have  been  sub- 
scribed toward  the  erection  of  a  new  Church,  in  place  of  their  present 
Chapel. 

At  Port  Byron  the  congregation  have  rented  the  Masonic  Hall.  They  in- 
tend building  a  Church  to  cost  about  $5,000.  A  Sunday  School  is  also  to 
be  organized.

8KTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Sixth  District  has  four  self -supporting  Pteishes,  and  iov  MmbIi— ly 
Appointments, 

Ber.  Mr.  McKnight,  of  Trinity  Chnrdi,  Ehnira,  Pmidaitof  theDitikt> 
reports  the  total  Offerings  of  his  Parish  for  Diocesan  JfisBionaaafOOO,  being 
six  times  as  mach  as  it  formerly  gave  for  all  Missionary  porposca  together. 
This  result  he  attribntes,  under  God,  mainly  to  the  Pledge  Syalem. 

The  Rev.  A.  F.  Rami>ff  has  supplied  five  Stations  with  serrieea,  tlioogli 
his  appointments  have  been  sometimes  broken,  through  the  indcmency  of 
the  past  severe  winter.  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  and  St.  John's,  Itluum,. 
have  contributed,  the  first  $15  and  the  second  $50,  towards  the  repairs  of 
the  Church  at  Danby.  Besides  Danby,  Speedsville,  and  Csndor,  MrMampH 
considers  Spencer  and  Caroline  as  favorable  Stations  for  Missionary  enter- 
prise. 

At  Horsehesds  and  Big  Flats,  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Goudy,  who  haa  removed, 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Bowman,  from  Syracuse. 

Rev.  Mr.  Randolph,  of  Trumansbure,  reports  that  the  Parish  haa  received. 
the  Legacy  of  $9,000  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  John  Carr.  It  has  also  been  pre- 
sented with  a  Rectory,  costing  $3,000,  and  with  a  site  for  a  Church  adioin- 
ing,  and  centrally  located,  costing  $1,500.  It  is  designed  to  lay  out  about 
$15,000  for  a  Church  and  Chapel.  A  gentleman  of  the  Parish  contributed 
$100  toward  the  Evangelist  Fund. 

The  Rev  Mr.  Esch,  of  Waverly,  has  officiated  at  Smithboroon  every  alter- 
nate Sunday.  The  children  of  the  Mission  have  contributed  $100  for  the 
support  of  their  Sunday  School,  which  is  superintended  by  a  gentleman  of 
the  place,(Mr.  Burr  Pearsall,)  who  also  acts  as  Lay  Reader  when  Mr.  Esch 
is  not  present.  A  Church  building  is  much  needed  for  the  progress  of  the 
Mission,  but  the  people  are  too  poor  to  build  one  without  help.  The  Sun- 
day School  gathers  in  nearly  all  the  children  of  the  place. 

Mr.  Each  reports  the  Parish  at  Waverly  free  from  debt,  and  increasing  in 
numbers,  in  pecuniary  ability,  and  in  favor  among  the  people.  Mr.  Warner,, 
as  Lay  Reader,  supplies  services  in  his  absence. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hoskins,  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  holds  re^lar  Sunday  after- 
noon services  at  Wellsburg.  The  Church  is  well  attended,  and  the  Sunday 
School  popular,  even  with  outsiders,  because,  they  say,  the  children  there- 
'*  learn  something." 

GENERAL  VIEW. 

Notwithstanding  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished,  the  needs  of  our 
Mission  work  are  the  same  that  they  have  been  ueretofore;  principally,  a 
more  universal  interest  in  it,  on  the  part  of  both  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
This  should  be  shown  in  attendance  at  Convocations,  and  in  rendering  th& 
reports  which  their  Constitutions  require,  and  which  are  implied  in  th& 
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Canon  of  the  Diocese  itself.  The  Ordination  vows  of  every  Clergyman 
pledge  him,  if  not  to  eagerness,  at  least  to  obedience,  in  these  matters;  and 
"the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us"  all,  Clergymen  and  Laymen,  to  zeal 
and  interest,  especially  in  the  Church's  appointed,  and  regular  system  of 
agffreflsive  operation.  He  is  no  good  soldier  who  is  needlessly  absent  at  the 
rS9  call,  on  the  appointed  morning  of  the  battle.  The  frequency  of  our 
Clerical  changes  is  to  be  regretted,  as  on  many  other  grounds,  so  on  this, 
thai  they  break  up  a  Clergyman's  relations  in  his  Convocation,  and  it  takes 
him  some  time  to  find  his  place  in  the  new  field. 

Afpidn,  more  universal  interest  should  be  shown  in  the  signing  of  the^ 
Pleq^  for  Missionary  Offerings,  and  the  regular  discharge  of  the  obligation 
thus  (not  created,  but)  recognii^ .  The  si)ecific  pledges  summon  each  person 
to  take  the  Mission  cause  into  full  consideration,,  to  estimate  his  duty  towards- 
it  as  determined  bv. the  ability  which  Qod  has  given  him,  and  to  decide  on 
his  offering  with  thonghtfulness  and  prayer;  then,  not  to  be  weary  in  well 
doing,  but  to  give  systematically  and  perseveringlv  for  the  spread,  in  his 
own  Diocese,  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and  tne  salvation  of  his  own 
fellow  citizens  and  brethren.  Our  country's  need  of  the  Church  is  not 
diminishing,  but  increasing.  The  Protestant  Denominations  around  us  do- 
not  gain  on  the  mass  of  ignorance  and  irreli^^on  that  exists,  both  in  dty 
and  in  country.  We  ourselves,  whose  nowth  is  incomparably  more  rapid 
ikuui  any  of  theirs,  do  not  keep  up  with  the  increase  of  the  population. 
Rev.  Herbert  Smythe,  in  his  book,  "The  Church,  Rome,  and  iMssent,'^ 
{"ether  Dissent,"  we  suppose  he  means,)  says  that  in  the  twenty-five  years- 
preceding  1880,  the  population  of  the  county  increased  eight  and  a  half 
per  cent,  faster  than  the  membership  of  the  Church.  In  Russia,  he  says,, 
there  is  one  Clergyman  of  the  Qreek  Church  to  every  600  souls.  In  Sweden,, 
one  Clergyman  of  the  National  Church  to  every  1,100  souls.  In  England 
and  Wales,  about  the  same  proportion.  In  Ireland,  one  Church  Clergyman 
to  every  8,000  inhabitants.  In  Canada,  one  to  every  6,000,  taking  the  whole 
Dominion  together.  In  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  one  Church  Clergy- 
man to  16,0(X)  inhabitants.  In  Massachusetts,  one  to  10,000.  In  Connecti- 
cut, one  to  every  2,600.  In  the  State  of  New  York  as  a  whole,  one  Church 
Clergyman  for  6,000  people.  This  by  the  census  of  1800.  According  to 
tibe  census  of  1870,  and  the  present  statistics  of  our  Diocese,  the  proportion 
in  Central  New  York  is  one  Clergjrman  to  8,067  souls.  We  fall  below  the 
general  average  of  our  own  State.  Our  numbers  would  have  to  be  multi- 
plied by  four  to  bring^  them  up  to  the  average  of  Connecticut,  by  eight  to* 
make  us  equal  with  England;  by  sixteen,  to  minister  to  all  the  i>eople,  as 
does  the  CHiurch  of  Russia.  Yet  our  absolute  increase,  since  1800,  since 
1889,  when  Western  New  York  was  set  off,  since  the  memorv  of  most  of 
us  ^ho  are  laboring  in  this  field,  encourages  us  to  continue  in  confidence 
to  "sow  beside  all  waters,"  and  to  expect  great  things,  even  among  our- 
selves, for  the  future  of  the  American  Church.  At  the  close  of  the  War 
of  Independence,  our  Church  was  thought  to  be  dead  in  America.  As  late 
as  1829,  it  had  but  627  Clergy.  Twenty  years  later,  in  1860,  it  numbered 
1,667.  Our  number  of  Clergy  is  now  not  less  than  8,000.  It  has  doubled 
in  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

All  that  is  now  wanted  is  to  use  our  opportunities,  to  enter  in  at  the  open 
doors,  to  follow  the  rail  road  lines,  to  pursue  the  water  courses  ;  wherever 
traffic  goes,  or  manufacture,  to  make  religion  go  also;  to  keep  the  Church 
abreast  of  the  age,  and  prepare  for  the  time  when  the  kingdoms  of  this 
world  shall  become  the  Kingdoms  of  our  God  and  of  His  Christ. 

The  Missionary  Board,  as  "wise  bankers,"  feel  the  need  of  increased 
economy  in  the  use  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  charge.  They  do  not 
intend  to  pay  money  except  where  real  labor  has  been  performed.  They  do 
not  intend,  bv  over  liberal  stipends,  to  check  the  disposition  of  growing 
Puishes  to  "devise  liberal  things"  themselves  for  the  support  of  Qod's- 
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Kingdom  among  them.  Rather  thej  intend,  while  helping  the  weak,  to 
stimulate  the  strong  to  help  others,  and  the  growing  to  help  themselves. 
The  examples  of  some  of  our  youngest  Missions  prove,  that  a  given  expend- 
iture will  often  hring  a  richer  harvest  in  a  place  where  the  Church  has 
scarcely  heen  heard  of,  than  where  a  Church  Parish  has  maintained  a  feehle 
life  for  many  years,  but,  from  faults  without,  or  faults  within  itself,  his 
gained  no  appreciable  growth.  It  would  seem  hard  to  deprive  any  Church 
community  of  Church  privileges ;  but  the  general  rule  of  God's  Providence 
is  that  "to  him  that  hath  shall  be  given;  and  from  him  that  hath  not,  shall 
be  taken  even  that  which  he  hath." 

The  Evangelist  system  has  commended  itself,  both  in  theory  and  in  prac- 
tice, to  the  favor  of  the  Board.  The  Bishop  suggests,  and  the  Board  ap- 
?rove,  a  use  of  that  system,  with  some  modifications,  upon  a  larger  scale, 
'he  plan  of  Associate  Missions,  such  as  have  succeeded  so  well  at  uie  West, 
is  proposed  for  our  Diocese.  The  plan  involves  the  existence,  in  any  con- 
venient centre,  of  a  residence, where  some  of  the  younger  Clergy,  stUl  un- 
married, may  live  together,  pursuing  their  studies,  as  youxig  Clergymen 
need  to  do,  through  tne  week,  and  going  out  on  Sundays  to  officiate  at  des- 
titute points,  vacant  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  It  is  thought  that,  the  residence  once  secured, 
there  would  be  both  economy  and  efficiency  in  such  a  plan,  and  certainly 
there  would  be  much  in  it  tliat  would  be  pleasant,  both  for  the  Missionaries 
themselves,  and  for  the  people  to  whom  they  should  minister.  There  are 
many  points  in  the  country  about  Syracuse,  and  probably  in  the  vicinity  of 
other  cities  of  our  Diocese,  that  could  be  supplied  with  Church  services  fkr 
sooner  and  more  thoroughly  on  such  a  system  than  by  any  plan  we  have  as 
yet  known. 

We  feel  deeply  that  the  Missionary  work  is  the  special  duty  set  before 
the  Church  of  this  day.  That  our  charge  is  to  be  administered,  not  mainly 
to  increase  the  comfort  of  any  Minister,  or  to  diminish  the  burdens  of  any 
congregation,  but  mainly  to  spread  abroad  the  knowledge  of  Christ  and  His 
Church,  and  extend  their  influence  in  this  land.  Two  of  the  Missionaries 
of  the  Diocese  have  voluntarily  relinquished  a  portion  of  their  stipends  at 
the  present  meeting  of  the  Board.  And  we  confidently  expect  the  assent 
of  all,  Clergjrmen  and  Laymen,  to  this  view  of  Diocesan  responsibilities; 
and  the  hearty  cooperation  of  all,  men,  women,  and  little  children,  of  all 
members  of  Christ,  by  interests,  gifts,  and  prayers,  in  trying  to  make  Qod's 
Kingdom  come,  in  beauty  and  in  fullness,  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

All  which,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  is  respectfully  submitted.

§.    ^ort  on  Cj^ristian  (Sltiuation. 

It  can  hardly  be  expected  that  there  should  be  any  great  change,  in  a 
single  twelvemonth,  in  the  means  and  conditions  of  education  among  us. 
Changes,  no  doubt,  are  continually  goins^  on,  but  their  movement  is  so' 
gradiud  that  much  longer  periods  must  be  taken  into  the  account  if  we 
would  rightly  appreciate  the  spirit  that  animates  them,  or  estimate  the  re- 
sults thev  are  likely  to  bring  to  pass.  For  a  sketch  of  the  many  institu- 
tions and  methods  relating  to  this  subject,  which  are  still  in  active 
operation  in  our  borders  as  they  have  been  in  past  years,  or  with  slight 
modifications  only,  we  may  content  ourselves  with  referring  to  the  full  ac- 
counts of  them  which  former  Committees  have  presented  to  recent 
Cohventions  of  our  Diocese ;  and  with  offering  one  or  two  suggestions  only, 
which  seem  appropriate  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Church  to-day. 

Of  our  public  institutions  for  instruction  there  are  but  three  which  can 
be  said  properly  to  have  a  really  Diocesan  character,  or  to  exist  under  con- 
ditions that  give  an  assurance  of  their  permanence.  These  are  the 
Academv  at  &ford,  Keble  School  at  Syracuse,  and  St.  John's  at  Manlius. 
The  Oxford  Academy  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  old-fashioned  Academy, 
so  long  useful  and  so  deservedly  popular  in  this  region.  It  has  main- 
tained for  some  three  quarters  of  a  century  a  foremost  place  among  schools 
of  its  kind,  and  we  are  sure  that  it  will  lose  nothing  of  its  high  rank,  now 
that  it  has  passed  under  churchly  supervision  and  control.  Of  Keble 
S^ool  we  have  only  praises.  The  number  of  boys  at  St.  John's  has  this 
jear  been  larger  than  before.  All  three  institutions,  thoufi'h  exposed  to 
some  hindrances  growing  out  of  their  recent  establishment,  nave  received 
most  encouraging. tokens  of  the  confidence  and  approval  of  Churchmen 
and  the  public,  and  we  have  abundant  reason  to  Mlieve  that  they  will 
CQiitlnae  to  merit  such  prosperity,  and  be  of  lasting  service  to  our  Church 
.and  country.  It  is  a  cause  of  much  regret  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Olin  has 
thought  it  his  interest  and  duty  to  resign  the  Head-Mastership  of  St. 
John^.  Traces  of  his  skill  and  laborious  fidelity  will  long  remain  in  the 
IhoxDUgh  organization  of  the  school  system,  and  the  effects  of  the  firm 
^Bieirgj  vfith  which  he  administered  ail  its  interests. 
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The  proper  education  of  the  joun^  has  always  been  esteemed  of  the 
highest  importance.  The  mere  politician,  and  one  who  bounds  his  yiews. 
of  things  by  the  rules  of  political  economy,  may  be  content  with  tiiat 
training  which  sharpens  the  mind  to  judge  snrewdly  of  material  interests,, 
and  teaches  well  the  laws  of  an  earthly  and  temporal  adyantage.  But  in 
all  ages  the  statesmen,  the  men  of  larger  yiews  and  farther  forecast,  haye- 
looked  for  something  mure  than  this,  and  haye  demanded  a  moral  trainings 
also  to  giye  them  assurance  of  good  citizens  and  of  well-ordered  common- 
wealths. Most  of  all,  and  more  than  they  all,  haye  the  teachers  of 
Christianity,  always  and  eyerywhere,  from  the  beginning,  taught  and 
insisted  that  their  children  should  haye — a  culture  of  the  intellect,  indeed,, 
an  increase  and  grasp  of  knowledge — ^but,  as  aboye  all  and  better  than  iQl,. 
the  training  of  the  conscience  and  of  the  heart.  The  wise  men  of  the 
world  called  for  braye  men,  true  men,  honorable  men,  men  prudent  in 
counsel,  resolute  in  peril,  unflinching  when  hard  things  must  be  done ;. 
taught  to  obey  alike  and  to  command,  strong  to  oyeroome,  steadfast  to* 
control.  They  thought  the  world  needed  such  men  to  subdue,  to  establish,, 
to  perpetuate.  They  conceiyed  of  nothing  higher  than  force,  of  nothing 
better  than  dominion.  But  when  Christ  came,  there  came  in  also,  by  and 
through  Him,  a  true  ideal  of  humanity.  Henceforth  it  was  peace  and 
truth  and  loye  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Qhost  that  men  were  to  aim  at.  They^ 
were  still  to  be  true  and  honorable  men,  but  men  of  a  diyine  truth  and  of 
a  heayenly  yirtue.  The  dominion  they  were  to  aim  at  was  the  sway  of 
righteousness,  the  authority  they  were  to  exercise  was  the  authority  of 
duty,  the  supremacy  they  were  to  seek  was  that  of  loye.  Worldly  loss 
and  diminution  they  reckoned  little  of  in  comparison  with  spiritual  and 
celestial  gains.  Far  nobler  in  their  esteem  than  honors  and  power  and  em> 
,  pire  were  meekness  and  forgiyeness  and  the  supremacy  of  loye. 

These  two  tendencies  haye  been  antagonist  always.  From  the  beginning 
to  this  day  eyer  haye  the  lines  been  drawn.  The  contest  has  gone  on  from 
age  to  age  with  yairing  issue,  to-day  the  higher,  truth  seemed  the  yictor, 
to-morrow  it  seemea  to  be  crushed  to  the  earth.  And  yet  it  needed  only 
the  to-morrow  to  show  itself  foreyer  the  yictor.  To-day  is  the  controyersy 
more  intense  than  eyer,  and  we  are  deeper  than  our  fathers  eyen  in  the 
thickness  and  desperateness  of  the  fight.  To-day,  too,  it  has  put  on  new 
aspects.  The  contest  was  once  for  special  truths ;  now  it  rages  along  tho 
whole  Une.  The  great  question  of  to-day  is,  if  there  be  any  supernatural.. 
The  men  of  science  refuse  to  acknowledge  anything  as  real  saye  what  they 
can  see  and  touch  and  measure.  As  men  of  science  they  well  may  keep 
within  this  precinct.  But  they  deny  any  reality  beyond  it,  and  so,  with  a 
simple  word  of  negation,  shut  oiit  from  our  sphere  of  thought  and  affection 
all  spiritual  truth  and  soul  and  Qod.  They  tell  us  that  matter  and  its 
relations  are  all  that  we  can  reach,  that  thought  and  mind  are  other  names 
for  burning  phosphorus,  and  that,  if  there  be  a  God,  we  cannot  know  Him. 
The  end  to  which  all  this  leads,  howeyer  disguised,  and  hardly  disguised 
eyen,  is  Atheism.  We  cannot  conceal  from  ourselyes  the  fact  that  such, 
yiews  are  widely  spread,  and  are  becoming  more  and  more  popular.  Our 
periodioil  literature  is  largely  tainted  witn  them.  Treatises  that  are  de- 
signed to  adyocate  them  are  multiplying  rapidly.  They  fall  in  with  the 
tendencies  to  what  is  called  liberal  thinking,  now  for  a  long  time  growing- 
among  us,  and  furnish  a  new  impulse  to  its  moyement.  And,  what  is  of 
more  consequence,  they  fall  in  with  the  licentious  and  irregular  tendendes- 
of  our  day,  its  ^slike  of  what  is  old  and  established,  its  restlessness  under 
law  and  order,  its  loose  and  shifting  yiews  of  social  and  domestic  relations, 
its  disposition  to  indulge  and  encourage  low  appetites  and  passions,  and, 
shutting  out  all  influences  that  are  spiritual  and  diyine,  to  recognise  man 
as  nothmfi^  else  than  perhaps  the  best  organized  animal  on  the  earth«  In 
tills  unwillingness  to  belieye  anything  supernatural  to  be  real,  lies  one 
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of  our  peculiar  dangers,  while  it  also  makes  worse  every  other  exjwsure  to 
evil,  and  will,  if  unhindered,  blot  out  all  religion  and  render  of  little 
worth  what  may  remain  of  practical  morals. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  such  views  are  now  urged  upon  us  with  argu- 
ments of  no  slight  plausibility,  and  methods  of  denial  and  of  doubt  so 
subtle  that  we  hardly  wonder  that  many  are  deceived  by  them.  Doubtless 
the  full  extent  of  their  evil  influence  has  by  no  means  been  reached 
as  yet.  The  controversy  is  to  attain  a  more  fearful  intensity  as  well  as  a 
wider  range.  We  have  indeed  no  fears  for  the  issue.  Men,  however 
strangely  and  sadly  for  a  while  misled,  must  put  off  their  nature  and  cease 
to  be  men,  before  they  can  utterly  and  finally  Mve  up  their  faith  in  those 
high  realities,  above  us  and  overruling  us,  to  which  always  our  conscience 
points  us,  which  our  sense  of  sin  compels  us  to  trust  to,  and  to  which  all 
our  native  aspirations  after  duty  and  worth  and  perfection  are  perpetually 
leading  us  upward  and  onward. 

But  in  this  great  contest  what  part  can  we  take — what  part  rather  must 
we  take  ?    Of  course  the  whole  case  must  be  studied,  the  old  ground  and 
the  new  examined,  argument  met  and  refuted  by  are^ment,  the  true  method 
of  discipline  ascertained,  the  facts  sifted  and  settled,  and  if  there  be,  as 
there  may  be,  rents  and  crevices  in  our  old  armor,  they  must  be  closed 
up.      But  may  we  not  find  our  best  weapons  for  this  warfare  in  the  pro- 
cesses of  a  true  Christian  education  ?    The  questions  involved  in  it  are  far 
more  moral  than  speculative  in  their  nature.      The  men  of  science  cannot 
deal  with  them.    The  methods  of  science,  properly  such,  do  not  touch 
them.     The  grand  and  leading  error  in  the  whole  case  has  been  the  tacit 
and  most  arrogant  assumption,  that  beyond  what  the  scientific  man  can  see 
and  hear  and  weigh  and  measure  there  is  nothing,  no  truth,  no  reality. 
But  the  doctrine  of  the  supernatural  rests  on  no  such  scrutinies  and 
observations.     It  is  the  necessary  counterpart  to  our  human  reason  and 
conscience,  our  sense  of  right  and  wrong  and  duty  and  moral  excellence. 
And  our  best  safeguard  and  assurance  lies  in  our  recognition   of  these 
principles,  and  insisting  on  their  worth  and  the  results  they  teach  us.     It  is 
our  perception  of  duty  that  leads  us  up  to  God.     It  is  our  consciousness  of 
guilt  that  reveals  to  us  retribution  and  the  Judge.     It  is  our  sentiment  of 
moral  worth,  and  our  experience,  however  imperfect,  of  the  joy  of  inward 
rectitude,  that  anticipates  for  us  the  blessedness  of  Heaven.     And  surely 
we  have  done  not  a  little  to  keep  alive  in  men  faith  in  those  transcendent 
realities  when  we  have  been  enabled  to  unfold  and  establish  these  and 
their  kindred  principles  in  the  youthful  spirit.     If  we  can  make  conscience 
and  duty  and  the  love  of  truth  and  a  choice  of  the  right  to  be  living  and 
controlling  elements  in  the  hearts  of  our  children,  as  they  grow  up,  need 
we  fear  that,  when  they  have  grown  up,  they  will  hesitate  or  waver  in  the 
faith  ? 

By  Christian  education  we  mean  moral  education  in  the  highest  and 
purest  sense  of  the  word.  Whatever  labor  may  be  given  to  mental 
culture  and  increase  in  knowledge,  and  there  should  be  no  relaxing  here, 
our  best  efforts  are  still  due  to  the  moral  and  religious  training  of  the 
▼oong.  Here,  most  of  all,  are  we  to  call  to  our  aid,  not  only  the  wisest 
lessons  of  experience,  but  the  best  efforts  of  the  noblest  spirits  among  us  ; 
and  not  professional  teachers  only,  but  parents  and  friends  no  less,  have  to 
gird  themselves  to  this  work  as  for  a  solemn  service,  and  be  prepared  for 
it  by  hiffh  attainments  in  self -discipline  and  inward  integrity  and  purity 
and  tmm.  For,  be  it  remembered  that  in  this  duty  the  good  or  evil  that 
men  bring  to  pass  come,  not  from  what  they  say,  or  what  they  do,  so  much 
as  from  what  they  are.  The  moral  energy  within  ourselves,  the  reality 
and  power  of  our  own  sniritual  life,  is  the  cnief  means  and  the  measure  of 
our  success.     Without  this  the  "precept  upon  precept,  line  upon  Une,"  are 
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of  little  use.  Painted  fire  does  not  bum.  And  childhood  has  an  instinctive 
sense,  for  which  the  trained  cunning  of  men  is  no  match,  that  detects 
insincerity  and  untruth.  The  ingenuous  temper  of  youth  abhors  and 
rejects  the  untrue  and  unreal.  We  must  already  have  in  ourselves  the 
character  we  would  impress  on  others.  Without  this  our  labors  must  be 
almost  in  vain. 

It  is  little  less  than  a  corollary  from  all  this,  when  we  declare  our  judgment 
that  the  wisest  scheme  of  moral  education  that  the  world  has  ever  seen  is 
contained  in  the  method  and  order  of  the  Church.  So  long  and  far  as  we 
act  on  that  method,  and  comply  with  that  order,  the  blessing  of  Heaven 
goes  with  us,  and  we  come  to  prosperous  results ;  and  is  not  our  so 
obvious  and  lamentable  failure  and  decay  in  this  regard  due  very  much  to 
our  wide  departure  from  the  rule  of  the  Church  and  our  disregard  of  its 
spirit  ?  The  method  of  the  Church  has  a  divine  origin  and  sanction.  The 
experience  of  many  generations  has  approved  it,  and  commended  it  to  us. 
Not  as  if  we  were  wiser  than  they  who  nave  tried  it,  than  He  who  gave  it 
— though  it  might  seem  so— but  in  exceeding  heedlessness  and  in  an  indif- 
ference that  is  criminal,  and  might  prove  fatal,  we  have  drifted  far  away  from 
the  line  of  her  directions,  and  now  find  it  not  easy  to  return.  But  return 
we  must,  or  we  must  lose  all,  and  fail  utterly.  In  many  other  things 
have  we  forgotten  her  guidance,  or  come  short  of  her  spirit,  but  in  tms 
matter  of  Christian  education,  it  may  be,  most  of  all.  And  so  our  return 
in  this  is  most  imperative.  Nowhere  is  the  need  greater,  nowhere  is  the 
peril  more.  As  the  Church  directs,  the  child  must  first  be  made  a  Christian 
in  Holy  Baptism.  From  that  hour  prayers  and  careful  watchings  and  the 
helps  and  guidings  of  devout  and  earnest  hearts  should  ever  blend  with 
the  caresses  of  the  mother,  and  the  cares  of  the  father,  and  all  the 
responsibilities  of  the  sponsors,  and  impart  to  them  a  consecrating  power 
and  a  heavenly  benediction.  When  the  child  is  entrusted  to  teachers  and 
masters,  if  he  is  to  be  trained  in  the  ways  of  the  Church,  they  must  be 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  Church,  and  as  they  are  to  teach  so  they 
must  have  learned  obedience  to  her  holy  precepts.  Especially  should  this 
be  the  case  with  those  who  attempt  to  give  instruction  in  the  truths  of  the 
Bible,  as  in  Sunday  Schools,  that  they  may  teach  no  heresy,  or  what  may 
lead  unwary  ones  sometimes  to  acts  of  schism.  And  it  were  well  for  them 
to  note  carefully  what  books  are  given  to  the  young,  and  exclude  from 
them  those  that  are  unchurchly,  for  we  learn  that  in  some,  perhaps  in  not 
a  few,  of  our  Sunday  School  Libraries,  a  large  part  of  the  books  inculcate, 
and  were  so  designed,  views  and  principles  that  are  hostile  to  the  Church, 
or  at  the  best  indifferent.     So,  later  on,  when  the  child  is  of  a  proper  age, 

Srovision  has  been  made  that  by  fit  persons  he  shall  be  brought  to  the 
•ishop,  to  be  confirmed  by  him  ;  and  who  can  estimate  the  worth  and  vast- 
ness  of  the  change  that  might  be  wrought  among  us,  would  such  persons 
be  indeed  faithful  to  this  duty,  nor  leave  the  youth,  as  now  they  almost 
always  do,  to  his  own  feeble  judgment  and  wayward  impulses.  And  when 
the  inmost  privileges  of  the  Church  on  earth  have  been  reached,  how  well 
might  the  disciple  be  trained  by  all  the  Church's  appointments,  would  he 
only  be  true  to  them,  by  fastings  and  almsgivings,  by  feast  and  holy-day, 
by  constant  worship  and  frequent  eucharists,  by  perpetual  "good  will  to 
men"  and  thankfulness  to  God,  into  a  faith  that  shall  be  steadfast,  and  to 
an  ever-growing  hope  and  love,  and  so  rise  at  length  to  "the  stature  of  a 
perfect  man  in  Christ  Jesus."  So  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
nurture  of  all  her  members.  Everywnere  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave 
does  she  show  her  loving  care  for  them.  Would,  only,  that  all  to  whom 
the  several  parts  of  this  noble  function  are  entrusted  were  true  to  their 
place,  and  faithful  in  their  high  duty  I  The  system  of  the  Church  is  the 
wisest  and  best,  but  it  is  feebly  carried  out  by  imperfect  men.      How  low 
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we  h*ye  fallen  from  her  ideal  of  a  Christian  life,  how  sad  a  hindrance  our 
incompetence  and  indifference  have  proved,  there  is  hardly  need  for  us  to 
teU.  Xiet  US  try  to  illustrate  the  \^orth  of  her  system  and  the  grievousness 
-of  our  declension  hy  a  single  example. 

A  true  Christian  education  has  for  its  hasis  the  vows  made  in  Baptism  ; 
.and  tiiose  vows  determine  as  well  the  aims  and  method  and  measure  of 
^Christian  education.  Its  processes  are  then  begun  in  us  by  a  Divine 
Power,  which  works  on  in  us  evermore  in  sympathy  with  all  human 
effort,  and  soon  demands,  as  always  it  amply  rewards,  our  human  coOpera- 
^on,  and  for  which  so  early  and  perpetual  grace  our  best  labors  in  that  be- 
Jiali  are  but  a  scanty  requital.  80  early  too  begins  the  duty  of  those  who 
hyave  in  charge  the  nurture  of  the  new-made  Christian,  of  parents  and 
flponsors,  a  duty  which  naturally  expresses  itself  in  prayers  and  watchful- 
nesa  and  a  careful  preparing  for  wliat  may  come  after. 

Fathers  and  mothers,  one  would  think,  should  need  no  urging  to  the  full 
disd^arge  of  their  duty.     But  the  wise  forecast  of  the  Church  has  pro- 
Tided  another  agency,  a  help  if  they  are  faithful,  and,  if  they  in  any  way 
are  hindered,  a  substitute  to  do  the  whole  work  for  them.    And  this 
provision,  always  so  kind,  often  so  needful,  have  we  not  almost  thrown 
aside,  and  virtually  for^tten  ?      It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  we  need 
to  retrace  our  steps  in  this  regard,  and  bring  back  into  full  power  among  us  the 
excellent  institution  which  our  fathers  so  much  relied  on,  and  from  which 
we  have  so  far  departed.     As  promises  to  God,  the  vows  of  Sponsors  are  no 
less  solemn  and  no  less  binding  than  those  of  the  parents.      They  can  ren- 
der a  service  hardly  less  effectual  than  the  parents'.     Should  divine  Provi- 
dence BO  order  it  the  whole  duty  of  the  parents  becomes  theirs.     Should 
there  be  no  such  need,  their  vow  is  still  coordinate  with  that  of  the 
parent,  indeed  is  in  words  the  same,  is  of  the  same  import  and  force 
every  way,  and  at  the  least  binds  them  to  a  hearty  and  zealous  concurrence. 
The  relation  in  which  they  have  consented  to  stand  is  a  real  relation.     The 
duties  it  requires  at  their  hands  are  real  duties,  and  most  momentous. 
They  may  not  be  shaken  off,  or  neglected,  or,  be  the  pretext  what  it  may, 
be  disregarded,  without  guilt.      In  the  order  of  the  Cnurch  the  sponsor  is 
made  to  stand  side  by  side  with  the  parent,  whatever  events  may  be  ;  and 
in  one  event  to  take  his  place,  in  this  respect,  fully,  and  do  the  duty  to  the 
child  that  he  should  have  done,  as  thoroughly  and  with  as  complete  an 
obligation.     It  were  not  difficult  to  trace  the  steps  of  our  declension.     But 
it  is  of  more  consequence  that  we  retrace  them.     We  have  fallen  to  a  sad 
degeneracy.      We  have  retained  the  form  of  this  excellent  institution,  but 
have  lost  its  meaning.      As  nature  has  provided,  for  the  careful  training  of 
the  child,  the  affections  of  the  natural  parents,  so  has  the  Church  provided, 
that  he  may  grow  up  in  a  divine  obedience,  those  whom  she  has,  not  pro- 
fanely, but  in  the  true  meaning  of  fit  words,  styled  God-fathers  and  God- 
mothers, whose  conscience  is  no  less  bound  to  their  duty  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  God  and  the  rule  of  His  Church  than  are  the  natural  parents  by 
their  natural  affection.     How  commonly  the  sacredness  of  these  vows  is 
overlooked,  and  the  duties  they  impose  disregarded,  we  need  not  tell ;  how 
commonly  the  promise  to  God  is  made  "to  see  that  the  child  be  virtuously 
hrooght  up  to  lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life,"  and  the  maker  thinks  of 
nothing  but  to  do  an  act  of  courtesy  to  a  friend  ;  promises  "to  take  care 
that  thiB  child  shall  be  brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him," 
and  never  thinks  again  if  in  any  way  the  child  be  taught,  or  ever  be  brought 
to  confirmation;  how  commonly,  on  the  other  hand,  the  parents,  in  gross 
unwisdom,  select  to  be  the  guardians  of  their  child's  religious  character, 
the  worldly  or  irreligious,  because  they  are  wealthy  perhaps,  or  in  fashion- 
able life ;  and  neither  party  to  this  most  grave  transaction  tliinks  ever  again 
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of  the  weighty  responsibilities  they  have  incurred,  after,  on  the  one  side^ 
the  compliment  has  been  paid,  and  on  the  other,  the  customary  silver  cap^ 
has  been  given  to  the  child.  Practically,  then,  with  us  Sponsorship  is  a 
name,  and  nothing  more.  The  relation  is  of  no  use,  and  less  than  none,  for, 
as  we  act  in  it,  it  implies  a  neglect  of  duty  and  becomes  a  positive  evil. 

But  suppose  all  this  reversed.  Even  so  slight  a  change  might  brin^  great 
results.  Two  more  earnest  persons  would  he  watchers  over  the  chud,  and 
more  than  twice  the  ordinary  influences  exerted  on  him.  The  parents* 
fidelity  should  be  enhanced  by  the  sponsors'  sympathy.  The  child  must 
become  aware  that  such  a  relation  has  a  serious  meaning  for  him  also,  and 
be  encouraged  and  inspired  in  his  efforts  for  himself.  Such,  and  many 
kindred  benefits,  would  be  crowned  and  magnified  bv  a  divine  blessing,  for 
grace  follows  obedience.  If  in  what  seems  so  slignt  a  thing,  our  compli- 
ance with  the  Divine  order  of  the  Church  may  so  nelp  us,  we  may  surely 
believe  that  when  we  shall  have  returned  in  all  things  to  that  allegiance, 
and  hardly  till  then,  we  shall  find  in  that  order  all  helps  to  ensure  our. 
children's  constant  and  perpetual  life  in  the  fear  and  love  of  Qod.

To  the  at.  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Huntington,  8.  T,  2>.,  President  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  herewith  submits  this,  his  Fifth  Annual 
Report.     A  synopsis  of  the  detailed  account  shows  as  follows,  viz: 

Balance  from  previous  Report, $3,736  77 

Received  for  objects  within  the  Diocese, 15,754  26 

Andforobjects  without  the  Diocese, 5,515  33 

Making  a  total  of  receipts  including  balance  in  hand  June  1, 1872,  $25,006  36 

From  which  there  has  been  disbursed  for  objects  within 

the  Diocese, $15,180  26 

and  for  objects  without  the  Diocese, 7,506  58 

22,686  84 

Leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of 2,319  52 

Of  the  above  amount  stated  as  received,  $10,871.71  was  for  Diocesan 
Missions — not  including  $1,370  received  especially  for  the  Evangelist 
Fund,  and  $11,417.68  have  been  disbursed  for  this  object,  leaving  an  excess 
of  disbursements  over  receipts  of  $545.97,  and  showing  a  falling  off 
in  the  receipts,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  of  nearly  $1,200. 
The  Missionary  Quarterly  Stipends  have  all  been  promptly  met,  and 
I  am  not  aware  of  any  outstanding  claim  existing  against  this 
fund.      There  is,  however,  on  hand  but  $896.93  wherewith  to  pay  tho 
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present  quarter's  stipends,  falling  due  July  Ist,  with  the  receipts  of  the 
third  Sunday  of  the  present  month  to  be  added,  netting,  say  $900.00, 
leaving  an  estimated  deficit  of  about  $1,200  which  should  be  provided  for. 

Through  the  special  appeal  of  the  Bishop  to  the  Parishes,  the  debit 
balance  of  the  General  Fund  which  had  been  accumulating  for  a  series  of 
years,  has  been  nearly  extinguished — ^my  detailed  report  showing  but 
$148.92  now  due.*  Had  the  canonical  offering  due  on  the  second  Sunday 
in  June,  for  expenses  of  Convention,  and  that  for  the  General  Fund  on  the 
fifth  Sunday  of  each  month  having  a  fifth  Sunday  therein,  been  strictly 
observed  by  all  the  Parishes,  this  accumulation  would  have  been  prevented. 
The  amounts  received  on  those  occasions  have  been  altogether  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  and  meagre  in  their  results — the  first  netting  only  $244.22, 
and  the  latter  but  about  $400  during  the  entire  year.  It  is  not  for  your 
Treasurer  to  comment  on  the  acts  of  the  Diocese,  but  simply  to  present  a 
statement  of  facts.  In  doing  this,  I  would  also  refer  to  my  remarks  on  this 
subject  presented  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
Episcopal  Residence.  The  sum  of  nearly  $700  has  been  expended  for  this 
purpose  during  the  past  year.  Five  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  of 
this  amount  has  been  temporarily  advanced  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Corpor- 
ation having  the  edifice  in  charge,  and  the  remainder  has  been  taken  from 
'the  General  Fund.  The  items  which  call  for  this  expenditure  are  taxes, 
insurance,  repairs  internal  and  external,  care  of  grounds  and  other  inci- 
dentals. Three  years  since  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Convention 
authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  defray  these  expenses  ''out  of  any  unappro- 
priated funds  on  hand."  The  authority  became  inoperative  because  no 
"unappropriated  fund"  ever  accumulated— on  the  contrary  more  was 
appropriated  than  received.  It  is  too  much  to  ask  of  our  Bishop  to  defray 
fhese  expenses,  and  yet  they  must  be  met  from  some  quarter.  The 
property  belongs  to  the  Diocese^ — being  held  in  trust  for  it  by  a  Corporation 
—and  I  think  should  be  cared  for  by  the  Diocese.  I  present  the  subject 
for  your  consideration,  trusting  you  will  provide  ways  and  means  for  its 
care  and  preservation. 

Our  financial  condition  is  no  ways  discouraging,  when  compared  with

Coancil.     With  systematic  effort  we  can  accomplish  much — with  a  strong 

•determination — more.     Let  each  Parish  do  its  proportion  and  there  will  be 

no  cause  for  doleful  apprehensions.

The  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  "the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of 
tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York," 
lierewith  submits  the  report  of  said  Trustees,  as  required  hj  the  Act  incor- 
porating said  body. 

The  amount  of  Principal  of  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund,  of  which  it 
lias  enlarge,  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
^11,200,  mvested  as  per  detailed  statement  of  the  Treasurer  hereto  annexed 
and  forming  a  part  of  this  report,  the  income  of  which  during  the  past 
ConTentional  year  has  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $762.09,  all  of  which  has 
been  x^^d  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  applied  toward  the 
maintenance  of  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  as  has  been  the  practice  from  the 
origin  of  the  Fund.

With  regard  to  this  Fund,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund,  which  is  under  the  control 
and  keeping  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  of  which  board  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  your  Committee 
did  not  deem  it  necessa^  this  year  to  spend  the  time,  and  be  at  the 
expense  necessary  to  visit  Syracuse  to  re-examine  the  securities  and  make 
an  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  Fund,  unless  there  had  been  mate- 
xial  changes  therein  since  their  report  to  the  last  Convention. 

By  correspondence  with  Mr.  George  J.  Gardner,  the  Treasurer,  we  learn 
that  there  nas  been  paid  on  the  M)nd  and  mortgage  first  named  in  our 
leport  of  last  year,  belonging  to  the  Christmas  Fund,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
douars,  reducing  that  security  to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;  that  the 
Treasurer  has  invested  this  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  together  with  the 
tluee  certificates  of  deposit  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  mentioned  in  our 
report  of  last  year  as  constituting  a  part  of  this  Fund,  makin?  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars,  in  a  bond  and  mortga^  on  one  hundred  and  ten 
acres  of  land  in  the  County  of  Onondaga,  which  responsible  and  reliable 
citiaens  residing  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  certify  to  be  worth  one 
hundred  dollars  per  acre.  In  making  this  loan  the  Treasurer  has  taken  all 
the  pains  necessary  to  make  it  quite  certain  that  it  is  a  very  safe  and  reliable 
inTestment. 

Aride  from  this,  the  securities  of  the  Christmas  Fund  remain  the  same, 
and  hi  the  same  condition  as  when  our  former  report  was  made,  except  the 
ptyment  thereon  of  the  interest. 

Permanent  Missionart  Fund. 

By  a  reference  to  our  report  made  to  the  Convention  in  1872,  and  also  to 
the  report  of  Mr.  Gardner,  made  at  the  same  time  in  regard  to  this  Fund, 
there  appears  to  be,  and  is  in  fact,  a  discrepancy  as  to  the  state  of  the 
securities.  Your  Committee  reported  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  and  nine 
hundred  dollars  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage,  and  did  not  make  any  men- 
tion of  a  certificate  of  deposit  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  the  Trust  and 
Deposit  Company,  of  Onondaga,  or  of  an  Ontario  County  Volunteer  Bounty 
Bond  of  five  nundred  dollars.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  only  the 
tnni  of  six  thousand  and  four  hundred  dollars  of  this  Fund  secured  by 
hond  and  mortgage,  and  does  report  the  possession  of  the  Certificate  of  De- 
post  and  Volunteer  Bounty  Bond  above  mentioned. 

The  examination  by  your  committee,  upon  the  stren^h  of  which  their 
Teport  was  made,  took  place  on  the  SOth  day  of  April,  1872.  At  that 
tiine  there  were  two  bonds  and  mortgages  held  a^inst  one  Hugh  Boyd  and 
wife,  one  for  one  thousand  dollars  and  one  tor  five  hundred  dollars. 
l!ieither  of  these  bonds  and  mortgages  are  mentioned  in  the  report  of  Mr.

Gardner.  By  a  reference  to  his  report,  however,  It  will  be  seen  that  the- 
two  bonds  and  mort^ges  of  Mr.  Boyd  and  wife  were  paid  to  the  Treasurer" 
on  the  7th  day  of  May,  1872,  and  on  the  same  day  the  deposit  was  made 
with  the  Trust  and  Deposit  Co.  When  the  Bounty  Bond  was  obtained  does 
not  appear,  but  as  the  whole  amount  of  the  Fund  as  stated  by  your  Com- 
mittee corresponds  with  the  report  of  Mr.  Gardner  as  to  the  whole  amount, 
it  is  presumed  it  was  obtained  after  our  examination,  and  previous  to  the 
making  up  of  the  report  by  the  Treasurer. 

With  this  explanation,  we  report  that  the  securities  composing  this  Fund 
remain  as  when  our  report  was  submitted  to  the  Convention  in  June,  1872.. 

Episcopate  Fund. 

The  Committee  examined  the  securities  and  condition  of  this  Fund  on 
the  27th  day  of  May,  1873,  at  Utica,  assisted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trus- 
tees, Mr.  William  B.  Jackson.  Since  the  date  of  our  last  report  one  new 
bond  and  mortgage  has  been  taken,  and  with  great  care  as  to  value  of 
property  and  incumbrances,  and  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  invest- 
ment is  safe  and  reliable. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  expressed  some  little  doubt  in  regard  to  the 
soundness  of  one  bond  and  mortgage;  all  doubt  has  however  been  removed 
relative  to  that  security  by  the  guarantee  of  the  bond  by  a  well-known  and 
wealthy  citizen. 

Three  bonds  of  five  hundred  dollars  each  of  the  Utica  Water  Works 
Company,  were  taken  by  the  former  Treasurer,  Mr.  Hopper,  after  our  ex- 
amination in  1872,  and  before  the  report  was  made  by  us  to  the  Convention, 
making  the  amount  now  invested  in  those  bonds  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
and  three  hundred  dollars. 

In  our  former  report  it  was  stated  that  the  interest  on  these  bonds  was 
paid  by  the  City  of  Utica,  and  this  statement  was  made  upon  what  we  un- 
derstood from  Mr.  Hooper  to  be  the  fact.  It  appears,  however,  on  further 
investigation  that  such  is  not  the  fact,  except  as  paid  perhaps  from  funds 
received  by  Water  Works  Company  from  that  City.  Your  Committee  are, 
however,  convinced  from  careful  inquiry  of  those  who  ought  to,  and  doubt- 
less do  know,  that  these  bonds  are  a  safe  investment,  and  will  be  paid  at 
maturity. 

The  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars  which  was  stated  by  us  in  June 
last,  to  be  invested  in  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  it  seems  was.nof  then  actually 
invested,  but  was  in  the  hands  of  a  gentleman  there  residing,  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  was  subsequently  invested  as  follows  :  Rve  hundred  dollars  on 
two  and  one-fifth  acres  of  land,  one  thousand  dollars  on  ninety-three  acres, 
and  fifteen  hundred  dollars  on  a  village  or  city  lot  in  Appleton.  These  se- 
curities are  certified  to  be  good  by  gentlemen  residing  there,  unknown  to 
your  Committee,  but  doubtless  known  to  Mr.  l^pper,  who  made,, 
or  consented  to  the  investments.  Of  the  amounts  on  the  subscription  to 
this  Fund  reported  last  year  uncollected,  there  has  been  collected  Uie  sum 
of  thirteen  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  six^  cents.  The  report  of 
the  Trustees  will  show  the  present  amount  of  the  Fund,  and  the  condition 
and  amount  of  the  unpaid  subscriptions,  and  your  committee  do  not  there- 
fore deem  it  necessary  to  duplicate  that  statement  in  this  report.  Aside 
from  the  changes  which  we  have  already  enumerated,  the  securities 
of  the  Fund  remain  the  same,  and  in  the  same  condition  as  stated  in  our 
former  report,  except  that  the  interest  has  been  paid  on  the  various  securi- 
ties, and  except  also,  that  some  small  amounts  have  been  paid  in  on  the; 
principal  which  has  been  re-invested  as  before  stated. 
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The  Van  Wagenen  Fund. 

This  Fund  now  foots  up  to  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eightj-five  dollars  and  nine  cents.  The  investments  made  since  the  report 
to  the  last  Convention,  are  upon  bond  and  mortgage  on  land  in  Chenango 
County ;  they  have  been  made  carefully  and  prudently,  and  are  entirmy 
safe  and  reliable. 

At  the  risk  perhaps  of  meeting  opinions  deemed  well  founded,  and  upon 
careful  data',  your  Committee  cannot  in  justice  to  their  own  conviction, 
close  this,  their  probable  final  report,  without  repeating,  and  somewhat  en- 
lar^ng  upon  the  hints  contained  in  their  report  of  last  year,  relative  to  the 
pohcy  and  propriety  of  some  of  the  investments  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate.  Our  State  Courts  will  not  permit  Trust  Funds  to  be 
loaned  outside  their  jurisdiction.  The  Trustees  of  this  Fund  are  an  incor- 
porated body  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  and  are  therefore  amenable  to 
the  State  Courts.  The  Church  everywhere,  and  in  all  its  teachings,  incul- 
cates obedience  and  respect  to  law  and  order,  and  submission  to  the  "powers 
that  be."  Besides,  the  collection  of  western,  and  in  fact  any  foreign  securi- 
ties, however  good,  is  oftentimes  expensive,  so  expensive  as  to  make,  and 
frequently  more  than  make  up  the  difference  in  the  rate  of  interest.  Trustees 
cannot  in  the  nature  of  things  give  the  same  unfailing  and  constant  atten- 
tion to  the  interest  of  the  Trust,  (and  especially  those  who  act  without 
compensation)  that  men  will  give  to  their  own  matters. 

The  same  positive  knowledge  as  to  the  value  and  condition  of  lands,  the 
condition  of  title,  and  other  pre-requisltes  for  a  perfect  and  secure  loan, 
caa  hardly  be  obtained  as  to  foreign  property  that  can  readily  be  learned 
i&  our  own  State. 

Many  bonds  issued  by  corporations  are  safe  investments,  while  many 
others,  are  fluctuating,  unreliable  and  unsafe;  some,  good  to-day,  to-morrow 
perhaps,  by  some  unforeseen  circumstance,  rendered  less  valuable,  possibly 
Talueless.  Corporations  are  often  badly,  yea,  recklessly  managed,  and  fail. 
Securities  upon  real  estate,  on  investments  carefully  and  judiciously  made, 
iwely  fail  or  seriously  depreciate. 

Tour  Committee  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  recommend  that  no  future  loans 
of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  various  Funds,  shall  be  made  outside  of 
oar  own  State,  or  be  invested  in  any  other  securities,  (unless  it  be  tempo- 
nrily)  than  bonds  and  mortgages.  On  making  this  recommendation  they 
knew  that  they  have  the  support  of  many,  if  not  a  majority,  of  the  practi- 
ctl  business  men  of  the  Diocese. 

The  income  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  is  a  matter  to 
U8  all  of  considerable  moment,  as  from  that  income,  our  revered  and 
beloved  Bishop  receives  his  too  rnnaU  compensation  for  his  great  services, 
yet  we  believe  that  a  fixed,  reliable,  certain  income,  (if  a  little  smaller,) 
IB  to  be  preferred  to  one,  if  larger,  even  poanibly  uncertain  and  unreliable.

The  Rector  records  with  thankfulness  his  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Sis- 
terhood of  St.  Peter's  Church  for  their  valuable  aid  in  many  branches  of 
Parochial  work.  The  increased  interest  in  Missionary  enterprises  is  mainly 
owing  to  the  zeal  of  this  Association,  while  an  Industrial  School  of  eighty 
children  during  the  winter  months  was  a  labor  of  love  which  was  mainly 
sustained  by  them. 

At  an  expense  of  about  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  tower  and  spire  of  our 
Church  are  being  completed.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  much  de- 
sired work,  we  are  indebted  to  the  noble  generosity  of  General  John  H. 
Chedell,  who  sustains  the  whole  burden  of  cost,  and  wins  the  thanks  of 
both  Priest  and  people,  and  we  trust  also  the  blessing  of  his  gracious.

In  the  Autumn  of  1872,  by  the  aid  of  our  Bishop,  the  Diocese,  and  a  lib- 
eral Vestryman  of  St,  Mark's  Church,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Parish,  which 
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haa  been  so  embarrassing  for  a  long  period,  was  fully  and  finally  removed, 
and  the  Church  on  the  16th  of  October,  1872,  was  consecrated  to  the  holy 
uses  for  which  it  was  erected. 

By  the  large  removal,  during  the  last  year,  of  Communicants  and  Parish- 
ioners from  the  Parish,  a  nuniber  of  whom  were  able  and  efficient  helpers, 
the  Parish  is  now  in  a  reduced  and  impaired  condition.  Among  those  who 
remain,  however,  a  good  spirit  is  manifested,  and  it  is  hoped  that  Divine 
services  will  be  maintained,  by  the  help  of  the  Missionary  Board  of  the 
Diocese,  for  the  year  to  come,  with  a  good  degree  of  regularity.  During 
the  last  winter  the  roads  for  much  of  the  time  were  so  bad  that  the  Mis- 
sionary found  it  impossible  to  keep  his  appointments,  consequently  the 
services  were  less  frequent  than  heretofore.  The  Sunday  School,  though 
small,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  the  Ladies'  Parish  Aid  Society  keeps 
up  its  organization,  and  is  working  diligently  for  the  Church.  It  aided 
largely,  it  should  be  mentioned,  in  the  payment  of  the  Church  debt.

The  Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis,  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Mission,  resigned  in  the 
last  week  in  February,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Key.  Wm.  N.  Irish. 
The  congregation  at  the  Mission  was  organized  into  an  independent  Parish 
just  before  £aster,  and  was  called  **tit.  Luke's  Memorial  Church."  On 
Easter  Monday  an  election  of  two  wardens  and  four  yestrymen  was  made, 
yiz:  John  H.  Francis,  and  John  Crawshaw,  Wardens;  Robert  Julia, 
Harry  H.  Falkner,  Joseph  L.  Hobson  and  Richard  W.  Oastler,  Vestrymen. 
At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  Rev.  E.  M.  Van  Deusen,  D.D.,  was 
elected  Rector,  and  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Irish,  Assistant  Minister.  Rey.  Mr. 
Irish  was  also  elected  Assistant  Minister  of  Grace  church,  and  receiyes  the 
greater  portion  of  his  salary  from  the  mother  Church,  which  will  continue 
as  formerly  its  fostering  care  of  the  new  Church. 

Ground  was  broken  on  April  12th  for  a  Church,  on  a  lot  most  generously 
donated  by  T.  K.  Butler,  E^q. ,  directly  opposite  St.  Luke's  Home,  and  the 
basement  walls  are  about  finished.  The  corner  stone  will  be  laid  early  in 
July.  It  is  designed  to  finish  the  walls,  which  are  to  be  of  stone,  enclose 
the  building,  and  complete  the  basement,  before  Christmas,  so  that  our 
Parish,  Sunday,  Night  and  Industrial  Schools,  and  Sunday  seryices  may  be 
held  there,  for  better  accommodation,  &c. 

All  the  Mission  work  has  been  greatly  prospered. 

A  Hospital  department  has  been  added  to  the  Home,  and  was  opened  on 
the  9th  of  July,  1872,  under  the  care  of  seyeral  lady  managers,  chosen 
from  Grace,  Trinity  and  St.  George's  Churches.  The  legacies  mentioned 
in  last  report,  and  amounting  to  $7,000,  have  been  receiyed  and  inyested. 
There  are  about  twenty  inmates  in  the  Home  and  Hospital.  The  whole 
beneyolent  enterprise  and  Mission,  has  been  greatly  blessed,  and  our  per- 
seyering  workers  haye  been  instrumental  in  great  good.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted  June  14Tn,  1870. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.     There  pliall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  in  the  year  1870^- 
and  each  year  thereafter,  at  seven  o'clock  P.  M. ,  in  such  place  as  slial  1 
be  determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being;  or  in  case  of  his  inability^ 
to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.     On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  present,  ther^ 
Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.     In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for^ 
other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the  place  of  meeting, 
the  Bisho]).  or,  in  the  cases  above  mentioned,  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

•*  The  Bishop  nuiy  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shalL  judge  it  con- 
ducive to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episco])ate,  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  to 
do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Conventicms. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section.  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  In* 
present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers,  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in 
some  (  hurch  within  this  Diocese,  which  is  in  union  with  the  Convention; 
and  of  Lay-members,  not  exceeding  three  Delegates  from  each  parish. 

Sec.  2.  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  tbe  Diocese  for  the  space  of 
six  months,  and  not  under  discipline,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.     The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestrj-,  when  one 
in  legal  existence.     AVhen  the  Vestry  is.  from  vacancy  or  otherwise,  in 
competent  to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congregation. 
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Sec.  4.  But  in  cases  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or  incor- 
porated without  a  Vestry,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the  Church  or  Con- 
gregation, unless  the  Convention  shall  otherwise  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The  mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations  inta 
union  with  the  Convention  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention,  at  its  first  morning  session,  shall  be  opened  with 
Prayers,  and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Bishop  may  at  this  time 
deliver  his  Annual  Address,  or  Charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention;  but  in  case  of  a  vacany,  in- 
ability to  act,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President 
from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the 
meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed. 
His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  posseission.  It  shall  also 
be  his  duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section.  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and  except  as  provided  in  the  next  section,  may 
vote,  in  one  body;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be  required  by  five  members, 
the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Clergy  as  individuals,  and  the 
Laity  by  parishes;  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

Sex?.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  always 
vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  Vin. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A  proposition 
for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced,  in  writing,  and  considered  in  the 
Convention;  and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion; and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next  Convention,  by  a  majority  of 
the  two  orders  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and 
the  Constitution  so  entered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposed,  unless  two-thirds  of  each 
order  shall  concur  therein;  but  any  amendment,  if  approved  by  a  majority 
less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of 
the  next  Annual  Convention. 
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Canons. 


CAISrONS. 

Adopted  in  Convention,  1869. 

CANON  I. 

Of  a  list  of  Ministers  in  the  Diocese. 

Section.  1 .  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  the  j/i»hop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  bo  prepared,  a  list  of 
all  the  Miiiisters  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names 
of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes,  Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  desig- 
nating those  who  ar3  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention;  but  no  Clergyman 
while  suspended  from  tht  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list. 
And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting, 
and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whether 
his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Members  and  Organization  of  the  Convention. 

Section.  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergyman 
into  this  Diocese  sliall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  i'onvention)  of  a 
compliance  with  Section  7,  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the 
Canons  of  the  Ceneral  Convention,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a 
Church  thereof  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  <'onvention  of  a 
compliance  with  the  first  and  second  Sections  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the 
Digest. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Ilector  of  the  Parish  of  which 
he  is  a  representative,  or  l>y  one  of  tlie  Wardens,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  Parisli;  and  no  other  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  any 
Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed 
or  received.  And  no  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 
the  Parish  which  he  is  appointed  to  re])resent. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall 
continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the  usual  jxiwers 
of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  without  debate,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  clerical 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not 
extend  beyond  an  adjournment,  unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as  President  pro  tempore, 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  until  the  Convention  shall  be 
organized  and  shall  have  elected  a  President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Sectary  of  the 
preceding  Convention  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  in  the  Journal  the  names  of  thoee 
who  are  present.     Notice  shall  then  be  given  to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place 
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their  certificates  on  the  tahle.  Thev  shall  l>e  examined  by  the  Secretary 
and  a  Committee  of  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  tlie  President.  Any 
irregular  or  defective  certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quorum  shall 
have  appeared.  The  names  of  the  Ijay  Delegates  duly  appointed  shall 
then  be  called,  and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journal.  The  irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  duly  organized,  who  shall  decide  on  the 
admission  of  the  delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Congregations, 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  being  found  to  be  in  attendance,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected, 
who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annual  Convention 
fihall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  until  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  III. 

Of  tite  Call  of  a  Convention. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail  at  the  expense  of  the 
Convention,  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Wardens  in 
every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This 
letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Conven- 
tion, extracts  from  the  Constitution  and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment 
of  Lay  Delegates,  and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of 
the  meeting  shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop 
may  direct  such  insertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a  special 
Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  ])urp08e,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  ])urpose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admlssum  of  a  Church  into  Union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admission  into  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  of 
the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting:  (1.)  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  a  major  part  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  approving  the  incorporation  of  such  Clnirch;  (3.) 
The  certificate  of  incorporation  duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof 
certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County. 

Sec.  2.  Whcnt^ver,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  parochial 
report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf;  and  during  the  same 
l)eriod  shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its  parish  minister,  nor  obtain  the 
services  of  a  missionary,  nor  make  the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required 
by  Canon  X.  of  this  Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  for- 
feited its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  the  same;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  said  Church  to  the  Con- 
vention in  his  annual  address;  but  any  such  Church  may  be  readmitted  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
and  such  refidmission  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the 
Convention,  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secretary  by  the 
Constitution  and  by  Canon  III.,  he  shall  be  required  to  transmit  annually 
to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
in  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  request  the  last  to 
send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  snail  also  trans- 
mit a  copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lav  Delegate 
attending  the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  tne  Diocese, 
one  of  \wiich  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve 
with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  3,  Canon  XV.  Title  1.  of  the  Digest, 
a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  in. 
this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  Funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distin- 
guishing them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary;  together  with  the 
nomination  of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the 
appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several  sections 
of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, if  there  be  one;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee 


CANON  VI. 
Of  t1i£  Treasurer  of  tJce  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode  and 
place  of  depositing  the  Funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  paying 
them  out,  and  his  accounts  and  books  snail  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  any  member  thereof,  feefore  en- 
tering on  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct,  condi- 
tional for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  delivery  over 
to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  his 
office. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
sliall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  re- 
port on  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act 
until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The  Treasurer  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  from  his  office  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any 
neglect  or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 
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CANON  VII. 

()f  (Jhnvclc  Reg  inter  H  and  Pa  rwhUU  lie  ports. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Section  5,  Canon  XII. 
Title  I.  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  tlie  birth 
of  the  cliild  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sjKinsors;  tlie 
name  of  the  adult  baptized;  the  names  of  tlie  parties  married;  and  of  two 
or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  place  wliere  the  marriage 
was  solemnized;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  when 
each  rite  was  performed.  Tliese  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a 
))ook  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each 
Oiurch;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register  and  shall  be  j)reserved  by 
the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  tlie  Church.  The  list  of  Communi- 
cants shall  embrace  all  within  his  Cure  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  and 
in  liis  annual  parochial  report,  as  required  by  Section  1,  Canon  XV.  Title  1. 
of  the  Digest,  he  shall  distinguish  the  additions,  removals  and  deaths 
since  the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  families  and  adult 
|)ersons  in  his  Cure,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an  accurate  list  of  the 
persons  confinned  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  tlie 
Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kei)t  by  the  Wardens,  or  by 
some  ])erson  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whose  duty  it  shall  also  be  to  pre- 
pare and  forward  to  the  Bishop  the  annual  Parocliial  Rej>ort. 


CANON  VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting,, 
next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Convention,  elect  by  the 
concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four  Cler^men  and 
four  Laymen,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church,  and  residents  of 
the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion. The  Deputies  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  term  ol 
three  years. 

Sec.  2.     Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  between  the  stated 
times  of  election,  mav  be  supplied  by  any  Convention  during  or  prior  to- 
which  such  vacancy  sliall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  on  some  day  within  tiiree  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting,  their  acceptance  of 
the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its  duties;  in  default  of 
w^hich,  and  in  case  of  their  inability  or  unwillingness  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  api)ointment,  all  vacancies  so  occurring  by  declensions,  sickness  or 
death,  shall  be  filled  by  the  designation  of  the  Bishop  from  the  list  of  the 
Clergymen  and  Laymen  actually  belonging  to  the  Convention  in  which  the 
Deputies  were  appointed,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the 
Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  nave  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Elpiscopate,  or  of  the  inability  of 
the  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall 
be  exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

K 
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CANON  IX. 
Of  the  i<tttudii)g  Cmnmittee. 

Section  1.  At  every  annual  Convention  an  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  made;  which  Committee  phall  consist  of  four  of  the  CHergy 
and  four  of  the  I^aity,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  by  the  concurrent  vote  of 
the  members  of  each  order.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and  duties 
to  be  ])erformed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be  performed 
by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and 
duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegat4>d  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical 
Members  of  said  Committee;  In  "which  cases  such  iwwers  and  duties  shall 
be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  Members  alone;  provided  that  no  sentence 
shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a  true 
record  of  their  proceedings,  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  lie  shall  preserve  all  l)ooks,  journals  and  pai^ers  In^longing  to 
said  Committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his  successor  in  otflce. 

(ANON  X. 

Of  the  IHocemn  Mimonn  and  CallectioiiM. 

Section  1.  For  its  Misnionary  ()i)orati<ms,  the  Diocese  shall  be  dividwl 
into  »six  districts  by  county  lines,  as  follows: 

1.  Jefferson  county;  2.  Oneida  and  Lewis  counties;  3.  Chenango  and 
Broome  counties;  4.  Oswego,  Madison,  Cortland  and  Onondaga  c<mntit's; 
5.  Seneca  and  Cayuga  counties;  0.  Tioga,  Tcmipkins  and  Chemung  counties. 

Sf.c.  2.  Each  District  Convocation,  ccmsisting  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
District  and  Delegates  ajipointed  by  the  Parishes  and  Missions  (not  more 
than  throe  from  each)  shall,  with  the  a<lvice  of  the  Bishop  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  (ieneral  Board,  conduct  the  Diocesan  Missionarj'  work 
within  its  own  limits;  shall  seek  out  places  where  the  Services  of  the 
Church  may  be  iutrcKluced.  continuing  them  until  Parishes  are  organized, 
and  afterward,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  eitluT  through  the  labors  of 
the  Parochial  Clergy,  or  by  Missionaries  specially  employed  for  the  pur])Ose. 
It  shall  hold  Quarterly  Meetings  at  such  places  as  may  bethought  suitable, 
the  exclusive  object  of  which  shall  be  the  promotion  and  extension  of 
Missionary  Services;  and  the  regular  exercises  of  these  meetings,  beside? 
public  or  ]>rivate  worshij),  shall  consist  of  addresses,  consultations,  ser- 
mons, and  business  transactions,  i)ertaining  to  the  work.  An  offering  shall 
be  made  at  every  (juarterly  meeting  for  the  Diocesan  Treasury.  When  the 
Bishoj)  is  present  he  shall  i)reside.  The  President  of  each  Convocation 
shall  be  a  Clergyman  resident  in  the  District,  appointed  by  the  Bishop  at 
each  Annual  O)nvention  of  the  Diocese;  and  if  a  vacancy  occur  between 
two  Conventions,  it  shall  be  temporarily  filled  by  the  Bishop.  Some 
member  of  the  Convocation  shall,  at  the  first  Quarterly  Meeting  after  tlie 
the  Aimual  C^)nvention,  be  by  ballot  elected  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  take  the  general  local 
oversight  and  direction  of  the  Missionary  work  in  his  District;  to  confer, 
respecting  its  plans  and  details,  with  the  Bishop,  and  to  preside  at  meetings 
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in  the  Bishop's  absence.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
records  and  to  present  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  Church 
Work  in  the  District  annually  to  the  General  Board,  at  its  regular  meeting 
immediately  before  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  above 
named  officers  of  the  several  Convocations,  and  two  Lay  Delegates  from 
each  Convocation,  communicants  of  the  Church,  annually  elected  by  the 
Convocation,  and  shall  have  full  i)owers  in  reference  to  the  educational  and 
missionary  operations  within  the  Diocese,  under  such  regulations  as  they 
may  adopt,  the  Bishop  having  the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries.  It  shall 
meet  twice  in  the  year,  one  of  these  meetings  taking  place  within  one 
month  before  the  Diocesan  Convention.  It  shall  elect  two  Secretaries, 
a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Financial  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  the  minutes  and  conduct  the  necessary 
correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  to  present  annually  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  a  full  and  particular  report  embodying  the  substance  of  the 
several  Convocation  Reports.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary to  issue  all  drafts  on  the  Treasurer  to  Missionaries  or  others  who, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Board  or  the  Bishop,  may  be  entitled  to  them,  and 
to  keep  an  account  of  the  same  for  the  inspection  of  the  Board  or  the 
Bishop.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  receive  all  moneys  contributed  for  missions  in  the  Diocese,  from 
whatever  quarter,  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  appropriation  of 
the  General  Board  among  the  several  Districts.  He  shall  also  receive  all 
funds  that  may  be  contributed  through  him  to  other  missionary  or  educa- 
tional or  cliaritable  objects,  not  provided  for  by  other  Diocesan  organiza- 
tions, and  forward  them  to  their  proper  destinations,  presenting  his  report, 
to  be  audited,  annually  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  recommended  that  offerings  be  received  systematically  in 
the  Parislies,  as  follows: 

For  the  Communion  Alms,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month. 

For  the  "Domestic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  on  the  Second 
Sunday  in  December. 

For  the  "Christmas  Fund,"  on  Cliristmas  Day. 

For  the  "Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  in  Epiphany. 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  on  Whitsunday. 

For  the  Expenses  of  the  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions,  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  June. 

For  the  General  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  Fifth  Sunday  of  every 
month  which  has  a  Fifth  Sunday. 

For  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near  and  con-» 
venient  Sunday. 

And  for  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  third  Sunday  of  every  month 
in  the  year,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third  in  the 
month. 

It  la  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish,  or  Congrega- 
tion, at  the  Epi8coi)al  Visitation,  ask  an  offering,  which  shall  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  of 
needy  persons,  and  that  shall  be  called  the  Bishop's  Relief  Fund. 

Sec.  6.  In  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopate  the  General  Board 
£hall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  preside. 
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CANON  XI. 

Of  tJie  Christmas  Fund. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention,, 
to  whom  %he  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Deceased  Clergy,  shall  be 
entrusted,  one  of  "whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  as  Treasurer 
thereof.  And  no  act  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  valid,  unless  authorized  by 
a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees,  by  a  majority 
of  the  same,  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The 
said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention, 
and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  annually, 
on  Christmas  Day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  to  give  due  notice 
of  this  collection  to  the  congregation,  and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish 
to  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  shall 
be  made  by  the  Trnstees,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  that  the  individ- 
ual has  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  not  less  than 
three  years,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and 
never  having  removed  therefrom,)  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical 
infirmity  from  having  a  parochial  charge;  but  no  appropriation 'shall 
be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than  |;250  per  annum,  and  it  shall  be  paid  semi- 
annually on  the  Ist  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.  All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  Widow  or  Children  of 
a  deceased  Clergyman,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  on  the  certificate  of 
the  Bishop,  that  the  person  or  persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or 
children  of  a  deceased  Clergyman  who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of 
the  Diocese  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  in  the  case  of 
Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom;) 
but  no  appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  1st 
of  April  and  October;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to  a  widow  after 
she  has  married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after  having  attained  the 
age  of  majority. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $50  toward  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Sec.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund,  and  not  needed  for  present 
relief,  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate 
appraised  at  double  the  amount 'loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings,  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  two  appraisers  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  the 
purpose,  or  said  moneys  may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this 
StAte,  or  of  the  United  States;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be 
ta,ken  or  made  in  the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors 
in  office,  as  Trustees  of  the  said  fund;  and  they  shall  have  the  power,  from 
time  to  time,  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibitinc;- 
the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  instrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with 
the  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall 
l>e  rej)orted  to  each  Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a 
majority  of  them. 
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CANOX  XII. 

Of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention. 
to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary;  and  no  act  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  valid,  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  adoi)ted  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by 
their  Secretary,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and 
to  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Epis- 
copate, shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate, 
appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings;  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  three  appraisers,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for 
that  purpose ;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be  t-aken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  Trustees  of 
the  said  Fund;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  change  such 
eecurities  or  investments. 

Sec.  3.  The  Trustees  shall  cause  the  income  of  the  Fund  for  the 
.Support  of  the  Episcopate,  to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  semi-annually. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  of  the 
said  Fund,  such  portion  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  as  may  be 
ffiven  or  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  invested  by  them 
for  accumulation  and  without  diminution,  until  the  further  order  of  tlu* 
Convention;  and  all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  said  Trustees  for 
investment,  shall  be  deposited  in  some  safe  Bank  of  this  State,  to  the  credit 
'Of  tlie  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibitiuiif 
the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with 
the  items  of  receipt.^  and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall 
be  reported  to  each  Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  u 
majority  of  them. 


CAXOX  XIII. 

Of  Vacant  Churched. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishoj). 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  ajipoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant 
Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed 
convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus 
eupplied  to  defray  all  the  expen.se.s  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 
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CANON   XIV. 

Of  Elections. 

Section  1.  All  the  oflScers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 
Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  in 
each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  sliall 
provide  sheets  of  paper  with  printed  headings,  containing  the  titlesof  the 
various  offices  to  bo  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the  meml)ers  of  the 
Convention ;  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for  at  one  balloting.  No 
printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure,  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  be 
chosen. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Attending  the  Meetings  of  tlie  Convention. 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  dis- 
tance to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their 
Clergy  in  attending  the  Convention,  either  by  a  collection  in  Church 
on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  during  its 
session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  absence. 

CANON   XVI. 

Of  the  Truil  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof, 
shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  provisions  of  any 
Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused 
is  alledged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and 
circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  num- 
ber of  the  m(;mber8  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a 
Minister,  or  by  anv  three  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  or  as  liereinafter  mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor 
or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman 
is  under  the  imi)utati()n  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or'  mis- 
conduct, for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five 
persons,  of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  i<)  examine  the  case — 
a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination;  and  if  there  is,  in  their 
opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the  Clergyman 
accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  preaentraent  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above  prescribed, 
the  Bishop,  if  the;  facts  cliarged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as 
to  constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which 
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d  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part 
ismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it 
je  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to, 
•ved  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of 
>iocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to 
resentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the 
'd,  who  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of 
and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop:  and  if  he  shall  not 
uch  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop 
select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the 
f  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
iirect,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from 
to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think 
«iry. 

.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting 
be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
Iso  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

.  4.  If,  at  the  time  apix»inted  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
yters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 
i  mav  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  ^ 
it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
.  within  a  reas<mable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  l)eing  less 
three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and 
7rity  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

.5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
d  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to 
entence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of 
•d  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying 

.0.     If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due   notice,  shall 
ipear  before  the  Board  of    Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the 
may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good 
they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  suck 
ice  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  wTiting, 
igned  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some  officer  authorized 
7  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested 
linister  an  oath  or  atfirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify 
ith,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts 
^d  in  the  i)resentment.  If  on,  or  during  the  trial,  the  accuscKl  shall  con- 
le  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may 
ise  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
>pinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being 
satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness  cannot 
cured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  ap]>oint  a  commissary  to  take 
^timony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergy- 
)r  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other 
»t  six  days'  notice  of  tlie  time  and  plac<?  of  taking  the  testimony. 
'  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
orty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notic4> 
be  given  for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  lx)th 
3  hiay  attend  and  examine  the  witnesses;  and  the  questions  and 
rs  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall 
tified  by  the  commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitt<Mi 
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to  the  Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.     A  witness  exam- 
ined before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  Tlie  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  e^^dence,  shall 
declare  in  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on 
the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced;  and 
a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the 
accused;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity 
the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 
Before  pronouncing  anv  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his 
opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Cliurch  to  be  designated  by  him.  which 
shall  for  that  purpose  l)e  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronouncetl 
by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice 
requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new 
Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  aj)j)ointed,  the  i)roceedings  before  whom  sliall 
be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  suninioners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  pur|M)h4e 
by  the  Bishop,  and  whoso  certificate  of  such  ser^'ice  shall  be  evidence  there- 
of. In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by 
the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a 
party,  or  left  at  his  last  jilace  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sutficient 
service  of  such  notice  or  paj)er — provided,  however,  that  the  service, if  n«M 
personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who 
])resent  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege:  which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases 
be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  ujKm  a  presentment  of  a  Cleriry- 
man.  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for  that  piirpo.'^e 
shall,  after  a  tinal  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  Si cretarv.

5.  On  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Lay- 

men. 

6.  On  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman 

and  two  Laymen. 

7.  On  the  Report  of  the*  Trustees  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Missionary 

Fund,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen . 

8.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  to  consist  of 

three  Lavmen. 

^.  On  Christian  Education,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Lay- 
men. 

10.  On  the  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist 
of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

III.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee,  any 
^matter  properly  referable  to  the  aforesaid  Committees  may  theu  be  present- 
«d{for  reference. 

IV.  Motions,  Notices  and  Resolutions  shall  then  be  in  order. 

^V.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the 
Convention,  after  the  Daily  Morning  Prayer,  the  Order  of  Business,  which 
shall  not  be  departed  from  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  be  as  follows  :

VII.  Motions,  Resolutions,  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

VII.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated 
from  the  Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  House. 

VIII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded;  and,  when 
seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate  ;  and  every 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or 
any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  AVlien  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  un- 
less to  lay  it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  to  postpone  it  to  a 
certain  time;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it;  and  motions  for  either  of  these 
purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed 
until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it;  but  any  member  may  require  a 
count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointcMl  by  the 
Chair — or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the 
ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the 
clerical  members  and  the  churches  rei)resented,  and  the  votes  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journal. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by 
orders;  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  Xo  member  may  si)eak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the 
same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Conven- 
tion, nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the 
majority  on  the  prior  decision;  nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once. 

XVI.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  ballot. 
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XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  tlie 
General  Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in 
the  Boasd  of  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as 
also  for  the  election  of  a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — shall  be  the  order  of  the  day 
for  3  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  seccmd  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

XVITI.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  chanered  or  res- 
cinde<l  >^ithout  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless 
by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention, 
the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  ap- 
proved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  bv  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  0 
o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon; 
and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  0  o'clock  p.  M. 


^afaj  Relating  its  ^ncorporatiDn  of  Cburrbes. 

Cbaptbr  803.— An  Act  to  amend  the  acte  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religions 
societies,  eo  far  as  the  same  relate  to  Churches  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church.    Passed  May  9th.  1868. 

T?ie  People  of  tht  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assemblyy 
do  enact  asfoUows  : 

Section  1.  The  Ist  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  Religious  Societies,"  passed  April  5th,  1813,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  not  less  than  six  male  persons,  of  full  age,  be- 
longing to  any  Church  or  Congregation  in  communion  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  not  already  incorporated,  to  meet  at  any 
time  at  the  usual  place  of  public  worship  of  such  Church  or  Congregation 
for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  themselves  under  this  act. 

2.  A  notice  of  such  meeting,  specifying  its  object,  and  the  time  and 
place  thereof,  shall  be  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  service,  on  two 
Sundays  next  previous  thereto,  by  the  Rector  or  officiating  minister,  or  if 
there  be  none,  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  such  Cliurch  or  Congrega- 
tion ;  and  shall  also  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  outside  door, 
near  the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship. 

3.  The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  one 
of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person  called  to  the 
Chair,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  receive  the  votes. 

4.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be  the  male  per- 
sons of  full  age  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Congregation,  qualified  as  foU 
lows,  and  none  others  : 
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First.  Those  who  have  been  baptised  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
or  who  have  been  received  therein,  either  by  the  rite  of  Confirmation  or  by 
receiving  the  Holy  Communion  ;  or 

Second,  Those  who  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than  twelve  months 
next  prior  to  such  meeting  have  owned  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Church:  or 
who  during  the  same  period  of  time  have  hired  or  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat  in 
such  Church;  or  who  during  the  whole  period  aforesaid  have  been  contrib- 
ut(^s  in  money  to  the  support  of  such  Church. 

5.  The  persons  so  qualified  shall,  at  such  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
determine: 

First.  The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be 
known  in  law. 

Second.    On  what  day  in  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for  Church 

Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

Third.  What  number  of  Vestrymen,  not  less  than  four  or  more  than 
eight,  shall  annually  be  elected,  and  shall  together  with  the  Rector,  if 
there  be  one,  and  the  two  Church  Wardens,  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church. 

Fourth.  And  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  elect  two  Church  Wardens 
and  the  number  of  Vestrymen  that  it  shall  have  been  determined  are  to  be 
annually  elected;  which  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected  shall 
serve  until  the  next  regular  election. 

6.  The  polls  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour  and  longer,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  i>residiug  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
voters  present. 

7.  The  presiding  officer,  together  with  two  other  persons,  shall  make  a 
certificate,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  of  : 

First.     The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected. 

Second.  Of  the  dav  in  Easter  Week  so  fixed  for  the  annual  election  of 
their  successors. 

Third.  Of  the  number  of  Vestrymen  (not  less  than  four  nor  more  than 
eight)  so  determined  ujion  to  be  annually  elected  to  constitute  part  <»f  the 
Vestrv. 

Fourth.  Of  the  name  or  title  l)y  which  such  Church  or  Congr(»gation 
shall  be  known  in  law;  which  certificate  being  duly  acknowledged,  or  the 
execution  and  acknowledgment  thereof  being  duly  proven  before  any  offi- 
cer authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  or  i)roof  of  deeds  or  convey- 
ances of  real  estate,  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  such  Church  or 
place  of  worship  of  such  Congregation  shall  be  situated,  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  Clerk  of  such  County,  or  by  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is,  or  may 
hereafter  be  nuide,  to  record  such  instruments  in  the-  Countv  in  which  such 
Church  or  place  of  worshi])  may  be  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kei)t 
for  such  i)urpose. 

8.  The  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen  so  elected,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  of  themselves,  (but  if  there  be  a  Hector  then  together  with  tin* 
Rector  of  such  Church  or  Congregation)  shall  form  a  Vt^stry,  and  shall  be 
the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or  Congregation:  and  they  and  their  succes- 
cessors  shall  thereup<m  by  virtue  of  this  Act.  be  a  l>ody  corporate,  by  the 
name  or  title  exi)ressed  in  such  certificate. 

9.  The  male  i)ersons  (pialified  as  aforesaid.  j)rovided  they  also  shall  have 
belonged  to  such  Church  or  Congregation  for  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding,  shall  in  every  year  thereafter,  on  the  day  in  Easter  Week  so 
fixed  for  that  i)uri)ose,  elect  two  Church  Wardens  and  as  many  Vtstrvmen 
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(not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight)  as  shall  have  been  legally  deter- 
mined to  constitute  part  of  the  V^estry. 

10.  Notice  shall  l>e  given  of  such  election  by  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one, 
or  if  there  l)e  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating   Minister,  or  by  a. 
Church  Warden,  for  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  the  day  so  fixed,  in  the 
time  of  Divine  Service. 

11.  WTienever  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  so  constituted,  shall  happen  by 
death  or  otherwise,  the  Vestry  shall  order  a  special  election  to  supply  such 
vacancy;  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  at 
least  ten  days  previous  thereto. 

12.  The  notice  of  any  election,  stated  or  otherwise,  shall  specify  the 
place,  day  and  hour  of  holding  the  same.  The  provisions  contained  in  the 
preceding  Otli  clause  shall  apply  to  all  elections. 

13.  An  election  to  supply  a  vacancy,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election, 
fihall  be  holden  immediately  after  Morning  Service ;  and  at  all  such  elec- 
tions the  Rector,  or,  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the  Church 
Wardens,  selected  for  the  purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  duly  qualified  voters 
present,  or  if  no  Warden  be  present,  a  Vestryman,  selected  in  like  manner, 
shall  preside  and  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors,  and  be  the  returning  offi- 
cer: and  shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  book  of  the  minutes  of  the  Ves- 
try, and  sign  his  name  tliereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many  electors  pres- 
ent as  he  sliall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and  certified. 

14.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  chosen  at  any  of  the  said  elec- 
tions, shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  they 
Bhall  be  chosen,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead;  and  shf^ll  have 
power  to  call  and  induct  a  Rector  to  such  Church  or  Congregation,  as  often 
as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  therein,  and  to  fix  his  salary  or  compensation. 

15.  No  Board,  or  meeting  of  such  Vestry,  shall  be  held,  unless  at  least 
three  day's  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  the 
Rector,  or  one  of  the  Church  Wardens  ;  except  that  for  the  first  meeting 
after  an  election,  twenty-four  hour's  notice  shall  be  sufficient;  and  no  such 
Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  business  unless  the  Rector,  if 
there  be  one,  and  at  least  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  and  a  majority  of 
the  Vestrymen  be  present.  But  if  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  State  and 
fihall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meeting- 
has  been  called  by  the  Rector,  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  the  Board  shall 
be  competent  to  transact  all  business,  if  there  be  present  one  Church  Ward 
en,  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen;  except  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
Rector,  no  measure  shall  be  taken  for  effecting  a  sale  or  disposition  of  the 
real  property,  nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  principle 
of  the  personal  estate  of  such  corporation  be  made,  nor  any  act  done  which 
shall  impair  the  rights  of  such  Rector. 

16.  The  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  the  Church  Warden 
present,  or  if  both  the  ('hurch    Wardens  be  present,   then  the  Church 
Warden  who  shall  be  called  to  the  Chair  by  a  majority  of  votes,  shall  pre 
Bide  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  have  the  casting  vote. 

17.  Whenever  any  corporation,  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  such  corporation  to  change  the  number 
of  itfl  Vestrymen,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  change 
the  same,  provided  that  the  number  of  such  Vestrymen  shall  not  therebv 
be  made  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight.  And  in  order  to  effect  sucn 
change,  the  same  shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Vestry  at  a  reg- 
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ular  meeting  thereof  ;  and  sliall  then  at  the  next  stated  annual  election  for 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  elections  ;  notice  of  which 
proposed  change  and  that  the  same  will  be  submitted  for  ratification  at  such 
election,  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
required  for  notice  of  the  said  election;  if  such  change  be  thus  ratified,  a 
certificate  shall  be  made  setting  forth  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  and  the 
proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with  the  fact  of  the  notice  being 
given  as  required,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  or  proved  and  recorded  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the  original  certificate  of  organization; 
and  thereupon  the  number  of  Vestrymen  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  Vestry 
of  such  corporation  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  proceedings  to 
effect  such  change.  But  such  change  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative, 
until  the  certificate  above  mentioned  shall  have  been  duly  recorded. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth, 
fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  clauses  of  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  apply  to  any  Church  or  Corporation  in  communion  with  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  this  State  heretofore  incorporated  under  the 
act  hereby  amended,  or  under  any  of  the  acts  amending  the  same,  or  under 
the  several  acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies, 
passed  April  6th,  1784,  March  27th,  1801,  or  the  act  for  the  relief  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  March  17th, 
1795,  or  by  any  special  charter  made  or  granted  before  or  after  July  4th, 
1776,  whereof  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  by  vote  determine  to 
adopt  the  same;  and  such  vote  shall,  at  the  next  ensuing  stated  annual 
election  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  election,  notice 
of  such  vote  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  proposed  submission  of  the  same  for 
ratification,  having  been  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  required  by  tlie  tenth  clause  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  for  notice  of 
election.  But  such  adoption  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative,  until  a 
certificate  embodying  a  true  cojn'  of  tlie  resolution  of  the  Vestry  as  entered 
upon  their  minutes,  and  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with 
the  fact  of  the  notice  being  given,  as  recjuired,  shall  have  been  acknowl- 
edged or  proved,  and  shall  be  recorded,  as  is  required  by  the  foregoing  7th 
clause  of  section  1,  for  the  certificate  of  incorporation. 

§  3.  The  first  section  of  the  act  passed  March  5th,  1819,  entitled  "  An 
act  to  amend  tlie  act  entitled  *  An  act  to  j)ro\nde  for  the  lncori)»>ration  of 
Religious  Societies,'"  is  hereby  repealed. 

^  4.  The  third  section  of  the  act  passed  Feb.  15,  1826,  entitled  "  An  act

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acta  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

X.  B.  The  seals  to  be  attached  to  this  certificate  mast  be  of  wax,  or 
wafer,  or  other  material  capable  of  receiving  an  impression,  and  constitu- 
ting what  is  ordinarily  known  as  a  "seal"  to  deeds.  &c.,  in  this  State;  not 
imfrequently  use  is  made  of  the  scroll,  [l.

that  the  following  alterations  of  the  CouRtitution  of  the  Church  are  pn>- 
posed,  to  wit,  those  comprised  in  the  two  resoluticms  subjoined,  said  reso- 
lutions having  been  constitutionully  adopted  l)y  a  General  Convention  of 
the  Pn)testant  Episco])al  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in 
October,  A.  i>.,  1871,  to  wit: 

I.  It  was.  bv  concurrent  action  of  th<*  two  Houses  of  the  General  Cou- 
vention  of  1871. 

Renolned,  That  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  bv  omittiuij 
thcf  last  seven  words,  viz:  "  by  any  ('hurch  destitute  of  a  Bishoj)."  and  sub- 
stituting the  words,  "in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
thereof,"  so  that  the  Article  shall  r<*ad  as  f(dlows: 

Articlk  IV.  Tlie  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen 
agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  tixtnl  by  the  Convention  of  that  Dioces*.*: 
and  every  Bisho]>  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episcopal 
Office  to  his  i)ro])er  Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  ccmfirm,  or  i>er- 
form  any  other  act  of  the  Episcojml  Office  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  thereof. 

II.  The  following  resolution  was  adojitcMl  by  th<»  House  of  Deputies  of 
said  (General  Convention  (n'de  Journal,  p.  201).  and  information  of  the 
adoption  thereof  was  duly  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops  {ride  Jour- 
nal. ])i).  'M\0,  'SX\),  and  the  saul  House  of  Bishops  having  failed  to  signify 
to  the  C<)nv«Mition  their  approbation  or  disapprobation  within  three  days 
after  Uw  said  resolution  had  been  re])orted  to  them  for  concurrence — agree- 
ably to  Artirb'  III.  of  tin.'  Constitution — the  sai<l  ])ropo.sed  act  has  "theo]>e- 
ration  of  a  law."'  to  wit: 

Jii'aoln'd.  That  it  be  recommended  and  j>ropojjed  that  the  following  alter- 
ation be  made  in  Arti<le  V.  nl*  the  ConsTitution,  to  wit:  Insert  at  the  end  of 
the  Article  the  words: 

"The  (ieneral  Convention  may.  ui)on  the  application  of  the  Bisho})  and 
C'onv«'nti<»n  of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the 
Diocesr  is  t<»o  large  for  due  Episeo[)al  supervision  by  the  Bisho])  of  such 
Dioces<\  set  off  ai>oi*tion  of  such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  ]>laced  within,  or  constitut<',  a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  as  the  Hous<'  of 
Bishops  may  determine."

Mr.  Ward  Hunt,  Jr.,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Heport  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  {See  Appendix 
II.  F,)  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund  respectfully  report :  That  they  have  examined  the  report,  with  the- 
schedules  annexed  and  the  vouchers,  and  find  the  same  to  be  correct.  The- 
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permanent  fund,  at  the  time  the  report  was  drawn,  was  $56,123.46,  and  the 
unpaid  subscriptions  amounted  to  $3,271.36,  as  appears  by  the  report.  Since 
the  report  was  made  there  has  been  received  by  the  Trustees,  on  account  of 
the  unpaid  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  $1,000,  making  the  permanent  fund  at 
this  time,  $57,123.46,  and  leaving  the  unpaid  subscriptions  $2,271  36. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  these  uncollected  subscriptions  should  be  real- 
ized as  early  as  possible  ;  but  your  Committee  have  ascertained  that  the 
Trustees  have  employed  all  reasonable  means  to  accomplish  that  end,  and 
therefore  can  make  no  suggestion  which  would  avail  anything  in  the 
matter. 

Your  Committee  have  no  wish  to  trespass  upon  the  province  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Securities  and  Trust  Funds,  as  to  the  most  desirable  manner  of 
investing  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  Episcopate  Fund,  but  they  consider 
that  tlie  spirit  of  the  Canon  would  be  more  nearly  fulfilled  if  the  invest- 
ments were  confined  to  real  estate  securities  in  this  State  ;  and  they  recom- 
mend that,  as  rapidly  as  may  be,  the  Trustees  convert  the  securities  of 
different  character  which  they  now  hold,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in  bonds 
aud  mortgages  in  the  State  of  New  York.

^^><lying  the  decided  and  unalterable  convictions  on  these  subjects  of  the 

^^nvention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ayrault  offered  the  following  as  an  amend- 
^^ent  to  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Coxe : 

Whereas,  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  called  the  atten- 
^onof  the  Convention  to  certain  dangers  from  an  excessive  sacramentalism 
and  a  perverted  use  of  confession  and  absolution,  contrary  to  the  principles 
and  doctrines  of  this  Church,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  earnestly  deprecates  and  opposes  the 
introduction  into  our  Communion  of  hny  Romanizing  ritual  or  doctrine  or 
discipline,  and  deems  it  the  duty  of  its  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
to  maintain,  in  all  legitimate  ways,  the  Scriptural  doctrines  of  the  Protest- 
Mit  Episcopal  Church. 
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The  Eev.  Dr.  Gibson  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute 
for  the  amendments  before  tlie  Convention : 

Resohed,  That  this  Convention,  having  regard  to  sundry  efforts  to  pro- 
duce agitation  in  this  Church  upon  certain  matters  of  doctrine  and  ritual, 
is  content  to  rely  upon  the  authoritative  counsels  and  influence  of  our  Rt. 
Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  individually  in  their  dioceses,  and  collectively  as  the 
House  of  Bishops,  through  the  Pastoral  Letters  which  they  have  addre£«ed, 
or  may  again  address,  to  the  Church  on  this  subject,  until  such  time  as  a  Pan 
Ad^lican  Council  may  agree  upon  a  general  statement  of  the  proper  limits, 
botii  of  doctrine  and  ritual,  in  the  Reformed  Anglican  Communion. 

The  Rev.  C.  C.  Adams  moved,  as\  substitute  to  the  whole 
matter  under  consideration,  the  reference  of  the  original  reso- 
lution, and  the  proposed  amendments,  to  a  Committee  consist- 
ing of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates 
to  Kitualism  ;  which  motion  was  adopted.

Beport  on  FarocMal  Fund. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Cliair  appointed  as  Tellers,  to  receive  the  votes  of  the. 
Clergy,  the  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattison  and  Mr.  A.  T.  Goodwin  ; 
and  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Laity,  the  Rev.  John  Brain  ard, 
D.  D.,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Bogart. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Sherman,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  {See  Aj>pendix 
II.  G,)  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  respectfully  report :  That  we  have  carefully  examined  the  said  re- 
port ;  also  the  books  and  detailed  accounts  of  their  Secretary,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  compared  them  with  the  reports  published 
last  year  in  the  Journal,  and  they  correspond.  The  total  net  receipts, 
$777.20,  of  this  fund  is  credited  by  the  Treasurer  in  his  general  account  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund  and  charged  to  himself  in  that  account  as  cash  received. 

We  have  examined  the  Securities  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  the  ac- 
counts on  the  books  in  reference  to  them,  and  find  them  correct. 

The  interest  for  the  current  year  has  been  all  paid,  and  credited  in  the 
accounts  for  all  the  Securities,  including  interest  on  interest  where  payments 
were  deferred. 

The  balance  uninvested  at  the  last  report  was  $1,000,  and  now  is  $1,500. 
UiK)n  these  amounts  interest  has  been  earned,  credited  as  temporary  loans, 
to  the  amount  of  $02.04,  being  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  all  that  could 
be  expected  on  call  loans.  We  recommend  the  permanent  investment  of 
this  $1,500,  and  are  informed  by  the  Treasurer  that  such  is  the  intention  of 
the  board. 

The  securities  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  not  specially  mentioned  in  the 
rei)ort.  They  are  stated  bv  the  Treasurer  to  be  the  same  as  last  year.  We 
have  examined  them  and  find  they  correspond  with  his  books,  and  we  be- 
lieve them  to  be  correct. 

Your  Committee  are  delighted  with  the  system  and  accuracy  with  which 
Mr.  Gardner's  books  are  kept,  and  feel  that  the  Diocese  owes  him  a  great 
debt  for  his  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  services.  They  would  recommend 
that  in  a  Schedule  to  be  annexed  to  this  report  in  the  future,  there  shall 
be  stated  the  condition  of  each  Trust  Fund  in  the  care  of  this  Board,  and 
ajtio  a  brief  abstract  or  schedule  of  the  various  deeds  of  trust  held  by  them. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  the  Diocese  has  not  yet  become  fully 
acquainted  with  this  Board,  which  is  incorporated  by  Statutes  of  the  State; 
and  to  the  end  that  all  who  desire  it  may  be  able  to  read  its  charter  without 
unnecessary  trouble,  it  is  recommended  that  these  Statutes  be  published  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  Journal.

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Convention,  a  proposed  Canon  on  the  General  Fond  of  the 
Diocese,  presented  the  following 

KEPOET : 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  projet  of  a  Canon,  t.o  be  found  on  the  28th  and  29th  pages  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  1873,  having  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  respectfully  report 
the  Canon  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  be  adopted,  to  wit : 

CANON  XVII. 

j5  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  what  has  liitherto  been  known  as  "The 
General  Fund,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with 
the  Standing  Committee,  to  make  an  estimate,  as  soon  as  may  be  conven- 
iently done,  after  each  annual  session  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  of  the 
amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  and  the  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto  the 
liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  Fund,  if  there  be  any. 

g  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  assess  the  amount  thu& 
agreed  upon,  on  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of  a 
uniform  per  cent,  on  "the  Current  Expenses  of  the  Pariah,  including  the 
Kector's  Salary," — not  including  any  amount  that  may  have  been  given  to 
the  Parish  or  its  Minister  by  the  Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese,  or  by 
any  other  missionary  organization. 

i;  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  of  the  quota  thus  assigned, 
to  it,  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
to  see  that  tlie  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treas- 
urer in  quarterly  installments,  one  quarter  of  the  amount  being  sent  on  the- 
first  days  of  Sej)teniber,  of  December,  of  March  and  of  June,  respectively- 
And  in  case  any  Parish  shall  fail  to  remit  the  amount  thus  called  for,  it  shall 
bo  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report  the  fact  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee  for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  think  necessary. 

^  4.  The  aj)portionment  of  the  quota  above  described  shall  be  made  on 
the  last  report  from  each  Parish  in  which  the  item  "  Current  Expenses,  in- 
cluding the  Rector's  Salary,"  was  included. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  Canon  differs  from  the  one  reported  last  year  in 
several  Important  particulars  : 

1.  It  leaves  the  amount  to  be  raised  to  be  determined,  year  by  year,  by 
those  who  will  know  the  needs  of  the  Diocese,  rather  than  name  a  fixed, 
invariable  sum.  It  also  j>rovides  that  the  balance  of  debt  remaining  over 
at  the  end  of  any  year,  if  there  should  be  any,  shall  be  added  to  the  esti- 
mates for  the  next  year,  and  thus  precludes  the  possibility  of  incurring  any 
debt  by  arrearages  accumulating  from  year  to  year. 

Your  Committee  think  there  is  no  danger  in  leaving  the  amount  to  be 
raised  to  be  determined  by  the  Treasurer  and  Standing  Committee,  since 
they  have  no  power  to  contract  a  liability  or  pay  out  money  except  as  they 
shall  have  been  specifically  authorized  by  the  Convention  to  do  so. 

Another  reason  for  this  change  from  tho  Canon  proposed  last  year  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  expenditures  is  not  the  same  and  inva- 
riable one  year  with  another.  Especially  each  third  year,  when  there  is  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  there  is  a  demand  for  quite  a  large  sum 
that  is  not  called  for  in  other  years. 
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2.  Another  point  in  which  our  substitute  differs  from  the  Canon  pro- 
posed last  year  is  the  omission  of  the  penal  clauses.  It  has  seemed  to  us 
that  the  penalty  for  not  remitting  the  amount  prescribfed  in  that  projet  of  a 
Canon  is  unnecessarily  severe.  At  all  events  we  prefer  to  try  the  milder 
measures.  We  can  hardly  doubt  that  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  will 
readily  and  willingly  forward  its  quota  as  required  by  the  Canon  we  recom- 
mend. And  besides  that,  vour  Committee  can  conceive  of  cases  in  which 
a  feeble  Parish,  in  consequence  of  some  special  emergency  or  pressure, 
may  fail  to  remit  the  amount,  and  yet  the  circumstances  be  such  that 
the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  may  think  them  entirely  excusable, 
and  the  rest  of  the  Parishes  be  very  glad,  in  view  of  the  circumstances,  to 
aid  their  feeble  or  unfortunate  sister  by  assuming,  for  the  time,  her  share 
in  the  burden  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Our  Canon  agrees  with  that  reported  last  year  in  regard  to  the  basis 
of  the  assessment,  "the  Current  Expenses  of   the  Parish,  including  the 
Rector's  Salary."     Several  bases  for  the  assessment  have  been  proposed  ; 
but  of  these,  two  only  have  received  so  much  favor  as  to  make  it  worth 
while,  in  the  estimaticm  of  the  Committee,  to  consider  them.     One  was  the 
number  of  Communicants  reported  in  the  Parishes  respectively,  and  the 
other  is  the  one  we  have   adopted.     It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  money 
thus  called  for  is  in  the  nature  of  a  contribution  to  the  Lord,  a  pious  conse- 
cration of  means  which  every  christian  ought  to  be  willing  to  make,  and  must 
in  fact  be  aujiposed  to  be  willing  to  make.     It  is  true,  also,  that  the  amount 
would  be  small — so  small  that  each  one  could  probably  give  it  without  serious 
inconvenience.     But  it  has  seemed  to  us.  as  it  did  to  the  Committee  to  whom 
the  matter  was  referred  last  year,  that  it  is,  after  all,  so  much  of  the  nature 
Df  a  tax,  that  the  means  and  ability  of  the  parties  should  not  be  overlooked 
Dr  neglected.     We  do  not  doubt  that  the  amount  asked  for  will  be  willingly 
paid,  whatever  method  of  assessing  it  may  be  adopted.     But  a  sense  of 
justice  and  equality  in  the  distribution  of  the  amount,  will  undoubtedly  go 
1  great  way  in  increasing  the  ease  and  facility  with  which  the  money  can 
be  raised  and  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer.     We  have  no  means  of  ascertain - 
ng  the  amount  of  taxable  pro])erty  there  is  in  possession  of  the  members 
if  the  various  Parishes  in  the  Diocese.      And  if  we  had,  it  would  be  inex- 
pedient, we  think,  to  distribute  the  amount  required  on  this  basis.     We 
lave  no  means  of  compdUng  the  payment.     Hence  willingnens  to  pay,  is  for 
IS,  in  a  practical  point  of  view,  quite  as  important  an  element  to  be  taken 
nto  the  account,  as  the  ahUity  to  pay.     It  has  also  seemed  to  us  manifestly 
in  wise  to  include  in  the  basis  of  the  apportionment  the  contributions  to  the 
rarious  Missionary,  BibleandPrayer  Book  Societies,  and  the  other  offerings 
>f  that  kind.     And  excluding  these,  the  only  remaining  items  seemed  to  be, 
he  Rector's  Salary  alone,  or  the  one  we  have  selected:  *'  Current  Expenses 
Deluding  the  Rector's  Salary. "     We  prefer  the  latter  because,  first,  we  have 
lo   sej)arate  item  in  our  Parochial  Reports  of  Rector's  salary  alone  ;  and 
tecondly,  and  chiefly,  because  the  amount  given  to  the  Rector  as  a  salary  is 
rery  often  an  indication  of  something  else  than  the  ability  and  willingness 
»f  the  Parish  to  contribute  to  the  fund  we  are  providing  for.     In  many 
:ases  a  love  for  their  Pastor,  and  a  commendable  regard  for  his  necessities 
md  those  of  his  family,  induce  the  people  to  make  extraordinary'  exertions 
n  the  direction  of  means  for  his  support.     In  other  cases,  the  fact  of  the 
Pastor's  having  private  resources  which  he  is  willing  to  use  towards  the 
mpply  of   his  own  and  his  family's   wants,  if   need   should  require,  has 
3|)erated,  undoubtedly,  to  diminish  very  materially  the  amount  actually  paid 
to  him  on  account  of  salary.     And,  doubtless,  we  have,  all  over  the  Diocese, 
and  every  where  in  our  Church  Rectors  whose  salaries  would  be  much  greater 
if  their  own  modesty  and  self-denial  were  less.   And  your  Committee  believe 
that  in  the  other  part  of  the  item,  namely,  "Current  Expenses,"  there  is  the 
beat  indication  that  we  have  of  the  resultant  or  product  of  the  two  important 
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and  controlling  factors — ability  and  willingness.  It  includes  such  elements 
as  music,  expenses  for  decorations,  &c.,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  more  substantial 
things  that  all  Parishes  must  provide  for,  as  sexton's  hire,  fuel,  &c,&c. 
Hence  we  have  adopted  the  '*  Current  Expenses  including  the  Rector's  Sal- 
ary," as  being,  in  our  estimation,  the  best,  the  most  judicious  and  the  most 
equitable  basis  on  which  to  place  the  apportionment  for  meeting  such  cur- 
rent and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese  as  the  Convention  may,  from 
time  to  time,  order  to  bo  incurred  and  paid  by  its  Treasurer,  or  other  offi- 
cials duly  authorized  for  such  purposes. 

What  has  seemed  to  us  the  insuperable  objection  to  making  the  number 
of  Communicants  in  each  Parish  the  basis  of  assessment  is  the  conspicu- 
ous fact,  that  in  many  of  our  feebler  Parishes — feebler  comparatively  we 
mean, — the  number  of  Communicants  is  nearly  as  large,  if  not  even  larger, 
than  in  some  of  the  wealthier  Parishes.  On  these  weaker  Parishes  the  in- 
evitable burdens  of  salary,  fuel,  &c.,  &c.,  fall  much  more  heavily  in  com- 
parison than  upon  the  members  of  wealthier  Parishes.  And.  it  seems  to  us, 
that  to  make  the  number  of  Communicants  the  basis  of  this  taxation  would 
bo  to  make  this  disparity  still  greater,  while,  by  adopting  the  one  we  have 
recommended,  we  do  something,  at  least,  to  make  it  less,  and  to  equalize, 
as  far  as  may  be,  the  expenses  of  supporting  the  worship  of  Qod  and  the 
work  of  building  up  his  kingdom  in  tlie  world.  And  we  shall  be  greatly 
disappointed  if  the  wealthier  Parishes  raise  any  objection  to  the  distribn- 
tion  of  the  amount  thus  needed,  on  this  basis.  Such  a  phenomenon,  if  it 
should  occur,  would  present  a  most  unexpected  contrast  to  the  course  they 
have  always  thus  far  pursued  whenever  tlie  wants  of  the  Church  or  any  of 
its  legitimate  operations  have  called  for  their  sympathv  and  their  cooper- 
ation.

Whereas,  The  Leofislature  of  our  State,  in  accordance  with  the  philan- 
thropic sentiment  of  the  age,  has  from  time  to  time  passed  laws  recognising 
all  Cliurch  and  religious  organizations,  predicated  u]K>n  Revelation  and  rea- 
sonable  foundations,  as  trustworthy  dispensers  of  the  public  charities,  and 
as  exercising  a  potential  agency  in  the  promotion  of  morality  and  the  re- 
pression of  crime,  while  inculcating  those  cardinal  virtues  that  characterize 
ours  as  an  enlightened  and  christian  nation  ;  and,  in  the  light  of  this  be- 
neficent policy.  Churches  and  their  appurtenant  realty  have  been  exempted 
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in  general  tenns,  from  municipal  and  other  taxes;  but  the  interpretation  of 
these  various  legislative  acta,  as  to  the  degree  of  relief  they  afford,  seems 
to  have  varied  in  different  localities,  causing  doubt  and  vexation  as  to  the 
full  intent  of  the  law-making  power  in  their  enactment;  wherefore 

Besolred,  That  a  select  Committee  of  three  Delegates  of  this  Convention 
be  appointed  bv  the  President  thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  in- 
quiry into  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  immunities  and  exemptions  to  which 
church  buildings  and  chapels  for  Divine  Worship  are  entitled,  by  thestata- 
tory  laws  of  this  State,  in  the  varied  assessments  for  general  and  local  tax- 
ation; and  to  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  to  the  next  annual  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  or  to  its  Bishop,  should  the  Committee  ascertain 
meanwhile  whether  there  has  ever  been  a  definitive  adjudication  of  those 
statutory  enactments  by  the  Courts,  whereby  a  uniform  rule  of  tax  assess- 
ments of  church  property  may  be  made  applicable  to  every  church  organi- 
zation within  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.

THIRD  DAY. 

Thursday,  June  11th,  1874. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattisoii, 
and  the  Rev.  P.  B.  Morgan. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  tlie  President  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  P.  B.  Morgan,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
would  respectfully  submit:  That  the  i>rospects  of  Diocesan  Missions  a? 
embodied  in  the  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board,  seem  to  your  Committee, 
upon  the  whole,  to  be  healthy  and  encouraging  to  an  unusual  degree, 
whether  considered  in  the  character  and  energy  of  the  work  accomplished, 
the  number  of  points  opening  up  for  church  work,  or  the  amount  contrib- 
uted to  tlie  missionary  fund. 

Your  Committee  have  been  much  impressed  by  the  testimony  Iwme  by 
the  Bishop  and  others  in  favor  of  the  Evangelist  labors  of  the  Kev.  J.  AV. 
Bonham. 

The  subject  of  Associate  Missions  has  also  been  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  your  Committee,  and  it  is  believed  that  by  the  establishment  of  such 
Missions  the  interests  of  the  Church  may  be  set  forward  in  our  destitute 
and  sparsely  settled  region,  with  a  success  })romised  by  no  other  method 
known  to  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  are  also  happy  to  report  that  a  Building  Fund  has  been 
instituted,  with  a  prospect  of  ])ermanent  and  increasing  importance,  in  the 
Diocese. 

Your  C(mmiittee  would  urge  the  imj)ortance  of  a  full  and  explicit  report 
from  the  several  Missionaries  employed  and  Secretaries  of  the  Convocations. 

With  these  statements  the  Committee  would  recommend  the  following 
resolutions: 

licftolced,  That  this  Convention  endorses  the  proposition  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Bishop,  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  Associate  Missions,  and 
pledges  him  its  cooperation  and  support. 
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MesolDed,  That  the  work  of  the  Evangelist  be  recognized  ae  legitimate  to 
the  work  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  and  that  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Bishop  it  be  requested  to  provide  for  such  Evangelist  labor,  regular 
or  occasional,  as  the  necessities  of  our  Convocations  or  Parishes  may 
demand . 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  above  report 
were  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  two 
Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  in  the  place  of  Messrs.  Ward 
Hnnt  and  Henry  II.  ]Vry<]^att,  whose  term  of  office  expires  Sep- 
tember 1,  1874. 

The  Secretaries  were  appointed  as  Tellers,  and  on  counting 
the  votes,  Mr.  AVard  Hunt,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Henry  R.  Mygatt  were 
declared  duly  elected  for  three  years  from  September  1,  1874:.

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  which  relates  to  Uitualism  and  other  subjects  ;  and  also  certain 
resolutions  offered  by  sundry  members  of  the  Ccmvention  relating  to  the 
same  subjects,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  respectfully  report 
the  following  resolutions,  with  the  recommendation  that  they  do  pass: 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  gratitude  and  pleasure  the  words  in 
our  Bishop's  Address  which  relate  to  "  Eucharistic  Adoration,"  "Enforced 
private  Confessions  to  a  Priest,"  and  other  perils  of  the  times. 

Revolted,  That,  recognizing  and  acknowledging  the  fundamental  princi- 
ple that  there  are  certain  facts  and  doctrines  which  constitute  "the  Faith 
once  delivered  to  the  Saints."  which  may  never  be  departed  from  and  must 
be  always  and  everywhere  the  same  and  for  all  persons;  and  fully  concur- 
ring in  the  XXth  Article  of  Keligion  **  that  the  Church,"  and  every  com- 
pletely organized  branch  thereof,  "hath  power  to  decree  rites  or  ceremonies 
and  authority  in  controversies  of  faith  ;"  we  believe  it  to  be  the  imperative 
duty  of  our  branch  of  the  Church,  in  this  age  and  nation,  to  preach  the  faith 
and  perform  the  worship  with  a  wise  regard  to  the  great  mental  activity 
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and  the  advanced  scientific  attainments  of  the  age,  as  well  as  with  a  due 
regard  to  its  refinement  and  aesthetic  culture;  and  yet  with  a  firm  and  unfal- 
tering purpose  never  so  to  yield  to  the  Bationalistic  tendencies,  on  the  one 
hand,  or  the  Ritualistic  proclivities  on  the  other,  as  to  allow  the  slightest 
obscuration  of  the  great  fundamental  and  vital  principle  that  **  Salvation  £» 
through  Faith,"  and  in  the  performance  of  those  good  works  which  our 
Lord  "hath  ordained  that  we  should  walk  in." 

Resolved,  "^at  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  it  is  expedient,  and 
demanded  by  the  state  of  the  Church  and  of  the  times,  that  further  and 
more  precise  definitions  be  set  to  the  limits  of  the  allowable  liberty  of  choice 
in  the  usages  and  practices  of  the  Church,  both  in  regard  to  what  is  known 
as  Ritualism  on  the  one  hand  and  Rationalism  or  Liberalism  on  the  other, 
so  that  "the  Faith"  may  be  proclaimed  with  a  more  unmistakable  clear- 
ness and  force ;  and  the  worship  and  discipline  may  be  performed  and 
administered  to  the  greater  edification  of  the  Church  and  the  more  effectual 
setting  forward  of  the  salvation  of  men.

I  have  baptized  24  persons  (infants  16,  adults  8);.  officiated  at  five  mar- 
riages and  two  funerals.  I  have  delivered  about  three  hundred  sermons 
and  addresses. 

An  unusual  number  of  new  mission  stations  have  l>een  planted  within 
the  last  year — several  of  them  the  results  of  the  employment  of  the  Evan- 
gelist, and  all  of  them  likely  to  be  permanent.  At  Ovid,  services  are  now 
held  regularly  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dooris,  who  acts  also  as  Chaplain  at  the- 
State  Asylum  for  the  Insane.     At  Canastota,.  where  former  efforts  have: 
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proved  abortive,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Paul  officiates  every  Sunday,  holding  at  the 
same  time  the  rectorship  of  St.  Stephen's,  Penyville.  A  good  beginning 
has  been  made  at  Memphis.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Boutillier,  of  Oneida,  has  by 
God's  assistance,  awakened  an  earnest  interest  at  Durhamville,  where  at  my 
last  visitation  I  confirmed  four  persons  ;  as  also  has  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gardner, 
of  Clayville,  in  the  Sauquoit  Valley,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bell,  at  Sangerfield  Cen- 
ter, the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  at  South  Cortland,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Casey  at 
Levanna.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  of  Lowville,  has  with  great  activity  opened 
a  missionary  field  including  six  separate  rural  communities,  in  the  Black 
River  Valley,  and  will  need  an  assistant. 

At  Great  Bend  in  Jefferson  County  there  has  been  a  striking  illustration 
of  the  noble  works  that  God  sometimes  does  by  the  charitable  energy  and 
good  judgment  of  a  Christian  woman.  No  other  place  being  found  for  the 
purpose,  a  paper  mill,  its  machinery  lying  still  on  Sunday,  has  been  turned 
into  a  Chapel  for  one  day  of  Ihe  seven,  and  there,  without  the  forms  of  con- 
secration or  any  sacred  shaping  of  the  building,  a  consecrated  follower  of 
the  Master,  esteemed  and  beloved  in  the  Lord,  has  gathered  a  vigorous  Sun- 
day School,  and  has  provided  a  temporary  scene  for  preaching*  worship  and 
ordinances,  besides  reaching  out  in  ministrations  of  sympathy  and  instruc- 
tion to  the  x>oor  families  of  the  neighborhood.  On  the  5th  of  October  I 
confirmed  there  a  candidate  prepared  by  her  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  fiist  District  Convocation,  and  baptized  an  infant.  Herself 
having  solemnly  devoted  her  life,  beyond  a  few  unexacting  domestic  duties, 
to  the  Church,  I  deemed  it  right  to  receive  as  a  Deaconess,  with  suitable 
devotions,  at  Grace  Churcli,  Syracuse,  on  the  last  day  of  December.  I  hope 
the  efforts  of  herself  and  her  friends  to  obtain  the  means  to  build  a  small 
Chapel  will  reach  a  comforting  success  within  the  year  to  come.  It  would 
certainly  seem  almost  as  if  money  would  run  of  itself  out  of  Churchmen's 
hands  to  help  an  offering  to  Christ  so  touching  and  so  true. 

Exertions  of  a  somewhat  similar  character  have  been  made  to  good  effect 
by  a  Church  woman  on  the  borders  of  Ithaca.  A  convenient  Chapel  has 
been  i)ut  up  for  the  growing  mission  in  East  Utica,  near  the  prosperous 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  which  is  filled  with  the  orphan  or  forlorn 
children  of  the  poor.  Calvary  Mission,  with  a  large  Sunday  School  and 
Sunday  evening  service,  was  opened  on  the  north  east  side  of  the  city  of 
Syracuse,  in  the  Autumn,  by  the  Rev.  S.  Haven  Hilliard,  a  plain  Chapel 
being  provided  by  friends,  and  it  is  now  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weibel. 

For  the  congregation  at  Smithboro,  chiefly  nurtured  hitherto  by  the  ser- 
vices of  a  faithful  layman,  a  minister  has  been  secured,  the  Rev.  John 
Scott,  and  plans  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  an  inexpensive  Church. 
Work  on  the  Cliurch  building  at  Union,  long  delayed  by  misfortune  and 
death,  has  been  resumed,  and  with  liberal  aid  from  the  '*  Southern  Tier," 
promises  to  be  soon  completed. 

A  valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  our  educational  apparatus  at  the 
Indian  Mission  on  the  Onondaga  Reservation,  in  a  convenient  school  room, 
for  the  week  day  school,  in  immediate  connection  with  the  church.    The 
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accession  of  three  chiefs  bj  baptism  is  favorable  to  our  prospects  with  the 
Pagan  party.  A  severe  illness,  which  I  hope  will  be  of  short  daration,  has 
disabled  our  official  catechist,  Mr.  Walthart,  but  his  place  is  tempoiarilj 
supplied.  Outside  of  my  prescribed  lalwrs,  1  have  the  last  season  given 
more  time  to  endeavors  to  further  our  Church  Missions  among  the  Indians 
in  the  States  and  Territories,  and  their  just  treatment  by  a  civilizing  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  general  government,  than  to  any  other  single  object, 
because  I  believe  the  whole  problem  to  be  one  that  our  American  Christi- 
anity cannot  postpone  without  disgrace. 

Several  of  our  Sanctuaries  have  been  greatly  enlarged,  improved  or 
restored  by  the  pious  care  of  the  people — conspicuously  so  those  at  Oneida. 
Adams,  Homer  and  St.  John's  Mission,  Syracuse.  An  admirable  Sunday 
School  and  vestry  room  has  been  provided  by  St.  George's,  Utica.  The 
basement  of  the  new  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Church  at  West  Utica  has  been 
occupied,  and  forms  an  added  feature  of  interest  and  strength  in  the  benev- 
olent operations  centered  there. 

The  term  of  service  for  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bonham  was  engaged  as  an 
Evangelist  expired  Januar)*"  1st.  It  was  his  desire  at  that  time  to  be 
relieved,  in  order  to  attend  the  great  pre-Lent  Mission  in  London.  I  believe, 
though  we  may  not  make  his  place  good  altogether,  yet  that  a  system  of 
local  and  special  missions  may  be  soon  arranged  in  connection  with  our 
District  Convocations  which  will  largely  accomplish  the  same  Evangelistic 
eAds,  be  more  economical  financially,  and  return  much  benefit  to  the  Con- 
vocations themselves  and  to  the  clergy,  by  affording  an  animating  change 
of  ministry,  and  lending  still  greater  vitality  to  that  branch  of  our  high 
calling  as  a  Diocese.  The  Church  at  large  ai)pears  to  be  deliberately  rous- 
ing itself  to  the  primitive  and  practical  nee  of  Evangelistic  Missions.  Much 
more  is  to  be  achieved  in  this  way  in  the  future. 

Our  Conference  at  Oswego,  in  February,  gave  us  a  cordial  refreshment 
just  before  the  Great  Fast,  and  proved  to  be  a  second  festival  of  spiritual 
fellowship  and  grace,  like  that  the  year  before  at  Utica,  uniting  us  more 
firmly  together  and  helping  us  to  realize  more  deeply  the  meaning  of  the 
signi'ficniU  title,  "The  Household  of  Faith." 

Besides  attending  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  of  the  House  of 
Bishops.  I  answered,  in  January,  an  invitation  of  the  Metropolitan  of  Can- 
ada, given  in  the  interest  of  international  Church  brotherhood,  to  attend  a 
Missionary  Assembly  at  Montreal.  The  visit  was  in  every  way  delightful, 
and  I  brought  back  an  encouraging  rei)ly  from  Bishop  Oxenden  to  an  earn- 
est solicitation  that  he  would,  with  some  of  his  clergy,  be  a  guest  at  our 
next  (iencral  Convention  in  New  York. 

Each  one  of  our  charitable  institutions  is  working  well.  Both  the  **  House 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  in  Utica,  and  the  "  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd," 
in  Svracuse,  are  in  pressing  want  of  a  structure  to  make  their  name  more 
appropriate,  and  to  accomplish  the  grand  object  of  Christian  mercy  which 
they  have  not  only  inaugurated  but  demonstrated.  They  both  richly 
deserve  it.     The  Church  communities  having  both  in  charge  have  received 
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•enough  from  Heaven  to  render  such  an  endowment  for  the  relief  of  human 
suffering  and  sorrow  only  a  fitting  and  honorable  tribute  to  their  Lord. 
The  cliarity  in  Syracuse  has  gradually  taken  the  character  of  a  General 
Hospital.  It  is  crowded  with  patients,  and  our  ablest  physicians  and  sur- 
g'eons  do  not  hesitate  to  pronounce  its  nursing  unsurpassed  in  thoroughness, 
tenderness  and  skill. 

An  incorporation  has  been  obtained  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer 
Book  Society,  located  at  Utica,  ^ith  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  Messrs. 
W.  B.  Jackson,  Levi  Blakeslee,  T.  W.  Seward,  H.  O.  Moss,  and  John  J. 
Peck  as  first  Trustees.  The  amount  of  the  fund,  after  some  drafts  in  the 
last  two  years,  has  increased  about  four  hundred  dollars. 

By  the  increased  liberality  of  the  family  to  which  the  Diocese  was  already 
so  largely  indebted,  the  Van  Wagenen  Fund  has  been  raised  to  an  amount 
nearly  or  quite  sufficient  to  support  a  Missionary  in  Chenango  County. 

The  income  of  the  Del^ancey  Fund,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  has 
been  promptly  paid  over,  and  has  been  applied  to  the  assistance  of  our  own 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Relief  Fund,  provided  by  a  recommendatory  Canon  last  year,  has 
"been  of  such  benefit  and  comfort  as  I  cannot  describe.  As  we  are  apt  to 
flay  of  many  of  our  new-found  blessings,  I  hardlv  see  now  how  I  ever  met 
tolerably  without  it  the  deserving  ])rivate  calls  constantly  pressed  upon 
me.  The  Treasurer,  through  whose  hands  I  have  forwarded  the  several 
•offerings,  rejwrts  the  sum  received  as  more  than  $700.  I  estimate  that 
not  less  than  three  hundred  persons  have  been  aided  from  it.  I  heartily 
thank  all  who  have  contributed  to  it,  and  the  Reverend  Brother  who  was  so 
good  as  to  propose  it. 

On  the  three  schools,  of  the  higher  class,  which  we  are  in  the  habit  of 
regarding  as  especially  identified  with  the  Christian  learning  of  the  Dio 
.cese,  St.  John's,  the  Keble  School,  and  the  Oxford  Academy,  I  have  no 
•occasion  to  remark,  except  to  say  that  their  claim  on  our  confidence  and 
practical  interest  grows  stronger  every  year.  Observing  them  more  closely 
than  most  of  you  can,  I  see  that  they  gain  steadily  in  what  makes  up  a 
real  and  Christian.education,  such  an  education  as  these  communities  need 
more  than  they  know.  The  Parish  Clergy  can  do  a  great  deal  more,  I 
ihink,  than  most  of  them  have  remembered  to  do,  in  bringing  to  them 
scholars  tuid  thus  substantial  support 

One  of  the  very  saddest  of  my  duties  was  that  of  giving  canonical 
««onsent,  on  the  29th  of  May,  to  the  deposition  of  the  Right  Rev  George 
David  Cummins,  D.  D..  from  the  highest  office  in  the  Christian  Church. 
The  renunciation  of  the  place  in  which  the  Providence  of  God  and  the 
Divine  (irace  of  Orders  had  set  him  appeared  to  fne  to  be  without  reason 
in  itself,  without  justification  in  its  circumstances,  without  logical  weight, 
or  clearness,  or  even  pathos  in  its  explanation,  weak  in  its  issues  and  only 
distracting  in  its  effects,  barren  of  all  blessing,  likely  to  be  futile  even  as  a 
schism,  a  bitter  and  cruel  self-hurt  to  the  seceder  himself,  and  a  melan- 
/?holy  indignity  to  the  Body  of  Christ. 
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I  have  been  asked  more  than  once,  whether  it  is  my  wish  that  there 
should  be  a  formal  expression  of  opinion  here,  as  there  has  been  in  the 
Conventions  of  some  other  Dioceses,  on  Ritualism.  I  have  no  sach  wish ; 
but  neither  is  it  at  my  discretion  whether  there  shall  be  or  not.  The  floor 
is  yours.  What  I  have  myself  to  say  can  be  put  into  a  very  few  eentences  ; 
and  I  will  try  to  make  them  plain. 

Ritualism  means  a  disproportionate  and  unusual  stress,  in  practice  and 
doctrine,  laid  on  the  ceremonial  of  Christian  worship.  Sacramentalism  is 
a  disproportionate  stress,  in  doctrine  and  practice,  laid  on  the  sacraments  of 
the  Church.  The  excess,  or  disproportion,  is  in  each  case  a  thing  of  degrees. 
In  either  case  there  is  an  injury  to  Truth,  and  that  Truth  the  Truth  of 
Christ.  Ritualism  may  be  the  expression  of  a  native  or  acquired  taste,  of 
a  genuine  love  of  beauty  in  worship,  or  of  mere  fancy  ;  in  a  word,  srathetic. 
It  may,  also,  be  the  expression  of  sacramentalism,  or  of  a  sx>ecial  doctrine 
of  sacraments. 

Whatever  Ritualism  may  have  meant  six  or  eight  years  ago  in  this  coun- 
try, it  now  commonly  signifies,  I  believe,  a  way  of  holding  and  handling 
the  sacred  mystery  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ;  and  that  is  closely  associated 
with  a  doctrine  of  systematic  private  confession,  to  a  Priest,  by  persons  not 
only  sick  but  well,  followed  by  private  absolution.  It  avails  nothing  to 
say  of  such  systematic  confession  that  it  is  not  enforced  or  made  obligatory 
as  Rome  makes  it,  so  long  as  the  Clergyman  assiduously  tries  to  make  his 
people  believe  that  they  who  practice  it  are  Christians  of  a  specially  rijie,, 
obedient  and  privileged  class,  while  they  who  do  not  practice  it  are  a  very 
second-rate  sort  of  Christians  at  best.  Whether  it  is  in  anybody's  scheme 
that  other  related  ideas  associated  historically  and  logically  with  the  Con- 
fessional and  the  Mass,  shall  come  hereafter,  asking  acceptance,  one  would 
not  be  anxious  to  prophesy. 

Now,  these  two  views  that  I  have  named,  which  it  is  not  practically  incor- 
rect to  call  Eucharistic  Adoration  and  Systematic  Private  Confession,  have 
come  to  be  held  by  certain  persons.  Clergy  and  Laity  in  our  Church.  By 
how  many  I  supi>08e  nobody  knows  :  in  this  Diocese,  so  far  as  I  can  judge, 
by  scarcely  a  score  of  persons  ;  but  if  by  any,  then,  as  I  think,  by  too  many. 
Because  I  believe,  without  a  shadow  of  doubt,  with  a  conviction  that  does 
not  waver  in  the  least,  that  these  two  things,  Eucharistic  Adoration,  and 
Systematic  Private  Confession,  are  without  any  warrant  in  Holy  Scripture,, 
and  are  therefore  ruled  out  of  the  Rule  of  Faith  ;  that  they  are  contrary, 
not  only  to  God's  Word,  but  to  the  standards  of  primitive  and  reformed 
divinity  ;  that  they  have  no  place  in  the  generally  received  and  prevailing; 
doctrinal  belief  of  this  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ  to  which  we  belong. 
English  and  American  ;  and  that  they  are  untrue  in  themselves. 

I  believe,  further,  that  they  work  among  us  the  terrible  mischiefs  of 
division,  suspicion  and  strife.  The  responsibility  rests  on  their  side,  be- 
cause they  are  innovations  amongst  us.  It  seems  to  me  no  fair  mind  can 
deny  that  they  have  come  in  since  the  days  of  our  fathers,  White  and 
Hobart  and  their  peers,  and  in  violent  contrast  with  their  th«oJogy.    1  am 
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sure  that  they  have  most  deplorably  hindered  the  growth  of  our  cause  all 
over  the  United  States.  Judging  by  what  the  Church  was,  and  by  the  pow- 
er she  was  coming  to  wield  in  the  chaos  of  religious  thought  fifteen  years 
ago,  if  these  prejudicial  and  suspicious  notions  had  not  intruded  to  com- 
promise us,  we  should  to-day  have  stood  where  we  do  not.  We  therefore 
owe  them  deep  condemnation.  If  you  speak  of  "activity,"  "  earnestness," 
"  life,"  I  answer  we  should  have  had  all  these  as  the  pure,  natural,  healthy 
fruit  of  our  catholic  and  gospel  constitution.  These  errors  have  exposed 
us  on  the  side  where  we  were  not  weak,  but  always  thought  by  other  Pro- 
testant Christians  to  be  weak,  and  therefore  have  done  double  damage. 
This  is  certain  beyond  denial.  If  it  is  said  that  these  things  have  promoted 
reverence,  order  and  attractiveness  in  externals.  I  reply  that  we  should  have 
had  these  growing,  as  they  were  growing  before,  by  the  spontaneous  action 
of  Church  principles  ;  that  the  outward  without  the  inward  part  is  only  a 
hollow  shell,  and  that  the  only  parentage  of  anything  good  in  religion  is 
Truth. 

I  wish  I  had  not  to  go  one  step  farther.  We  ought  to  take  great  care  not 
to  let  men  who  juggle  with  words  deceive  us.  It  seems  to  me  I  discover 
in  some  of  the  voices,  even  of  men  who  ought  to  lead  in  all  that  is  candid 
and  transparently  truthful,  a  **  paltering  "  in  a  kind  of  double  sense.  I  am 
afraid  there  is  some  subtle  kinship  between  these  views, — whether  owing 
to  their  pedigree  or  not  I  can  not  say, — and  uncandid,  indirect,  evasive  arts 
in  speech.  I  certainly  see  men  who  glibly  and  plausibly  denounce  Ritual- 
ism, and  yet  steadily  favor  and  help  raise  to  greater  power  those  who  hold 
and  practice  and  teach  all  that  makes  Ritualism  dangerous.  The  little  fin- 
ger of  theological  Ritualism  is  thicker  than  the  whole  loins  of  the  Ritual- 
ism of  aesthetics, — if  it  has  any  loins.  Tell  me  that  it  is  seemly  to  display 
gay  colors  and  multiply  emblems  in  Church,  and  I  may  concur  or  not.  TJell 
me  that  my  Eternal  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  ascended  into 
the  Heavens  and  there  evermore  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  all  His 
Flock  throughout  the  world,  is  yet  so  personally  brought  to  this  or  that 
Table,  where  His  holy  and  revered  Supper  is  spread,  that  He  is  to  be  adored 
as  there  held  in  loca^  limits,  coterminous  with  the  consecrated  elements, 
and  in  a  sacrament  possibly  not  partaken  of,  and  I  say  that  you  wrong  my 
Redeemer  and  misrepresent  His  Revelation. 

No  name  has  been  struck  from  our  Clergy  Roll  within  the  year  by  death. 
Of  the  Laity  we  have  lost, — if  the  word  may  ever  be  said  of  the  faithful 
in  the  Communion  of  saints, — some  greatly  esteemed  companions  and  fel- 
low-workmen, resting  before  us  from  their  labors.  The  strange  surprise 
and  heavy  grief  are  yet  fresh  with  which  we  heard,  a  week  ago,  of  the 
departure  of  Judge  Doolittle,  the  lawyer  of  exact  mind  and  unwearied 
studies,  whom  I  knew  as  a  student  many  years  before  he  welcomed  me  as 
his  Bishop,  the  refined  and  scrupulous  gentleman,  the  devout  worshipper,, 
helpful  in  his  Parish,  reverencing  justice  with  an  even  mind  on  the  Bench^ 
kind  in  every  social  relation,  conscientious  in  every  trust.  I  mention  also,, 
afltectionately  and  with  sincere  mourning,  Mr.  Henry  D.  Barto,  of  Trumans- 
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burg,  who  volunteered  to  go  forward  with  such  exceptional  generositv  in 
establishing  the  Church,  and  yet  waited  for  others  with  so  much  modesty, 
who  went  towards  his  grave  from  a  very  busy  and  successful  career  with  so 
much  quiet  submission,  with  a  religious  sensibility  so  tender  and  with  a 
faith  so  firm,  that  our  whole  cause  was  bereaved  when  he  died.  Others 
have  been  as  constant  as  these,  no  doubt,  in  their  places.  God  g^ve  us 
thousands  more  to  fill  those  places  up,  to  bear  forward  our  standard,  the 
Cross! 

Three  of  our  Bishops,  within  the  year,  have  passed  to  their  rest — all  of 
them  from  such  labors  as  must  make  the  sense  of  rest  very  real.  The 
scenes  they  left  were  quite  different ;  but  they  sacrificed  themselves  in  the 
same  spirit,  for  the  same  Saviour's  sake,  and  they  have  the  same  reward. 
My  personal  acquaintance  with  Bishop  Randall  was  more  intimate  than 
with  either  Bishop  Armitage  or  Bishop  Auer.  From  the  beginning  of  my 
knowledge  of  him,  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  to  the  last,  my  resf>ect  for 
the  faithfulness  of  his  whole  life,  the  devotion  of  his  whole  soul,  grew 
more  and  more  profound.  I  shall  never  forget  the  solemnity  that  brooded 
over  him  like  a  shadow,  sobering  but  not  depressing  his  spirit,  when  he 
^eard  the  call  of  the  Church  to  take  up  his  staff  and  leave  his  Parish  in 
Boston  for  the  great  Territories,  dreary  in  their  vastness,  where  he  was  to 
work  till  he  died,  and  die  working  !  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  the  way  had 
looked  ten  fold  more  like  a  wilderness  to  him  than  it  did,  he  would  have 
gone  cheerfully.  By  such  sacrifices,  east  or  west,  the  kingdom  of  God 
'Comes  with  power. 

During  a  short  vinit  to  the  late  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  a  few  months  since, 
it  happened  that  occasions  were  given  for  an  unexpected  disclosure  of  his 
inner  being,  of  the  unselfishness  of  his  motives,  the  singleness  of  his  spir- 
iti^l  aim,  and  the  struggles  through  which  he  was  toiling  hopefully  on  ; 
and  I  came  spontaneously  to  regard  the  man  with  a  kind  of  reverence,  and 
his  sensitive  nature,  so  brave  and  buoyant  in  spite  of  secret  pain,  with  ad- 
miration.    Living  but  *'a  short  time  "  he  **  fulfilled  a  long  time." 

From  the  far  west,  we  look  far  east,  beyond  the  ocean,  at  the  little  line 
of  light  that  fringes  a  shaded  Continent,  and  there  too  we  behold  a  transfig- 
iuration  of  death.  Bishop  Auor  was  a  Missionary  long  before  he  was  a 
Bishop— a  Bishop  because  he  was  a  Missionary, — a  Missionary  by  the  pre- 
destination of  his  mind  and  the  anointing  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  He  had  what 
fwe  call  an  original  character.  Ho  was  singularly  manly,  and  he  loved 
children  like  a  child.  He  was  strong  in  will,  strong  in  sympathy,  strong 
in  trust.  It  was  a  wonderful  symbol  of  our  feeble,  faint,  yet  persevering 
Church  in  Africa,  when,  panting  for  breath,  he  stood  the  day  before  he 
died,  ordaining  a  Ministry  and  confirming  the  baptized,  literally  held  up 
on  either  side  by  the  arms  of  his  Clergy,  who  were  trembling  for  fear  of 
the  future,  and  yet  clinging  in  love  to  their  father.  So  long  as  the  Church 
has  Shepherds  living  or  dying  like  these  three,  wolves  will  not  scatter  it, — 
wolves  in  sheep's  clothing  will  not  devour  it. 
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%    Report  of  t^e  Stanbing  €oxnmiiUt, 

For  the  Conventional  Year  1873-4. 

Immediately  after  election  at  Elmira,  June  11,  the  Committee  met  and! 
organized,  making  choice  of  the  same  officers,  viz  :  Rev.  Dr.  Clarke,  Pres- 
ident ;  Rev.  S.  H.  Coxe,  Secretary. 

June  21.  At  this  date  the  certificate  of  recommendation  of  Alonzo  B. 
Allen,  to  be  ordained  Deacon,  was  signed  by  all  the  members.  Mr.  Allen 
was  ordained  on  the  following  day,  (22d,)  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Constable- 
ville. 

Five  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  duly  called,  four  of  them  at  St.. 
James'  Rectory,  Syracuse. 

I.  June  26th.  Present,  Drs.  Clarke,  Brainard,  and  Coxe,  Judge  Andrews 
and  Mr.  Osbom.  Absent,  Dr.  Beach,  Judge  Hubbard,  and  Mr.  Salmon.. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Gardner,  was  present.  A  plan  for  the 
assessment  of  Parishes  prepared  by  the  Bishop,  in  accordance  with  his  rec- 
ommendation to  the  Convention,  and  its  subsequent  action,  was  produced,, 
read  and  adopted,  and  referred  for  practical  operation  and  effect  to  the  Pres- 
ident and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  In  response  to  further  action  of  Con- 
vention, requesting  the  Committee  to  designate  two  Sundays  of  the  year, 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  Collections  for  a  Building  ^und,  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  the  fourth  Sunday  of  September,  and  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  March.  The  testimonials  of  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Paddock,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  being  produced  and  read,  the  mem- 
bers present  signed  their  Canonical  consent  to  his  consecration. 

II.  September  30th.  Present,  the  four  Clerical  members,  and  Mr,  Salmon 
only,  of  the  Lay.  Letters  excusing  absence  were  read  from  Judge  Hubbard 
and  Mr.  Osbom.  After  Prayer,  and  reading  and  approving  Minutes,  the 
testimonials  of  Mr.  John  James  Andrew,  ap])licant  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and 
of  Messrs.  Charles  A.  Pool,  and  Elijah  J.  Roke,  a  Minister  of  the  Congre- 
<rational  denomination,  |>ostulants  to  be  admitted  Candidates, were  presented, 
the  Bishop  having  signified  his  approval  of  these  applications.  The  papers 
of  Messrs.  Pool  and  Andrew  were  approved  ;  and  those  of  Mr.  Roke  with 
a  qualification  embodied  in  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  :  Where- 
as, from  the  papers  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Roke,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  is  a  com- 
municant of  this  Church,  Resolved,  that  his  recommendation  bo  signed, 
to  be  delivered  when  such  evidence  shall  be  supplied.  The  members  then 
signed  the  certificates  of  the  three.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the 
consecration  of  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina.  Due  notice  not  having  been  given  to  the  Diocese  of  the 
action  of  the  Committee  at  the  last  meeting,  appointing  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  September  for  a  Collection  for  the  Building  Fund,  as  ordered  by  Con- 
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vention,  the  fourth  Sunday  of  October  was  substituted  for  such  collection, 
and  the  Committee  adjourned. 

III.  November  18th.  Present,  only  Drs.  Clarke,  Brainard  and  Coxe,  and 
Mr.  Salmon.  Letters  were  received  from  Dr.  Beach,  and  Judges  Andrews 
and  Hubbard.  Application  was  i)roduced  by  the  President  from  the  Die- 
cese  of  Mississippi,  in  accordance  with  Title  I.,  Canon  13,  Section  5.  for 
permission  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  said  Diocese,  on  the  ground  of 
extent  of  territory.  The  communication  was  accompanied  with  explana- 
tion, setting  forth  the  reasons  which  impelled  to  said  application.  After 
some  discussion,  permission  was  granted  ;  and  the  Secretary  was  requested 
to  certify  consent  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  that  Diocese.  Consent  was 
also  given  to  the  consecration  of  John  Franklin  Spaulding,  D.  D.,  as  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  Colorado.  With  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  Messrs. 
JohnMuir,  George  Brownell  Walthart,  and  Anson  Joshua  Brockway  applied 
as  postulants  to  bo  admitted  Candidates  for  Orders ;  and  Messrs*.  Wllitm 
DeLancey  Wilson,  and  John  W.  H.  Weibel,  to  be  recommended  for  Deacon's 
Orders.  After  due  examination  of  their  papers,  and  approval  of  them,  the 
Certificates  of  all  these  gentlemen  were  signed  by  the  members  present. 

IV.  At  Oswego,  Feb.  3,  1874.  A  meeting  was  duly  called,  in  connection 
with  the  meeting  of  Conference,  but  a  quorum  was  not  present.  The  Sec- 
retary excused  himself  from  attendance  on  the  ground  of  preparing  to 
preach  the  sermon  at  an  ordination  at  Pulaski  on  the  6th.  Mr.  Iredell 
Johnston  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  by  those  present,  as  a  Candidate 
for  Orders,  and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hopkins  to  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood. 
The  testimonials  of  Rev.  Robert  Hudson,  for  Priest's  Orders,  were  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Committee  March  23d.  Also  those  of  Rev.  G.  T.  Le- 
Boutillier,  for  Priest's  Orders,  early  in  May. 

V.  May  28th.  At  a  regular  meeting  at  St.  James'  Rectory,  Syracuse, 
there  were  present  all  the  Clerical,  and  Mr.  Salmon  of  the  Lay  Members. 
An  excusing  postal  was  received  from  Judge  Hubbard.  After  devotions, 
on  motion,  all  i)rooeeding8  of  the  Committee,  or  members  of  the  same, 
above  recorded,  since  its  last  regular  meeting,  were  ratified  to  all  intents 
and  purposes.  The  testimonials  of  five  Candidates  for  Priest's  Orders,  viz: 
C.  H.  (Gardner,  (Jeorge  P.  Hibbaid.  Hugh  Bailey.  H.  J.  Cook,  and  A.  B. 
Allen,  were  ])re8ente(l  and  examined.  Those  of  Messrs.  Gardner,  Hibbard 
and  Bailey  were  found  to  be  correct  and  unexceptionable,  and  all  members 
present  signed  their  Certificates  of  recommendation.  Those  of  Mr.  Cook 
were  ♦.hought  deficient ;  action  respecting  them  was  deferred,  and  they  were 
committed  to  the  care  of  the  Secretary  for  inquiry.  Mr.  Allen  asked  for  a 
dispensation  from  Latin  and  Greek,  which  the  Committee,  as  assembled, 
were  Canonically  unable  to  grant,  the  consent  of  two-thirds  being  required*. 

VI.  Auburn,  June  9th.  A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  the 
Chapel  of  St.  Peter's.  Present,  all  but  Judge  Andrews  and  Mr.  Osborn. 
The  testimonials  of  Mr.  R.  L.  Mathison,  postulant,  were  presented,  exam- 
ined, and  api)rc)ved.  Also  those  of  Mr.  Anson  Joshua  Brockway,  Candidate 
for  Deacon's  Orders  ;  and  those  of  Alonzo  B.  Allen  and  H.  J.  CV>ok.  for  the 
Priesthood.  All  of  which  were  approved,  and  they  were  respectively  re- 
commended. Mr.  Allen  was  also  recommended  for  a  dispensation  from  Latin 
and  Greek.

8.  H,  C. 
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(1.)    Report. 

To  the  Concention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  in  behalf  of 
tlie  Board,  reppectfully  reports: 

The  membership  of  the  Board  has  remained  essentially  the  same  since 
the  publication  of  the  last  Report.  Mr.  Charles  II.  Smythe  has  been  elected 
the  second  Lay  Delegate  of  the  Second  Missionary  District ;  and  the  Rev. 
Pliny  B.  Morgan  has  been  elected  the  Secretary  of  the  Sixth  District,  in 
place  of  Rev.  Mr.  Esch,  who  has  removed  from  the  Dioc4?8e. 

The  Board  has  met,  by  the  Bishop's  appointment,  twice  during  the  year; 
on  September  80th,  at  Syracuse;  and  on  February  3d,  at  Oswego.  It  has 
]iad  during  the  year  fifty-two  (52)  Missionaries  under  its  patronage.  Of 
these,  since  the  year  began,  twelve  (12)  have  ceased  to  be  Missionaries  of 
Central  New  York ;  while  eight  (8)  have  been  taken  into  the  employment 
of  the  Diocese.  There  are  now  forty  (40)  Missionaries  laboring  in  the  field, 
and  eight  (8)  vacant  Missionary  aj)pointments.  A  List  of  the  present  Mis- 
sionaries and  Stations  will  be  found  appended. 

The  following  statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  Church  Missions 
in  the  Diocese,  has  been  drawn  up  from  the  Reports  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  several  Missionary  Districts. 

FIRST  DISTRICT. 

Jefferson  County,  the  First  Missionary  District,  has  three  self-supporting 
Parishes:  Grace  Church,  Carthage,  and  the  two  Parishes  at  Watertown.  It 
has  seven  Missionary  Api)ointments,  including  sixteen  Mission  Stations. 

At  Adams,  the  Church  has  been  repaired,  at  the  cost  of  about  a  thousand 
dollars  ;  all  paid  but  about  l|200,  which  will  soon  be  raised.  Rev.  Mr. 
Ormsbee,  the  Rector,  has  held  six  monthly  services  at  Belleville. 

At  Antwerp,  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  Bailey  have  been  seconded  by 
those  of  John  Muir,  M.  D.,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  who  has  acted  as 
I^ay  Reader,  when  Mr-  Bailey  was  at  Evans'  Mills,  his  other  station.  Mr. 
Bailey  has,  since  September,  held  service  at  Evans'  Mills  on  every  altern- 
ate Sunday.  The  attendance  there  is  increasing,  the  Sunday  School  nour- 
ishing, and  the  people  are  talking  of  building  themselves  a  Chapel. 

Rev.  Mr.  Willes  had  charge  of  Brownville  and  Sackett's  Harbor,  until  the 
First  of  April.  He  held  services  at  Brownville  and  Sackett's  Harbor  every 
Sunday,  at  Dexter  every  alternate  Sunday  until  the  Winter,  and  at  East 
Houndsfield  every  other  Sunday  through  the  year.  Since  his  removal  his 
place  has  been  taken  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  VVinne. 

Rev.  Mr.  Perrine,  of  Cape  Vincent,  has  held  service  at  Milieu's  Bay  every 
other  Sunday  in  the  afternoon,  with  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
people. 

The  Missions  at  Clayton  and  LaFargeville  are  now  vacant  by  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drumm.  But  the  people  are  by  no  means  discour- 
aged. At  Clayton,  they  are  making  an  effort  to  pay  a  debt  of  $700,  incurred 
in  the  erection  of  their  Church,  and  if  they  succeed  in  this,  will  go  on  and 
finish  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hilliard  has  resigned  ThereBa  and  Redwood,  and  removed 
from  the  Diocese.  He  held  a  Mission  Service  in  a  School  House  near 
Theresa,  one  evening  in  the  week,  during  last  summer.  These  Missions 
■are  supplied,  for  the  present,  by  the  Rev.  John  J.  Andrew,  Deacon. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Winne,  residing  at  Watertown,  will  Bupply  Champion  and 
Copenhagen  with  service,  on  alternate  Sundays,  besides  officiating  tt 
Brownville,  Sackett's  Harbor  and  Dexter. 

Mrs.  M.  B.  Sterling  Clark,  a  Deaconess  of  the  Cliurch,  continues  her  Son- 
day  School  work  at  Great  Bend.  Her  School  numbers  between  fifty  and 
sixty,  and  meets  in  a  Paper  Mill.  There  have  been  three  Baptisms  and 
one  person  Confirmed  here  during  the  year.  A  lot  has  been  given  and 
$700  raised  for  a  Chapel.  When  $1000  has  been  raised,  they  will  go  oa 
and  build. 

Rev.  Mr.  Staunton,  of  Grace  Cliurch,  Watertown,  has  held  four  servicer 
at  Black  River,  and  two  at  the  County  House. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brewer,  of  Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  has  held  nineteen  ser- 
vices at  Champion,  seven  at  the  County  House,  and  one  each  at  Alexandria 
Bay,  Great  Bend,  Brownville,  and  Sackett's  Harbor. 

The  October  Convocation  of  this  District  was  turned  into  a  series  of  Mis- 
sion Services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bouham,  then  Evangelist  of  the  Diocese,  held 
one  of  these  Missions  at  Theresa,  assisted  by  two  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Dis- 
trict. Two  others  of  the  Clergy  held  a  second  Mission  at  Antwerp,  and  two- 
others  still  a  third  at  Redwood.  Two  of  these  Missions  were  continued  for 
two  weeks,  and  the  third  for  five  days.  At  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop, 
which  followed  soon  after,  twenty  persons  were  confirmed.  **  It  is  pro- 
posed," says  their  Report,  •*  to  hold  at  least  one  such  series  of  Mission  ser- 
vices each  year  in  the  place  of  the  regular  Convocation." 

The  Offerings  of  the  First  District  are  reported  at  $1787.78,  besides  $235 
for  weaker  Parishes  of  the  District,  and  $75  for  the  Evangelist  Fund.  This 
amount,  larger  than  the  Offering  of  any  previous  year,  is  attributed,  under 
God,  to  the  more  thorough  adoption  and  carrying  out  of  the  Pledge  system. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

The  Rev.  Alonzo  B.  Allen,  of  Lowville,  has  been  very  active  and  succesis- 
ful  in  Missionary  work  in  Lewis  County.  The  Parish  at  Lowville  has 
cleared  itself  of  debt,  and  repaired  the  Church  and  Parsonage,  raising 
nearly  $3000  for  these  and  other  objects.  Besides  his  duties  at  Lowville, 
(with  the  assistAuco  for  u  short  time  of  Rev.  F.  W.  Hilliard,)  Mr.  Allen  has 
hold  about  80  Missionary  Services — ut  Martinsburffh,  Watson,  Dayausville, 
Williams  District,  and  Hamlin  District.  Services  have  been  held  in  private 
houses,  hotels,  school  houses,  and  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  houses  oi 
worship.  Aggregate  attendance  about  850.  About  $400  has  been  pledged 
within  the  field  itself,  for  the  support  and  continuance  of  such  work.  He 
iiientionH  Denmark,  Deer  River,  Turin,  (Jlendale,  and  Chase's  l^ke,  as 
points  offering  encouragement  for  missionary  labor.  It  is  important  that 
Mr.  Allen  should  have  assistance  in  this  large  and  promising  field.  He  now 
holds  four  services  each  Sunday,  and  several  during  each  week.  Rev.  Mr. 
Bonliam,  held  a  series  of  services  at  Lowville,  just  before  Mr.  Allen  took 
charge  of  the  Parish. 

In  Oneida  County,  Rev.  Mr.  Winslow  has  held  ten  services  in  the  Carlton 
District,  near  Camden,  with  a  Congregation  of  50,  and  Sunday  School  of  iJO; 
also  two  services  at  Florence,  30  persons  being  present:  one  service  at  South 
Corners,  with  an  attendance  of  50;  and  two  services  at  Carterville,  Oswego 
Co.,  where  about  200  assemblM  at  each  service.  He  has  visited  Williams- 
town,  McConnelsville,  Annsville,  and  Taberg,  and  found  a  few  Church 
families  at  each  place.  In  Williamstown  there  are  twelve  Church  Commu- 
nicants, and  a  favorable  opening  for  missionary  work. 
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Rev.  Clias.  H.  Gardner,  holds  service  twice  every  Sunday  at  Clayville, 
once  every  other  Sunday  at  Bridgewater,  and  once  a  month  at  Chadwicks. 
He  feels  encouraged  with  the  success  of  his  labors. 

Rev.  Mr.  Todd  has  held  occasional  services  at  Deansville,  besides  his 
regular  services  at  Augusta  and  Oriskany  Falls.  The  debt  on  the  new 
Church  at  Oriskany  Falls  has  been  reduced  from  $300  to  only  $150. 

Rev.  Mr.  Cornell  reports  regular  Sunday  services  at  Clark's  Mills,  and 
Westmoreland,  and  a  well  attended  Cottage  service  on  Friday  evenings,  at 
Clark's  Mills. 

The  Rev.  Hugh  Bailev  held  two  services  last  summer  at  the  village  of 
Prospect,  near  Trenton  Falls.  Prospect  is  becoming  a  summer  resort,  and 
is  thought  to  be  a  point  favorable  for  the  introduction  of  Church  worship. 
It  IS  in  contemplation  to  commence  Missionary  work  at  that  point,  and  also 
at  Deeriield,  in  connection  with  the  Parish  at  Holland  Patent. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  has  supplied  Holland  Patent  and  Oriskany  during  the 
year,  and  Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis,  of  Utica,  has  kept  up  the  services  at  Whitesix)ro. 

The  important  Parish  at  Clinton  is  steadily  increasing  in  strength  under 
the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hibbard,  and  will  soon  become  self-supporting. 

Service  is  now  held  regularly  in  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Church,  West  Utica, 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Irish,  Assistant  of  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Deusen.  of  Grace  Church. 
Mr.  Irish  also  holds  daily  service  in  St.  Luke's  Home,  in  connection  with 
the  Pariah  School.  Four  inmates  of  the  Hospital  have  been  confirmed. 
The  Day  School  numbers  about  100  scholars.  The  Night  School,  in  the 
course  of  the  winter,  has  liad  on  several  occasions  as  many  as  215  attend- 
ants,  chieliy  from  the  Factories.  The  Industrial  School  has  about  75 
children.  In  the  Sunday  School  there  are  27  teachers,  190  scholars.  Says 
the  Missionary,  *'  Hardly  a  week  has  passed,  but  we  have  found  in  the 
reception  of  transient  patients  at  St.  Luke's  a  hearty  interest  awakened,  not 
only  in  the  work  of  the  Institution,  but  also  in  the  Church,  under  whose 
blessed  ministrations  it  is  carried  on.  Said  a  father,  whose  son  was  for  a 
short  time  a  patient  here  *  I  shall  always  love  the  Episcopal  Church  for 
the  sake  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital.'  " 

At  the  llou.sc  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  East  Utica,  about  20  children  are 
cared  for.  The  Managers  have  the  plans  of  a  commodious  Building,  which 
they  purpose  to  erect  the  coming  season,  on  an  eligible  site  donated  for  the 
purpose.  Subscriptions  for  the  building,  to  the  amount  of  about  $7000, 
have  been  obtained. 

The  Good  Shepherd  Mission  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis. 
He  has  held  afternoon  service  and  Sunday  School,  first  in  a  hired  upper 
room,  but  since  Advent  in  a  more  convenient  Missionary  room,  where  the 
attendance  has  considerably  increased.  On  Ascension  Day,  the  first  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Mission  took  place,  handsome  Vessels 
for  the  Communion  having  been  presented  to  the  Mission. 

"The  Convocation  of  this  District,"  says  the  Report,  "has  pursued  the 
plan  suggested  by  the  Bishop  in  his  last  Convention  Address,  of  holding 
Circuit  Missions  in  connection  with  the  Meetings  of  Convocation.  A  series 
of  services  have  been  held  simultaneously  in  a  group  of  stations,  the  Clergy 
going  round  by  turns,  in  companies  of  two  or  three,  on  several  successive 
evenings,  and  all  meeting  together  at  the  close,  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  for  Conference,  and  the  usual  Missionary  Addresses.  In 
this  way  it  has  been  found  that  the  Clergy,  by  their  combined  efforts,  can 
in  a  measure  supply  the  loss  of  the  Evangelist's  services,  and  greatly  invig 
orate  the  operations  of  the  Convocation." 
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THIRD  DISTRICT. 

The  Parish  at  Whitney's  Point,  Broome  Co.,  has  gained  bo  much  in  strength 
as  to  be  able  to  offer  a  t<alary  of  $500  to  its  Rector,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Capen, 
who  has  served  it  hitherto  from  ita  foundation  without  fee  or  reward. 

At  Union,  the  work  on  the  new  Church  is  temporarily  suspended,  not- 
withstanding the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  of  Binghamton,  to  cany 
it  forward. 

The  Parish  connected  with  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  at  BiDgbam- 
ton,  is  reported  to  be  steadily  gaining  strength. 

Rev.  Mr,  Wilson,  Missionary  at  Afton,  has  removed  to  Harpersville, 
where  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  is  Rector. 

The  new  stone  Church  at  Norwich,  113  feet  by  63,  is  nearly  enclosed, 
and  will  have  been  built  for  $1500  less  than  the  ardiitect's  estimate — an 
unusual  circumstance.  But  the  financial  ability  of  the  Parish  has  been 
lessened  by  the  panic,  by  railroad  difficulties  and  by  removals. 

The  Oxford  Academy,  under  the  Principalship  of  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Lewie, 
continues  its  excellent  educational  work. 

The  Third  District  also  has  adopted  the  method  of  connecting  Missions, 
at  several  stations  at  once,  with  the  stated  meetings  of  Convocation. 

FOURTH  DISTRICT. 

Onondaga  Co. — Rev.  Mr.  Bayley,  of  Fayetteville,  reports  having  visited 
Bridgeport  several  times,  for  special  services,  and  having  preached  to  large 
congregations. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ely,  of  Chittenango,  has  also  officiated  several  times  at  Bridge- 
port. The  Parish  at  Chittenango  has  suffered  by  removals.  Says  the  Rec- 
tor, "We  miss  dear  familiar  faces  and  voices.  But  we  who  remain  say, 
let  us  go  on  ;  the  Lord  is  with  us." 

Rev.  Mr.  Pratt,  of  Trinity  Cliurch,  Syracuse,  has  recently  taken  James- 
ville  in  charge,  driving  out  on  Sunday  afternoons.  A  Chancel  Window 
has  been  added  to  the  Cliurch,  and  the  building  otherwise  improved. 

The  congregation  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  at  the  Indian  Reservation,  has 
been  in  charge  of  Mr.  G.  B.  Walthart,  until  he  was  recently  obliged  to  give 
u])  work  for  the  present  on  account  of  ill  health.  Since  then,  service  has 
been  maintained  and  the  School  carried  on,  by  a  special  arrangement  of  the 
Bishop.  A  new  School  House  has  been  built  and  furnished,  and  the  State 
Legislature  have  made  the  Appropriation  for  it  of  $500,  which  was  passed, 
but  not  ])aid.  last  year.  A  meeting  of  Convocation  was  held  at  the  Reser- 
vation, last  July,  to  the  great  gratification  of  the  Indians.  The  Bishop, and 
some  of  the  Clergy,  officiated  at  the  Funeral  of  their  Chief,  Captain  George, 
in  September. 

St.  John's  Church,  Marcellus,  has  till  recently  been  in  charge  of  the  Rev* 
F.  P.  Winne.  Since  his  removal  to  Watertown,  the  Parish  has  been  sup* 
I)lied  by  the  Associate  Mission  of  Syracuse. 

Rev.  Mr.  Phillips,  of  Jordan,  reports  having  been  four  times  in  **  Satan's 
Kingdom,"  and  six  times  in  "Bangall,"  for  services.  These  are  School 
Districts  in  the  town  of  Van  Buren.  He  also  reports  four  services  at  Mem- 
phis, and  two  at  a  School  House  at  Cross  Lake.  At  Cross  Lake  he  baptized 
an  infant,  and  has  other  applications  for  Baptisms  and  for  services.  Also 
Cottage  services  in  his  Parish,  at  Jordan,  besides  regular  missionary  duty 
at  Weedsport  and  Port  Byron.  Also  services  would  be  desirable  at  El- 
bridge.  Memphis  has  had  a  number  of  services  rendered  by  the  Missionary 
Clergy  of  Syracuse. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Beauchamp,  of  Baldwinsville,  reports  occasional  services  at 
Memphis,  Plainville,  and  Phoenix. 

Rev  Mr.  Moyses,  of  Fulton,  lias  officiated  at  Oswego  Falls  seven  times, 
and  at  Phoenix  four  times.  He  proposes  to  continue  service  at  Phoenix  twice 
a  month  through  the  summer. 

Grace  Church.  Mexico,  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  B.  T.  Hall,  Deacon.  A  hand- 
some Organ  has  been  placed  in  the  Church,  and  paid  for,  within  the  year. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  of  Pulaski,  reports  an  increasing  congregation  and 
Sunday  School.  He  mentions  Sandy  Creek  as  a  place  where  services  might 
.advantageously  be  held. 

Rev.  Mr.  LeBoutillier,  of  Oneida,  lately  advanced  to  the  Priesthood,  re- 
ports regular  services  at  Durhamville,  with  good  prospects.  Also  Cottage 
services  during  Lent,  at  Oneida  Castle.  Six  adults  have  been  baptized  and 
four  confirmed  in  his  Mission  field.  He  mentions  Oneida  Castle  and 
Morrisville  as  favorable  openings  for  the  Cliurch.  The  Church  building  at 
Oneida  has  been  enlarged  to  nearly  double  its  former  capacity. 

Rev.  Robert  Paul  has  recently  taken  charge  of  the  Missions  at  Perryville 
and  Canastota. 

Rev.  E.  P.  Smith  is  Missionary  at  Hamilton. 

Rev.  Dr.  Beach  of  Christ  Church,  Oswego,  reports  a  box  of  clothing, 
value  $137,  contributed  by  his  Parish  for  a  Missionary  of  the  Diocese.  He 
also  reports  a  number  of  services  held  at  the  Old  Woman's  Home,  in 
Oswego. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Adams,  of  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Oswego,  reports 
regular  Sunday  afternoon  service  and  monthly  Communion  at  St.  John's 
Chapel.  Also  a  Wednesday  evening  service.  There  are  now  25  Communi- 
-cants  at  the  Chapel,  and  an  average  attendance  of  80.  The  Sewing  School 
numbers  75.  He  says  '*  St.  John's  Chapel  adds  much  to  my  labors ;  but 
they  seem  so  full  of  hope  there,  that  it  is  a  joy  to  minister  to  them." 

In  Syracuse,  St.  John's  Mission  has  prospered  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Schouler.  The  Chapel  has  been  enlarged,  to  contain  the  growing  Sunday 
■fichool  and  congregation. 

Ajaother  Mission  has  been  established,  under  the  Bishop's  direction,  in 
October,  in  the  north  eastern  part  of  Syracuse,  and  called  Calvary  Mission. 
It  is  at  present  in  charge  of  Rev.  Wm.  J.  H.  Weibel,  Deacon.    A  Sunday 
School  is  held  there  every  Sunday  afternoon,  which  numbers  17  teachers 
4ind  150  pupils.    There  is  service  every  Sunday  evening.     Some  of  the  ser- 
mons have  been  in  the   German  language.     There  was  service  also  on 
Wednesday  evenings  during  Lent.    Rev.  Mr.  Weibel  officiates  on  Sunday 
jmornings  at  Marcellus,  and  has  held  some  services  at  Memphis.    Rev.  S. 
H.  Hilliard  assisted  for  a  time  in  this  Mission  work. 

A  good  many  services  have  been  held  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pattison.  of  Grace 
Church,  and  others,  at  Pompey  Hill,  Onondaga  Hill,  Jamesville,  &c.,  of 
-which  there  has  been  rendered  no  precise  report. 

Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  of  Skaneateles,  held  services  last  summer  at  Glen  Haven, 
Maudana,  Mottville,  &c.,  which  have  not  been  reported  to  the  Board. 

The  Recording  Secretary  has  officiated  once  at  Glen  Haven,  once  at  Pom- 
j>ey  Hill,  once  at  Memphis,  and  35  times  at  the  House  of  the  Good  Shep 
lierd,  Syracuse. 

The  Annual  Report  of  this  House,  rendered  in  February,  showed  that  it 
Jiad  harbored  47  sick  persons,  during  its  first  year.  It  has  taken  more  and 
more  the  character  of  a  Hospital,  has  shown  the  need  there  was  of  such  an 
institution,  and  has  supplied  the  need  with  constantly  increasing  facilities. 
It  can  accommodate  at  present  but  12  or  15  patients,  and  it  is  almost  always 
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fall.    A  lot  has  been  given  on  University  Hill,  for  its  permanent  location^ 
and  a  commencement  made  of  collecting  a  Building  Fund.     The  Fi«e  Dis- 

esnsary  of  the  Brotherhood  has  also  been  continued  under  the  care  of  Dc. 
hoades. 

Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  of  Cortland,  reports  two  Sunday  services  at  Cincinnatiie^ 
one  at  Groton,  one  at  Etna,  one  at  Sterling,  one  at  Onondaga  Caetle,  one  at 
Onondaga  Vallej,  and  one  at  Dryden  Springs.  Two  week  day  services  at 
Truxton,  two  at  Preble,  one  at  Cincinnatus,  two  in  Solon,  and  one  at  Drvdea 
Springs.  He  has  also  officiated  regularly  twice  a  month,  on  Sundav  iftter- 
noons,  at  South  Cortland,  a  village  of  some  35  families,  where  mucii  inter- 
est is  manifested  in  the  ministrations,  the  people  having  had  no  regular 
8er\'ice8  of  any  kind  before.  A  Sunday  School  of  some  40  children  has  also 
been  organized  here.  The  Missionary  has  liad  the  assistance,  in  these  ser- 
vices, of  the  Cortland  Church  Choir. 

At  Solon,  9  miles  east  of  Cortland,  the  Heminway  family  have  set  apart 
seven  acres  of  land  in  the  village  for  a  Church  lot  and  Glebe.  The  income 
from  this  is  accumulating ;  with  which,  after  sufficient  endowment,  thej 
intend  building  a  Church. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wenman,  of  Cleveland,  Oswego  Co.,  has  held  service  nine  times^ 
at  West  Vienna,  Oneida  Co.,  and  three  times  at  the  Church  in  Constantia. 
He  reports  a  regular  weekly  Cottage  service  at  Cleveland,  with  good  results. 

FIFTH  DISTRICT. 

In  Cayuga  County,  Rev.  C.  R.  Hale  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Johu'c, 
Auburn,  which  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Tuttle,  Chaplain  U.  S.  A. 
Mr.  Tuttle  reports  good  congregations,  both  on  Sundays  and  at  his  Cottage 
Lectures,  and  a  Sunday  School  of  73  pupils. 

In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  the  Industrial  School,  carried  on  through 
the  winter  by  the  Sisterhood  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  was  very  successful  and 
useful.  The  Rector  "continues  his  ministrations  from  time  to  time,"  at 
the  Prison,  County  Jail,  Orphan  Asylum,  and^Home  for  the  Friendless. 
He  is  also  Chaplain  of  the  St.  George's  Society. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Casey,  Deacon,  has  been  a  very  successful  worker  in  his 
Missionary  field.  At  Aurora  he  lias  held  187  services.  His  Bible  Class  for 
Adults  is  attended  by  all  the  leading  members  of  the  congregation.  At 
Union  Springs  he  has  held  69  services,  and  reports  increase  in  numbers  and 
in  Parisli  life. 

At  Northville,  20  services  have  been  held,  but  here  removals  have  taken 
away  most  of  tlic  atrengtli  of  the  Parish. 

At  Luvannu,  b'etw*»en  Aurora  and  Union  Springs,  Mr.  Casey  holds  a  ser- 
vice every  Sunday,  attended  entirely  and  (juite  largely  by  persons  not 
brought  up  in  the  Church. 

St.   Luke's  Churrh,  Cayuga,  consecrated  during  the  Rectorship  of  the 
Rev.  James  A.  Brown,  is  now  vacant  by  liis  removal  to  Waverly,   in  the 
Sixth  District.     lie  reported  several  services  held  at  "  Half  Acre,"  near 
.Cayuga.     Service  has  been  held  at  Cayuga,  during  tlie  Spring,  by  Clergy 
men  sent  from  Syracuse. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Colhoun,  M.D.,  of  Moravia,  re|)orts  that  his  people  have  been 
active  in  raising  money  for  repairing  the  Church,  and  for  the  Sunday  Scliool 
l^ibrary.  He  assisted  tlie  Evangelit^t,  Mr.  Bonham,  in  a  series  of  services 
in  tlieTown  of  Groton. 

Rev.  S.  H.  Pliillips,  rei)orts  much  increased  congregations  at  Weedsport, 
and  a  flourishing  Sunday  School. 

At  Port  Byron,  under  the  same  Missionary,  between  three  and  four 
thousand  dollars,  were  subscribed  for  a  Church,  but  the  financial  crisis  in- 
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tepf erred  with  the  progress  of  the  work.    Mr.  Bonham  lield  several  services 
at  Port  Byron  with  excellent  success. 

At  Seneca  Falls,  Seneca  Co.,  two  Sunday  Schools  are  in  vigorous  opera- 
tion. A  monthly  Mission  service  is  held  in  connection  with  the  Mission 
2:$chool.     The  Parish  is  looking  forward  to  the  building  of  a  new  Church. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Dooris,  Chaplain  of  Willard  Asylum,  has  held  Mission- 
ary service  at  Ovid  the  past  year.  The  services  are  now  held  in  the  Masonic 
Hall.     He  has  also  held  a  Cottage  Lecture  on  Wednesday  evenings. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Doty  of  St.  Paul's,  Waterloo,  reports  12  Mission  services* 
held  by  himself,  with  the  assistance  of  his  singers,  in  the  School  House* 
at  Junius  Corners.  He  re^wrts  five  Baptisms  there,  and  an  increased  inter- 
est in  the  services.  Ho  is  organizing  a  Sunday  School  there  for  the  summer, 
teachers  to  go  from  Waterloo.  He  has  held  several  Missionary  services  at 
Fayette  and  at  Cayuga.  During  the  year  has  taken  place  the  semi-centen-. 
nial  of  his  Parish  Sunday  School.  It,  and  the  two  Mission  Sunday  Schools, 
are  in  successful  operation.  The  Rector  holds  a  Bible  Class  every  Sunday 
afternoon.    He  is  also  Chaplain  of  the  St.  George's  Society. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Association  has  been  doing  a  good  work 
throughout  the  year.  A  *  *  Little  Women's  "  Sowing  School  lias  been  organ- 
ized. They  have  an  average  attendance  of  40  every  Saturday,  P.M.  The 
Alite  Society  is  in  successful  operation.  During  the  year,  an  addition  of  25 
feet  to  the  Parish  School  House  has  been  mfuie.  The  Church  has  been 
ventilated  and  decorated,  and  an  elegant  solid  silver  Communion  Service, 
worth  $600,  "in  Memory  of  our  Holy  Dead,"  says  the  report,  "has  been 
placed  on  the  Altar." 

SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Rev.  Jas.  A.  Brown,  has  entered  upon  work  in  Waverly,  with  en- 
couraging prospects. 

The  Rev.  John  Scott  is  officiating  in  Smithboro,  and  hopes  to  see  a  Church 
edifice  erected  in  that  place  shortly. 

It  is  also  hoj)ed  Church  services  may  be  established  in  Van  Ettenville, 
where,  it  is  said,  there  are  a  few  Church  families. 

"  The  Reports  from  Missionaries  in  other  localities,"  says  the  Secretary, 
'*are  very  encouraging." 

Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  has  given  $561,  during  the  year  for  Diocesan 
Missions.  Rev.  Dr.  McKnight,  its  Rector,  reports  services  held  at  Smith- 
boro and  Wellsburg,  and  a  visit  made  to  Van  Ettenville,  where  the  Metho- 
dists have  the  only  existing  services,  and  a  desire  for  Church  services 
exists. 

GENERAL  VIEW. 

There  is  wo  full  Report  of  the  Offerings  of  any  District  except  the  First. 
(A  Report,  nearly  full,  of  thc^Fifth  District,  makes  its  Offerings  $1225.41.) 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  financial  depression  of  the  secular  year, 
has  not  entirely  crippled,  though  it  may  have  retarded,  the  operations  of 
our  Missionary  organization.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement,  at  least 
in  some  quarters,  in  the  attendance  at  Convocation,  and  in  the  efficient  and 
faithful  carrying-out  of  the  Convocation  system. 

Thus  we  have  gone  through  the  year's  record  of  the  Missionary  work  of 
the  Diocese.  It  is  a  record,  as  usual,  creditable  to  some  Clergymen  and 
Laymen,  discreditable  to  others.  Resembling  in  its  faint,  imperfect  way 
the  record  kept  by  Him  Whose  eye  is  all-seeing,  and  Who  will  reward  all 
according  to  their  deeds;  Who  knows,  belter  far  than  we,  who  have  tried  to 
.see  how  miwh  they  could  do  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  and  who  have  done 
as  little  as  they  could  for  God.  Certainly  this  is  no  time  to  relax  in  our 
•efforts  for  the. cause.    Our  Stations  where  the  Church  is  planted  do  not  yet 
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namber  quite  half  the  Townships  of  Central  New  York.  We  have  but 
about  10,000  Communicants  in  over  700,000  souls.  We  avera^  over  106 
Communicants  to  each  Clergyman.  Admitting  that  our  congregations  are 
five  times  our  number  of  Communicants,  (the  usual  estimate,)  or  an  average 
of  500  souls  in  the  care  of  each  Clergyman,  still  we  namber  but  one  in 
fourteen,  and  this  is  a  large  estimate;  but  one  in  fourteen  of  the  population 
of  the  region  in  which  our  lot  has  Providentially  been  cast.  And  we  cUdm. 
to  be  the  National  Church  of  the  American  People.  For  one  I  firmly  adopt 
that  claim;  and  so,  I  believe,  does  the  Board  in  whose  behalf  I  have  the- 
honor  to  speak.  And  I  believe  the  truest  test  of  sound  Churchmanship  \r 
found  in  tiie  determination  to  do  all  one  can  to  make  Christ's  Church  the 
Church  of  the  future  in  this  country,  as  the  truest  test  of  godly  devotion 
is  the  effort  to  make  the  Kingdoms  of  this  world  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  of  His  Clirist.  It  is  said  the  petitions  of  the  LonTs  Prayer  are  all 
summed  up,  its  whole  sense  expressed,  in  the  one  central  petition,  "Thy 
Kingdom  come."  All  our  love  to  man  finds  voice  in  it.  All  our  devotion 
to  God  is  expressed  therein.  And  this  dominant  wish  of  the  Christian 
heart,  desire  for  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  Qod,  nowhere  takes  suclr 
living,  practical,  or  even  oeautiful  shape,  as  in  the  work  of  Christian 
Missions. 

"  Oh  I  hearts  are  hmifi>ed  and  dead. 
And  homed  are  bare  and  cold. 

And  lambs  for  whom  the  Shepherd  bled 
Are  ptrayinj^  from  the  Fold. 

The  captive  to  release. 
To  God  the  loot  to  brin^. 

To  teach  the  way  or  life  and  peace. 
It  is  a  Christ-like  thing.'' 

It  is  believed  that  every  District  of  the  Diocefle  might  adopt  the  language 
of  the  First  District,  in  its  Report,  "All  our  villages  and  hamlets  present 
favorable  openings  for  the  services  of  the  Clmrcli.  Give  us  but  the  men 
and  the  means,  and  there  need  be  no  limit  to  the  growth  and  extension  of 
tlie  Church." 

It  is  also  believed  that  our  Diocese,  as  a  whole,  is  capable  of  doing  more- 
for  the  C'hvirch'8  Missions  than  it  is  doing,  or  than  it  has  ever  yet  done. 
While  some  of  the  Clergy  wear  out,  others  seem,  as  yet,  to  human  eyes,  to 
rust  out.  While  some  of  the  Laity  give  thoughtfully  and  liberally  as  good 
stewards,  others  seem  careless  and  indifferent  to  the  cause. 

Many  more  of  the  Parishes  of  our  Diocese  might  be  such  centres  of 
Cliristian  and  Churchly  influence  as  are  now  (to  omit  the  Cities)  Lowville, 
Camden,  Oriskany  Falls,  Cortland,  Jordan,  Aurora,  Waterloo.  More 
Cliurches  might  contribute  in  the  ratio  of  some  of  those  at  Watertown, 
Elmira,  Oxford,  Binghamton,  Oswego,  Auburn,  Rome,  Utica,  and  Syracuse. 

Laymen  I  soon,  from  all  your  investments,  the  only  ones  that  will  yield 
you  any  returns  will  be  the  sums  you  have  laid  out  for  others'  good. 

Clergymen  !  soon,  for  us,  the  night  comet n,  wherein  no  man  can  work. 
Well  for  us,  if  we  take  to  our  hearts  the  warning  found  written  in  our 
dead  brother's  Journal  :  (that  brother  called  so  suddenly  from  work  to« 
Paradise.) 

"  Louder  thy  cry, 
To  (4od, 
To  men. 
And  now  fulfil  thy  trust: 
Soon  thon  must  lie. 
Mouth  stopped, 
Breath  pone. 
And  silent  in  the  dust."

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — During  my  engagement  as  Evangelist  of  Cen- 
tral New  York,  dating  from  Jan.  let,  1878,  to  Jan.  let.  1874,  Missions  of 
from  five  to  twelve  days  continuance,  were  held  in  the  following  places  : 
Evans'  Mills,  Homer,  P'hcenix.  Perry  ville,  Oneida,  Mexico,  Moravia,  North- 
ville,  Ithaca,  Dryden,  Clayville,  Lowville,  Oxford,  Qroton,  Oswego,  The- 
resa, Clinton,  Smithboro,  Canastota.  Port  Byron,  DeRuyter,  Utica,  and  a 
second  Mission  at  Mexico  and  Port  Byron. 

Between  the  Missions  named,  I  visited  the  Missionary  Convocations  held 
in  Binghamton,  Waterloo,  Camden,  Port  Byron,  Spencer,  Norwich  and 
Theresa,  and  preached  in  each  place  mentioned  except  Norwich. 

On  different  occasions  I  also  preached  eight  times  at  Homer,  three  times 
at  Waterville,  three  times  in  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,  five  times  in  Grace 
Cliurch,  Syracuse,  four  times  at  Jamesville,  twice  at  Cortland,  three  times 
at  Memphis,  once  at  Harper's  Valley,  once  in  Grace  Church,  Watertown, 
twice  at  Trinity  Church,  W^atertown,  twice  in  Grace  Church,  Utica,  three 
times  in  Calvary  Church,  Utica,  once  at  Whitesboro,  three  or  four  miles 
from  Utica. 

As  particulars  of  the  Missions  held  would  fill  a  volume,  I  merely,  state 
that  in  nearly  every  place  the  interest  in  the  services  increased.  Christians 
of  various  denominations,  and  their  ministers,  were  present  at  some  of  the 
services  and  seemed  Interested.  Much  of  the  prejudice  against  the  Church 
was  removed.  Though  it  is  difiicult  to  measure  spiritual  results,  we  hope 
that  some  souls  were  benefited  and  permanent  good  accomplished.  Tne 
kindness  and  sympathy  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  of 
his  Presbyters  and  Laity,  will  ever  be  remembered  with  pleasure. 

May  the  members  of  our  beloved  Church  in  Central  New  York  continue 
to  "dwell  together  in  unity,"  be  ze^Uous  workers  for  ''Christ  and  the 
Church," — workers  together, — workers  together  toith  Ood,  Time  is  short. 
The  day  of  doom  hastens.  We  have  much  to  do  and  but  little  time  to  ac- 
complish it.  May  we  so  labor  that  when  the  Master  comes  each  may  hear 
the  cheering  words,  "  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant,  thou  hast  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things,  enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."  '*  They  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament,  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as 
the  stars  for  ever  and  ever."

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  NeioTark : 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  herewith  submits  this,  his  Sixth  Annual 
Report.     A  Synopsis  of  the  detailed  account  shows  as  follows,  viz  : 

Balance  from  previous  report $  2,319  52 

Received  during  the  past  Conventional  year, 19,317  60 

Making  a  total  of  Receipts,  including  balance  of $21,637  12 

From  which  there  has  been  disbursed, 18,961  72 

Leaving  a  balance  of $2,675  40 

Most  of  which  belongs  to  the  Diocesan  Mission  Fund,  to  be  used  in  the 
July  payment  of  stipends. 

Of  the  above  amount  of  receipts  more  than  half  the  amount,  or  $11,044.97,^ 
has  been  received  for  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  being  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  $205.76,  while  the  payments  have  been  $10,354.22,  show- 
ing an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  during  the  past  year  of  $690.75. 
Of  the  above  amount  $981.72  were  received  as  the  special  Lenten  Offerings 
for  this  object. 

At  the  Convention  of  1873,  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  was  ap. 
pointed  to  levy  an  Assessment  upon  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  $2,625,  for  items  embraced  in  the  General  Fund  and 
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fltated  in  the  Clrcalar  issaed  by  that  Committee  to  the  various  P&rishee. 
The  whole  amount  received  from  that  eiource  has  been  but  $1,464.66,  or  a 
little  over  half  the  amount  asked  for.  to  which  can  be  added  the  sum  of 
$132.59,  received  since  making  out  the  statistical  portion  of  this  report. 
While  about  one-third  of  the  Parishes  have  paid  their  fall  qaota,  and  in 
some  instances  an  excess,  the  remaining  Parishes  have  paid  bat  »  portion 
and  in  some  cases  nothing.  Complaints  liave  been  received  from  some  Par- 
ishes of  the  unj  ustness  and  inequality  of  the  assessment.  As  one  of  that  Com- 
mittee, I  can  only  say,  that  the  basis  of  the  assessment  was  the  one  recom- 
mended by  the  Bishop,  and  appeared  to  the  Committee  the  most  equitable 
one  which  could  be  adopted.  If  made  upon  either  of  the  other  two  sug- 
gested, that  of  the  number  of  Communicants,  or  upon  *'  C^urrent  Expenses, 
including  Rector's  Salary,"  serious  objections  would  be  found  to  lie  against 
both.  With  these  remarks  I  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

As  the  Triennial  Session  of  the  General  Convention  is  to  be  held  this 
year,  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  provision  of  the  assess- 
ment of  that  body  u])on  the  Diocese,  of  three  dollars  per  capita  on  each 
Clergyman  within  the  Diocese,  also  for  such  additional  assessment  as  may 
be  necessary.  The  sum  required  for  this  purpose  will  be  about  $500.  If 
this  Convention  should  adopt  the  rule  which  it  did  in  the  Convention  of 
1871,  for  paying  the  expenses  of  the  Bishop  and  Clerical  Deputies  thereto, 
a  further  sum  of  $850  will  be  needed.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  following  estimates  for  the  General  Fund,  viz  : 

Printing  of  Convention  Journal  and  Blanks, $500  00 

Taxes,  care  of  grounds  and  repairs  on  Episcopal  Residence,     500  00 

Traveling  expenses,  postage.  &c. ,  of  Bishop, 300  00 

To  refund  advances  of  Trustees  of  Episcopal  Residence, ,     450  00 

Making  a  total  of  items  for  General  Fund  of $1,750  00 

or  less  ab«ut  $1,000,  should  the  balance  of  the  assessment  be  collected. 

The  Convention  of  1871  also  adopted  a  resolution  allowing  $50  to  each 
Clerical  Delegate  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  not  a  Clerical  Deputy 
to  the  General  Convention.  If  the  same  resolution  is  re-adopted  at  this 
Convention,  provision  should  be  made  therefor.

By  reference  to  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  for  the  years  1872  and 
1878,  it  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Horace  O.  Moss,  and  the  undersi^rned,  have 
been  the  only  acting  members  of  the  Committee  appointed  for  the  parpos^ 
of  examining  the  securities  and  investments  of  the  several  Trust  and  Per- 
manent Funds  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  report  their  condition  to  the  Conven- 
tion. Mr.  Moss  has  been  absent  several  months  in  California,  and  is  thus 
prevented  from  participating  in  any  action  of  the  Committee. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  a  full  and  conscientious  discharge  of  the  da- 
ties  of  this  Committee  for  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  Diocese,  and  by 
reason  of  constant  and  pressing  business  engagements  being  unable  to  give* 
the  business  of  the  Committee  proper  attention,  the  undersigned  some 
weeks  since  advised  the  Bishop  of  his  inability  to  give  the  necessary  tim» 
and  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  suggested  that  some  per- 
son resident  at  Utica,  and  also  one  at  Syracuse,  should  be  designated  by  the- 
Bishop  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  Funds  held  in  each  of  their  localitieB, 
and  that  the  undersigned  would  examine  and  report  as  to  the  Van  Wa^nen 
Missionary  Fund,  the  Trustee  of  which  Fund  resides  at  Oxford.  It  Is  un- 
derstood that  this  plan  has  been  adopted,  and  reports  will  doubtless  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention  by  Mr.  Comstock,  of  Utica,  relative  to  the  oondi- 
tion  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  from  Judge  Marvin,  of  Skaneateles,  in 
relation  to  the  different  Funds  which  are  held  at  Syracuse.     The

Since  the  report  made  to  the  Convention  in  1873,  two  Mortgages  have 
been  taken  by  the  Trustee,  one  of  $900  and  one  of  $4,000,  bom  on  land» 
in  the  County  of  Chenango,  and  of  sufficient  value  above  the  amount  of 
the  Mortgage,  in  each  case,  to  make  the  security  ample. 

There  is  one  Mortgage  belonging  to  this  Fund  upon  which  the  interest 
was  due  on  the  first  day  of  December  last,  for  one  year,  and  which  has  not 
been  paid.  This  Mortgage  was  given  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  which,  with 
the  interest  thereon  from  December  1,  1872,  is  now  due  The  party  who 
gave  the  Mortgage  has  become  insolvent,  and  the  Mortgage  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  an  attorney  to  be  foreclosed.  Tlie  Fund,  it  is  believed,  is  entirely 
free  from  danger  of  loss  by  reason  of  this  security. 

Asking  the  indulgence  of  the  Convention  for  any  seeming  neglect  of  duty 
on  the  part  of  this  Committee,  the  foregoing  is  respectfully  submitted.

In  accordance  with  your  request  of  the  21st  ult.,  I  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  Securities  representing  the  Episcopate  Fund  now  in  the  hands

of  the  Trustees ;  also  the  Securities  representing  the  "  DbLancby  Fund." 
I  have  also  examined  the  condition  of  the  "  Williams  Fund." 

I  have  compared  the  Securities  of  the  two  former  Funds  with  the  report 
made  by  the  Trustees,  to  be  presented  to  this  Convention,  and  find  their 
jeport  correct. 

I  consider  the  Bonds  and  Mortgages  first  class  Securities  ;  the  interest  is 
generally  paid  promptly.  Among  these  are  a  number  of  Western  Mort- 
.gages,  bearing  interest  at  10  per  cent,  per  annum.  These  are  desirable  in- 
vestments when  good  securities  can  be  obtained,  but  great  caution  should 
be  exercised  by  the  Trustees  (and  I  believe  such  is  the  case,)  in  getting  that 
-class  of  securities. 

The  Bonds  of  the  Utica  Water  Works  Co.,  and  that  of  the  Western  TTnion 
Telegraph  Co.,  are  unquestionably  good,  and  the  coupons  attached  will  no 
•doubt  be  met  at  maturity. 

Canon  XII.  requires  all  money  belonging  to  the  Episcopate  Fund  to  be  in- 
vested upon  Real  Estate.    I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  these  Bonds, 
together  with  the  donated  Railroad  Bonds,  (the  value  of  which  is  more 
•questionable.)  be  changed  to  Bonds  and  Mortgages  so  soon  as  it  is  practi- 
cable, or  the  Canon  be  amended. 

The  Trustees  of  these  Funds,  (and  particularly  Mr.  W.  B.  Jackson,  the 
Secretary,)  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  for  the  care  and 
accuracy  with  which  they  keep  their  accounts. 

In  regard  to  the  "  Williams  Fund,"  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the 
Bishop's  Address.  A.  D.  1870, 1  would  state  that,  upon  examining  the  books 
•of  the  Savings  Bank  of  Utica,  I  find  that  Rev.  A.  B.  Goodrich  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  Rt.  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Iluntington,  Bishop,  August  1st,  1870  :

Weekly  instruction  in  Cliurch  Music  has  been  given  to  the  children  of 
the  Sunday  School  by  Edwin  8.  Day,  Esq.  The  children,  assisted  by  out- 
side contributions,  have  enlarged  their  Library. 

A  Ladies'  Society,  holding  weekly  and  semi-monthly  meetings,  was  or 
ganized  in  September,  and  lias  so  far  prospered,  and  done  good  work  for 
the  Church.  The  incidental  expenses  of  the  Parish,  which  were  wholly 
unprovided  for,  have  been  more  than  met  by  some  of  the  members  of  this 
Society,  by  Mite  Book  Subscriptions,  amounting  to  $62  75,  from  September 
last,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $202  00,  now  held  as  a  separate  fund  for 
repairs  on  the  Church.

The  Vestnr  have  been  largely  indebted  to  the  oommonity  outside  of  th& 
Parish,  for  the  support  of  the  Hector,  and  for  aid  in  the  expense  of  sustain- 
ing the  Sunday  Sch9ol  and  other  Parochial  objects. 

The  attendance  on  tho  services,  small  at  best,  has  been  well  sustained 
until  the  present  time;  and  in  many  other  respects  the  outward  prosperity 
of  the  Parish  has  advanced,  but  it  continues  to  be  sadly  dwarfed  by  chronic 
causes  of  depression  which  only  the  outpouring  of  Qod's  Spirit,  joined  to 
well  directed  and  patient  effort,  can  remove. 

I  have  urged  the  expediency  of  taking  preliminary  steps  for  reducing 
the  Vestry  to  the  minimum  number  allowed  by  the  State  law.  If  the 
measure  is  carried  out,  it  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
Parish.

The  buildin£:  of  the  new  Church  has  absorbed  all  the  means  of  this  Far* 
ish.  It  never  had  any  financial  ability  to  speak  of,  and  deaths  and  remov- 
als have  not  improved  matters.  It  does  not  reckon  a  single  man  of  means 
among  its  members.  It  cannot  grow  until  it  gets  a  decent  Church  edifice, 
in  a  decent  location.  Financial  troubles  cut  short  many  subscriptions.  We 
liave  kept  at  work  raising  what  we  could.  Our  new  edifice  is  a  fine  build- 
ing, village  gothic;  extreme  length  113i  feet;  width  in  front  63  feet;  tow- 
er and  turret;  Norwich  stone,  with  gray  limestone  facings.  A  few  days 
more  will  see  (D.  V.,)  the  building  enclosed,  stone  work  done,  and  roof 
elated.  There  we  must  stop  unless  we  can  sell  or  effect  a  loan  on  the  old 
Church  property,  which  is  valuable.  It  is  bad  business  to  stop,  circum- 
etanced  as  the  Parish  is,  but  the  Rector  sees  no  help  for  it  unless  the  old 
Church  property  can  be  sold  or  mortgaged.

There  is  a  very  considerable  change  in  the  above  statistics  from  those  of 
former  years,  owing  to  the  organization  of  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Churchy 
in  West  Utica,  and  the  transfer  of  a  number  of  families  and  Commani- 
cants  to  tliat  new  and  growing;'  Parish.  But  we  feel  that  these  losfles  from. 
Grace  Church  will  be  more  than  returned  in  increased  zeal  and  liberalitT, 
the  sure  results  of  efforts  to  extend  the  Church,  in  the  satisfaction  of  aid- 
inff  a  portion  of  the  population  who  would  otherwise  be  deprived  of  most 
valued  blessings,  and  in  the  addition  of  families  and  individuals  to  the 
mother  Church,  who  arc  certain  to  be  drawn  to  a  Parish  that  gives  evidence 
of  unselfishness,  new  life,  and  increasing  energy  and  devotion. 

A  new  and  valuable  Rectory  has  been  purchased,  and  the  first  payment, 
$4,000,  made. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  it  is  expected,  will  be  ready  for  Consecration  in  Sep- 
tember of  the  present  year,  it  being  now  in  the  process  of  completion  and 
furnishing.  The  basement  has  been  finished  and  used  for  our  services  and 
schools  since  Christmas.  We  refer  to  tlie  report  of  the  Parish  for  fuller 
details.  The  growth  and  prosperity  of  St.  Luke's  Home  and  its  Hospital 
department  have  been  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  and  there- 
are  now  about  40  persons  connected  with  them,  in  their  management  or  as 
inmates.  Mr.  T.  K.  Butler,  who  never  seems  to  tire  in  his  effort*  and  liber- 
ality, has  now  provided  a  large  lot  in  front  of  them  as  a  park,  and  is  mak- 
ing new  improvements,  by  iron  fencing,  grading,  and  various  adornments. 
Others  are  also  manifesting  very  commendable  interest,  and  the  work  is- 
most  singularly  and  abundantly  blessed.

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Tlie  sum  for  Current  Expenses  includes  bills  of  the  previous  year  to  the 
amount  of  $160.  During  the  past  year  a  commodious  "  Mission  Room,"' 
for  Sunday  School  and  general  Parish  purposes,  has  been  built  in  the  rear 
of  the  Church,  at  a  cost,  including  seats,  stoves,  library  case,  curtains,  and 
other  furniture,  of  $1000.  Of  this  sum  $872  74  was  taken  from  the  amount 
realized  by  the  sale  of  the  Parsonage  in  October  last,  after  satisfying  the 
mortgage,  interest  due  and  other  liens  upon  the  property.  The  other  items 
of  Church  improvement  are,  an  addition  to  the  organ,  and  an  enlargement 
of  the  choristers*  gallery.  It  is  intended  to  thoroughly  renovate  and  re- 
carpet  the  Church  edifice  during  the  present  season.  Tnis  Church  contin- 
ues the  plan  of  free  se^U,  and  is  supported  by  the  Offertory  alone. 

The  Rector  has  continued  his  services  as  Chaplain  of  the  State  Lunatic 
Asylum,  which  makes  the  number  of  his  Sunday  Services  157.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  encouragement,  as  evinced  by  the 
additions  to  the  Communicant  list,  the  number  attending  the  Sunday  Ser- 
vices, and  the  disposition  of  the  people  to  work  for  the  advancement  of  the 
interests  of  the  Mission.

The  Services  of  the  Church  were  begun  here  in  Advent,  with  every  prom- 
ise of  success,  which  continued  as  long  as  we  were  able  to  use  the  Baptist 
House  of  Worship.  But  as  we  have  met  with  diappointments  in  finding 
a  suitable  place  for  holding  service,  our  congregations  have  very  percep- 
tibly fallen  oflf ,  and  we  have  lost  some  who  were  becoming  interested.  The 
number  of  families  is  small,  but  the  number  of  individuals  and  young  peo- 
ple who  prefer  the  services  of  the  Church  is  comparatively  large.  Some 
who  would  like  to  give  their  undivided  support  to  the  Mission  are  deterred 
from  wholly  withdrawing  from  their  former  place  of  worship,  not  only  be- 
cause we  have  no  Church  building  in  the  place  to  ensure  a  permanency,  but 
also  from  fear  that  the  support  of  the  Missionary  will  fall  upon  them. 
Until  therefore  we  have  our  own  Churchly  building,  however  small,  set- 
ting forth  its  own  claims  and  giving  assurance  of  permanency,  we  cannot 
hope  for  much  growth. 

The  Chaplaincy,  which,  in  the  good  providence  of  the  Head  of  the  Church, 
has  been  given  to  the  Missionary,  is  a  large  premium  to  the  Diocese  to  plant 
and  care  for  the  Church  Mission  here  at  once.  Already  from  this  vicinity 
liave  four  Clergymen  been  given  to  the  Church.  Many,  very  many  laymen, 
leaving  this  their  early  home,  have  sought  and  preferred  the  Church  in 
preference  to  what  they  had  been  accustomed  here.  Many  others,  already, 
jure  giving  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  follow  in  their  course. 
These  and  many  more  could  be  attached  had  we  our  own  place  of  worship. 
Besides  the  influence  which  the  Missionary,  as  Chaplain,  may  exert  on  those 
who  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Asylum  and  attend  the  Services  there, 
there  is  now  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  already  the  nucleus  of  a  Mission 
growing  up  there,  if  we  can  have  our  Missionary  continued  in  the  Cliap- 
laincy.  ^

During  the  past  year  the  Parish  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the 
sudden  death,  on  the  18th  of  December  last,  of  Henry  Disbrow  Barto,  Esq., 
its  founder  and  generous  patron.  He  was  an  unusually  intelligent  and  de- 
vout Cliurchman,  and  his  spirit  and  life  were  in  accordance  with  her  teach- 
ings. Such  laymen  are  rare  and  the  source  of  no  little  strength  are  they  to 
the  parishes  with  which  they  are  connected.  Greatly  do  we  mourn  his 
departure  from  among  us. 

A  strikingly  tasteful  wooden  Chapel,  cai)ablo  of  seating  about  100  per- 
sons, has  been  built  during  the  ])a8t  year  and  first  occupied  on  Slst  of 
August  last. 

The  stone  for  the  Church  edifice  is  on  the  ground  and  partly  prepared  to 
be  put  into  the  walls,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  contract  for  the  erection 
of  the  Church  has  not  yet  been  made,  although  only  about  $4,000  is  needed 
entirely  to  complete  it. 

The  present  Rector  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Parish,  to  take  effect 
Julv  Ist.

The  Rev.  John  A.  DoORis  reports,  that  having  received  the  appointment 
of  Chaplain  at  Willard  Asylum,  he  has  officiated  there  each  Sunday  since 
his  entrance  on  work  as  Missionary  at  that  point.  There  are  in  the  employ 
of  the  Asylum,  and  its  vicinity,  several  Church  families  who  need  pastoral 
care,  at  the  same  time  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  we  must  have  our 
Church  building  here  and  organize  a  Parish,  sooner  or  later,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  these  people. 

The  Rev.  Alhon  Gregory  reports,  that  he  has  officiated  in  Divine  serv- 
ice 4C  times;  preached  26  times  ;  baptized  3  children;  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  6  times,  and  assisted  in  the  same  9  times;  married  5  cou- 
ples, and  officiated  at  2  burials.  These  services  were  rendered  for  the 
Church  of  the  Evangelists,  and  St.  John's  Chapel,  Oswego ;  St.  John'a 
Chapel,  Geneva,  W.  N.  Y. ;  St.  John's  and  Calvary  Missions,  and  St.  James^ 
and  Trinity  Churches,  Syracuse;  St.  John's  Church,  Marcellos;  St.  Luke'a 
Church,  Cayuga;  Christ  Church  Clayton,  and  the  Mission  at  LaFargeville. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Hager  reports,  that  while  waiting  orders  as  Naval  Chap- 
lain, he  has  been  engaged  well-nigh  every  Sunday  officiating  for  vacant 
Parishes,  absent  and  tired  Clergymen,  in  the  following  named  Parishes: 
Batavia,  W.  N.  Y.,  2  services;  St.  John's  Church,  Auburn,  3  services;  Bap- 
tist Church,  on  Thorn  Hill,  near  Skaneateles,  1  service;  witnessed  from  the 
crowd  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  St.  James'  Church,  Skaneateles,  his 
native  place;  St.  Paul's,  Troy,  3  services;  St.  Paul's,  Albany,  2  services; 
Greenbush,  1  service;  Cambridge,  Albany  Diocese,  2  services ;  Lansing- 
burgh,  3  services;  Cohoes,  1  service;  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  New 
York,  1  service  ;  Grace  Church,  Jersey  City,  2  services;  Saratoga  County 
House,  1  service;  Grace  Church,  Waterford,  about  15  services ;  acted  as 
Grand  Masonic  Chaplain  in  laying  the  corner  stone  of  Town  Hall,  Water- 
ford;  performed  the  funeral  service,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  at  Sara- 
toga Springs;  and  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Ballston  Spa,  week  day  and 
Sunday,  since  the  first  of  January  to  June  1st. 

The  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale  reports,  that  he  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Auburn,  in  October  last.  His  official  acts  in  that  relation 
will  bo  stated  in  the  rei)ort  of  that  Parish.  Since  October  he  has  resided 
in  New  York  City,  attending  to  the  interests  of  the  Russo-Greek  Committee 
of  General  Convention  and  of  the  Italian  Church  Reformation  Commission,, 
of  which  he  is  Secretary,  and  helping  to  sustain  a  Mission  to  Italians  in 
New  York.  In  addition  to  these,  and  other  like  engagements,  he  is  con- 
stantly occupied  in  assisting  his  brethren  in  preaching  and  other  ministerial 
offices. 
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Other  Clerical  Reports, 

The  Rev.  Francis  W.  IIilliabd  reports,  that  in  addition  to  his  labors  in 
St.  James*  Church,  Theresa,  and  St.  Peter's,  Redwood,  of  which  the  official 
return  may  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  these  Parishes,  he  has,  during 
the  past  Conventional  year,  rendered  the  following  services  :  During  Lent, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Ordinary,  he  spent  somewhat  more  than  a  week  in 
Trinity  Parish,  Lowville,  relieving  the  Minister  in  charge,  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Allen,  that  he  might  be  able  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  several  Mis- 
sion Stations,  which  he  had  established  in  the  neighborhood.  He  held 
service  daily  in  the  Parish  Church,  preached  seventeen  times,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  On  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter 
ho  held  service  and  preached  in  the  village  of  Deer  River,  Lewis  County, 
and  on  the  following  Sunday  at  Turin,  in  the  same  county.  In  the  latter 
place  no  Church  Clergyman  had  officiated  in  thirty  years,  and  in  the  former 
no  Church  service  had  ever  been  held.  The  attendance,  at  both  points, 
was  good,  and  a  strong  desire  was  expressed  for  the  continuance  of  ser- 
vices. 

The  Rev.  William  G.  Hawkins  reports,  that  he  entered  upon  his  duties 
as  Chaplain  of  the  N.  Y.  State  Inebriate  Asylum,  at  Binghamton,  on  the 
1st  day  of  September  last,  and  has  continued  in  the  uninterrupted  discharge 
of  his  duties  to  the  present  time.  Daily  morning  and  evening  services  have 
l^een  conducted,  with  an  average  attendance  from  ten  to  thirty  per  cent. 
The  Psalms  of  David  have  been  read  resi)onsively  at  the  daily  services. 
The  interest  and  attendance  have  been  increased  by  the  superior  music  of 
a  choir  composed  wholly  of  the  patients.  The  Sunday  services  have  pro- 
ceeded without  interruption.  From  one-third  to  one -half  of  the  patients 
have  attended  and  evinced  much  interest,  with  what  moral  and  spiritual 
benefit  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate.  The«Chaplain  has  also  preached  a 
sermon  every  Sunday  morning,  and  conducted  a  Sunday  evening  service. 
The  percentage  of  attendance  upon  all  these  services  is  quite  equal  to  that 
secured  by  our  organized  Parishes.  From  definite  information  received 
from  those  who  have  gone  forth  from  the  Asylum  during  the  past  nine 
months,  it  is  believed  that  the  percentage  of  thorough  Christian  reforma- 
tion has  been  equal  to  that  usually  resulting  from  pastoral  care. 

The  Rev.  Frank  B.  Lewis  reports,  that  during  the  past  Conventional 
year  he  has  attended  constantly  to  his  duties  as  Principal  of  Oxford  Acad- 
emy ;  and  on  Sundays  has  always  assisted  in  the  services  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Oxford,  except  on  five  or  six  occasions,  when  he  has  officiated  for 
his  brethren  in  neighboring  parishes. 

The  Rev.  John  K.  Lewis  reports,  that  since  leaving  the  United  States 
last  October,  a  year  ago,  he  has  been  attending,  according  to  his  ability, 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  has  preached  quite  regularly  on  the  Sun- 
days, and  visited  the  sick  of  the  ship.  He  has  done  some  little  duty  on 
shore,  but  that  of  course  is  taken  account  of  in  the  places  where  it  was 
done. 
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Otfier  Clerical  Report*, 

The  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Meachem  reports,  that  he  still  resides  at  Aubarn, 
and  although,  by  the  blessing  of  Qod,  his  sufferings  have  been  somewhat  less 
for  three  or  four  montlis  past  than  was  the  case  during  the  five  years  and  more 
preceding,  ho  is  still  unable  to  perform  any  Ministerial  duty,  or  even  to  at- 
tend the  services  of  the  Sanctuary,  except  at  long  and  uncertain  intervals. 
His  disease  is  now  of  so  long  standing  as  to  afford  but  small  hope  of  any- 
thing like  recovery. 

The  Rev.  X.  F.  Whiting,  D.  D.,  residing  at  Cape  Vincent,  rejwrts,  that 
during  the  last  year  he  has  been  engaged  in  his  duties  as  teacher,  during 
which  time  he  has  administered  the  Holy  Communion  and  preached  at 
Kingston,  Ontario,  West  Point,  &c.,  and  performed  such  other  Clerical 
duties  as  circumstances  requireS. 

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Wn,80N,  D.  D.,  LL.  D  ,  reports,  tliat  during  the  year  past 
he  has  been  able  to  do  but  little  in  the  way  of  Church  work.  He  has  con- 
ducted the  daily  services  in  the  University  Chapel,  and  held  frequent  serv- 
ices on  Sunday  mornings  in  the  Cascadilla  Place.  But  the  labors  and  cares 
of  his  oflSces  as  Professor  and  University  Registrar  make  too  great  demandi 
upon  both  mind  and  body  to  leave  him  in  a  condition  to  assume  either  the 
labor  or  the  responsibility  for  much  besides  what  is  thus  imperatirely 
demanded  during  the  week.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted  June  14th,  1870. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  of  June,  in  the  year  1870; 
and  each  year  thereafter,  at  seven  o'clock  r.  m.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being  ;  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to 
act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  present,  the 
Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  8.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for 
other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, the  Bishop,  or,  in  the  cases  above  mentioned,  the  Standing  Conmiittee, 
may  appoint  another  i)lace  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Si>ecial  Conventions  when  he  shall  judge  it  condu- 
cive to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcoi)ate,  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  to 
do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Conventions. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  conii>osed  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be 
present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers,  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some 
(Church  within  this  Diocese,  which  is  in  uuicm  with  the  Convention;  and  of 
Lay-members,  not  exceeding  three  Delegates  from  each  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of 
six  months,  and  not  under  discipline,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  tlio  Vestry,  when  one  is 
in  legal  existence.  When  the  Vestry  is,  from  vacancy  or  otherwise,  in- 
competent to  act.  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congi'egation. 
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Sec.  4.  Bat  in  cases  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or  incor- 
X>orated  without  a  Vestrj,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the  Church  or  Con- 
^egation,  unless  the  Convention  shall  otherwise  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The  mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations  into 
union  with  the  Convention  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Every  Convention,  at  its  first  morning  session,  shall  be  opened  with 
Prayers,  and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Bishop  may  at  this  time  deliver 
liis  Annual  Address,  or  Charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

• 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  ;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  in- 
ability to  act,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President 
from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the 
meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed. 
His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  i)roceeding8,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  pa])ers  relative  to 
the  concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall 
also  bo  his  duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time 
and  place  apiK)inted  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and,  except  as  provided  in  the  next  Section,  may 
vote,  in  one  body;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be  required  by  five  members, 
the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Clergy  as  individuals,  and  the 
Laity  by  Parishes  ;  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  always 
vote  sei>arately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows  :  A  proposition 
for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced,  in  writing,  and  considered  in  the 
Convention  ;  and,  if  a])proved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion ;  and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next  Convention,  by  a  majority  of 
the  two  orders  voting  thereon  sej)arately,  the  change  shall  take  i)lace,  and 
the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention  in  whicJi  the  same  shall  be  proposed,  unless  two-thirds  of  each 
order  shall  concur  therein  ;  but  any  amendment,  if  approved  by  a  majority 
less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of 
the  next  Annual  Convention. 
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CANONS. 

Adopted  in  Convention,  1869. 

CANON  I. 

Of  a  LUt  of  Ministers  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepaired,  a  list  of 
all  the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names 
of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes,  Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  desig- 
nating those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  ;  but  no  Clergyman 
while  suspended  from  the  Ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  And 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting, 
and  be  prefixed  to  the  journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whether 
his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

CANON  II. 

Of  tJie  Members  and  Organization  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1 .  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergyman  into 
this  Diocese  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Convention,  of  a  com- 
pliance with  Section  7.  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  Church 
thereof  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Convention  of  a  compli- 
ance with  the  first  and  second  Sections  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the  Digest 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  sliall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  which 
he  is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  Parish  ;  and  no  other  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  any 
Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed 
or  received.  And  no  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Parish 
which  he  is  appointed  to  represent. 

Skc.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall 
continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the  usual  j>owers 
of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  preserve  order  and  deco- 
rum, and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  without  debate,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  clerical  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment,  unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.     In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  ofliro,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as  President  j^ro  tempore, 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  until  the  Convention  shall  be  or 
ganized  and  shall  have  elected  a  President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  pre- 
ceding Convention  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  in  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who 
are  present.  Notice  shall  then  be  given  to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place  their 
certificates  on  the  table.      They  shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a 
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Committee  of  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  tlie  President.  Any  irreg- 
ular or  defective  certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quorum  shall  have 
appeared.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed  shall  then  be 
called,  and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal.  The  irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  duly  organized,  who  shall  decide  on  the  admis- 
sion  of  the  Delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Congregations,  shall 
bt;  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that  a  smaller  number 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  being  found  to  be  in  attendance,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elect- 
ed, who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annual  Convention  shall 
be  the  Rules  of  Order  until  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON  III. 

Of  tJie  Call  of  a  Convention. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail  at  the  expense  of  the 
Convention,  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Wardens  in  every 
vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This  letter 
shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  ex- 
tracts from  the  Constitution  and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Lay 
Delegates,  and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the  meet- 
ing shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  wliich  the  Bishop  may  direct 
such  insertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special 
Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  puri)ose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into  Union  iHth  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admission  into  union  with  the  Church, 
in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  of 
the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting  :  (I.)  A  certificate  from  tiie  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  a  major  part  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  approving  the  incorporation  of  such  Church  ;  (2.)  The 
certificate  of  incx)rpo ration  duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof 
certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  parochial  report,, 
no  missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf  ;  and  during  the  same  period 
shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services 
of  a  Missionary,  nor  make  the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required  by 
Canon  X.  of  this  Diocese,  such  Church  sliall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited 
its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  representa. 
tion  m  the  same  ;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  stiid  ( 'hurch  to  the  Conven- 
tion in  his  Annual  Address;  but  any  such  Church  may  be  readmitted  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  and 
such  readmission  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Conven- 
tion which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secretary  by  the 
Constitution  and  by  Canon  III.,  he  shall  be  required  to  transmit  annually 
to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
in  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  ;  and  shall  request  the  last 
to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also 
transmit  a  copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate 
attending  the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese, 
one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserre 
with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  3,  Canon  XV.  Title  1,  of  the  Digest, 
a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  in 
this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  Funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distin- 
guishing them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary ;  together  with  the 
nomination  of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary ;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the 
appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several  sections 
of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  bo  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, if  there  be  one;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Commitiee. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  DiorcHo.  U  shall  be  his  duty  to  n*ceivo  and  disburse  all  mon- 
eys collected  under  the  authority  of  the  ConvoMtion,  the  collection  and  dis- 
tribution of  which  phall  not  be  othorwiHe  regulated.  He  shajl  be  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode  and 
place  of  depositing  the  Funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  paying 
them  out,  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  tht?  Standing  Committee  or  any  member  thenxjf.  Before 
entering  on  the  dirties  of  his  office  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct,  con- 
ditional for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  delivery 
over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  i>ertaining 
to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  ajjpointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall 
report  on  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ofiice,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  a])]>ointed  shall  continue  to  act  until 
an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The  Treasurer  may  be  removed  at 
any  time  from  his  ofiice  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct, of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 
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CANON  VII. 

Of  Church  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Section  5,  Canon  XII.  Title 
I.  of  tlie  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the 
child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors  ;  the  name  of 
the  adult  baptized  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married  ;  and  of  two  or  more 
special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  place  where  the  marriage  was  sol- 
emnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried  ;  and  also  the  time  when  each 
rite  was  performed.  These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church; 
which  book  shall  be  the  Parisli  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church.  The  list  of  Communicants 
shall  embrace  all  within  his  Cure  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  in 
liis  annual  parochial  rei)ort,  as  required  by  Section  1,  Canon  XV.  Title  I.  of 
the  Digest,  he  shall  distinguish  the  additions,  removals  and  deaths  since 
the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  families  and  adult  persons 
in  bis  Cure,  as  far  as  i^racticable,  and  also  an  accurate  list  of  the  persons 
confirmed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  Reg- 
ister contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  Wardens,  or  by  some 
person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whose  duty  it  shall  also  be  to  prepare  and 
forward  to  the  Bishop  the  annual  Parochial  Report. 


CANON  VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  tlie  General  ConveniiotK 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  next 
preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Convention,  elect  by  the  con- 
current ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen,  who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the  Church,  and  residents  of  the 
Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention. 
The  Deputies  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  term  of  three 
years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  between  the  stated 
times  of  election,  may  be  supplied  by  any  Convention  during  or  jmor  to 
which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  on  some  day  within  three  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting,  their  acceptance  of 
the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its  duties ;  in  default  of 
which,  and  in  case  of  their  inability  or  unwillingness  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  appointment,  all  vacancies  so  occurring  by  declensions,  sickness  or 
death,  shall  be  filled  by  the  designation  of  the  Bishop  from  the  list  of  the 
Clergymen  and  Laymen  actually  belonging  to  the  Convention  in  which  the 
Deputies  were  appointed,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the 
Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  powfr 
and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  an  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  made  ;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  of  the  Clergy 
and  four  of  the  Laity,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  by  the  concarrent  vote  of 
the  members  of  each  order.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by 
-death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and  duties  to 
be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be  performed  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and 
duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical 
Members  of  said  (]!ommittee;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  Members  alone ;  provided  that  no  sentence 
shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a  true  rec- 
ord of  their  proceedings,  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books,  journals  and']>apers  belonging 
to  said  Committee,  and  transmit  the  same  lo  his  successor  in  office. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Missions  and  Colketiojis. 

Section  1.  For  its  Missionary  oi)eration8.  the  Diocese  shall  be  divided 
into  six  districts  by  county  lines,  as  follows  : 

1.  Jefferson  county  ;  2.  Oneida  and  Lewis  counties ;  3.  Clienango  and 
Broome  counties  ;  4.  Oswego,  Madi«on,  Cortland  and  Onondaga  countie.** ; 
5.  Seneca  and  Cayuga  counties  ;  6.  Tioga,  Tompkins  and  Chemung  counties! 

Sec.  2.  Each  District  Convocation,  consisting  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Dis- 
trict and  Delegates  aj)pointed  by  the  Parishes  and  Missions  (not  more  than 
three  from  each,)  shall,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  General  Board,  conduct  the  Diocesan  Missionary  work  within  its 
own  limits  ;  shall  seek  out  places  where  the  Services  of  the  Church  may 
be  introduced,  continuing  them  until  Parishes  are  organized,  and  afterward, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  either  through  the  labors  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy,  or  by  Mipsionaries  si)ecially  employed  for  the  ])urpose.  It  shall 
hold  Quarterly  Meetings  at  such  i)laces  as  may  be  thought  suitable,  the 
exclusive  object  of  which  shall  be  the  promotion  and  extension  of  Mis- 
sionary Services  ;  and  the  regular  (exercises  of  these  meetings,  besides  pub- 
lic or*i)rivate  worsliij),  shall  consist  of  addresses,  consultations,  sermons, 
and  business  transactions,  pertaining  to  tlie  work.  An  offering  shall  be 
made  at  every  quarterly  meeting  for  the  Diocesan  Treasury.  When  the 
Bisho])  is  present  he  shall  preside.  The  President  of  each  Convocation 
shall  be  a  Clergyman  resident  in  the  District,  apjwinted  by  the  Bishop  at 
each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  if  a  vacancy  occur  between 
two  Conventions,  it  shall  be  temporarily  filled  by  the  Bishop.  Some  mem- 
ber of  the  Convocation  shall,  at  the  first  Quarterly  Meeting  after  the  Annual 
Convention,  be  by  ballot  elected  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  take  the  general  local 
oversiglit  and  direction  of  the  Missionary  work  in  his  District ;  to  confer, 
respecting  its  plans  and  details,  with  the  Bishop,  and  to  preside  at  meetings 
in  the  Bishop's  absence.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
records  and  to  present  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  Church 
Work  in  the  District  annually  to  the  General  Board,  at  its  regular  meeting 
innnediatelv  before  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
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Sec.  4.  The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  above  named 
Officers  of  the  several  Convocations,  and  two  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Con- 
vocation, Communicants  of  the  Church,  annually  elected  by  the  Convoca- 
tion, and  shall  have  full  powers  in  reference  to  the  Educational  and  Mission- 
ary operations  within  the  Diocese,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may 
adopt,  the  Bishop  having  the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries.  It  shall  meet 
twice  in  the  year,  one  of  these  meetings  taking  place  within  one  month 
before  the  Dioc»^san  Convention.  It  shall  elect  two  Secretaries,  a  Recording 
Secretary  and  a  Financial  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  to  keep  the  minutes  and  conduct  the  neceasary  correspondence 
of  the  Board,  and  to  present  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  a 
full  and  particular  rei>ort  embodying  the  substance  of  the  several  Convo- 
cation Reports.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to  issue  all 
drafts  on  the  Treasurer  to  Missionaries  or  others  who,  by  the  direction  of 
the  Board  or  the  Bishop,  may  be  entitled  to  them,,  and  to  keep  an  account 
of  the  same  for  the  inspection  of  the  Board  or  the  Bishop.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  receive  all 
moneys  contributed  for  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  from  whatever  quarter, 
and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  the  General  Board 
among  the  several  Districts.  He  shall  also  receive  all  funds  that  may  be 
contributed  through  him  to  other  missionary  or  educational  or  cliaritable 
objects,  not  provided  for  by  other  Diocesan  organizations,  and  forward  tliem 
to  their  proper  destinations,  presenting  his  rejwrt,  to  be  audited,  annually 
to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  recommended  that  offerings  l)e  received  systematically  in 
the  Parishes,  as  follows  : 

For  the  Communion  Alms,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month. 

For  the  •  *  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  on  the  Second 
Sundav  In  December. 

For  the  "  Christmas  Fund,"  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  tlie  **  Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  in  Epiphany. 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York,  or  the  Bible  and 
Prayer  B<x)k  Society  of  this  Diocese,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Parish  Minis- 
ter, on  Whitsunday. 

For  the  Expenses  of  the  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions,  on  the  sec- 
ond Sunday  in  June. 

For  the  General  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  Fifth  Sunday  of  every  month 
which  has  a  fifth  Sunday. 

For  the  Increa.se  of  the  Ministry,  oq  Easter,  or  some  other  near  and  con- 
venient Sundav. 

For  a  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  on  the  Fourth  Sundays  in  March 
jind  September. 

And  for  the  Missions  of  tlie  Diocese,  on  the  Third  Sunday  of  every  month 
in  the  year,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third  in  the 
month. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish,  or  Congrega- 
tion, at  the  Episcopal  Visitation,  ask  an  offering,  which  shall  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Bishoi),  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  of  needy 
persons,  and  that  shall  be  called  the  Bishoi^'s  Relief  Fund. 

Sec.  0.  In  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopate  the  General  Board 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  preside. 
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CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Ck>nventioii, 
to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Deceased  Clergy,,  shall  be 
entrusted,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  as  Treasmer 
thereof.  And  no  act  of  said  Trustee  shall  be  valid,  unless  authorized  by 
a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees,  by  a  majority 
of  tlie  same,  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said 
Trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  ihe  Convention^  aod 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees,  sliall  from  time  to  time 
be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  annually,  on 
Cliristmas  Day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  every  Clergyman  to  give  due  notice 
of  this  collection  to  the  congregation,  and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish 
to  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  shall  l» 
made  by  the  Trustees,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  that  the  individual 
has  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  not  less  than  three 
years,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  never 
having  removed  therefrom,)  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirmity 
from  having  a  parochial  charge  ;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  a 
larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  it  shall  be  paid  semi- 
annually on  the  1st  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.  All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  children  of 
a  deceased  Clergyman,  shall  l)e  made  by  tlie  Trustees  on  the  certificate  of 
the  Bishop,  that  the  person  or  persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  child- 
ren of  a  deceased  Clergj'inan  who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the  Diocese 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  u  period  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergy- 
men ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom;)  but  no 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  bo  paid  semi- annually,  on  the  1st  of  April 
and  October  ;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to  a  widow  after  she  has 
married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after  having  attained  the  age  of 
majority. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  shall  have  jiower  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars  toward  the  funeral  exi)enses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Sec.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund,  and  not  needed  for  present 
relief,  nliall  bo  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate 
a])praiaed  at  doable  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings,  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  two  appruisors  a])p<)inted  by  the  Trustees  for  the 
purpose,  or  said  moneys  may  be  h<*ld  and  invested  in  securities  of  this 
State,  or  of  the  United  States  ;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be 
taken  or  made  in  the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  succcessors  iu 
office,  as  Trustees  of  the  said  Fund  ;  and  they  shall  have  the  jwwer,  from 
lime  to  time,  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibiting  the 
condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  intrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with  the 
items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall  be 
reported  to  each  Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  them.

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Fund  far  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

*Section  1.  There  Bliall  be  five  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention, 
lo  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary  ;  and  no  act  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by 
their  Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and 
to  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  the  )>leasure  of  the  Convention  ;  and  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  the 
^Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Epis« 
»copate  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate, 
appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings  ;  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  three  appraisers,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for 
that  pur])ose  ;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  Trustees 
of  the  said  Fund  ;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  change 
such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  3.  The  Trustees  shall  cause  the  income  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate,  to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese semi-annually. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  of  the  said 
Fund,  such  ])ortion  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  as  may  be  eiven  or 
.ap])ropriated  for  that  purj^oao,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention, to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  invested  by  them  for  accu- 
mulation and  without  diminution,  until  the  further  order  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  all  moneys  remaining  in  tho  hands  of  said  Trustees  for  invest- 
ment, shall  be  deposited  in  some  safe  bank  of  this  State,  to  the  credit  of 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.    A  statement  of  tho  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibiting  th<? 

•  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with  tho 
items  of  recei])ts  and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall  be 
reix)rted  to  each  Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority 

•of  them. 


CANON  XIII. 

Of  Vacant  Churches. 

Section  1.     "Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.     The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant 
Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  bo  deemed  con- 
venient and  proper.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus 
.supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 
K 
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CANOX    XIV. 

Of  Elections. 

Section  1.  All  the  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  bo  elected  bjr  ballot. 
Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votee  in  each 
order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  shall 
provide  sheets  of  paper  \rith  printed  headings,  containing  the  titles  of  the 
various  offices  to  be  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
Convention  ;  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for  at  one  balloting.  No 
printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec,  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the  Con- 
vention, the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  be 
chosen. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Attending  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  Wliereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest* 
of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  dis- 
tance to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  thedmr 
of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  Clergy 
in  attending  the  Convention,  either  by  a  collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or 
by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  during  its 
session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  absence?. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof,  shall 
become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon 
of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proDseding  in  tin* 
Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz  : 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to 
Uie  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused!* 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circum- 
stances. Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of 
the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Min- 
ister, or  bv  anv  three  Prepibvters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  or  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor 
or  otherwise,  the  Biahoj)  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman 
is  under  the  imj)utation  of  having  been  guilty  of  anj'  offence  or  miscon- 
duct, for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church 
requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  aj)point  five  persons,  of 
whom  three  at  lea^?t  ahull  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case — a  majority 
of  whom  may  make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion, 
sutiicient  ground  for  i)re8entnient,  shall  i)resent  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  inude  in  any  of  the  modes  above  prescribed, 
the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  a])peur  to  him  to  be  such  as  to 
constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it  ;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which 
do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part 
and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall 
be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be 
served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the 
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presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such 
notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall 
select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial 
of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall 
direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place 
to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting 
shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
and  also  on. one  uf  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 
attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or 
more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend 
Avithin  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than 
three,  sliall  constitute  the  Board,  and  proceed  to  tlie  trial,  and  a  majority 
of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed 
to  ])ass  sentence  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as 
denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board 
may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they 
shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  be  i)roduced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts 
charged  in  the  presentment.  If  on,  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall 
confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board 
may  dispense  with  hearinc:  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to 
state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being 
made  satisfactorily  to  appe'ar  to  him,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be 
procured  uiwn  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the 
testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman 
or  a  Layman,  and  the  i)arty  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six 
days*  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
jjerson  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be 
given  for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may 
attend  and  examine  the  witnesses  ;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
shall  bo  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such 
rommissary  may  bo  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  delibdrately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on 
the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the 
accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating 
the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of 
such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  accused ;  and  the 
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original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  fuch  canonical  sentence  as  shall  api)ear  to 
him  to  be  proper,  i)rovided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sen- 
tence recommended  by  the  Boaid  ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opin- 
ion be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall 
for  that  x>uri)ose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by 
the  Bishop.  But  tlie  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it, 
may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  w^hich  case  a  new  Board  of  Pres- 
byters shall  be  apix)inted,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted 
as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  ])apers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  pur]K)8e  by 
the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  ca?e  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  ])roved  by  the  affi- 
davit of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or 
left  at  his  last  i)lac«  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sutiicient  service  of 
such  notice  or  paper— provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal, 
shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  ])rivilege,  and  not  otherwi«e,  those  who 
present  shall  have  like  privilege  ;  which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a  Clergy- 
man, shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  C-ommittee,  and  for  that  purpose 
shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANOX  XVII. 

Of  the  Gi  rural  Fund 

Sectiox  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  what  has  hitherto  been  known  us» 
**  The  General  Fund,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocest-, 
with  the  Standing  Committee,  to  make  an  estimate,  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
veniently done,  after  each  annual  session  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meot 
the  current  expenses  and  the  ex|)enses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto 
the  liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  J«"'und,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Treasurer  to  assess  the  amount  thus 
agreed  upon,  on  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of 
a  uniform  ])er  cent,  on  "The  Current  Ex])enses  of  the  Parish,  includingtlu* 
Hector's  Salary," — not  including  any  amount  that  may  have  been  given  to 
the  Parish  or  its  Minister  by  the  Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese,  or  by 
anv  other  missionarv  organization. 

Sec.  i].  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  of  the  quota  thus 
assigned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each 
Parish  to  see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese  shall  be  forwarded  tn 
the  Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  one  quarter  of  the  amount  being 
sent  on  the  first  days  of  September,  of  December,  of  March  and  of  June, 
respectively.  And  in  case  any  Parish  shall  fail  to  remit  the  amount  thus 
called  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  think 
necessarv.

Sec.  4.  The  apportionment  of  the  quota  above  described  shall  be  made 
on  the  last  report  from  each  Parish  in  which  the  item  "  Current  Expenses, 
including  Rector's  Salary,"  was  included,.

6.  If  a  quorum  be  found  in  attendance,  viz: — twenty  Clergymen  entitled 

to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  twenty  Delegations  from  the 
Parishes,  the  President  shall  then  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized  for  business. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant 

Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

8.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the 

President : 

r.  On  the  Admission  into  Union  with  this  Convention  of  Churches  apply- 
ing for  the  same — Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two  Lay- 
men. 

II.  On  tJie  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled 

Clergymen — Consisting  of  Three  Laymen. 

III.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese — Consisting  of 
Three  Laymen. 

IV.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  far  th^  Support  of  ths 

Episcopate— ConQiBting  of  Three  Laymen. 

V.  On  Unfinished  Business— ConsiBting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two 

Laymen. 
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VI.  On  the  Report  of  the  Mimonary  Board — Consisting  of  One  Clergy' 
MAN  and  Two  Laymen. 

viL  On  th^  Report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Van  Wa^enen  Mimonary 
Fund^ConBiBting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two  Laymen. 

vni.  On  tJie  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund — Consisting 
of  Three  Laymen. 

IX.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  tlie  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society— 
Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two  Laymen. 

8.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  the  aforesaid  Committees,  the 
papers  to  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  them  shall  be  called  for 
and  referred.

THIRD  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

III.    On  the  third,  and  any  subsequent  day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  the 
Order  of  Business  shall  bo  as. follows  : 

1.  Reading  and  approving  of  tlie  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

2.  The  disposal  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Convention,  in  the 

order  above  prescribed  for  the  Second  Day  ;  the  business,  if  any, 
however,  which  was  under  consideration  at  the  time  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention  to  be  first  disposed  of. 


GENERAL  RULES. 

IV.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated  from 
the  Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  House. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded  ;  and  when 
seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate ;  and  every 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any 
member. 

VI.  If  tlie  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless 
to  lay  it  on  the  table  ;  to  ])ostpone  it  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain 
time  ;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes 
shall  have  ])recedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate  ;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  bo  renewed  until  some 
other  business  has  intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

IX.  On  a  (luestion  being  ]>ut  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  re<iuire  a  count 
of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  ap])ointed  by  the  Chair — 
or  any  three  votes  may.  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes 
and  noes  to  be  tiiken.  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  cler- 
ical members  and  the  Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered 
in  the  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders  ; 
and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

XI.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same 
session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention  ; 
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nor  without  the  motion  for  that  pur})08e  being  made  by  one  of  the  major- 
ity on  the  prior  decision  ;  nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  thui 
once. 

XIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  bj  the  Chair,  unless  oth- 
erwise specially  directed  by  the  House  ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  ballot. 

XIV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XV.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XVI.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  8  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ; 
and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  6  o'clock  p.  M.

(1 .)   An  Act  Providing  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious- 
Societies. 

Chaptbr  803.— An  Act  to  ameDd  the  Acts  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Relifrlona 
Societies.  »o  far  at>  the  same  relate  to  Churches  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal  Church.    Parsed  May.  Olh,  1868. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  AMembly,. 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Ist  Section  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  for 
the  Incor])oration  of  Keligioua  Societies,"  passed  April  5th,  1818,  is  hereby- 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  not  less  than  six  male  persons,  of  full  age, 
belonging  to  any  Church  or  Congregation  in  communion  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  not  already  incorporated,  to  meet  at  any 
time  at  the  usual  place  of  public  worship  of  such  Church  or  Congregation 
for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  themselves  under  this  Act. 

2.  A  notice  of  such  meeting,  specifying  its  object,  and  the  time  and 
place  thereof,  shall  be  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  service,  on  two' 
Sundays  next  previous  thereto,  by  the  Rector  or  Officiating  Minister,  or  if 
there  be  none,  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  such  Church  or  Congrega- 
tion ;  and  shall  also  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  outside  door, 
near  the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship. 

3.  The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  one 
of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person  called  to  the 
Chair,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  receive  the  votes. 

4.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be  the  male  persons- 
of  full  age  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Congregation,  qualified  as  follows,, 
and  none  others  : 

First.  Those  who  have  been  baptized  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchu 
or  who  have  been  received  therein,  either  by  the  rite  of  C-onfirmation  or  by- 
receiving  the  Holy  Communion  ;  or 

Second.  Those  who  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than  twelve  months 
next  prior  to  such  meeting  have  owned  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Church  :  or 
who  during  the  same  period  of  time  have  hired  or  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat  in 
such  Church  :  or  who  during  the  whole  period  aforesaid  have  been  con- 
tributors in  money  to  the  support  of  such  Cliurch. 

5.  The  persons  so  qualified  shall,  at  such  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
determine : 

First.  The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congtegation  shall 
be  known  in  law. 

Second.  On  what  day  in  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

Third.  What  number  of  Vestrymen,  not  less  than  four  or  more  thaA 
eight,  shall  annually  be  elected,  and  shall,  together  trith  the  Rector  if 
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tliere  be  one,  and  the  two  Church  Wardens,  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church. 

Fourth,  And  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  elect  two  Church  Wardens 
and  the  number  of  Vestrymen  that  it  shall  have  been  determined  are  to  be 
annually  elected  ;  which  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected  shall 
serve  until  the  next  regular  election. 

6.  The  polls  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour  and  longer,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  presiding  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
voters  present. 

7.  The  presidine:  officer,  together  with  two  other  persons,  shall  make  a 
tiertificate,  under  tiieir  hands  and  seals,  of : 

First.     The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected. 

Second.  Of  the  day  in  Easter  Week  so  fixed  for  the  annual  election  of 
their  successors. 

Third.  Of  the  number  of  Vt^strymen  (not  less  than  four  nor  more  than 
eight.)  so  determined  upon  to  be  annually  elected  to  constitute  part  of  the 
Vestry. 

Faurth.  Of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation 
shall  be  known  in  law  ;  which  certificate  being  duly  acknowledged,  or  the 
execution  and  acknowledgment  thereof  being  duly  proven  before  any  offi- 
cer authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  or  proof  of  deeds  or  convey- 
ances of  real  estate,  to  bc^  recorded  in  the  county  where  such  Church  or 
place  of  worship  of  such  Congregation  shall  be  situated,  shall  be  recorded 
bv  the  Clerk  of  such  countv,  or  bv  the  officer  whose  dutv  it  is,  or  mav 
hereafter  be  made,  to  re<rord  such  instruments  in  the  county  in  which  such 
Church  or  place  of  worship  may  be  situated,  in  a  book  to  l>e  by  him  kept 
for  such  ])uri)ose. 

8.  The  Church  Wardonfj  or  Vostrynion  so  elected,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  of  themselves,  (but  if  there  be  a  Hector  then  together  with  tlie 
Rector  of  such  Church  or  Congregation,)  phnll  form  a  Vestry,  and  shall  be 
the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or  Con<rregutiou  ;  and  they  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  tliercu]>on  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name 
or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 

9.  The  male  ])ersons  ijunlified  as  aforesaid,  provided  they  also  shall  have 
belongeil  to  such  Church  or  Congre«ration  for  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding,  shall  in  every  year  thereafter,  on  the  day  in  Easter  Week  su 
tixe<l  for  that  |)uri)ost\  elect  two  Church  Wardens  and  as  many  Vestrymen 
(not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eiirht.)  as  shall  have  been  legally  deter- 
mined to  constitute  part  of  the  Vestry. 

10.  Notice  shall  begivrn  of  such  elertion  by  the  Hector,  if  there  be  one, 
or  if  Then*  1m'  none,  or  lit*  Ix'  al)S(»nt,  by  tlu^  otliciating  Minister,  or  by  a 
Church  Warden,  for  two  Sundays  m»xt  i»revious  to  the  day  so  fixed,  in  the 
time  of  Divine  Service. 

11.  Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Hoard  so  constituted  shall  ha])pen,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  the  Vestry  shall  order  a  special  election  to  su])ply  such 
vacancy  ;  of  which  notic«*  shall  he  given  in  tlie  time  of  Divine  Service,  at 
least  ten  days  previous  thereto. 

12.  The  notice  of  any  election,  stated  or  otherwise,  shall  specify  the 
l)lace,  <lay  and  hour  of  holding  the  same.  The  ])rovisions  contained  in  the 
l>receiling  (Jth  clause  shall  ajiply  to  all  elections. 

V'\.  An  election  to  supi)ly  a  vacancy,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election, 
shall  be  holden  immediately  aft<'r  Morning  Service  :  and  at  all  such  elec- 
tions the  Hector,  or.  if  there  he  non«\  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the  Church 
Wardens,  selected  for  the  puri)ose  by  a  majority  of  the  duly  qualified  voters

present,  or  if  no  Warden  be  present,  a  Vestryman,  selected  in  like  manner, 
shall'  preside  and  receive  tlie  votes  of  the  electors,  and  be  the  returning 
officer  :  and  shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  book  of  the  Minutes  of  the 
Vestry,  and  sign  his  name  tiiereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many  electors 
present  as  he  shall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and  certified. 

14.  Tlie  (Hiurrh  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  chosen  at  any  of  the  said  elec- 
tions, shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  they 
shall  be  chosen,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead  ;  and  shall  have 
l)o\ver  to  call  and  induct  a  Rector  to  such  Church  or  Congregation,  as  often 
us  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  therein,  and  to  fix  his  salary  or  compensation. 

15.  No  Board,  or  meeting  of  such  Vestry,  shall  be  hel^  unless  at  least 
three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  the 
Kector,  or  one  of  the  Church  Wardens  ;  except  that  for  the  first  meeting 
after  an  election,  twenty-four  hours*  notice  shall  be  sufficient ;  and  no  such 
Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  business  unless  the  Rector,  if  there 
be  one,  and  at  least  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  and  a  maiority  of  the 
Vestrymen  be  present.  But  if  the  Rector  "he  absent  from  tne  State  and 
shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meeting  has 
been  called  by  the  Rector,  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  the  Board  shall  be 
-competent  to  transact  all  business,  if  there  be  present  one  Church  Warden 
and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen  ;  except  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector 
no  measure  shall  be  taken  for  effecting  a  sale  or  disposition  of  the  real 
property,  nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the 
personal  estate  of  such  corporation  be  made,  nor  any  act  done  which  shall 
im])air  the  rights  of  such  Rector. 

16.  The  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  the  Cliurch  Warden 
present,  or  if  both  the  Cliurch  Wardens  be  present,  then  the  Church  Warden 
who  shall  be  called  to  the  Chair  by  a  majority  of  votes,  shall  preside  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  have  the  casting  vote. 

17.  Whenever  any  corporation,  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  shall  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  such  cori>oration  to  change  the  num- 
l>er  of  its  Vestrymen,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  cori)oration  to 
change  the  same,  provided  that  the  number  of  such  Vestrymen  shall  not 
thereby  be  made  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight.  And  in  order  to  effect 
such  change,  the  same  shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Vestry  at  a 
regular  meeting  thereof ;  and  shall  then  at  the  next  stated  annual  election 
for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  elections  ;  notice  of 
which  proposed  change,  and  that  the  same  will  be  submitted  for  ratification 
at  such  el(?ction,  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner 
iis  is  required  lor  notice  of  the  said  election  ;  if  such  change  be  thus  rati- 
fied, a  certificate  shall  be  made  setting  forth  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry, 
siud  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with  the  fact  of  tlui  notice 
being  given  as  required,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  or  proved  and  recorded 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the  original  certificate  of  organiza- 
tion :  and  thereupon  the  number  of  Vestrymen  to  constitute  a  j)art  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  corjwration  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  proceed- 
ings to  effect  such  change.  But  such  change  shall  not  take  effect  or  be 
operative,  until  the  certificate  above  mentioned  shall  have  been  duly 
recorded. 

Sec.  2.  The  ])rovisions  of  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth, 
fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  clauses  of  Section  1  of  this 
Act  shall  a]>j)ly  to  any  Church  or  corjmration  in  communion  with  the  Pro- 
tcfstrtnt  Epi8coj)al  Church  in  this  State  heretofore  incorporated  under  the 
Act  hereby  amended,  or  under  any  of  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  or  under 
the   several  Acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies. 
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passed  April  6th,  1784,  March  27th,  1801,  or  the  Act  for  the  Relief  of  the^ 
Frotestant  Episcopal  Cliurch  in  the  State  of  New  York,  pMissed  March  17th, 
1795,  or  by  anj  special  charter  made  or  granted  before  or  after  Jalj  4tb, 
1776,  whereof  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  bj  vote  determine  to* 
adopt  the  same  ;  and  such  vote  shall,  at  the  next  ensuing  stated  annual 
election  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  election, 
notice  of  such  vote  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  proposed  submission  of  the 
same  for  ratification,  having  been  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  required  by  the  tenth  clause  of  the  first  section  of  this  Act  for 
notice  of  election.  But  such  adoption  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative 
until  a  certificate  embodying  a  true  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry  as 
entered  upon  their  Minutes,  and  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together 
with  the  fact  of  the  notice  being  given,  as  required,  shall  have  been 
acknowledged  or  proved,  and  shall  be  recorded,  as  is  required  by  the  fore- 
going 7th  clause  of  Section  1,  for  the  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  Section  of  the  Act  passed  March  5th,  1819,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  amend  the  Act  entitled  *An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of 
Religious  Societies,'  "  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  The  third  Section  of  the  Act  passed  Feb  15, 1826,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Relig- 
ious Societies,'  '*  passed  April  5th,  1818,  shall  not  apply  to  any  Church  or 
Congregation  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.

(1.)   An  Act  Incorporating  the  Trustees  of  the  Episco- 
pate Fund. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Traeitees  for  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fan«l  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  passed  April  27th,  l&ll. 

Th€  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  asfoUoica  : 

Section  1.  Alexander  B.  Johnson,  John  E.  Hinmau,  and  Hiram  Denio, 
of  the  County  of  Oneida  ;  Garry  V^.  Sacket,  of  the  County  of  Seneca,  and 
Thomas  II.  Roclicster,  of  the  County  of  Monroe,  and  their  successors  duly 
elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **  The  Trustees  for  the  manage- 
ment and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  of  thelWo- 
cese  of  Western  New  York,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  bo  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant  or  devise,  and 
of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  neces- 
sary for  the  i)urpose  of  said  cori)oration,  provided  the  yearly  value  or 
income  of  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  management  and  care 
of  the  Fund  now  i)rovided,  together  with  that  which  may  hereafter  be  con- 
tributed or  acquired  and  any  accumulation  arising  upon  the  investment 
thereof  for  the  sui>port  of  the  ottice  of  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcoi)aI 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  Y'ork,  and  the  appropriation  of  the 
income  of  said  Fund  to  that  i»uri>oao  according  to  the  directions  to  be  from 
time  to  time  given  by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  said  Diocese. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  five  in  number,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Convention,  and  all  vacancies  occuring 
in  said  Trustees,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  said  Convention.  The 
said  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary,  and  no  act  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by  the 
Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which' book 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  !>aid  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees  hereby  incorpo- 
rated, exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted. to  their  charges- 
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together  with  the  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  with  the  vouchers- 
therefor,  shall  be  reported  to  each  annual  Convention,  and  signed  by  said 
Trustees  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Trustees  hereby  incorporated  shall  be  bound  to  conform 
to  any  instructions  to  be  given  them  by  said  Convention,  touching  the  man- 
agenient  of  the  said  Fund,  and  the  disposition  of  the  income  thereof  :  pro- 
vided that  such  instructions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  bo  entered  on  the 
Journals  of  the  said  Convention  :  and  ])rovided  also  that  the  income  of  the 
said  Fund  shall  in  no  case  be  diverted  to  or  expended  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  of  sustaining  the  Episcopal  office  in  the  said  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  The  provisions  of  title  third  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first 
part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall  apply  to  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act. 

I  have  compared  the  preceding  with  an  original  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  do  certify  that  the  same  is  a  true  and  cor- 
rect transcript  thereof  and  of  the  whole  of  the  said  original.  Given  under 
my  hand  and  seal  of  office,  this  28th  day  of  April,  1841.

(2.)  An  Act  Incorporating  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 

Fund. 

Chapter  «).— An  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Traetees  of  the  Parochial  Fanclof  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  Now  York.    Passed  March  Sti, 

T/ie  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Ward  Hunt,  Georgo  II.  Muraford.  William  B.  Douglas,  Alex- 
ander L.  Chew,  Edgar  H.  Hurd,  lUissell  II.  Haywood,  and  their  successors, 
are  herehv  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  title  of  **  Trustees  of 
the  Parocliial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York." 

Sec.  8.  The  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of 
six  Trustees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  bo 
the  first  Trustees  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The 
term  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three  :  the  term  of  the  second  class  shall  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  September  following  ;  the  term  of  the  third  class  shall  expire 
on  the  first  day  of  September  then  ensuing.  The  vacancies  in  said  classes 
sliall  be  filled  as  they  occur,  by  two  Laymen,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  each 
year  ;  the  Trustees  so  to  be  elected  shall  hold  the  said  office  for  tliree  years 
from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  their  predecessors.  The  Acting  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold,  by  deed,  con- 
veyance or  last  will  and  testament,  for  the  accumulation  of  said  fund,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  such  an  amount  that  the  annual  incx>me  accruing 
therefrom  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall 
be  devoted  in  part  to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  ministers  of 
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the  said  Church,  engaged  in  Parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and 
this  portion  of  the  fund  shall  be  called — '*  Fund  for  Clerical  Support ;"  and 
in  part  to  the  purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the 
limits  of  organized  Parishes  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  communion  with  the 
«aid  Cliurch,  and  which  shall  be  called — **  Fund  for  Parsonage  Aid."  All 
real  or  jwrsonal  proi>erty  conveyed,  devised  or  given  to  the  Trustees,  with- 
out  specification  as  to  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  equally  to 
the  two  purposes  ;  but  all  donors  to  tlie  fund,  by  gift  or  devise,  may  specify 
whether  the  same  is  to  be  appropriatcnl  for  *'  Clerical  Support "  or  for  "Par- 
sonage Aid,"  and  a  se]>arate  account  shall  he  kept  of  the  portion  of  the 
fund  devoted  to  these  purjKises. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  distribution  of  theso  funds,  regard  shall  be  had  by  the  Trus- 
tees, in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discr<»tion,  to  tlie  equal  necessities  of  the 
Ministers  of  the  Parishes  applying  for  them,  without  prejudice  or  favor. 

Sec.  6.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Trusteesshall 
meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  of  each  year,  or  at  such  other  time  is 
they  may  a])point,  and  after  determining  the  amounts  of  money  to  be  dis- 
tributed for  the  ensuiuff  year,  they  shall  consider  the  applications  for  assis- 
tance which  may  then  have  been  received  ;  such  applications  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  either  by  the  Minister  or  by  order  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Par- 
ish, and  sTiall  state  the  facts  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the  amounts  already  contributed  or 
secured  toward  the  support  of  the  Minister,  or  for  the  erection  of  a  par- 
sonage, as  the  case  may  be.  The  said  application  shall  be  separately  con- 
sidered by  the  Trustees,  and  a  minute  made  of  their  decision  thereon,  to 
gether  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  refusing  the  same,  if  the  appli- 
cation be  rejected.  In  no  case  shall  the  amount  awarded  from  the  funds  be 
more  than  one  half  of  the  funds  already  contributed  and  secured,  as  may 
satisfactorily  appear  by  the  written  application  ;  and  in  making  grants  from 
tlie  fund  in  aid  of  parsonages,  in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  from 
the  same  fund,  except  on  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  that  all 
the  remaining  moneys  necessary  to  the  ]>urchase  of  a  glebe  or  erection  of 
a  parsonage  are  secured,  and  that  no  debt  or  incumbrance  will  remain 
thereon. 

Sec.  7.  The  Trustees  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, at  their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  fund  ;  of  all  applications 
for  assistance  therefrom,  of  the  grants  made,  with  the  conditions,  if  any, 
attached  thereto,  and  of  the  a])plications  which  have  been  refused,  and  the 
reasons  for  the  refusal  thereof  ;  and  a  (lu]>licate  coi>y  of  such  rejjort  shall 
also  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Controller  of  the  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  receive,  by  donations  or 
devise,  moneys  and  land,  devot«'d  by  tin*  giver  to  the  purposes  of  clerical 
8Ui>port,  ])arsonage  aid  in  particular  Parishes,  and  Parochial  and  Theologi- 
cal Schools  and  Missions,  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and 
apply  the  same  in  strict  accordance  with  the  condition  attached  in  any  such 
donation  or  devise,  if  not  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  this  State  ;  and  in 
cases  where  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, made  a  testamentary  Trustee  for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  act,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  surrender  the  said  trust  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  this  fund  at  will,  and  in  case  of  his  not  doing  so  before  his  death, 
the  said  testamentary  trust  shall  inure  on  his  death,  to  the  Trustees  of  this 
fund,  subject  to  all  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  donor  ;  but  the  annual 
income  accruing  from  the  property  said  Trustees  are  allowed  to  hold  by 
virtue  of  this  section,  and  of  section  four,  shall  not  exceed  thirty-thousand 
dollars  in  the  aggregate. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv. 
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(3.)  An  Act  Providing  for  the  Division  and  Management  of 
the  Episcopate  and  Parochial  Funds. 

Chapter  4:29— An  Act  to  provide  for  the  iocorporaiion  of  Trasteee  for  the  management 
and  care  of  certain  funds  now  held  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York.    Passed  April  98, 1868. 

It  having  been  represented  to  tlie  Legislature,  that  tlie  Diocese  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  called  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  is 
about  to  be  divided  territorially  into  two  Dioceses,  and  that  a  Diocese  of 
Baid  Cliurch  is  about  to  bo  established  in  the  easterly  part  of  said  existing 
Diocese  ;  and  that  certain  funds  amounting  to  about  the  sum  of  fifty-one 
thousand  dollars,  are  now  held  by  a  corporation  entitled  **  The  Trustees  for 
the  management  and  care  of  the  Funds  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate 
of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  which  corporation  was  created  by 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  being  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- four  of  the  acts  of  that  year  ; 
and  that  certain  other  Funds  amounting  to  over  eighteen  thousand  dollars, 
are  now  held  by  a  cor])oration  entitled  **  The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,**  which  last  mentioned  corporation  was  created  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  passed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  being 
chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  that  year  ;  and  it  having  been  further  rep- 
resented to  the  Legislature  that  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  said  Church, 
for  the  said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  at  its  last  annual  meeting  held 
in  the  month  of  August  last,  did  determine  that  such  division  of  saia  Dio- 
cese was  expedient  to  be  made,  and  that  in  the  event  of  such  division,  the 
said  funds  hereinbefore  mentioned  should  be  equally  divided  between  the 
two  Dioceses,  wliich  should  bo  formed  in  consequence  of  such  division ; 
and  it  being  further  represented  that  by  the  resolves  of  said  Church,  the 
said  division  would  be  consummated  during  the  present  year,  and  that  it 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  the  ])reRervation  of  the  portion  of  said  Funds 
which  should  then  belong  to  the  new  Diocese,  to  be  formed  out  of  the  east- 
erly part  of  said  existing  Diocese,  that  some  cor]wrate  bodies  having  legal 
continuity  and  succession  should  exist  to  receive  and  manage  said  funds  ; 
therefore. 

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  New  York,  rcpn'sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  ^Vllenever  such  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,  as  is  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  take  place,  and  be  consummated,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Convention  of  the  said  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  out 
of  the  eastern  part  of  said  existing  Diocese,  to  appoint  five  Trustees  to  be 
denominated  the  Trustees  for  the  Management  and  Care  of  the  Fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  said  new  Diocese,  by  the  name  which 
shall  be  given  to  such  new  Diocese  ;  and  such  Trustees  shall  thereupon  be 
a  body  corporate  by  that  name,  and  shall  have  ]>eri>etual  succession,  and  be 
capable  of  takinig  and  holding  the  portion  of  the  aforesaid  Fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  wliich  shall  belong  to  such  new  Diocese,  and  of 
taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant  and  devise,  and  of  purchasing,  holding 
and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  i)ersonal,  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
Haid  corporation,  provided  the  yearly  value  or  income  thereof  snail  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars ;  that  the  object  of  the  said  cor- 
{>oration  shall  be  the  management  and  care  of  the  said  Fund  which  shall 
belong  to  the  said  new  Diocese,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereaf  - 
ter  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  arising  from  the  investment  thereof, 
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for  the  support  of  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  CliurcL 
in  the  said  new  Diocese,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  income  of  said  Fond 
to  that  purpose,  according  to  the  directions  to  be  from  time  to  time,  giveo 
by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  said  new  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  portions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  supix>rt  of  the  Epis- 
copate of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  April  twenty-seven, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  corjwra- 
tion  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  except  that  where  the  Dio- 
cese  of  Western  Xew  York,  or  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  is  mentioned 
or  referred  to,  the  said  new  Diocese  and  the  Convention  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  intended  and  shall  be  substituted. 

Sec.  3,  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Convention  of  such  new  Diocese  to 
appoint  six  Trustees,  to  be  denominated  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  the  said  new  Diocese,  by  the  name 
which  shall  be  given  to  it ;  and  such  Trustees  shall  be  a  body  corjwrate  l*y 
that  name,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  tak- 
ing and  holding  that  portion  of  the  Fund  now  possessed  by  the  corporation 
created  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  *'An  Act  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcoiml 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  March  twenty-six, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  which  shall  belong  to  such  new  Diocese, 
and  all  such  other  moneys  as  shall  be  contributed  thereto,  or  which  .shall 
be  accumulated  from  the  income  thereof:  and  that  all  the  provisions  of  the 
said  last  mentioned  Act  following  the  Second  Section  thereof,  shall  apply 
to  the  corporation  provided  forii^  this  Section,  except  that  where  the  Dioc«i 
of  Western  New  York,  or  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  is  mentioned, 
the  said  new  Diocese  and  the  Convention  thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  bt 
intended  and  shall  be  substituted. 

Sec.  4.  The  two  existing  corporations  in  this  Act  mentioned,  are  herebv  au- 
thorized  to  pay  over  to  the  corporation  herein  ])rovided  for,  the  portionjiof 
said  Funds  which,  according  to  the  said  resolutitm  of  the  Diocese  of  \Ve:*t- 
ern  New  York,  shall  belong  to  said  new  Diocese  ;  and  nothing  in  this  att 
contained  shall  be  construed  further  to  affect  or  in  any  wise  inii>air  the  i?aid 
existing  corporations. 

Sec.  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  OfRcers  of  the  Board  of  Trastees  shall  be  a  Presidont,  who  shall  be 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  Member  of  the  Board  ex-offlcio ;  and  a  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  who  shall  bo  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  TnU'- 
tecs,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  of  each  year,  or  if  said  annual  meeting 
sliull  fail  to  be  held,  then  at  the  first  special  meeting  thereafter*  The  Sec*^ 
retary  and  Treasurer  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
respective  successors  in  office  are  appointed.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  bal- 
lot,  unless  such  ballot  is  dispensed  with  by  an  unanimous  yote  of  the  mem- 
bers present.

Quorum, 

Four  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  bnsiileBSi 
but  not  less  than  two  Members  may  adjourn  a  meeting  with  a  view  to  a 
cjuurum. 

III. 

Presiding  Officers. 

The  Bishop  or  Acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  at  all  Meeting^ 
of  tlie  Board.  In  his  absence  one  of  the  Trustees  present,  chosen  for  the 
purpose,  shall  preside.  In  addition  to  his  powers  as  Presiding  officer,  the 
President  may,  whenever  ho  shall  deem  it  expedient,  call  Special  Meetings 
of  the  Trustees,  and  may  himself  or  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  give  notice 
of  tlie  time  and  place  thereof. 

IV. 

The  Secretary^ 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Board  ;  to  prepare  and  transmit  all  letters  in  connection  with  its  business  ; 
to  keep  in  proper  books  coi)ies  of  all  letters  written  by  himself  or  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  also  copies  of  all  letters  or  communications  on  the 
iKiHinesaof  the  Board,  which  may  be  brought  before  it;  to  keep  the  min«- 
utes  of  t]i(5  Board  and  its  jiroceedings  ;  to  have  charge  of  all  its  documents  ; 
to  execute  nil  papers,  conveyances  and  instruments  in  writing  required  to 
be  execut<id  by  the  Cori)oration,  underseal.and  acknowledged  when  author- 
ized by  the  Board  ;  to  give  duo  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  Meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  stated  or  special,  when  directed  by  the  President ;  in 
case  of  the  death  or  inability  of  the  President,  to  call  Special  Meetings  of 
the  Board  on  the  written  requisition  of  any  two  members. 

V. 

The  Treasurer, 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive  and  keep  the  Funds  and  Securities 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  open  and  keep  regular  accounts  of  such 
funds  and  securities,  showing  the  amount,  nature,  investment  and  deposit 
of  the  same,  having  special  reference  of  tlie  distribution  made  under  Sec* 
tion  4,  of  the  Act  entitled,  "  An  Act  for  the  incori>oration  of  the  Trustees 
• '  of  tlie  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Ei>iscopal  Church,  in  the  Dio- 
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•'  cese  of  Western  Xew  York,"  passed  March  26,  1863,  the  provisloiiB  of 
which  Act  are  made  applicabre  to  this  corporation,  so  far  as  is  provided  hj 
the  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  on  the  28th  day  of  April, 
1868,  entitled,  *'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  Trustees  for 
"the  management  and  care  of  certain  funds  now  held  for  the  Protestant 
"  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  ;"  and  also  to  tiie 
donations  and  devises,  appropriations  and  testamentary  trusts  under  Section 
8  of  the  aforesaid  Act,  passed  March  26,  1863,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  the 
Legislature  now,  or  that  hereafter  may  be  applicable  thereto,  showing  in 
distinct  separate  accounts  the  funds,  money,  or  lands  devoted  to  the  par- 
poses  respectively  mentioned  therein.  By  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Trustees,  or  of  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  resident  at  Syracuse,  he 
shall  deposit,  invest  and  manage  the  funds  and  moneys  belonging  to  the 
Board,  and  may  let  or  demise  any  real  estate  given  or  devoted  for  the  pur- 
l)OBe  of  the  Act  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  shall  make  and 
present  to  the  Board  a  written  statement  of  the  disposition  or  investment 
of  all  funds  or  property  of  the  Board  at  every  annual  meeting.  He  shall, 
in  conjunction  with  the  President,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  the 
Annual  Report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  required  by  Section  7  of  the 
aforesaid  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  March  26, 1863. 

VL 

Special  Meetings, 

Si)ecial  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  as  before 
provided,  upon  the  written  requisition  of  any  two  Trustees. 

VIL 

Alteration  of  ByLaucs, 

The  By  Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  Meeting  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
all  the  Trustees,  or  the  same  may  be  altered  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Trus- 
ttvs,  \\\iO\\  notice  given  at  the  next  preceding  meeting  of  the  intended  alter- 
ation.

(6.)   By-Laws  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society. 

I. 

Officers, 

The  Officers  of  the  "Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New 
York,"  shall  be  a  President,  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ;  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  ;  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  three, — all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

II. 

Duties  of  Officers, 

The  duties  of  the  Officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  officers  So 
named.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  Chair » 
man,  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  applications  for  Bibles  and  Prayer 
Books  from  within  the  Diocese,  consider  the  same,  and  act  upon  them  ;  in 
no  case,  however,  granting  any  gifts  or  incurring  any  expense  which  shall 
reduce  the  principal,  or  original  amount  of  the  endowment,  without  the 
CDnsent  of  the  Board. 

HI. 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Executive  Committee, 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall  invest  or  deposit  the 
endowment  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  with  full  secu- 
rities, and  shall  be    prepared  to  exhibit  their  accounts  annually  to  the 
Examining  Committee  of  the  Diocese.    They  shall  also  j)n)vide  a  Depos 
itory  of  the  Books  in  the  city  of  Utica. 
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IV. 

The  Secretary, 

The  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board. 

V. 

Meetings, 

There  shall  be  a  yearly  meeting  of  the  Board,  notified  by  the  Secretarf , 
on  the  Second  Thursday  in  June,  when  the  Officers  may  be  elected.  Spec- 
ial Meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Bishop.

FIKST  DAY. 

Calvary  Church,  Utica,         ) 
Tuesday,  June  8th,  1875.  )* 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Seventh 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  the 
llight  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Huntington,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled 
in  Calvary  Church,  at  seven  o'clock,  r.  m. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  George  P.  Hibbard, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Edward  Pratt,  the  Rev.  Frederick  P. 
Winne,  the  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows,  and  the  Rev.  Theodore 
Babcock,  D.  D. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Presi- 
dent took  the  Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention  when  fifty-eight  answered  to  their  names 
and  took  their  seats.     {Seepage  16.) 

The  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented,  and  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  J.  Winslow,  Mr. 
II.  Y.  Bostwick  and  the  Secretaries. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee,  the  Roll  was  called,  when 
seventy  Delegates,  representing  forty-three  parishes,  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.     {Seepage  17.)

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  Rules  of  Order  as  projwsed  to  be  amended,  and  as  printed  in  an  Appen- 
dix to  the  Journal  of  1874,  respectfully  report:  That  the  said  proposed 
amendments  have  introduced  no  material  change  in  the  substance  of  the 
Rules  as  before  existing,  but  relate  chiefiy  to  the  more  systematic  and  intel- 
ligible division  and  arrangement  of  the  various  heads  of  the  business  of 
the  Convention,  and  as  such  are  a  great  improvement  upon  the  previous 
order  of  proceedings.  But  while  the  question  of  revision  is  before  us, 
preparatory  to  the  adoption  of  a  permanent  system  of  Rules  of  Order,  the 
Committee  venture  to  recommend  a  few  slight  additions,  intended  to  settle 
a  few  points  which  are  sometimes  made  matters  of  debate;  which  they  do 
here  in  the  form  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Besohed,  That  Rule  Vlth  of  the  General  Rules  be  incorporated  in  the 
Vllth,  by  inserting  the  words  "divide  it"  between  the  phrases  "commit  it" 
and  "or  amend  it,"  and  that  the  word  "unless"  be  changed  to  "  except." 

2.  Besohed,  That  the  following  be  hereafter  the  Vlth  Rule  of  Order: 
•'All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall,  upon  reading  or 
presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  property  of  the  Convention,  without 
any  motion  for  acceptance;  and  any  rei)ort  recommending  action  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  Resolution." 

3.  Resolred,  That  the  following  be  added  to  Rule  Vlllth:  "but  any  mat- 
ter thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again  during  the  same  session 
on  the  motion  of  anv  member  who  voted  in  the  affirmative."

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gibson,  in  behalf  of  the  same  Committee,  pre- 
sented tlie  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  an  amendment  to  Canon 
VII.,  offered  in  the  Convention  of  1873,  in  regard  to  a  more  definite  system 
of  dealing  with  habitual  absentees  from  the  Holy  Communion,  respectfully 
report:  That  they  are  not  aware  of  any  Canon,  law,  rubric  or  usage  of  the 
Church  which  determines  how  long  the  name  of  an  habitual  absentee  shall 
be  retained  on  the  list  of  Communicants  when  continuing  to  reside  within 
the  same  parish  and  belonging  to  the  same  cure;  that  cases  are  not  uncom- 
mon which  could  only  constructively  or  by  elaborate  inference  be  brought 
under  the  specifications  of  the  Rubric  preceding  the  Communion  Office; 
and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  chief  effect  of  said  amend- 
ment or  addition  to  the  Canon,  if  deemed  necessary  or  expedient,  would  be 
the  moral  effect  of  strengthening  the  influence  and  efforts  of  each  Individ- 
ual  clergyman  in  his  task  of  exercieiine^  government  and  discipline,  by  the 
authority  of  the  Church  itself;  by  showing  that  habitual  absence  from 
Church  ordinances  and  worship,  without  due  cause,  is  regarded  as  an 
offence  incompatible  with  good  standing  in  Church  membership. 

With  regard  to  the  second  section  of  the  proposed  amendments,  if  the 
Convention  should  see  fit  to  adopt  it,  it  would  probably  prove  a  check  to 
hasty  confirmations,  ill  prepared  for,  and  too  lightly  estimated — an  evil 
which  has  received  tlie  emphatic  rebuke  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York,  as  well  as  many  others.  The  number  of  new  Communicants  ad- 
mitted in  many  par  is  lies  hardly  corresponds  with  the  number  rei)orted  a» 
confirmed,  and  it  is  suspected  that  in  many  cases  of  actual  agreement  in 
these  particulars,  it  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  all  persons  confirmed 
are  at  once  placed  upon  the  Communicant  lists,  by  virtue  of  their  con- 
firmation as  entitled  to  Communion,  before  they  actually  approach  the  Holy 
Table,  and  though  they  never  approach  it  at  all. 

The  original  proposer  of  the  said  amendments  having  since  become  a 
member  of  this  Committee,  there  is  obvious  reasons  why  the  Committee 
should  go  no  further  into  details  on  this  subject,  or  do  more  than  submit 
the  foregoing  considerations  in  addition  to  the  rejwrt  of  last  year.  We 
therefore  report  the  amendments  pure  and  simple  to  the  Convention,  for 
such  action  as  may  seem  proper  after  due  discussion  of  the  same.  The 
amendments  are  as  follows: 

*•  Sec.  3.  When  any  person,  being  a  Communicant  of  this  Church,  and 
residing  in,  or  belonging  to,  any  Parish  of  this  Diocese,  shall  for  the  space 
of  one  year  or  more  neglect  or  refuse,  without  apparent  good  reason,  to 
attend  public  worship  and  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion  in  any  Parish  of 
this  Church,  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  said  Parish  to  which  such 
person  belongs,  being  in  Priest's  Orders,  may  serve  upon  such  person,  at  any 
time  after  Eaiter  and  before  the  close  of  the  Conventional  year,  a  written 
notice  requiring  such  person,  within  ten  days  to  show  cause  why  his  or  her 
name  should  not  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  the  Communicants  of  said 
Parish;  and  in  the  failure  to  show  good  cause  for  said  omission  or  neglect, 
the  name  of  said  person  shall  be  erased  from  said  list,  and  so  reported,  with 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
hear  any  appeal  that  may  be  made  from  such  proceedings  and  render  judg- 
ment thereon. 
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standing  ComnUtUes— Election  of  Officers. 

Sec.  4.  A  Rector  or  Clergyman  in  charge  of  any  Parish  in  this  Diocese, 
may  at  the  time  of  rendering  the  usual  Parochial  Report,  therewith  trans- 
mit a  list  of  all  persons  in  his  cure  who  have  been  confirmed  but  have  not, 
for  the  space  of  one  year  or  more  at  the  time  of  making  said  report,  as  yet 
been  admitted  to  the  Uoly  Communion,  said  list  not  being  intended  for 
publication."

Mr.  C.  A.  Sherman,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Missionary  Board,  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
respectfully  report:  That  they  find,  from  the  able  and  highly  interesting 
report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Board,  tliat  the  situation  with 
respect  to  missionary  work  is  not  materially  changed  from  that  of  last  year, 
except  that  it  seems  to  give,  if  anything,  yet  more  encouragement  for  the 
future,  the  prospect  a  year  ago  being  very  bright  and  hopeful.  But  when 
we  consider  that  more  than  half  the  townships  in  the  Diocese  are  yet  un- 
occupied by  the  Church,  we  cannot  avoid  asking  if  we  are  doing  all  we  can 
to  spread  a'  pure  and  undefiled  Christianity;  and  seeing  so  much  land  to  be 
]>os8e8sed,  we  are  reminded  of  the  warning,  '*  Let  not  him  that  ])utteth  on 
his  armor  boast  as  he  that  putteth  it  off." 

Your  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  truth  that  the  zeal  of  the 
individuals  who  make  up  the  Church,  is  the  source  to  which  we  must  look 
for  the  support  of  missions,  and  the  advancement  of  missionary  work  under 
the  direction  and  through  the  grace  of  Him  who  said,  **  I>o,  I  am  with  you 
alway.  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  They  are  also  equally  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  a  zealous  working  together  of  all  our  people  would  pro- 
duce greater  results  than  we  have  ever  yet  seen;  for  in  unity  is  strength, 
and  under  Divine  leadership  we  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged  until  the 
work  be  completed  which  is  given  us  to  do  ;  the  waste  places  be  cultivated 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  rock  sing  even  to  Him  Who  is  Head  over  all 
things  to  His  Church.  Having  these  things  in  mind  we  respectfully  re- 
commend the  following  resolutions:

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention — and  in  case 
none  shall  have  been  appointed,  then  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish — shall, 
with  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  constitute  the  local  Committee  in 
each  parish  to  obtain  and  see  collected  the  Pledges  for  Diocesan  Missions 
for  the  ensuing  year,  through  the  envelope  system;  and  they  are  urgently 
requested  to  canvass  immediately  their  respective  ])ari8hes,  and  give  every 
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Amendments  to  Canon  XVIL  and  Act  Relaiing  to  Parish  Meetings.

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mclvnight  offered  the  following  resolution? 
which  were  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  respectfully  petitions  the  Legislature  of 
tlie  State  of  New  York  to  amend  the  thirteenth  clause  of  Section  I.  of  the 
Act  providing  for  the  Incorporation  of  Parishes,  so  as  to  read:  "  An  elec- 
tion to  supply  a  vacancy,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election,  shall  he 
holden  immediately  after  Morning  or  Evening  Service,"  &c. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session.

Dr.  McKniglit  offered  the  following  amendments 
to  Canon  XVII.  on  the  General  Fund :  (1)  Substitute  in  the 
place  of  Section  2,  the  following :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to 
assess  the  necessary  amount  upon  the  parishes,  for  the  General 
Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  classification  suggested 
by  the  Bishop  two  years  ago.''     (2).  Strike  out  Section  4. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Y.  H.  Scovill,  it  was 

JUsolved,  That  the  proposed  amendments  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee of  two  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  to  report  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee;  the  Rev.  F.  Rogers, 
D.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.  D.,  Mr.  Josiah  T.  Miller, 
Mr.  Thomas  Fatzinger,  and  Mr.  B.  C.  Beard. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Smith,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Ilayward, 
And  Mr.  W.  B.  Jackson  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  nomi- 
nate Trustees  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society. 

The  Committee  nominated  Messrs.  Thomas  W.  Seward, 
Horace  O.  Moss,  William  B.  Jackson,  Levi  Blakeslee,  and 
John  S.  Peck. 

The  vote  by  ballot  being  taken,  the  Secretaries  acting  as 
Tellers,  the  above  named  persons  were  declared  duly  elected 

Trustees  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  read  a  communication  from  the 
Most  Rev.  the  Primus  of  Scotland.     {See  Aj^pendix  VII.  A.) 

The  Secretary  read  a  Communication  from  the  Secretary  ot 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, with  reference  to  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.

Resolved^  That  the  proper  party  or  parties  be  requested  to  make  an  ap- 
plication to  the  Supreme  Court  for  an  order  requiring  the  Trustee  of  the 
Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  to  execute  a  new  bond  in  a  penalty  of  at 
least  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars,  conditional  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  such  Trustee,  in  such  form  as  the  Court  shall  direct.

Such  invitations  have  given  us  great  pleasure  and 
Hatisfaction.  We  admire  the  wisdom  shown  in  choosing  locations,  the 
beauty  of  structures  and  surroundings,  and  the  harmony  and  completeness 
of  all  the  arranffeiuents  for  carrying  out  the  objects  to  be  attained.

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The  BISHOP'S  Address

You  have  it  in  mind,  dear  friends,  how  the  Epistle  for  this  week,  coming 
from  the  Apostle  of  Christ's  Love,  begins  and  ends.  It  begins,  *' Marvel 
not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you.  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
from  death  unto  life  because  we  love  the  brethren."  It  ends  with  lifting 
us  up,  through  the  realm  of  a  heavenly  law,  and  by  the  victory  of  faith, 
into  the  serenity  of  an  assurance  which  gathers  up  the  comfortable  doc- 
trines of  the  great  commemorations  we  have  lately  been  keeping:  **  Thia 
is  His  commandment,  that  we  should  believe  on  the  Name  of  His  Son  Jesua 
Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  He  gave  us  commandment.  And  he  that 
keepeth  His  commandments  dwelleth  in  Him,  and  He  in  him.  And  hereby 
we  know  Ihat  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  hath  given  us." 

In  one  of  his  sermons  on  St.  John's  doctrine  of  Christ  and  the  Spirit, 
Bishop  Andrewes,  following  St.  Augustine's  Tractate  on  the  same  subject, 
asks  the  question,  ' '  How  shall  we  love  Christ  and  keep  His  commandments 
when,  unless  we  first  receive,  we  can  neither.love  Him  nor  keep  them  ?" 
He  replies,  "  The  Spirit  is  of  many  kinds — the  Spirit  of  Truth,  the  Spirit 
of  Holiness,  and  the  Comforter;  and  the  last  is  against  heaviness  and 
trouble  of  mind.  It  is  well  known  many  partake  Him  as  the  Spirit  of  Truth 
in  knowledge  while  he  may  yet  well  he  promised  them  as  the  sanctifying 
Spirit;  for  sure  yet  they  love  Him  not.  And  both  these  ways  may  He  be 
had  of  some  who  are  heavy  and  cast  down,  and  no  cheerful  spirit  within 
them.  So  were  Christ's  disciples  not  clean  destitute  of  the  Spirit  at  this 
promise-making;  and  so  well  might  love  Him,  and  in  some  sort  keep  His 
commandments,  and  yet  remain  capable  of  the  promise  of  a  Comforter  for 
all  that."*  High  thoughts  like  these  suit  a  company  of  Christian  workmen, 
coming  together  in  some  weariness,  some  perplexities,  conscious  of  weak- 
ness, yet  looking  for  refreshment,  rejoicing  in  their  fellowship,  and  know- 
ing  in  Whom  their  everlasting  strength  is  found.

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EPISCOPAL  ACTS. 

Seven  Clergymen,  in  the  year,  have  been  received — Rev.  William  S.  Hay- 
ward  from  the  diocese  of  Albany,  Rev.  George  W.  G.  Van  Winkle,  Rev. 
Robert  G.  Quennell  and  Rev.  Richard  M.  Hayden  from  New  Jersey,  Rev. 
E.  Bayard  Smith  from  New  York,  Rev.  William  L.  Parker  from  Long 
Island,  and  Rev.  Robert  N.  Parke,  D.  D.,  from  the  diocese  of  Fond  da  Lac. 

I  have  ordained  fourteen  clergymen, — nine  as  Priests,  viz.:  Rev.  Messrs. 
Alonzo  B.  Allen,  Hugh  Bailey,  Herbert  J.  Cook,  Charles  H.  Gardner,  George 
P.  Hibbard,  Warren  C.  Hubbard,  George  W.  G.  Van  Winkle,  John  W.  H. 
Weibel,  and  John  J.  Andrew;  and  five  as  Deacons,  viz.:  Rev.  Messrs. 
Anson  J.  Brockway,  William  F.  Hubbard,  Robert  L.  Mathison,  John  Muir, 
M.  D.,  and  Frederick  B.  Cossitt. 

I  have  baptized  three  adults  and  thirteen  infants;  married  two  couples; 
and  officiated  at  two  funerals. 

Corner  stones  have  been  laid  for  Emmanuel  Church,  Smithboro;  the 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Utica;  Grace  Church,  Willowdale;  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Waterloo;  and  Trinity  Chapel,  Great  Bend. 

On  September  29th,  I  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  Aurora;  December 
29th,  Emmanuel  Church,  Smithboro;  April  1st,  Grace  Church,  Willowdale. 

Letters  dimissory  have  been  granted  to  nine  Presbyters,  as  follows  :  To 
Rev.  James  O.  Drumm,  for  Central  Pennsylvania;  Rev.  Thomas  Smith,  for 
California;  Rev.  Francis  W.  Hilliard,  for  Colorado;  Rev.  Moses  E.  Wilson, 
for  Albany;  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale,  for  New  York;  Rev.  John  B.  Linn,  for 
Mississippi;  Rev.  William  A.  Hitchcock,  for  Pittsburgh;  Rev.  Pliny  B. 
Morgan,  for  Southern  Ohio^  Rev.  C.  Collard  Adams,  for  Massachusetts. 

Nearly  all  our  parishes  are  now  supplied  with  clergy. 

Eight  hundred  and  twelve  persons  have  been  confirmed.  The  list  will 
be  printed  in  the  journal.  From  conversations  with  the  parish  clergy,  I 
believe  that  very  seldom,  more  seldom  perhaps  than  formerly,  is  the  natu- 
ral anxiety  to  present  largo  classes  of  candidates  allowed  to  excuse  a  super- 
ficial preparation,  or  to  crowd  in  any  who  have  not  reached  a  devout  de- 
termination to  lead  a  consistent  everyday  life  and  to  be  obedient  partakers 
of  the  Sacrament  of  sanctification  in  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Last  June,  the  18th,  in  the  presence  of  divers  of  the  clergy,  I  had  the 
pain  of  deposing  from  the  ministry  of  the  Church, which  he  had  abandoned, 
the  Rev.  Lewis  G.  Weaver. 

On  the  13th  of  the  same  month  I  consecrated  at  Watertown  a  piece  of 
ground  for  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

GENERAL  PROGRESS  OP  THE  CHURCH. 

A  praiseworthy  zeal  has  been  manifested  in  several  parishes  in  reverently 
repairing  the  damage  of  time  and  weather  in  sanctuaries,  and  in  making 
them  more  beautiful  for  the  Lord, — those  at  Speedsville,  Jamesville,  Mount 
Upton  and  Pulaski  being  eminent  examples.  The  well-built  edifices  at 
Oriskany  Falls  and  Fayetteville  are  ready  for  consecration.  Several  Church 
debts  have  been  discharged,  to  the  relief  of  the  debtors,  and,  no  doubt,  of 
the  creditors. 
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Progress  has  been  made  in  all  our  pablic  charities,  within  and  without. 
At  Binghamton  a  very  convenient  rectory  has  been  placed  by  the  side  of 
the  Chapel  and  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  through  the  bounty  of  the 
same  hand  which  founded  the  whole  benefaction.  At  Syracuse,  the  Hos- 
pital which  bears  the  same  name,  is  pressed  by  the  increasing  applications 
of  patients  to  build  a  new  and  ample  structure,  the  building  to  be  occupied 
next  Fall.  At  West  Utica  an  untiring  effort  in  the  rector  and  his  helpers 
and  an  unstinted  benevolence  in  the  principal  patron  have  achieved  the 
•completion  of  the  Home,  Hospital  and  Church  of  St.  Luke's,  with  but  a 
fimall  remaining  debt,  soon  to  be  discharged;  and  at  East  Utica  we  yester- 
day opened  with  religious  thanksgiving  still  another  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  for  the  sheltering  of  homeless  children  in  the  arms  of  Christian 
mercy. 

An  Act  has  been  passed  through  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  during  its  late  session,  enlarging  the  powers  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Parochial  Fund,  enabling  organized  parishes,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Church 
and  within  certain  specified  but  liberal  limits,  to  convey  to  them  not  only 
charitable  donations  in  money  but  parish  property  in  real  estate.  For  their 
•exertions  in  securing  the  passage  of  this  law  we  are  indebted  to  several 
friends  who  are  in  this  Convention,  and  to  others. 

In  our  missionary  extensions  the  great  value  of  the  Williams  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Fund,  planted  at  Utica,  is  constantly  proved.  May  the  bless- 
ings promised  in  the  Bible,  and  the  intercessions  written  in  the  Prayer 
Book,  follow  all  those  who  so  "  provide  for  the  sick  and  needy," — the  sick 
heart  of  these  restless  times,  the  needy  mind  of  this  too-little  believing 
land! 

The  income  of  the  Bishop's  Relief  Fund  has  amounted  to  nearly  $600, 
and  has  been  distributed  in  a  large  number  of  small  but  most  welcome 
charities. 

ORDER  OF  DEACONESSES. 

We  must  all  be  glad,  undoubtedly,  that  one  long-disused  branch  of  the 
service  of  the  Apostolic  Church  has  lately  begun  to  be  restored  here — the 
Order  of  Deaconesses.  For  every  such  increased  conformity  to  the  Divine 
1*attern  and  economy  the  ground  feels  firmer  under  our  feet,  and  the  future 
is  more  promising.  Experience  goes  to  confirm  me  in  the  opinion  that  a 
smaller  number  of  Christian  women  are  really  qualified  in  all  the  essen- 
tials for  this  consecrated  life,  with  its  manifold  and  delicate  demands,  than 
many  sanguine  friends  of  the  movement  have  supposed.  When  competent 
-work-women  are  found,  their  worth  is  royal,  and  their  efficiency  can  hardly 
be  over-estimated.  Two  have  been  set  apart  by  solemn  ceremonies  in  our 
Diocese,  for  very  unlike  lines  of  work; — One  as  a  hospital  head-nurse,  the 
-other  as  a  missionary  in  a  neglected  rural  district.  I  think  I  see  some  in- 
dications  that  important  though  gradual  additions  to  this  number  will  be 
made  before  long;  and  if  so,  it  will  be  greatly  to  the  material  saving  as 
^ell  as  the  spiritual  enriching  of  our  Missions  in  both  city  and  country. 
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EDUCATION. 

Yoa  will  not  forget  that  every  boy  in  oar  Diocese  requiring  a  thoroagh 
English,  classical  and  scientific  education,  and  every  girl  requiring  such  an 
education  up  to  the  measure  of  the  best  culture  of  the  age,  is  provided  for 
in  affectionate  church-family  schools  within  our  own  limits,  at  St.  John's 
School,  Manlius,  at  the  Eeble  School,  Syracuse,  and  at  the  Oxford  Acade- 
my. Many  of  the  pupils  at  each  are  sent  to  us  from  without.  Each  would 
be  enabled  to  enlarge  its  powers  for  good,  and  multiply  its  attractions,  if 
our  clergy  and  laity  would  bear  constantly  in  their  thoughts,  as  a  matter  of 
diocesan  fealty  and  general  benefit,  the  duty  of  directing  the  attention  of 
parents  to  one  or  another  of  these  Seminaries. 

Sunday  School  teaching  has  gained  a  great  deal,  as  I  judge,  in  method 
and  accuracy,  by  the  use  of  the  **  leaflet  questions,"  prepared  from  month 
to  month  by  one  of  our  own  Presbyters,  and  now  circulated  largely  through- 
out the  country. 

MISSIONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Into  new  places,  villages  and  the  borders  of  cities,  the  services  of  the 
Church  continue  to  be  carried,  and  just  as  extensively  as  the  income  of  the 
Board  furnishes  the  means.  A  part  of  my  business  is  to  see  that  there  is- 
no  waste;  another  part  is  to  select  the  most  untilled  and  yet  fruitful  fields. 
In  many  regions  where  we  either  enter  or  long  to  enter,  there  is,  as  I  have 
reminded  you  before,  no  visible  acknowledgment  of  the  God  of  the  seasons 
and  of  souls,  no  Sunday  gathering  of  the  people,  no  Scriptural  instruction,, 
nothing  to  break  the  sordid,  sottish  monotony  of  a  heathenish  mammonism. 
In  some  such  place  you  may  see  a  deserted,  decaying  structure,  formerly 
opened  on  the  First  Day  of  the  week,  but  now  a  too  vivid  symbol  of  a 
Christless  humanity,  the  very  belief  in  a  resurrection  well-nigh  lost  in  a 
dreary  mixture  of  sensuality  and  superstition.  For  such  fearful  degrada- 
tions, threatening  the  health  and  safety  of  the  Republic  hardly  less  than 
the  preservation  of  the  Christian  religion,  if  let  alone,  you  and  I,  our 
brothers'  keepers  in  the  awful  mutual  trusteeship  of  human  society,  will 
have  to  render  our  share  of  the  account. 

In  several  localities,  like  those  of  Watson,  Great  Bend  and  Memphis,, 
owing  apparently  in  each  case  to  the  energy  of  one  man  or  woman,  there 
is  a  vigorous  beginning  of  work  which  gives  every  pledge  of  permanence. 

Having  been  able  to  be  present  at  some  of  the  meetings  of  the  Convoca- 
tions in  all  of  the  six  Districts,  I  have  uniformly  been  exceedingly  im- 
pressed with  the  oral  reports  of  the  missionaries  and  often  with  admiration 
of  tlieir  vigilance,  ingenuity  and  skill  in  dealing  with  **  many  adversaries." 

CONFERENCE. 

Every  attendant  at  the  January  Conference  in  Waterloo  must  have  been 
conscious  of  a  hearty  delight  in  the  devout  spirit  as  well  as  the  strongs 
fresh  thought  and  literary  finish  of  nearly  all  the  papers  and  discussions. 
These  yearly  occasions  are  raising  the  standard  of  clerical  study  and 
quickening  our  practical  Church  life. 
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THE  CHRISTIAN  LAW  OP  GIVING. 

My  friends,  because  in  comparison  with  other  dioceses  we  are  not  dis- 
reputably small  in  our  offerings  for  charities  and  missions,  we  are  not  to 
suppose  we  are  up  to  the  measure  of  the  law  of  Christ.  We  are  far  short 
of  it.  Most  of  70U  deserve  commendation,  but  several  parishes,  and  many 
persons  in  all  the  parishes,  are  so  delinquent  that  they  can  claim  little 
honor  at  the  hands  of  the  Christian  community  of  any  denomination  around 
them;  they  rather  have  every  reason  to  fear  a  retributive  judgment.  I 
speak  now  not  only  of  beggarly  amounts  given,  but  of  shameful  omissions 
to  give  anything  at  all  where  offerings  are  required  by  canonical  authority 
and  by  the  voice  of  the  Church.  Two  truths  in  particular  need  to  be  more 
distinctly  proclaimed  and  more  fearlessly  reiterated  by  all  preachers  of  the 
Cross  and  teachers  of  the  people. 

One  is  that  only  a  part  of  what  is  in  any  man's  keeping  under  the  name  of 
a  "possession"  is  really  his  own,  and  that  none  of  it  is  his  to  hoard  for  him- 
self or  to  spend  for  any  selfish  satisfaction.  Revelation,  from  first  to  last, 
discloses  this  lofty  doctrine.  No  practical  idea  is  more  thoroughly  rooted  and 
interwoven  in  the  whole  ground-work  and  texture  of  the  Christian  religion 
than  that  all  that  the  Creator  of  man  allows  us  to  have  while  we  are  here, 
to  take  care  of,  belongs  to  Him,  and  that  a  certain  proportion  of  it  is  to  be 
regularly  rendered  back  to  him  for  divine  uses.  We  can  in  no  way  nullify 
this  fundamental  law  of  the  Kingdom  of  Love.  We  shall  not  go  to  the 
bottom  of  our  difficulties  or  our  duties  till  the  secular  illusion  which  invests 
the  word  "  property"  is  dispelled.  In  the  Christian  vocabulary  ownership 
is  nothing  but  stewardship.  The  word  "giving,"  too,  by  logical  sequence,  as 
literally  applied  to  offerings  to  God,  perpetually  misleads.  In  relation  to  a 
fellow  man,  what  I  part  with  may  be  a  gift;  in  relation  to  my  Maker  and 
Father  it  is  no  gift  at  all;  it  is  more  like  the  interest  on  a  loan;  it  is  rather 
a  small  sign  of  indebtedness  for  an  unreckoned  and  unreckonable  bounty. 
Power  to  get  wealth,  the  calculating  faculty,  physical  capacity,  time,  op- 
'portunity,  natural  materials,  are  all  the  Creator's,  loaned  and  withdrawn  at 
Ilis  will.  "  Of  thine  own  have  we  given  Thee,"  for  of  our  own  we  have 
literally  nothing  to  give.  So  long  as  these  terms  are  emptied  of  their 
•Christian  meaning  men  will  continue  to  disown  their  duty,  refusing  alms 
altogether  or  making  a  merit  of  self  interested  bestowments  and  a  parade 
of  insignificant  enterprises,  and  will  reckon  as  a  reserved  right  the  polite 
.apology  of  having  **  nothing  to  spare,"  which  the  Bible  calls  by  the  plain 
and  awful  name  of  a  "robbery  of  God."  Can  it  be  denied  that  in  some 
quarters  the  most  affectionate  appeals  for  the  Redeemer's  due  proportion  of 
the  people's  gains  are  treated  very  much  as  the  subjects  of  Pius  II.  treated 
his  despotic  demands  of  the  tenth  for  a  crusade, — some  of  them  paying  in- 
stead of  a  tenth  a  fortieth,  and  others  proposing  a  sixtieth  ? 

Another  sophism  is  that  Christians  are  somehow  fulfilling  the  obligation 
•of  almsgiving  when  they  are  only  paying  the  costs  of  their  parochial  es- 
tablishments. It  has  lately  been  said  to  me  repeatedly,  "  Our  congregation 
is  doing  less  than  we  should  like  to  do  for  missions,  or  for  the  poor,  because 
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the  rector  and  people  have  bo  much  to  do  at  home.    We  are  building  a  new 
Church;  we  have  an  old  debt;  the  minister's  salary  is  in  arrears;  we  want 
an  organ;  we  want  a  bell;  we  want  sheds  for  the  horses;  we  want  a  Son- 
day  School  library.    Excuse  us  till  these  things  are  finished."    The  idea, 
appears  to  be  that  all  our  expenditures  for  religion  are  to  be  reckoned  on 
the  credit  side  of  Heaven's  account  with  us.    Heaven  be  merciful  to  that 
impiousnessi    Every  dollar  you  yield  for  the  appointments,  conveniences, 
adornments  of  your  parish  Church,  which  is  your  own  household,  or  for 
the  maintenance  of  its  services,  is  just  as  much  a  matter  of  interested  out- 
lay for  a  full  equivalent  as  any  other  provision  you  make  for  the  life  of 
yourself  and  your  children.    Build  the  grand  roof  half  way  to  the  sky,  or 
only  look  on  and  boast  while  others  build,  in  either  case  the  question  of 
charity  is  not  touched.    Few  "  popular  fallacies"  have  done  more  mischief 
than  the  maxim  that  "  charity  begins  at  home."    Avaricious  people  quote 
it,  not  intending  that  charity  shall  begin  anywhere.    Honesty,  kindness^ 
economy,  thrift  and  some  other  virtues  start  no  doubt  in  the  home  circle. 
Charity  very  rarely  begins  there,  because  till  we  {muss  beyond  that  bound 
the  realm  of  voluntary  and  self-sacrificing  bounty  is  not  reached.    Up  to 
that  point  we  have  been  at  best  only  "  providing  for  our  own,"  doing  what 
if  we  leave  undone,  an  apostle  says,  we  are  worse  than  infidels.    Almighty 
justice  and  Almighty  love  can  give  us  no  receipts  for  our  parochial  deoen- 
cies.    God  needs  none  of  them;  we  need  them,  and  He  is  gracious  enough 
to  lend  us  the  ability  to  produce  them.    But  if  you  were  liberal  enough  to 
give  half  your  goods  for  them,  or  faithless  enough  to  provide  none  of  them, 
so  making  yourself  and  your  household  heathen,  your  obligation  to  offer 
in  other  ways  of  your  substance  to  Him  to  whom  the  silver  and  the  gold 
belong  would  stand,  just  as  it  stood  before,  and  stands  everywhere. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Ministry,  to  deliver  this  message  to  mankind  undis- 
guised is  your  stern  commission.  I  weigh  my  words,  and  I  believe  I  know 
how  your  cross  feels  to  the  mortal  nature.  It  is  no  easier  to  bear  now  than 
it  was  at  the  beginning  and  has  been  ever  since.  The  time  is  now  present 
when  judgment  in  this  matter  must  begin  at  the  House  of  God.  We  may 
as  well  face  the  terrific,  absorbing  materialism  of  the  age  at  this  point  as 
any  other.  The  whole  answer  to  the  plea  of  inability  to  do  better  things- 
than  we  are  doing  for  humanity  and  Christ  lies  patent  in  the  style  of  liv- 
ing seen  in  all  the  streets.  When  God  wants  his  prophets  to  prophesy 
smooth,  easy,  popular  things,  I  suppose  He  will  tell  them  so.  Hitherto  he^^ 
has  not  told  us  He  wants  that.  Who  will  hear  and  stand  by,  who  will  hate 
us  and  go  away,  we  are  not  gifted  to  foresee.  Next  to  the  privilege  of 
being  loved  for  His  sake,  is  the  privilege  of  being  hated  for  His  sake. 
"  Marvel  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you,"  says  the  Epistle.  We 
know  who  they  were  that  when  they  were  not  received,  preaching  that  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  was  at  hand,  shook  off  the  sandal  dust.  With  a  group 
of  children  and  their  mother  clinging  to  one's  hands,  this  to  be  sure  is  not 
a  gay  kind  of  testimony.  But  if  the  Lord  is  to  have  a  people  whom  He 
loves  and  honors  He  is  to  have  them  in  this  way  ;  and  when  they  are  of 
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this  sort,  braye,  holy,  self-forgetfal,  children  of  the  Kingdom,  they  will 
be  His  own  and  He  will  deliver  them  in  the  time  of  trouble.  It  is  a  long 
while  ago  that  they  who  brought  in  sheaves  with  joy  began  to  go  forth 
weeping.  Save  us,  O  heaven,  from  the  pitiable  spectacle  of  prophet  or  priest 
keeping  back  a  part  of  God's  counsel  because  the  people  want  to  "  keep 
back  part  of  the  price  " — timorous,  cringing,  halving  the  Gospel,  shaming 
the  Church,  degrading  the  Blessed  Eucharist  Itself  from  a  mystery  of 
power  into  a  soft  incantation,  betraying  the  Redeemer  by  leaving  out  His 
doctrine  of  practical  sacrifice  !  By  all  means  plead  for  Charity  in  the  spirit 
of  Charity.  Be  gentle.  Be  patient.  Win  all  you  can  to  their  duty  by  per- 
suasion. Loosen  your  tongues  to  encourage  beneficence  and  praise  the 
generous  before  you  gird  up  your  loins  to  unmask  meanness  or  denounce 
the  successors  of  Ananias  and  Sapphira.  Teach  first  the  satisfaction  of 
helping  others,  the  glorious  honour  of  saving  them,  the  delicious  gladness 
of  comforting  them.  Explain  again  and  again  minutely  the  methods  of 
our  work ;  show  what  is  done  with  what  is  bestowed,  and  tell  your 
I>eople  when  they  do  well.  But  for  those  who,  in  spite  of  all  such  tender- 
ness, hoard  and  spend  to  the  defrauding  of  their  Maker,  use  such  constrain- 
ing and  faithful  love,  my  Brethren,  as  will  nerve  you  to  discharge  the  rest 
of  your  ambassadorship.  If  they  say  they  are  tired  of  giving,  ask  them, 
what  if  Providence  should  say  that  to  them  I  If  they  complain  of  hearing 
too  much  about  money,  they  must  consider  whether  they  hear  as  much 
about  consecrating  it  as  they  think  about  getting  it.  Be  as  genial  as  you 
can  ;  but  remember  that  grace,  like  nature,  commands  two  kinds  of  forces, 
and  that  in  the  summer  days,  however  broad  the  sunshine,  there  are  some 
corners  of  the  heavens  where  lightnings  are  folded  np  in  clouds,  and  God 
thundereth  marvelously  with  His  voice.  We  are  not  to  invent  a  law.  but 
to  recite  the  one  that  is  written,  and  that  speaks  of  men  who,  over- 
valuing their  own  riches,  despise  the  riches  of  heavenly  forbearance  and 
goodness,  treasuring  up  for  themselves,  not  fortunes  only  but  along  with 
them,  "  wrath  against  a  day  of  wrath  and  revelation  of  the  righteous  judg- 
ment  of  God." 

Several  times  laymen  who  are  to  be  believed,  have  said  to  me  that  the 
fault  was  not  wholly,  if  chiefly,  with  the  congregation,  who  were  willing 
to  be  asked,  but  with  the  clerg^yman,  who  for  some  reason  was  slow  or  neg. 
ligent  in  asking.  That  is  something  I  am  unable  to  understand.  For  all 
churchmen  there  is  the  authority  of  the  whole  Church  at  large,  her  clear 
Common  Law.  For  churchmen  of  this  Diocese  there  is  our  Tenth  Canon. 
Now  and  then  a  minister  coming  in  from  without  may  be  for  a  while  ignor- 
ant of  our  system.  But  if  such  ignorance  lasts  long  it  becomes  a  sin. 
Instances  have  lately  been  pointed  out  to  me  where  parishes  have  repeat- 
edly passed  over  one  or  another  of  the  canonical  offerings.  Such  omissions 
can  hardly  happen  without  the  wrong  consent  of  the  Rector.  I  give  dis- 
tinct notice,  therefore,  that  from  this  time  I  mean  to  be  a  party  to  the 
introduction  of  no  man  to  service  in  the  ministry  among  us,  who  does  not 
in  good  faith  purpose  to  fill  up  the  measure  of  fidelity  in  this  respect ; 
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because  otherwise,  I  conceive,  he  denies  to  the  souls  committed  to  his 
charge  a  pan  of  the  divine  benefit  and  privilege  belonging  to  them,  and 
breaks  the  vows  of  his  ordination. 

Besides,  how  are  the  great  enterprises  of  the  Church  to  go  forward,  how 
are  her  virtual  pledges  to  her  missionaries  in  all  lands  to  be  redeemed  if, 
here  and  there,  one  mind  or  another,  one  congregation  or  another,  is  to 
take  the  guilty  liberty  of  suiting  a  whim  or  a  convenience,  or  stop  supplies  to 
starving  regions  in  order  to  carry  out  the  sooner  some  petty  local  project  of 
its  own  ?  Is  that  parsimonious  policy  accordant  with  the  spiritual  consti- 
tution of  the  new  man  ?  Is  that  the  law  of  membership  in  the  one  body, 
as  St.  Paul  declares  it,  where  if  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members  suffer 
with  it  ?    There  is  not  a  pulse  of  churchly  blood  in  it. 

Take  the  Epiphany  offerings  for  Foreign  Missions.  I  wish  our  clergy, 
and  laity  as  well,  would  read  over  the  Old  and  New  Testament  prophecies, 
and  then  read  the  reports  and  letters  which  describe  the  pinched  t/easuries 
and  halting  movement  of  that  division  of  our  army  of  Catholic  -occupation, 
and,  in  connection  with  this  skeleton  picture,  read  the  yearly  acknowledg- 
ments of  the  treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Committee  specifying  contributions 
from  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.  Take  the  Bkistertide  offerings  for 
the  education  of  ministers.  Saying  nothing  of  the  help  we  in  our  prosper- 
ity ought  to  be  yielding  each  year  to  train  and  send  out  missionaries  for 
pagan  and  pioneer  populations,  we  certainly  ought  to  be  preparing  for  ordi- 
dination  in  our  own  bounds  not  fewer  than  ten  men  annually.  The  whole 
average  outlay  for  educating  each  may  be  put  down  at  about  one  thousand 
dollars, — and  half  that  sum  must  generally  be  furnished  by  the  Church,  or 
else  the  Church  must  wait  many  years  for  the  man's  service,  I  suppose 
every  one  of  you  hears  with  satisfaction  of  any  large  number  studying  for 
Holy  Orders  or  coming  in  from  other  religious  bodies.  But  is  every  one 
contributing  conscientiously,  and  reasonably,  to  enlarge  our  honours  in  that 
direction?  It  is  a  subject  that  causes  me  constant  official  and  personal 
anxiety.  We  urgently  want  Deacons  for  the  whole  term  of  their  Diaconate. 
The  Diocese  has  been  giving  enough  to  educate  three  or  four,  instead  of 
the  ten.  I  have  no  favorite  theory  as  to  the  particular  channel  through 
which  your  gifts  shall  find  their  way  to  the  beneficiaries.  The  DeLancey 
Fund  produces  about  $90  once  in  six  months.  That  is  all  we  have  here. 
The  patent  advantage  of  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  apart 
from  its  organization,  its  vouchers,  its  patronage  and  its  experience,  is  that 
it  puts  directly  back  into  our  liands  in  cash  all  that  we  send  it,  with  ten 
per  cent,  in  addition,  to  meet  the  ex  pcnses  of  our  own  students.  Or,  take 
the  Missions  within  our  Diocese.  A  few  indifferent  minds  may  be  satisfied 
with  what  we  are  now  doing  :  some  may  be  proud  of  our  success  ;  but  we 
should  all  do  better  to  reflect  that,  even  putting  any  very  grand  successes 
for  our  Master  out  of  account,  we  require  to  raise  one  dollar  more  for  every 
two  we  raise  at  present,  in  order  to  cover  handsomely  the  fields  we  have 
already  entered.  By  what  a  puny  effort,  even  on  the  part  of  the  poorest 
day  laborer  or  seamstress,  that  could  be  accomplished — so  puny  that  one  is 
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well  nigli  ashamed  to  name  it — 70a  will  understand,  when  I  affirm  that  a 
dollar  a  year,  two  cents  a  week,  from  every  regular  worshipper  in  our 
churches  would  treble  our  income,  and  fill  the  most  generous  desire  !  Of 
seventy-two  of  our  clergy  actively  engaged  in  parochial  cures,  forty  do 
regularly  some  missionary  service  in  addition  to  the  home  duty  ;  several 
others  do  it  occasionally;  some  do  it  without  a  stipend  from  the  Board  ;  no 
one  is  paid  for  devoting  all  his  time  or  strength  to  missionary  labors.  But 
we  ought  to  lay  out  at  least  a  third  more  than  we  do. 

The  question  is  occasionally  asked  whether  the  method  of  pre&rranged, 
pledged,  systematic  monthly  offerings,  which  has  had  the  endorsement  and 
Tecommendation  of  the  Convention,  and  has  been  on  trial  during  the  sixyears 
of  our  Diocesan  life,  is  j  ustified  by  that  trial.  The  answer  can  be  made  in  the 
following  terms, — which,  so  far  as  I  know,  will  be  sustained  by  all  the 
clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Board :  1.  In  parishes  where  this  system 
has  been  put  in  operation,  it  has  largely  carried  up  the  amount  given  above 
any  former  mark,  sometimes  doubling  the  previous  average,  and  in  a  few 
cases  quadrupling  it.  2.  Comparing  parishes  where  the  system  has  been 
used  with  others  of  about  the  same  size  and  strength  where  it  has  not,  in 
the  same  years,  the  difference  has  been  found  to  be  decidedly  in  favor  of 
the  system.  3.  Its  efficiency  is  always  directly  dependent  on  the  interest, 
energy  and  sympathy  of  the  minister  in  following  up  personally  the  getting 
of  the  pledges  and  the  regular  payments, — very  likely  some  other  plan, 
thus  energetically  worked,  proving  superior  to  this  one  when  languidly  or 
coolly  worked.  If  the  system  has  declined  in  any  place,  either  from  a  change 
in  the  rectorship  or  from  a  weariness  of  its  demands  on  the  part  of  clergy- 
man or  laymen,  there  has  commonly  been  a  decline  in  the  whole  sum  given. 
4.  A  recent  computation  has  disclosed  this  remarkable  result.  In  that  one 
of  our  District  Convocations  where  this  system  has  been  carried  out  with 
most  uniform,  thorough  and  unabated  interest, — the  First, — and  where 
there  are  only  three  self-supporting  parishes,  the  financial  advantage  is 
found  so  great  that  had  the  whole  Diocese  given  as  much  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  communicants  the  income  of  the  Board  would  be  over 
fiixteen  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  nine  or  ten  thousand. 

CHENANGO  COUNTY  MISSION. 

I  said  that  there  has  been  in  the  Diocese  no  regular  missonary  exclusively 
occupied  with  mission  labor.  One  such,  however,  has  just  been  appointed. 
You  are  aware  that  the  Van  Wagenen  Fund,  founded  by  the  exemplary 
liberality  and  pious  forethought  of  one  Church  family  partly  living  and 
partly  deceased,  has  been,  under  judicious  management,  steadily  augment- 
ing. Within  a  short  time  it  has  so  far  matured  that  a  missionary  can  be 
comfortably  maintained  on  the  income.  The  Kev.  Russell  Todd,  I  am 
happy  to  inform  you,  has  been  assigned  to  this  charge,  and  I  need  say  noth- 
ing of  the  experience,  the  spirit,  the  character  he  brings  to  it.  By  the 
terms  of  the  endowment  the  mission  is  limited  to  Chenango  county.  By 
order  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  a  local  committee  of  advice  has  been  reques- 
ted to  cooperate  with  the  missionary  in  forwarding  the  objects  contemi^la- 
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ted.  How  natural  for  as  all  to  hope  that  this  leading  pattern  of  a  new 
charch  charity  may  be  speedily  followed  in  other  sections,  not  leas  needing 
watchmen,  messengers  and  workmen  ! 

CLEROT  AND  LATTT. 

With  some  modification  I  am  obliged  to  mention  that  in  two  or  three  caaes 
a  spirit  both  unch archly  and  anmanly  seems  to  have  been  allowed  in  parish 
officers  or  other  laymen  towards  their  rectors ;  and  I  do  it  for  the  purpose 
of  discouraging  such  a  spirit  in  any  quarter.  It  is  true  enough,  that  ex 
parte  statements  in  these  disagreements  are  to  be  discredited.  But  there  is 
an  actual  danger  that,  from  a  personal  pique  or  prejudice,  from  a  fancy  for 
change  or  from  an  ambition  to  rule,  some  parishioner,  in  the  hoar  of  a  bad 
angel's  access,  will  be  tempted  .to  set  factiously  about  hindering  or  dis- 
placing the  teacher  set  over  him,  whom  the  catechism  describes  as  his 
"  spiritual  pastor,  master,  and  better."  Imperious  natural  passions  and  a 
prevalent  insubordination  creeping  in  from  undisciplined  bodies  around  as 
conspire  together  to  such  bad  ends.  Then  comes  a  long  and  dismal  train 
of  evils — division,  heart-burnings,  backbitings,  alienations,  very  cruel, 
very  hostile  to  the  holiness  for  which  the  Church  exists,  very  disastrous. 
If  it  must  needs  be  that  such  offenses  come,  I  nevertheless  expect  your 
agreement  when  I  beg,  for  Christ's  body's  sake,  that  they  be  long  put  off, 
even  at  great  costs  of  pride  and  self-will.  Happily  our  system  famishes, 
in  the  Episcopate,  an  agency  by  which  differences  can  almost  always  be 
settled  quietly,  scandal  forestalled,  and  desirable  separations  arranged. 
But  then  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  separation  is  always  a  foregone 
conclusion,  or  always  just,  because  one  party  lays  a  scheme  for  it.  It  is 
not  so  in  canon  law  ;  and  if  an  effort  is  made  to  go  round  the  canon  law  by 
the  least  honorable  of  all  methods,  keeping  back  a  pledged  support,  the 
law  of  the  State,  as  you  know,  arrests  that  wrong.  It  will  be  many  a  day 
I  hope,  before  any  Church  clergyman  here  resorts  to  the  protection  of  a 
civil  court ;  but  just  as  earnestly  do  I  hope  it  will  be  many  days  before  any 
open  or  underhanded  abuse  of  a  conscientious  clergyman  will  render  an 
appeal  of  that  sort  excusable.  It  is  best  to  cherish  a  wholesome  presump> 
tion,  on  both  sides,  that  the  pastoral  connection  will  continue,  extraordinary 
reasons  to  the  contrary  excepted.  Let  us  look  confidently  for  magnanimity, 
for  the  healing  of  many  hurts  by  good  temper  and  good  sense,  for  moderate 
mutual  expectations,  for  fair  constructions  of  faulty  actions,  and  for  that 
supreme  love  of  order  and  peace  which  conquers  even  personal  aversions 
or  the  fierce  appetite  for  control.  A  period  when  a  plan  to  shift  rectors  is- 
on  foot  is  not  a  period  favorable  to  religious  edification  or  to  confirming 
the  roots  of  parish  prosperity  ;  and  such  seasons  had  better  be  far  between. 

Ought  it  to  be  implied,  asks  an  aggrieved  lay  worshipper,  that  the  min- 
istry is  not  sometimes  to  be  changed  ?  Shall  we  see  the  flock  unfed,  strag- 
gling, put  secondary  to  private  plans,  to  literary  indulgence,  or  bodily  esse 
or  to  an  obstinate  and  narrow  view  of  ministerial  sympathies  and  toils,  and 
never  whisper  our  grief  ?  Strangely  constituted  must  a  Bishop  be,  it  seems 
o  me,  who  can  ever  hear  imputations  against  the  companions  of  his  staff 
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cheerfully,  or  without  arraying  every  possible  palliation.  Yet  there  is  a 
class  of  complaints,  remember,  which  makes  his  way  difficult;  complaints 
so  remote  from  all  that  a  true  workman  of  the  Cross  should  be,  and  always 
can  be,  that  only  an  amazingly  audacious  tongue  could  utter  them  without 
cause,  lest  they  should  of  themselves  proclaim  the  inventor's  malice;  com- 
plaints of  inactivity,  of  pastoral  negligence,  of  a  careless  treatment  of  can- 
didates for  confirmation,  of  habits  of  self -pampering,  of  slovenliness  in  the 
reverend  offices  of  worship.    And  having  said  this  I  have  said  enough. 

THE  PULPIT. 

Although  my  opportunities  to  hear  the  brethren  preach  are  less  frequent 
than  I  should  wish,  it  is  pleasant  to  testify  that,  in  the  six  official  years  now 
past,  I  have  not  listened  to  a  single  sermon  that  I  can  remember  for  which 
I  could  not  feel  a  cordial  respect.  In  that  divine  appointment  for  the 
world's  conversion  and  the  church's  instruction,  it  is  right  to  seek  for  a 
higher  and  higher  excellence.  If  neighboring  Christians  undervalue  wor- 
ship we  shall  not  gain  in  comparison  with  them  by  undervaluing  the  pulpit. 

Our  general  culture,  our  liturgy,  our  dogmatic  faith,  our  Christian  year, 
are  all  signal  helps  which  ought  to  make  the  discourses  of  the  Church 
singularly  thoughtful  and  effective,  as  they  almost  necessarily  are  singu  - 
larly  scriptural.  There  is  now  hardly  any  retired  rural  village  where  there 
are  not  some  minds  so  well  trained  as  to  reward  and  test  with  their  atten- 
tion the  most  careful  preparation;  and  whatever  else  popular  education  may 
do  or  fail  to  do  it  indisputably  creates  critics,  plentiful  in  numbers  if  not 
very  profound  or  exact  in  discrimination.  Why  should  not  our  pulpit  in- 
vigorate as  well  as  chasten  their  tastes  ?  We  are  in  no  great  danger  of 
"  beguiling  souls  by  the  witchcraft  of  genius,"  or  of  overloading  them  with 
ideas.  You  know  what  homilies  they  were  which,  as  Bishop  Heber  says, 
Jeremy  Taylor  delivered  in  (iolden  Grove  to  the  family  and  domestics  of 
the  Earl  of  Carbery,  or  at  most  to  a  few  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  that  se- 
cluded neighborhood,  and  "  to  as  many  peasantry  of  the  estate  as  could 
understand  English."  We  shall  do  well  not  to  forget  that  in  the  old  Eng- 
lish of  our  fathers  clerics  and  scholars  were  convertible  terms.  Beware, 
brethren,  under  any  plausible  pretext,  like  occupation  or  facility  of  speech, 
of  falling  off  into  "  little  talks,"  cheap  extemporizations,  or  strings  of 
grammatical  sentences  about  religion  which  if  they  do  not  absolutely  per- 
vert truth  are  only  watery  dilutions  of  the  rich  "milk  of  the  Word." 
Throw  work  into  your  sermons  without  stint.  A  preacher  is  in  a  bad  way 
who  takes  complacency  in  an  easy  preparation.  The  wonder  of  his  audi- 
ence is  apt  to  be,  not  that  the  sermon  was  easily  prepared,  but  that  it  was 
easy  for  him  to  preach  it  afterwards.  As  it  is  asking  too  much  to  expect  a 
suspense  of  the  mental  movement  of  the  auditors  during  the  time  occupied 
by  the  preacher,  so  the  getting  ready  to  meet  them  ought  to  be  always  the 
intellectual  drill  and  discipline  of  the  week,  putting  thought  enough  in  to 
oblige  the  listener  to  think  while  he  hears.  And  this,  to  glorify  God,  who, 
if  by  David  He  has  pronounced  the  tongue  **  the  best  member  that  we  have," 
has  not  in  any  messenger  of  an  enlightening  Gospel,  any  more  than  in  the 
inspired  minstrel  himself,  separated  it  from  the  brain,  the  organ  of  a  mind. 
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Another  General  Convention,  since  we  were  last  together,  baa  lengthened 
by  one  more  link  our  national  Church  history.  We  are  of  those  church, 
men  who  are  accustomed  to  abide  in  the  conviction  that  over  these  chief 
councils  the  Holy  Spirit  presides,  not  in  a  rhetorical  phrase,  but  in  realitj; 
that  the  august  supplications  of  this  great  communion  long  before  their 
assembling  and  throughout  their  deliberations  signify  the  faith  which 
they  seem  to  express;  and  that  the  answers  to  such  prayers  are  not  to  be 
looked  for  in  illegal  legislation  or  illusory  conclusions;  and  this  we  ooant 
our  felicity.  Loyalty  to  the  Church  does  not  appear  to  us  to  consist  ia 
zealously  repeating  the  names  of  churchly  things  and  theories,  while 
scouting  her  decisions,  resenting  her  authority  and  slandering  her  officers* 
Not  uneasy  to  alter  the  shape  or  sailing  of  the  ship,  we  are  not  fretted  be> 
cause  she  minds  her  helm  on  her  way  or  her  anchors  in  a  storm.  And  what 
we  should  expect  from  her  constitution  and  her  original  we  see  exempli- 
fied in  her  steady  motion.  The  Eternal  Hand  is  almost  as  visible  to  the  eye 
of  experience  as  to  a  reverent  trust.  How  many  times,  even  in  the  short 
space  of  our  own  observation,  have  we  seen  one  of  these  g^at  meetiogs 
of  the  body  approached  with  anxiety  and  alarm,  but  followed  by  a  time 
of  unwonted  composure  and  peaceful  work!  How  can  we  help  congratu- 
lating one  another,  while  we  thank  Qod  that,  instead  of  being  a  junto  of 
malcontents,  we  are  a  brotherhood  in  a  House  whose  order  satisfies  the  un- 
derstanding, and  whose  beauty  ever  refreshes  the  soul  ?  Not  much  tempted 
towards  the  partizanship  which  transforms  the  conservatism  of  yesterday 
into  the  individualism  of  to-day,  we  know  exactly  where  we  stand,  loving 
and  honoring  our  mother,  whether  by  birth  or  adoption,  for  what  she  is,  not 
for  some  airy  thing  which  our  fancies  may  wish  she  were,  and  all  the  more 
sure  of  our  place  because  we  see  it  is  in  doctrine  and  practice,  precisely 
where  those  leaders  always  stood  and  taught  and  worshipped,  whose  names 
are  oftenest  on  our  lips.  However  it  may  have  been  in  the  Cromwellian 
circle  of  Sir  Hudibras,  it  does  not  always  take  a  "  Puritan,"  in  our  day,  to 

behave 

*'A8  though  religion  were  intended 
For  nothlog  eUe  but  to  be  mended.** 

Tlio  true  churchman  will  find  the  scope  of  his  best  aspirations  and  en- 
deavors, not  in  mending  the  Church,  but  in  filling  up  its  wide,  familiar  and 
ordered  ways  with  fruitful  forms  of  Christ-like  a<;tion.  At  the  height  of 
our  most  busy  enterprise  and  most  varied  experiments  we  are  yet  on  the 
hither  borders  of  possible  movements  for  the  evangelizing  of  the  world, 
all  of  them  within  the  bounds  of  the  Catholic  plan.  Society  in  Europe 
and  America  is  crying  for  reorganization.  Scientific  inquiry  will  not  stop 
with  the  rocks  and  stars  or  the  sub-human  forces;  it  is  already  mounting 
from  them  to  man,  man  as  an  organism,  man  in  the  social  mass,  man  as 
having  wants,  thinking  and  loving.  Church  Christianity,  however,  is  be- 
fore it,  and  must  not  merely  bide  its  time  but  be  busy  demonstrating  its 
superior  sympathy  with  humanity  and  its  profounder  wisdom  in  dealing 


<^ 
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with  it.  What  did  the  mere  classical  revival,  in  the  papal  reign  of  Nicho- 
las  V.  accomplish  for  the  moral  manhood  of  Italy  or  Europe  ?  In  the  fore- 
most continental  schools  of  art  and  physics,  do  the  nobler  ends  of  life  com- 
mand an  increasing  homage  ?  I  see  it  stated  that  Dr.  Bachner,  the  most 
eminent  representative  of  the  philosophy  of  atheism  in  Germany,  perhaps 
in  the  world,  defines  culture  as  "  the  increased  insight  of  the  individual 
into  the  ends  of  civil  and  social  life,  increased  regard  for  the  rights  of  oth- 
ers, and  for  his  own  duties."  But  I  place  with  his  presumptuous  and  bor- 
rowed programme  these  fit  words  on  wliich  my  eyes  rest  in  a  foreign  jour- 
nal at  the  same  moment: 

*'  If  the  present  age  is  marked  by  its  active  philanthrophy,  if  men  now- 
a-days  feel  their  responsibilities  towards  their  fellow-creatures,  if  art  and 
science  now  labor  mainly  for  human  welfare,  if  secularism  sets  before  itself 
an  ideal  of  '  light,  life  and  gentleness,'  it  is  due  absolutely  and  entirely 
to  the  genial  influence  of  the  doctrines  of  Christ.  But  Christianity  teaches 
much  which  secularism  does  not  teach;  it  teaches  humility,  where  secular- 
ism teaches  arrogance;  it  teaches  a  reverent  regard  for  law  and  order,  where 
secularism  teaches  the  supremacy  of  the  individnal's  rights;  it  teaches  the 
existence  of  a  principle  of  compensation  where  secularism  teaches  that  as 
the  tree  falls  so  must  it  lie;  it  teaches  the  preservation  of  our  personal 
character  in  a  future  existence,  where  secularism  teaches  the  annihilation 
of  the  soul  and  intellect  as  well  as  of  the  earthly  body.  We  conceive  that 
even  on  his  own  showing  the  secularist  has  framed  a  poor  and  unworthy 
ideal  of  culture.  To  his  self-satisfied  utterances  we  oppose  the  command 
of  the  prophet: — '  Stand  ye  in  the  ways,  and  see  and  seek  for  the  old  paths 
where  is  the  good  way,  and  walk  therein,  and  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  v 
souls.' " 

THE  GREAT  FRINCIPLES. 

If  we  raise,  as  I  suppose  we  all  sometimes  do,  the  fundamental  inquiry 
what  it  is  which  marks  our  definite  position  and  justifies  our  determined 
movement  in  the  religious  world,  certain  clear  and  commanding  verities 
stand  out  at  once  in  answer.  It  will  bo  well  if  we  lay  the  chief  stress,  in 
our  teaching,  in  our  thinking,  in  our  controversies  if  we  must  ever  have 
them,  on  these  firm  foundation  ideas,  rather  than  on  peculiarities  nearer  the 
surface  and  less  essential ;  on  revealed  and  historic  facts  rather  than  on 
matters  of  speculation;  on  what  is  of  service  rather  than  of  sentiment. 
The  central  divine  truth  of  the  Incarnation  of  the  Life  of  a  Personal  God 
in  the  Son  of  Man,  flowing  into  the  whole  system  of  spiritual  powers  and 
instruments  which  constitute  and  perpetuate  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  the 
earth,  giving  visibility  and  unity  to  the  Church,  vitality  to  the  Gospel,  actu- 
ality to  the  Sacraments  of  Grace,  and  inward  gifts  to  every  disciple  by  a 
personal  and  organic  union  with  the  Lord ;  the  inviolability  of  the  Scrip, 
tures,  held  fast,  guarded,  testified  to,  translated,  interpreted,  by  a  continu- 
ous and  unbroken  lino  of  apostolic  witnesses  and  believers,  whose  living 
mind,  guided  by  the  Spirit  of  Providence,  is  always  the  correlate  of  the 
ancient  mind  inspired  by  the  Spirit  of  Prophecy;  a  creed  unalterable  be- 
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cause  simply  declaring  unalterable  realities ;  a  ministry  of  the  everlasting 
Word  not  voted  up  from  beneath  by  the  people  whom  it  is  inatitated  to 
lead,  enlighten  and  regulate,  but  commissioned  from  the  beginning,  and  by 
the  Head  of  the  Kingdom  ascending  up  on  high,  sent  by  Him,  and  ordained 
by  an  authority  derived  from  Him  which  is  never  exhausted;  over  this 
lower  world  of  nature^in  which  men  toil  and  suffer  and  contrive,  and  go 
mad  with  poor  intoxications,  and  fight  out  the  warfare  of  the  flesh,  and  beat 
against  the  prison -bars,  and  die — yes,  brooding  over  it  and  yet  encircling 
and  inter-penetrating  it,  a  supernatural  world,  and  a  supemataral  Presence 
graciously  seeking  admission  and  recognition  and  praise  from  men,  waitingi 
speaking,  revealing  itself  to  such  as  have  eyes  to  see,  its  organs  the  ordi- 
nances and  voices  of  the  same  Body  of  Christ,  and  its  symbols  offered  in 
venerable  and  winning  ceremonials;  a  covenant-shelter  and  family-seat  for 
every  child  born  within  the  reach  of  the  arms  of  faith;  a  wise  nurtore  and 
most  careful  training  of  every  soul  new-bom  into  this  Divine  family,  bring- 
ing it  gradually  but  steadily  into  a  sanctification  of  holy  growth,  blending 
the  spiritual  education  inextricably  with  the  secular,  so  moulding  the  man 
into  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ;  a  reverence  for 
all  authority  and  all  law  appointed  of  Qod,  in  the  household,  in  the  Church, 
in  civil  constitutions  and  courts,  subordinating  the  individual  will  alwajs 
to  the  "  powers  that  be,"  and  limiting  liberty  by  order,  for  the  welfare  both 
of  nations  and  of  persons;  a  worship  "  common"  to  believers  not  for  reasons 
of  taste  or  artistic  propriety,  but  for  the  deeper  reason  that  one  conmion 
and  corporate  life  of  the  Body  must  speak  to  the  Father,  Saviour  and  Com- 
forter,  through  one  liturgic  voice;  and,  finally,  as  joining  the  original  and 
the  end  together,  a  wide  range  of  diversified  and  self-sacrificing  practical 
activities  of  character,  in  the  laity  and  clergy,  all  taking  their  source  at  the 
Cross,  all  quickened  by  the  preaching  and  prayers  of  sanctuaries,  all  or- 
dered by  the  hands  of  pastors,  and  all  manifesting  the  merciful  life  of  the 
Word  made  flesh — He  dwelling  in  His  followers,  as  they  in  Him: — naming 
these  I  give  the  reasons  of  our  confidence;  I  only  repeat  the  commandment 
and  benediction  of  the  Epistle — that  believing  in  the  Son  of  Man  we  should 
love  one  another,  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  being  the  sign  and  proof  of  His 
abiding. 

These  are  the  distinguishing  traits  to  which  I  alluded  as  marking  out 
our  position  and  justifying  our  perseverance  and  our  hopes.  At  such  times 
as  this  it  seems  wholesome  to  return  to  them,  to  exalt  them  in  our  sight 
and  to  walk  out  again  into  our  work  day  paths  in  the  light  of  their  infinite 
glory. 

THE  DEAD. 

"  Some  are  fallen  asleep."  They  will  walk  no  more  with  us  here,  where, 
in  mortal  infirmity,  every  light  is  sometimes  shaded.  They  have  moved 
forward  where  the  beams  of  a  better  sun  fall  round  their  liberated  feet. 
Several  of  these  were  not  of  the  ordained  ministry,  lowly-hearted  men  and 
holy  women  whose  names  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  write  down  and  lepeat. 
But,  as  I  have  said  before,  I  should  hesitate  which  names  to  include,  becatue 
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I  should  hesitate  which  names  to  leave  out.  In  the  diversities  of  gifts  a 
less  conspicuous  disciple  may  have  some  element  of  usefulness  greater  than 
any  in  the  more  famous.  The  reward  of  all  of  them  is  in  secret  here,  to  be 
**  open"  bye  and  bye.  No  jealousy,  however,  can  possibly  interpose  to  pre- 
vent my  grateful  and  tender  mention  of  one  layman  who  passed  from  us 
about  three  months  ago, — himself  so  modest  in  all  his  judgments  of  him- 
self that  we  were  rarely  suffered  to  see  his  face  in  any  of  our  councils,  yet 
a  singularly  wise  counselor  in  questions  most  difficult  and  most  delicate,  a 
man  whose  large  learning  was  matched  by  his  unostentatious  use  of  learn- 
ing, gentle  as  a  child  but  of  kingly  firmness,  loving  the  Church  with  a 
filial  devotion,  like  that  which  makes  men  long  to  look  on  a  mother's  face 
and  feel  her  hand  to  the  last,  living  more  for  others  than  for  himself,  as 
generous  a  giver  probably  as  this  Diocese  has  known,  the  courtly  host,  the 
refined  gentleman,  the  able  analytical  lawyer,  the  just  guardian  of  many 
trusts,  the  beloved  and  honored  friend,  Henry  R.  Mygatt.  You  will  not 
wonder  if  I  borrow  another  tongue  with  another's  words  to  join  with  this 
imperfect  tribute  a  panegyric  too  exactly  suited  to  our  friend  to  be  put 
aside,  paid  long  ago  by  a  Roman  orator  to  a  Roman  nobleman:  "  £t  enim 
talis  est  vir,  ut  nulla  res  tanta  sit  ac  tam  difficilis,  quam  ille  uon  etconsilio 
regere  et  integritate  tueri  et  virtute  conficere  possit." 

The  early  departure  of  Mr.  George  B.  Walthart,  a  devoted  Candidate  for 
Orders,  ending  mournfully  a  laborious  course  of  lay  service  among  the  On- 
ondaga Indians,  has  been  deeply  felt  by  them  and  by  all  who  knew  his 
■consecrated  spirit. 

Till  the  last  few  months  our  clerical  ranks,  since  the  erection  of  the  dio- 
cese, have  been  almost  untouched  by  death.  Two  brethren  have  recently 
been  removed.  Under  a  very  lingering  disease  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Meachem 
had  been  borne  down  and  kept  in  retirement  for  years;  but  not  long  enough 
to  extinguish  the  lively  and  loving  recollections  of  those  who  in  his  days 
of  health,  at  Cortland  and  Waterville,  and  elsewhere,  had  profited  by  his 
ministrations.  All  his  confidential  communications  in  his  sickness  breathed 
a  spirit  of  patient  submission.  The  sharp  trial  of  a  decline  in  the  midst 
of  the  years  commonly  most  serviceable  was  met  and  borne  with  heroic 
Christian  courage.  By  his  devotion  as  chaplain,  during  the  late  war,  and 
a  skill  in  surgery  acquired  in  his  former  profession,  he  did  the  country  a 
service  heartily  appreciated  by  the  officers  of  the  army.  His  sufferings 
ended  April  5th,  at  the  home  of  his  later  years,  in  Auburn — a  home  where 
the  most  assiduous  offices  of  family  affection  had  solaced  and  supported 
him  to  the  last. 

Rev.  Edward  Zechariah  Lewis  exercised  his  entire  ministry,  covering 
twenty  of  the  fifty  years  of  his  life,  within  the  bounds  of  the  old  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York.  It  is  given  to  few  ministers,  few  men,  to  illustrate 
more  perfectly  the  signification  of  the  "single  heart."  We  all  felt  his 
presence  among  us  to  be  that  of  one  of  the  sons  of  God.  Even  to  the  ordi  - 
nary  observer  the  story  told  by  the  pathetic  features  and  unworldly  expres- 
.sion  of  his  face  was  that  of  uncomplaining,  transfigured  suffering.    The 
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occasions  of  his  sorrows  need  not  be  recited;  it  is  enoagh  that  no  one  of 
them  could  be  found  in  an  erring  will  or  an. unquiet  spirit.  He  might  have 
said  with  one  of  the  keen-sighted  seers  of  modern  England: 

^'Knowledge  by  Bnfl'eriDg  entereth. 

And  life  Is  perfected  by  death. 

I  am  content  to  be  so  bare 

Before  the  archers,  everywhere 

My  wounds  being  stroked  with  heavenly  air." 

All  the  while  he  was  with  us  it  seemed  that  he  would  be  more  at  home  in 
the  other  world  than  in  this.  From  the  few  products  of  his  mind  that  came 
to  the  knowledge  of  his  brethren,  it  was  plain  that  his  creative  faculty 
and  his  erudition  wore  much  above  even  the  aim  of  ordinary  preachers  and 
writers.  His  intellectual  companionships  were  among  the  rarer  English 
scholars,  but  his  chosen  and  most  familiar  place  was  at  the  foot  of  his 
Master's  Cross.  Let  me  repeat  what  was  written  of  one  of  his  spiritual 
kinsmen  who  went  to  rest  in  Scotland  just  a  year  before  him: 

*'0  blessM  disciple,  whom  thy  Lord  hath  found 

Watching  and  waiting  for  the  final  caU. 
Watching  and  waiting  in  the  common  round 

Of  daily  duty ;  strong  in  love  towards  all, 
And  full  of  gentle  peace  and  sober  joy. 
And  quiet  confidence  without  alloy 
Of  troublous  doubting.    Dare  we  call  it  loss 
When  the  Death  Angel  raided  thy  heavy  Cross 
And  cast  it  fh>m  thee  ?  when  the  sudden  sight 
Of  Paradise  lit  up  with  golden  light 
Thy  crown  of  silver  hairs  ?    Thy  sorrows  o'er 

We  will  not  mourn  thee,  nor  will  e'er  forget 
The  brightness  of  that  star  which  is  not  set. 

Bat  risen  brighter  on  another  shore.'^ 

The  Episcopal  House  has  lost  three  revered  members,  exemplifying  sev- 
erally, with  excellent  ability  common  to  them  all,  eminent  powers  of  intel- 
lectual attainment,  pastoral  administration  and  missionary  fidelity — Bishop 
Whiteliouse,  Bishop  Henry  W.  Lee  and  Bishop  Payne. 

In  one  of  his  essays  Mr.  Maitland  gives  an  account  of  John,  Abbot  of 
Fescamp,  of  the  age  of  Anselm,  supposed  to  be  the  author  or  compiler  of 
the  Liber  Meditatianum,  a  work  sometimes  published  among  the  writings 
of  St.  Augustine,  and  translated  by  Dean  Stanhope  a  century  and  a  half  ago. 
In  that  remarkable  manual  there  is  found  a  prayer  with  these  supplications : 
"Lord  Jesus,  who  didst  die  for  our  sins  and  didst  rise  again  for  our 
justification,  I  beseech  Thee  give  me  daily  a  part  in  the  first  resurrection. 
Most  mighty  King,  draw  me  upward  to  Thee,  that  I  may  run  after  Thee 
and  not  faint,  while  thou  drawest  me  and  leadest  me  as  I  run!  For  in  the 
great  deluge  of  this  life,  when  we  are  tossed  about  by  the  storms  around 
us,  and  no  safe  haven  is  to  be  found,  no  dry  spot  where  the  foot  of  thedore 
may  rest  for  a  while,  there  is  no  secure  rest,  but  everwhere  war  and  strife, 
everywhere  enemies,  without  fightings,  w^ithin  fears.  And  because  in  one 
part  we  are  of  heaven,  in  the  other  of  earth,  the  corruptible  body  presseth 

iwn  the  soul.     Therefore  my  mind  being  weary  with  the  way  waxes  faint. 
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and  lies  wounded  and  torn  by  the  vanities  it  has  passed  through.  It  hun- 
gers and  thirsts  greatly,  and  I  have  nought  to  set  before  it.  Let  my  spirit. 
Lord,  fly  and  mount  even  to  the  beauty  of  Thy  House,  to  the  place  where 
Thy  honour  dwelleth,  that  there,  on  the  table  whore  the  citizens  above  find 
refreshment,  it  may  be  fed  with  Thy  secret  things  in  the  place  of  Thy  pas- 
ture, near  the  overflowing  rivers.  Let  my  memory,  O  Lord  my  God,  sleep 
from  all  things  that  are  under  Heaven,  only  watching  to  Thee, — as  it  is 
written,  '  I  sleep  but  my  heart  waketh.'  Let  my  soul  behold  Thee  when 
my  consciousness  forsakes  mo,  and  sing  Thy  songs  with  shouts  of  joy ! 
And  let  these  Thy  gifts  be  my  consolation  in  the  mean  while,  amid  these 
whirlwinds,  until  I  come  to  Thee  who  art  True  Peace  where  there  is  no 
bow,  or  shield,  or  sword,  or  war,  but  safe  tranquillity,  and  a  joyful  eternity, 
and  the  blessed  vision  and  praises  of  Tliee,  world  without  end!     Amen."

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS  AND  COMMIHEES. 

With  Accompanying  PaF>ers. 


For  the  Conventional  Year,  1874-5. 

At  the  Convention  in  Auburn,  June  10th,  1874,  all  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  previous  years  were  reelected,  with  the  exception  that  Thomas 
D.  Green,  of  Syracuse,  was  elected  in  place  of  Judge  Andrews  who  declined 
a  reelection. 

I.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Peter's,  in  the  morn- 
ing of  June  11th,  when  Dr.  Clarke  was  chosen  President,  and  Dr.  Coxe 
Secretary.  It  was  unanimously  voted  that  future  regular  meetings  be  held 
on  Tuesday  in  the  Ember  Weeks,  and  the  Committee  adjourned. 

II.  St.  James'  Rectory,  Syracuse,  Tuesday  in  Ember  week,  September  15, 
1874.  The  Committee  met,  all  present  except  Judge  Hubbard,  who  excused 
himself  by  letter.  After  appropriate  Collects,  the  Secretary  reported  in 
brief  the  organization  of  June  11th  as  entered  on  the  records,  and  also  the 
resolution  adopted  at  that  time  respecting  the  meeting  in  Ember  Weeks. 
The  President  read  a  written  representation  of  this  action,  which  he  had 
made  to  the  Bishop,  resting  it,  as  upon  other  grounds,  so  also  on  the  desire 
of  the  Committee  to  act  in  concert  with  the  prayers  of  the  Church  for  those 
to  be  ordained.  Testimonials  of  Rev.  Warren  C.  Hubbard,  Deacon,  were 
read  and  approved  ;  also  a  satisfactory  application  in  his  case  for  a  dispen- 
sation from  examination  in  the  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew  Languages  ; 
whereupon  his  certificate  of  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  Priest- 
hood was  duly  signed.  Papers  were  produced  and  read  from  Rev.  George 
W.  G.  Van  Winkle,  applying  for  Priest's  Orders,  but  action  on  them  was 
deferred  for  further  information. 

The  President  reported  his  action  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  ibatter  of  assessment  of  the 
Parishes,  according  to  Canon  adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  which  was 
approved.  A  memorial  was  read  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Illinois,  touching  the  lamented  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  J. 
Whitehouse,  D.D.,  late  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  Chicago,  on  the  10th  of 
August.  After  appropriate  remarks  it  was  ordered  that  the  memorial  be 
placed  on  file,  and  referred  to  the  Secretary  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee a  suitable  response. 

Tit.  I.,  Canon  15,  Sec.  5,  recommends  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  in  every  Dioeese,  prepare  previously  to  the  meeting 
of  every  General  Convention  a  condensed  report  and  tabular  view  of  the 
state  of  the  Church  in  their  Diocese.  This  subject  being  presented,  the 
President  offered  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  his  services  to  make  such 
erport,  which  offer  was  thankfully  accepted.    It  was  recommended  that 
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the  President  cmll  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to  the  claim?  of  the  foarth 
Sondaj  of  September  for  coUections  for  a  Building  Fond,  in  accordance 
with  Sec.  5  of  Canon  X.,  and  the  Committee  adjoamed. 

HI.  Taesdaj  in  Ember  week,  December  15,  1874.  .\11  members  were 
present  at  St.  James'  Kectorr.  Sjracase,  except  Jadge  Hubbard  (from  whom 
a  letter  was  received)  and  Mr.  Osbom.  After  prayer?,  and  action  on  the 
minntes,  testimonials  of  Revs.  George  W.  G.  Van  Winkle,  John  W.  H. 
Weibel  and  John  J.  Andrew.  Candidates  for  the  Priesthood,  and  those  of 
William  F.  Habbard  for  the  Diaconate,  and  of  James  Barton  Finn,  Postu- 
lant, were  examined  and  approved,  and  their  recommendations  respectively 
signed.  Those  of  John  Muir,  M.  D.,  and  Robert  L.  Mathison,  applying  for 
Deacon's  Orders,  were  deferred  for  further  information.  Testimonials  were 
presented  of  the  Bishops  elect,  the  Rev.  Thomas  U.  Dudley,  D.D.,  of  Balti- 
more, as  Assistant  Bisuop  of  Kentucky,  and  the  Rev.  John  Scarborough, 
D.D.,  for  New  Jersey.  After  due  examination,  consent  was  given  to  their 
consecration,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

December  22.  At  this  date,  after  the  required  information,  the  certifi- 
cates of  Messrs.  John  Muir,  M.  D.,  and  Robert  L.  Mathison  were  signed  : 
which  action  was  ratified  by  the  Committee,  March  2. 

IV.  Syracuse,  March  2, 1875.  At  this  date  and  place  there  was  a  meeting 
duly  convened.  All  members  were  present  and  assisting,  except  Judge 
Hubbard  and  Mr.  Osbom,  from  whom  letters  were  received.  Judge  Hub- 
card,  however,  subsequently  arrived.  After  the  usual  devotions,  the  testi- 
monials of  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Cossitt,  applicant  for  recommendation  for 
Deacon's  Orders  was  read  and  approved,  and  his  certificate  was  signed. 
Informal  action  since  last  meeting  in  the  cases  respectively  of  Messrs.  Muir 
and  Mathison,  recommending  them  for  Deacon's  Orders,  was  ratified. 

The  Committee  had  jiresented  before  them  Canonical  testimonials  of  the 
election  of  three  Bishops,  viz  :  The  Rev.  George  D.  Gillespie,  D.  D.,  for 
Western  Michigan  ;  the  Rev.  James  De  Koven,  D.D.,  for  Illinois  ;  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  A.  Jaggar,  D.D.,  for  Southern  Ohio.  Those  of  Dr.  Gillespie 
were  approved,  and  consent  was  cordially  given  to  his  consecration.  In  the 
cases  ret<i)ectively  of  Drs.  De  Koven  and  Jaggar,  after  long  consideration, 
consent  was  unanimously  withheld. 

V.  A  meeting  was  called  at  Syracuse,  May  27, — the  day  also  of  the  met^t- 
ing  of  the  Bf>ard  of  Missions.  'I'liere  were  present  Drs.  Clarke  and  Brain- 
ard,  and  Messrs.  Salmon,  Osbom  and  Green.  Absent,  Drs.  Beach  andCoxe, 
and  Judge  Hubbard.  Letters  were  received  from  Dr.  Coxe  and  Judge 
Hubbard.  Dr.  Brainard  was  elected  Secretary,  pro  tern.  After  reading  and 
approval  of  minutes,  the  papers  of  Harrison  Dodge,  applying  for  recom- 
mendation as  Candidate  for  the  Diaconate,  were  examined,  and  his  certifi- 
cate was  signed.  The  Comfiiittee  adjourned  to  meet  in  Calvary  Church, 
Utica,  at  the  time  of  Convention. 

VI.  Calvary  Church,  Utica,  June  9th,  9:30  a.  m.  The  Committee  met  in 
ilie  Vestry  room.  Present,  Drs.  Clarke,  Brainard  and  Coxe,  and  Messn*. 
Hubbard  and  (»reen.  Dr.  Beach  was  absent,  in  conse<juence  of  sickness  iu 
his  fauiilv.  The  testimonials  of  Rev.  Richard  M.  Havden.  Deacon,  Candi- 
date  for  tlie  Priesthood,  were  presented,  examined  and  approved  :  and  his 
certificate  of  recommendation  was  accordincjlv  siffued.

(1.)   Report. 

To  the  Concention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  in  behalf  of 
the  Board,  respectfully  reports :  The  membership  of  the  Board  has  re- 
mained essentially  the  same  since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report.  Mr. 
J.  V.  H.  Scovill  has  been  elected  a  Lay  Delegate  of  the  Second  Mission- 
ary District,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Smythe,  who  declined  a 
reelection.  Rev.  J.  Edward  Pratt  is  now  the  Secretary  of  the  Fourth  Mis- 
sionary District,  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattison,  its  former  Secretary,  having 
been  made  Financial  Secretary  of  the  General  Board,  and  Rev.  Francis  D. 
.Hoskins  has  been  elected  Secretary  of  the  Sixth  Missionary  District,  in  place 
of  Rev.  Pliny  B.  Morgan,  who  has  removed  from  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  has  met  twice,  by  the  Bishop's  appointment,  during  the  year; 
on  October  2,  1874,  and  on  May  27,  1875.  It  has  had  during  the  year  fifty- 
three  (o*3)  Missionaries  under  its  patronage.  Of  these,  since  the  year  began, 
eight  (8)  have  ceased  to  be  Missionaries  of  Central  New  York,  while  eight 
iS)  have  been  taken  into  the  employment  of  the  Diocese.  There  are  now 
iorty-four  (44)  Missionaries  laboring  in  the  field,  and  six  (6)  vacant  Mission- 
ary appointments.  A  List  of  the  present  Missionaries  and  Stations  will  be 
found  appended. 

The  following  statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  Cliurch  Mis- 
**ions  in  the  Diocese,  has  been  drawn  up  from  the  Reports  of  the  Secretaries 
■of  the  several  Missionary  Districts. 

FIRST  DISTRICT. 

At  Great  Bend,  Jefferson  County,  the  corner  stone  of  a  new  Church  was 
laid  by  the  Bishop  on  the  22nd  of  May,  and  the  Church  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  consecration  in  the  course  of  the  year.  This  Church  (and  Parish, 
if  God  so  please,)  will  have  grown  out  of  Mrs.  Sterling  Clarke's  Sunday 
School  in  the  Paper  Mill.  The  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  has 
lield  five  services  there,  and  baptized  two  adults  and  one  infant.  He  has 
also  hold  services  at  Alexandria  Bay,  Brownville  and  Carthage. 

At  Clayton,  the  people  are  completing  the  interior  of  their  Church. 

At  LaFargeville,  they  have  $1,200  raised  towards  a  Church,  intended  to 
cost  about  $1,500.  It  is  hoped  that  the  three  Churches  mentioned  (at  Great 
Bend,  Clayton  and  I^aFargeville,)  may  be  consecrated  within  the  year. 

At  Milieu's  Bay,  they  have  raised  $150  on  their  Church  debt,  reducing 
the  same  to  $100. 

At  Adams  the  debt  for  repairs  on  the  Cliurdi  has  been  paid,  and  a  new 
4ind  convenient  Rectory  purchased. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Winne  has  baptized  thirteen  children  in  Sacketts  Harbor, 
and  three  at  Brownville,  and  nine  adults  at  Dexter,  and  presented  thirty- 
three  persons  for  Confirmation  in  the  three  places.  The  Convocation  of  Sep- 
tember was  made  a  Mission  in  Mr.  Winne's  field,  with  good  results.  At 
Dexter  they  have  raised  $175  for  repairing  their  Church. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Hopkins,  the  new  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Watertown, 
reports  their  debt  of  $4,000  provided  for  by  subscription,  aud  the  Parish  gen- 
t^ rally  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

At  Evans  Mills,  the  congregation  have  rented  the  Baptist  House  of 
Worship.  Since  removing  from  the  Hall  to  this  place,  the  average  attend- 
.aace  has  been  doubled. 
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At  Antwerp,  Mr.  A.  S.  Hilton  acts  as  Lay  Header  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School,  on  those  Sundays  when  the  Missionary  is  away  at  other 
stations. 

The  Missionary  of  Antwerp  and  Evans  Mills,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Bailey,  has 
held  five  services  at  Oxbow,  a  village  seven  miles  from  Antwerp.  The 
Methodist  House  of  Worship,  kindly  loaned  for  these  services,  was  filled 
with  a  very  attentive  congregation,  'i'wo  persons  from  this  place  were 
confirmed,  with  nine  from  Antwerp  and  Evans  Mills,  at  the  Bishop's  late 
visitation.  There  are  four  church  families  at  Oxbow,  with  others  at  Oswe- 
gatchie,  three  miles  from  there,  and  it  is  regarded  as  a  promising  field  for 
church  work. 

The  Rev.  John  Muir,  M.  D.,  Missionary  at  Carthage,  extends  his  labors 
to  Champion,  Jefiferson  County,  and  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County.  During 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1875,  he  officiated  at  Champion  on  four  Sundays, 
and  at  Copenhagen  on  two,  being  prevented  from  going  oft^ner  by  the  bad- 
ness of  the  roads. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Andrew  reported  the  Parishes  at  Theresa  and  Redwood 
inffood  condition  up  to  the  time  of  his  resignation.  May  1st.  The  Rev.  C. 
A.  vVenman  has  succeeded  him.  The  Rev.  A.  H.  Rogers  is  at  Clayton  and  La 
Fargeville. 

The  Ofiferings  of  the  First  District  are  reported  as  $1,682.11.  The 
amount  of  missionary  money  expended  on  its  Missions  the  past  year,  is 
about  $1,950. 

Its  Offerings  have  have  been  made  with  very  commendable  regularity, 
notwithstanding  the  changes  in  the  Rectorships,  and  the  occasional  vacan- 
cies in  some  of  the  stations. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

In  Lewis  County,  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  of  Lowville,  has  held  about  one  hun- 
dred  missionary  services  at  the  following  places  :  Watson,  Dayansville, 
Martinsburgh  and  West  Lowville.  At  Watson,  the  people  are  preparing 
to  build  a  Chai)el.  and  Mr.  Allen  intends  to  apply  to  the  Diocese  for  help  to 
build  another  at  West  Lowville.  At  one  of  his  Stations  there  have  been 
ten  Baptisms  and  ten  Confirmations,  and  others  are  waiting  to  be  confirmed. 
In  the  town  of  Greig  there  are  two  church  families  who  are  able  and  will- 
ing to  assist  in  establishing  the  Church,  and  he  intends  to  commence  send- 
ees there.  The  Parish  at  Lowville  has  cleared  itself  of  debt  and  repaired 
the  Church  and  Parsonage,  raisins  about  $3,000  for  these  and  other  Paro- 
chial objects.  Mr.  Allen  reports  the  Lowville  Parish  strengthened  in  num- 
bers and  zeal  by  the  success  of  Missionary  efforts  in  the  surrounding 
region,  as  persons  becoming  interested  in  the  Church's  ways  seek  her 
worship  at  the  Lowville  Church.  The  Missionary  wishes  help  in  provid- 
ing Libraries  for  his  Mission  Sunday  Schools.  He  also  expresses  a  wish 
for  a  musical  Missionary  to  teach  the  people  our  Chants  and  Tunes. 

Rev.  Mr.  Quennell  has  kept  up  services  during  the  winter  at  Constable- 
ville  and  Port  Leyden.  He  intends  in  the  summer  to  hold  Mission  Services 
at  Turin,  Glendale,  Houseville  and  Talcottville,  finding  encouragement  for 
Church  work  at  all  those  points  ;  a  field  sufficient  for  more  than  one 
workman. 

Rev.  Mr.  Johnston  s])eaks  of  favorable  openings  for  Church  Services  near 
Boonville,  which  he  is  prevented  from  occupying  by  his  engagements  at 
Forestport. 

Rev.  Mr.  Winslow  has  kept  up  regular  Services  and  a  Sunday  School  in 
the  Carlton  District,  near  Camden  ;  and  has  held  two  Services  at  East 
Florence,  three  at  Annsville,  four  at  McConnelsville,  two  at  Williamstown, 
and  three  at  school  houses  in  the  town  of  Camden,  besides  four  Cottage 
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Services  each  week  in  Lent,  and  the  regalar  services  of  his  Parish.  The 
mortgage  of  $2,800  upon  Trinity  Church,  Camden,  has  been  paid  ;  $1,400 
having  been  raised  in  Camden,  (of  wliich  the  Missionary  himself  gave 
$125,)  and  the  remainder  having  been  1>egged  or  borrowed  outside  the 
Parish.  Of  tlie  borrowed  part  $320  is  still  due ;  due,  it  is  said,  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Tlie  Kev.  Mr.  Irish  has  had  charge  of  the  Parishes  at  Holland  Patent  and 
Oriskany.  He  complains,  like  the  other  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese,  of  the 
severe  winter,  which  has  hindered  more  extended  Missionary  labor.  A 
place  for  summer  work  in  this  region  is  a  summer  resort  called  Prospect, 
where  there  is  a  strong  desire  for  the  services  of  the  Church.  Service  was 
held  there  last  fall  by  a  number  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Second  District,  (Drs. 
(i}oodrich  and  Coxe,  and  Messrs.  Todd,  Allen  and  Brockway,)  at  the  time  of 
the  meeting  of  their  Convocation.  Mr.  Irish  reports  that  there  are  Com- 
municants of  the  Church  at  Floyd's  Corners,  Stittsville,  Trenton,  and  South 
Trenton.  At  South  Trenton,  a  Sunday  School  has  been  started  in  the 
liouse  of  a  Communicant  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hibbard,  before  his  removal  from  Clinton  to  Ithaca,  held 
six  services  at  Deans ville,  six  at  Manchester  village,  and  two  at  Clinton 
factory. 

Rev.  Mr.  Cornell  reports  that  often  at  his  Cottage  services,  on  Wednesday 
evenings,  at  Clark's  Mills,  persons  are  present  who  are  seldom  or  never 
.seen  in  Cliurch. 

Rev.  Mr.  Todd  holds  regular  Service  at  Augusta  and  Oriskany  Falls.  At 
the  latter  place  he  has  '*  Children's  Service"  and  Sunday  School  every  Suii 
day  afternoon.  He  has  also  otficiated  once  a  fortnight  at  Deansviile.  and 
held  several  Services  at  a  school  house  four  miles  from  Oriskany  Falls, 
where  an  interesting  Sunday  School  is  conducted  by  Mr.  B.  F.  Ennis,  one 
of  the  Wardens  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Augusta.  The  Church  debt  at 
Oriskany  Falls  has  been  reduced  to  $100.  and  he  hopes  for  a  speedy  conse- 
<Tation  there  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Sliepherd. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wicks  has  held  regular  Sunday  evening  Services  at  Clay- 
ville  for  the  last  six  months,  or  since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gardner 
to  Fayetteville.    Mr.  Wicks  also  held  week  day  evening  services  at  Clay- 
•\-ille  during  Lent.    He  thinks  the  prospects  of  the  Parisli  favorable. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Boll,  of  Waterville,  has  held  twelve  services  at  Bridge- 
water  since  Mr.  Gardner's  removal  from  Clayville.  lie  has  also  held  occa- 
sional services  through  the  winter  at  Sangerfield  Centre. 

Rev.  E.  Bayard  Smith  has  officiated  regularly  at  Whitesboro  since  the 
l)eginning  of  November  last.  Cottage  Services  were  held  there  just  before 
and  during  Lent,  with  good  attendance. 

Mr.  Smith  has  also  officiated  at  Deerfield,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  in  the 
Union  House  of  Worship,  since  December.  The  Rectors  of  Trinity  and 
Calvary  Churches,  Utica,  have  each  held  service  there.  Gov.  Seymour  has 
presented  a  supply  of  Prayer  Books,  and  manifested  much  interest  in  the 
Mission.  A  Sunday  School  is  kept  up  there  by  George  M.  Weaver,  Esq.,  a 
parishoner  of  Grace  Church,  Utica. 

Mr,  Smith  has  also  officiated  regularly  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the 
Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  East  Utica.  Here  a  Sunday  School  is 
kept  up  by  members  of  the  different  Parishes  in  the  city,  and  great  zeal  in 
the  work  is  manifested.  Here,  also.  Cottage  Services  have  been  held  dur- 
ing the  seasons  of  Advent  and  of  Lent. 

The  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  East  Utica,  is  reported  as  finished  and 
occupied  by  the  Matron,  Assistant  and  twenty-three  children. 
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Mr.  Walter  J.  Ashton,  licensed  by  the  Bishop  as  a  Lay  Reader,  has  been 
very  useful  in  supplying  vacant  Parishes,  and  in  visiting  and  in  the  organ- 
ization and  management  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Rectors  of  Trinity,  Grace  and  Calvary  Churches,  Utica,  have  eadi 
officiated  once  at  the  Faxton  Home  for  Old  Ladies.  Mention  is  made  in  the 
Report  of  the  District,  without  statistics,  of  the  Day  and  Night  Schools  of 
St.  Luke's,  West  Utica,  and  of  the  Home  and  Hospital  Departments. 

THIRD  DISTRICT. 

Verj'  few  facts  are  reported  from  the  Third  Missionary  District. 

Rev.  H.  V.  Gardner,  of  Guilford,  reports  that  the  Church  at  Mount 
Upton  has  been  improved  at  an  expense  of  about  $500. 

Rev  Dr.  Porter,  of  Bainbridge,  is  doing  Missionary  work  at  Afton. 

The  new  Church  at  Norwich  is  being  carried  towards  completion. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  Academy  at  Oxford,  and  of  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  at  Binghamton. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Capen,  of  Binghamton,  continues  his  work  at  Whitney's 
Point. 

The  Misson  at  Union  remains  vacant,  and  work  on  the  new  Cliurch  edi- 
fice there  is  suspended. 

The  late  President  of  the  District,  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  has  removed  to 
Pittsburgh.  His  place  in  Binghamton  is  taken  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parke,  of 
old  an  esteemed  Presbyter  of  Central  New  York. 

The  Church  people  of  Chenango  County  are  gladened  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Missionary'  for  tlie  County,  on  the  Foundation  of  the  Van  Wag- 
enen  Missionary  Fund.  And  the  Church  work  of  the  region  is  expected  to 
awaken  to  new  life. 

FOURTH  DISTRICT. 

Information  is  rather  scanty  in  regard  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the 
Fourth  District. 

Rev.  J.  W.  II.  Weibel,  of  Homer,  reports  two  Sunday  services  eaclf 
month  at  McLean  ;  also  on  Tlianksgiving  Day  and  Christmas,  and  on  eight 
other  weekdays.    He  also  reports  occasional  services  at  Groton. 

Uev.  (f.  T.  LeBoutillier,  of  Oneida,  has  held  frequent  services  at  Durham- 
ville.  He  reports  Morrisvillo,  Peterboro  and  Oneida  Castle,  in  Madison 
County,  and  Vernon  and  Verona  in  Oneida  County,  as  favorable  points  for 
Missionary  oi»erationH. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Gardner,  of  Fayetteville,  with  the  aid  of  a  few  of  his  people, 
has  started  a  Sunday  School  in  a  neighborhood  four  miles  from  the  Parish 
Church.  On  the  last  Sunday  in  May  they  had  03  scholars,  who,  with  their 
friends,  seemed  much  interested. 

The  Church  edifice  at  Jamesville  has  been  greatly  improved  and  beauti- 
fied while  in  charge  of  the  i)resent  Missionary,  Rev.  J.  E.  Pratt,  of  Syracuse. 

The  Rev.  B.  T.  Hall  has  removed  from  Syracuse  to  Marcellus,  to  the 
charge  of  St.  John's  ])ari8h.  It  is  expected  he  will  also  hold  service  at 
Memphis,  Onondaga  County. 

While  in  charge  of  Grace  Church.  Mexico,  before  coming  to  Syracuse, 
Mr.  Hall  held  occasional  services  at  New  Haven,  Cheever's  Mills  and  Union 
Square  ;  and  started  a  Sunday  School  at  Cumming's  Mills,  Rev.  William 
L.  Parker,  the  present  Missionary  at  Mexico,  reports  the  continuance  of 
this  Sunday  School. 
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The  Rev.  A.  J.  Bpockway  has  lately  taken  charge  of  the  Onondaga 
Indian  Mission.  Among  the  former  laborers  in  this  field  (a  field  to  be  chosen 
for  Christ's  Hake  chiefly)  should  be  mentioned  Mr.  G.  B.  Walthart,  a  Candi- 
date for  Orders  in  our  Diocese,  who  worked  well  there,  but  within  the 
vcar  has  entered  into  his  rest. 

Calvary  Mission,  Syracuse,  is  temporarily  supplied  by  the  Rev.  F.  B. 
Cossitt.  Its  Sunday  School  and  Sewing  School,  and  those  of  St.  John's 
Mission,  liev.  William  Schonler.  Missionary,  are  greatly  aided  by  workers 
from  St.  Paul's  and  St.  James'  Parishes. 

The  Rector  of  St.  James',  Syracuse,  has  held  thirty-six  Sunday  afternoon 
.services  at  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  on  Hawley  Street.  The  new 
building  of  this  Institution  of  the  Church  is  now  going  up  on  University 
Hill.  The  House  on  Hawley  Street,  as  its  late  Report  shows,  has  treated 
«eventy-eight  patients  within  the  year.  The  House  is  also  answering  a 
further  purpose,  that  of  a  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  skilled  nurses 
are  needed,  and  likely  to  be,  everywhere  in  this  suffering  world. 

In  Oswego  County,  Rev.  R.  L.  Mathison  has  taken  the  Missions  at  Cleve- 
land and  Constantia,  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Mr.  Weuman  to  Jefferson 
County.  Rev.  James  P.  Foster,  late  of  Cortland,  has  taken  the  place  left 
vacant  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hopkins,  at  Pulaski. 

The  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Oswego,  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows,  Rec- 
tor, still  maintains  the  Service  and  Sunday  School  at  St.  John's  Chapel  in 
the  eastern  iiart  of  the  city. 

Rev.  Dr.  Beach,  of  Christ  Chureh,  mentions  the  fifth  ward  of  the  city  of 
Oswego  as  a  promising  field  for  Mission  work. 

FIFTH  DISTRICT. 

In  the  city  of  Auburn,  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard  reports  occasional  ministrations 
at  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  County  Jail,  Prison,  and  Orphan  Asvlum. 
A  Communicant  of  St,  Peter's,  Auburn,  residing  in  the  town  of  Niles, 
twelve  miles  from  Auburn,  has  commenced  a  Sunday  School  in  that  place. 

Rev.  E.  B.  Tuttle,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Auburn,  rei>orts  the  par.' 
isli  out  of  debt,  and  the  seats  in  the  Church  free.  The  parish  has  been 
endeavoring  to  interest  the  citizens  of  Auburn  in  the  establishment  of  a 
Hospital. 

Rev.  Mr.  Casey,  of  Aurora,  reports  that  ]>arish  freed  from  debt  by  the 
liberality  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Arms,  its  esteemed  Senior  Warden,  and  a  member  of 
our  Misssonary  Board. 

The  parish  of  Grace  Cliurch,  Union  Springs,  has  had  a  bequest  of  over 
$10,000  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Phoebe  Hussey,  one  of  the  founders  and 
afterwards  a  devoted  member  of  the  parish.  The  money  will  be  inve.sted 
for  them  bv  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Parochial  Fund.  The  interior  of 
the  Churcli  at  Union  Springs  has  been  improved  with  new  pews  and  a  new 
lectern. 

Besiiles  his  services  at  Aurora  and  Union  Springs,  Mr.  Casey  officiates 
every  Sunday  at  Levanna  and  reports  an  increasing  interest  there.  He  has 
hIso  visited  North ville,  but,  owing  to  numerous  removals,  the  Church  there 
is  closed  for  the  present. 

Rev.  W,  S.  Hay  ward,  of  Cayuga,  has  held  four  services  at  Montezuma, 
five  in  the  town  of  Aurelius,  three  in  Tiller's  neighborhood,  two  in  Hall's 
District,  besides  numerous  Cottage  Lectures  ;  all,  except  Montezuma,  within 
«ix  miles  of  Cayuga,  and  the  distance  to  the  place  of  Service  traversed  on 
foot.  He  was  obliged  to  give  up  Montezuma,  though  the  congregations 
were  good,  1>ecau8e  it  cost  more  to  hold  service  there  than  the  peo])le  were 
Able  or  willing  to  contribute. 
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Weedsport,  Cayuga  County,  has  been  supplied  with  services  by  the  Rev. 
S.  H.  Phillips,  of  Jordan,  in  the  Fourth  District.  The  parish  has  sastaiocd 
a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Comstock,  one  of  its  Wardens,  and  in  thai 
of  another  of  its  male  Communicants. 

Mr.  Phillips  also  officiated  at  Port  Byron  during  the  summer  but  was 
obliged  to  discontinue  his  visits  during  tlie  severity  of  the  winter.  He  has 
held  several  services  in  school  houses  in  the  towns  adjoining  Jordan. 

In  Seneca  Falls,  Seneca  County,  a  Mission  Sunday  School  is  in  sacceBB' 
ful  operation.  The  Rev.  Warren  C.  Hubbard,  now  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood, is  in  charge  of  the  parish,  under  the  venerable  Dr.  Quion,  who  is  still 
in  feeble  health. 

At  Waterloo,  a  Memorial  Chapel  has  been  built  for  St.  John's  Missioo, 
in  the  third  ward  of  the  village.  Regular  Sunday  afternoon  services  have 
been  held  there,  with  full  congregations.  The  seats  are  free.  The  foar 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  parish  are  in  vigorous  operation.  Their  strength 
was  strikingly  displayed  at  the  Children's  Jubilee,  when  the  Diooeean  Con- 
ference was  held  in  Waterloo.  If  Sunday  School  training  can  bind  children 
to  the  Church,  our  Communion  will  be  strong  in  that  town  in  the  next 
generation.  Rev.  Mr.  Doty  has  held  monthly  service  at  Junius  during  the 
winter  with  much  encouragement.  He  has  also  held  several  services  at 
the  County  Poor  House,  and  reports  good  attendance  at  Cottage  Servicw 
in  his  own  parish.  Mr.  Doty  at  Waterloo,  and  Dr.  Brainard  at  Auburn, 
are  Chaplains  of  the  St  George's  Society  in  those  places  respectively. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Dooris.  Chaplain  of  the  Willard  Insane  Asylum,  offi- 
ciates every  Sunday  morning  in  the  Court  House  at  Ovid,  and  on  the  San- 
day  afternoons  at  the  Asylum.  Gifts  have  been  received  from  friends 
of  the  Mission — a  cabinet  organ  with  a  quantity  of  music — and  a  Com- 
munion set,  and  Altar  linen.  Still,  the  death  of  Judge  Seeley,  who  was  a 
main  support  of  the  Mission,  and  the  depression  caused  by  a  fire  which 
consumed  most  of  the  busines  part  of  Ovid  in  the  fall,  have  been  discour- 
aging to  the  work  at  that  place.  Mr.  Dooris  has  a  Sunday  School  at  tlu» 
Asylum.  lie  thinks  the  prospect  for  the  Church,  fair  at  the  village  of  Wil- 
lard, three  miles  from  Ovid,  and  near  the  Asylum.  He  has  found  in  an  oM 
volume  of  the  Gospel  Memenger  an  account  of  the  organization  of  a  Church 
jiarish  at  Ovid,  on  New  Year's  Day,  1830.  Rector,  the  Rev.  Amos  G.  Bald- 
win  ;  Wardens  John  Woodward  and  A.  D.  Schuyler,  Esq. 

During  the  past  year  a  Church  has  been  built  and  consecrated  at  Willow- 
dale,  in  the  town  of  Fayette,  on  the  east  shore  of  Seneca  Lake.  This 
Church  originated  in  a  Sunday  School  kept  up  in  a  private  house  by  a  lady 
member  of  Trinity  Church,  Geneva.  The  work  was  aided  by  members  of 
the  DeLancey  Association  of  Hobart  College.  And  now  that  the  Church  i* 
finished,  one  of  their  number  has  been  licensed  by  Bishop  Huntington  a* 
Lay  Reader  for  the  Mission,  and  intends  to  be  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.  Several  Baptisms  have  been  among: 
the  fruits  of  the  Mission,  which  have  been  recorded  in  the  register  of  Trin- 
ity Church,  Geneva,  Western  New  York. 

The  Missionary  offerings  of  the  Fifth  District  are  reported  at  $928.17. 

SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

In  Tioga  County,  Rev.  Mr.  Rumpff  has  officiated  every  Sunday  at  Candor, 
and  at  South  Danby  and  Speedsville  at  least  twice  a  month.  During  Lent 
two  week-day  services  i)er  week  were  held  in  each  of  the  three  sta- 
tions. A  new  organ  has  been  purchased  for  the  Church  in  Candor.  The 
Chapel  in  Speedsville  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $700.  New  lamps  have 
been  bought  for  the  Church  in  Danby.  There  are  two  prosperous  Sunday 
Schools  in  his  field. 
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Rev.  J.  A.  Brown,  of  Waverly,  reports  that  his  parish  has  just  completed 
a  Rectory  costing  $2,100,  and  that  a  new  furnace  has  been  put  in  the  Church 
costing  $300. 

Rev.  Dr.  McKnight,  of  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  has  officiated  on  various 
occasions  at  Van  Ettenville,  Wellsburg,  and  Smithboro.  It  has  not  been 
judged  advisable,  at  present,  to  attempt  Missionary  work  at  Van  Ettenville. 
Trinity  Church  has  contributed  during  the  year  $571.56  to  the  Missions  of 
the  Diocese,  $100  to  the  Church  at  Camden,  and  $50  to  that  at  Union. 

Rev.  F.  D.  Hoskins,  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  reports  that  after  five 
years  of  Missionary  work  in  Wel]sburg,he  resigned  its  charge  in  January  last. 
The  parish  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  John  Scott,  of  Smithboro,  who  offi- 
ciates there  every  Sunday  morning.  "  It  is  satisfactory,"  he  writes,  **  that 
thus  far  the  work  in  Wellsburg  has  been  no  burden  to  the  Missionary  Fund; 
that  there  is  a  good  property,  with  no  debt  upon  it ;  and  about  thirty  Com- 
manicants."  He  has  a  Sunday  School  in  his  own  parish  of  over  two  hun 
dred  scholars. 

The  new  Church  at  Smithboro  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  in  Decem  - 
ber  last.  The  Missionary  there,  Mr.  Scott,  has  held  occasional  services  at 
Shoemakertown  and  Barton,  and  has  had  charge  at  Wellsburg  since  the 
middle  of  January. 

From  the  other  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Sixth  District  no  reports 
have  been  received.  A  new  parish,  called  St.  Paul's,  has  been  organized 
at  Ithaca. 

A  new  Missionary,  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Winkle,  has  been  stationed  at  Horse 
heads  and  Big  Flats.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Hibbard  is  in  charge  of  St.  John'?,. 
Ithaca,  and  of  the  Mission  Chapel  at  the  Inlet. 

GENERAL  VIEW. 

The  situation  in  our  Missionary  work  is  not  essentially  changed  from 
what  it  was  last  year.  Our  diocese  with  its  ninety  working  Clergymen,  its 
ten  thousand  Communicants,  its  two  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  dollars 
of  annual  Offerings,  besides  its  present  work,  stands  in  front  of  an  unoc- 
cupied field  including  full  half  the  townships  of  Central  New  York.  This 
is  the  great  fact,  which  we  are  all  too  much  inclined  to  forget,  which  we 
ought  to  keep  constantly  before  our  minds.  We,  who  claim  to  be  the  very 
body  to  which  the  command  was  given,  have  only  half  obeyed  it  in  the 
region  where  we  dwell ;  the  command.  "  Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture.** And  our  lack  of  service  leaves  the  people  to  the  influence  of  every 
kind  of  defective  Christianity,  and  of  every  kind  of  disbelief  and  irreligion. 
Our  feelings  as  patriots,  to  say  nothing  of  our  duties  as  Christians,  ought 
not  to  let  us  rest  till  "  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  "  has  at  least  been  offered 
to  all  the  700,000  citizens  of  our  fourteen  counties  of  the  Empire  State. 

And  how  is  this  to  be  done  ?  Evidently,  in  the  old  way,  by  the  zeal  of 
the  individuals  that  make  up  the  Church.  It  is  part  of  the  Christian  faith 
that  there  is  no  power  in  the  universe  but  what  comes  ultimately  from  a 
Person,  and  this  is  especially  true  of  spiritual  force.  It  is  interesting,  even 
as  a  spectacle,  to  watch  the  rising  tide  of  missionary  life,  as  the  Reports^ 
disclose  it ;  to  see  how,  if  there  be  an  ebb  of  interest  and  effort  at  one 
point,  there  is  a  more  abundant  flow  at  another  :  how  the  advance  of  the 
whole  line,  though  gradual,  is  sure,  till  the  land  be  "  full  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea  "  And  if  to  man  this  be  a  sublime 
moral  vision,  what  must  it  be  to  Him  who  sends  His  servants  to  this  work, 
and  whose  eye  is  never  withdrawn  from  their  labors  and  their  trials,  their 
discouragements  and  their  sorrows,  the  hindrances  they  overcome,  and  the 
work  they  perform  for  Him.  One  great  help  to  our  work  will  be  the 
hearty  keeping  up  of  the  Convocational  system.    For  forty  years  our  part 
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of  the  Charcli  has  been  remarkable  for  tlie  Bympathy  apd  brotherly  feeling 
among  its  Clergy.  And  it  is  believed  the  most  and  best  missionary  work  is 
done  where  the  Clergy  are  united  in  plans  of  aggressive  action,  and  do  not 
isolate  themselves,  each  in  the  circle  of  his  own  parochial  int^redts.  The 
first,  second  and  fifth  Districts  seem  especially  prominent  in  the  record  of 
work  this  year,  and  this  fellowship  seems  to  be  among  their  especial  char- 
acteristics. In  the  Convocations,  so  to  spfeak,  '*  the  carpenter  encourages 
the  goldsmith,  and  he  that  smootheth  with  the  hammer,  him  that  smites  ue 
anvil ; "  all  gifts  work  together,  and  none  withdraws  himself  from  the 
general  life  of  the  District  and  the  Diocese.  In  the  Cliurch,  isolation  \b 
disease.    It  is  the  sick  sheep  that  loiters  apart  from  the  flock  to  die. 

How  shall  we  get  our  ten  thousand  Communicants  to  take  more  interest 
in  our  Missions  ?  Evidently  we  must  reach  them  through  their  Fasten 
principally.  Where  the  Rectors  are  thoroughly  interested  in  this  miasioD. 
ary  work,  their  zeal  will  communicate  itself  in  some  measure  to  their  peo- 
ple. Notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  parochial  objects  ;  notwithstanding 
the  claims  of  city  missions,  benevolent  institutions,  and  other  local  work; 
notwithstanding  the  calls  in  behalf  of  the  Freedmen,  the  Indians,  and  the 
other  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church  ;  notwithstanding  the 
needed  endowment  of  schools  and  colleges  ;  every  true-hearted  Rector  will 
keep  prominently  in  the  view  of  himself  and  his  congregation  the  Missions 
of  the  Diocese,  and  every  true-hearted  Layman  will  contribute,  up  to  his 
ability  and  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  a  liberal  proportion  of  his  whole 
offerings  to  the  support  of  this  Home  Diocesan  work.  At  least  a  tenth  of 
all  our  offerings  ought  to  go  outside  our  own  parishes.  Yet  the  offering 
for  our  Missions  does  not  reach  a  twentieth  of  the  reported  offerings  of  our 
Diocese.  While  that  for  extra-diocesan  objects  is  less  than  a  fortieth  of 
our  entire  contribution.  It  should  be  possible  for  lis,  all  being  informed 
and  interested,  to  give  during  the  year  in  twelve  monthly  offerings,  more 
than  the  average  of  a  dollar  for  each  Communicant  of  our  one  hundred  and 
fifty  Parishes  and  Missions.  This  is  the  point  to  which  the  attention  of  our 
congregations  should,  first  and  foremost,  be  directed.  Are  you  interested 
in  our  Missions?  How  nuicli  a  mouth  are  you  interested?  How  much 
a  quarter?  How  much  a  year?  The  Church  has  not  done  its  work 
thoroughly,  where  there  is  no  one  in  a  parish  that  remembers  to  take  tlit* 
Canonical  Missionary  Offerings  during  the  temj>orary  absence  of  a  Rector. 
Those  who  are  lielj)ed  by  the  Diocese  ought  especially  to  remember  their 
obligations  to  the  Diocese  ;  and  tlie  evidence  of  such  remembrance  on  their 
part,  though  little  in  money  value,  will  be  especially  acceptable  to  the  Dio 
cese.  The  Clergy  can  do  much  in  this  matter,  yet  all  does  not  rest  with 
them.  It  is  from  the  Laity,  in  the  last  resort,  that  all  our  missionary 
monies  come.  And  we  need  not  only  their  gifts,  but  their  infiuence,  when 
thev  are  once  interested  in  the  cause.  We  have  found  the  Lav  element  n 
hell)  and  an  encouragement  in  the  Board  of  Missions.  It  is  the  same  in  the 
<Jon vocations.  When  the  Clergy  have  wearied  themselves  with  the  ]irob- 
lem  of  Cliurch  extension,  and  become  perhaps  discouraged  with  slow  pn) 
gress  and  many  obstacles,  it  is  a  Godsend  to  have  fresh  minds  take  up  thr 
question,  to  have  men  of  business  talent  and  training  help  them  di:?cu!«i< 
plan^  of  action  ;  and,  above  all,  to  be  sustained  by  their  confident  enerjry 
and  their  resolute  determination.  Our  Laity  are  men  who  are  accustomed 
to  carry  things  through,  and  when  once  we  can  get  them  fairly  to  take 
hold  of  the  Church's  cause,  and  to  us^  the  same  methods  and  abilities  in 
this  that  they  use  in  other  fields,  God  helping  all,  our  success  Is  sure. 
Church  work  is  not  all  done  from  tlie  Pulpit,  nor  at  the  Font  or  the  Altar. 
And  in  what  is  done  aside  from  these  agencies,  the  Laity  stand  on  at  least 
equal  ground  with  ourselves.  They  can  talk  for  the  Church.  They  cau 
give  for  the  Church.  Thev  can  ])ray ;  even  the  weakest,  the  humblest, 
the  youngest,  can  pray  for  the  Church.    And  when  all  the  Church's  children 
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love  her  as  they  ought,  and  support  her  as  they  might,  and  are  all  united 
in  the  love  of  Christ  and  in  zeal  for  His  Kingdom,  and  in  charity  for  the 
human  souls  for  whom  Christ  died,  then  the  roign  of  the  Church's  Lord, 
and  the  coming  of  His  Kingdom,  will  not  long  be  delayed. 

All  experience  goes  to  show  that  it  is  the  regular,  the  frequent,  the  un- 
intermitted,  the  systematic,  the  habitual  offerings  of  the  masses  of  the 
people  that  produce  great  results  in  religious  matters,  rather  than  the 
larger  gifts  of  wealthy  individuals,  lavished  through  some  spasmodic  im- 
pulse. The  future  of  our  Church  in  America  depends,  under  God,  on  its 
being  made  the  Church  of  the  people.  And  in  proportion  as  the  people 
learn  and  practice  the  Apostolic  plan  of  weekly  offerings  for  parochial  sup- 
port, and  the  DeLancey  plan,  almost  as  wise,  of  monthly  gifts  for  our  more 
immediate  missions — in  proportion  as  the  people  shall  have  understood  the 
principles  and  formed  the  habits  that  belong  to  these  two  so  closely  related 
systems — in  proportion  as  they  shall  be  enlightened  with  the  steady  view 
of  Christian  truth  and  kindled  with  the  constant  glow  of  Christian  love — 
in  that  proportion  will  Diocesan  Missions  meet  their  due  success,  and  the 
Church  of  Christ  move  forward,  conciuering  and  to  conciuer.  The  Pledge 
forms  an  education  in  systematic  giving.  It  would  not  be  as  often  resisted 
if  men  were  always  willing  givers.  And  it  might  be  dispensed  with  if  they 
were  once  become  systematic,  calculating,  and  whole-hearted  givers.  It 
must  be  confessed  the  very  life  and  growth  of  the  Church  makes  her  de- 
mands very  frequent  and  very  urgent.  One  would  think  the  Laity,  in 
rightous  self-defence,  would  set  aside  the  tenth,  and  distribute  it  reflect- 
ingly  among  all  the  objects  of  Church  enterprise,  and  then  be  able  to  say 
"  I  have  done  all  that  you  Clergymen  bade  me  do.  1  have  given  the  tenth. 
For  the  present,  at  least,  I,  at  least,  am  free."  Yet,  after  all,  perhaps  the 
true  man  would  not  be  able  to  take  this  position  ;  but,  after  he  had  given 
his  tenth,  if  he  saw  his  brother  have  need,  would  not  shut  up  his  compas- 
sion from  him  for  the  love  of  God.  But,  whatever  be  the  people's  temper, 
it  is  certainly  the  Church's  duty  to  push  forward  by  all  lawful  means  the 
practice  and  habit  of  regular,  constant,  systematic,  and  so  far  as  may  be, 
liberal  offerings,  as  for  the  Parochial,  so  for  the  Missionary  work  oif  the

The  andersigned,  Trustee  of  tlie  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund,  of  the 
County  of  Chenango,  respectfully  submits  a  record  of  his  receipts  and 
investments  for  the  past  year,  and  a  list  of  the  securities  held  by  him  t» 
such  Trustee.  From  which  it  appears  that  the  income  of  the  Fund  is  ample 
to  pay  the  amount  recently  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  as  the  salary  of 
a  Missionary  to  be  employed  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  terms  of  the  be- 
quest whereby  the  trust  was  created,  notwithstanding  the  default  in  pav* 
ment  of  one  of  the  mortgages  as  noted  in  last  year's  report.  The  Attoraer 
in  charge  of  its  collection,  James  W.  Glover,  Esq.,  is  laboring  to  overoomfr 
the  delays  incident  to  the  bankruptcy  of  the  mortgagor,  and  nopes  shortlr 
to  get  a  decree  of  sale  of  the  mortgaged  prenxises,  the  value  of  which  at 
the  period  of  making  the  loan  was  deemed  more  than  ample  security  by 
your  Trustee,  as  well  as  the  examining  committee.  The  extraordinary  de- 
cline in  the  value  of  timber  lands  on  the  line  of  the  New  York  and  Oswego 
Midland  Railroad,  where  this  property  is  situated,  seriously  impairs  \Xs 
market  value,  but  it  is  hoped  that  no  serious  loss  to  the  Fund  will  be  su:*- 
tained.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  herewith  submits  this,  his  Seventh  Annual 
Report.    A  synopsis  of  the  detailed  account  shows  as  follows,  viz.: 

Balance  from  previous  report $  2,675  40 

Received  during  the  past  Conventional  year t 17,441  41 

Making  a  total  of  receipts,  including  balance,  of $30,116  81 

From  which  there  has  been  disburs^ 18,761  56 

Leaving  a  balance  of $1,355  25 

Of  the  above  amount  of  receipts  $9,583.24  have  been  received  for  Mis- 
sions in  the  Diocese,  and  $10,465.61  have  been  expended  for  the  same  object, 
showing  an  expenditure  over  receipts  of  $882.37,  and  there  is  now  in  the 
Treasury  but  $705.31  toward  the  payment  of  the  July  stipends,  estimated 
at  about  $2,300,  with  the  estimated  amount  of  offerings  to  be  taken  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  that  month,  say  $700,  to  bo  added.  While  the  aggregate 
sum  received  for  this  object  is  not  as  large  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  yet 
it  is  much  larger  than  was  contributed  annually  by  the  whole  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York  before  its  division;  and  yet  cannot  wo  do  still  better 
than  heretofore  ? 

In  accordance  with  Canon  XVII.  adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  Standing  Committee,  made  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
needed  for  the  year  for  current  expenses,  and  the  same  was  assessed  upon 
the  several  parishes  on  the  basis  then  established,  amounting  to  $2,650,  of 
which  action  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  was  notified.  102  Parishes  were 
assessed,  of  which  16  have  paid  both  old  and  new  assessment  in  full,  9 
have  paid  the  new  only  in  full,  45  have  paid  nothing,  and  the  remainder 
have  paid  proportions  ranging  from  five  to  ninety  per  cent,  of  their  assess- 
ment.    $1,875.78  have  been  realized  from  this  source  during  the  past  year. 

£ 
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about  $400  of  it  being  from  the  assessment  of  1878-4.  Owing  to  the  fact 
tliat  the  General  Convention  lias  not  as  yet  made  an  extra  assessment  upon 
the  Diocese  as  was  expected  and  provided  for  in  oar  assessment,  and  also 
that  the  above  amount  of  old  assessment  was  unexpectedly  received,  suffi- 
cient has  been  paid  in  to  cancel  all  claims  upon  the  Treasurer  except  an 
amount  included  in  the  estimate  of  expenses  of  |;dOO  for  deficit  in  the  in- 
come of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  which  amount  may  possibly  be  collected  from 
arrearages  before  it  is  needed,  July  first  next. 

In  the  collection  of  this  assessment,  I  have  received  many  letters  from 
the  Parishes  complaining  of  the  un justness  of  the  principle  adopted  and 
the  inequality  of  the  relative  Parishes  and  in  some  instances  asking  a  re- 
mission of  a  portion  of  the  amount.  The  Canon  provides  that  a  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  Parish  to  remit  the  amount  shall  be  reported  to  the  Bishop 
and  the  Standing  Committee  **  for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  think 
necessary."  In  view  of  this  action  a  tabular  statement  has  been  prepared 
embodying  all  the  necessary  information  which  will  be  submitted  to  that 
tribunal. 

With  all  due  deference  to  the  Committee  who  submitted  the  Canon  to  the 
Convention  for  adoption,  I  must  still  reafi^rm  the  opinion  then  expressed, 
that  the  basis  of  the  assessment  of  1873-74,  that  of  the  ability  of  the  Par- 
ish, would,  in  my  judgment  have  been  the  most  equitable  and  have  given 
the  greatest  satisfaction.  The  basis  of  the  Canon,  that  of  **  Current  ex- 
penses including  the  Rector's  Salary,  &c/'  is  an  unequal  one,  from  the  fact 
that  while  some  Parishes  include  in  this  private  subscriptions  and  spas- 
modic collections,  others  fail  to  report  them  under  any  head.  This  item 
has  been  a  general  catch — all  for  everything  of  whatever  nature  not  included 
elsewhere  in  the  Parochial  Reports.  It  is  an  uncertain  basis,  varying 
largely  from  year  to  year  and  if  retained  in  the  Canon  will  vary  more 
largely  in  the  future,  while  the  basis  of  the  ability  of  the  Parish  can  be 

i'udged  of  and  estimated  by  its  general  standing  and  pecuniary  reputation. 
Jut  I  forbear  further  comments.  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  say  thus 
much  in  behalf  of  those  parishes  who  have  appealed  to  me  for  relief  and 
in  extenuation  of  their  plea  that  they  were  "  unable  to  pay  their  assess- 
ment." 

On  the  whole  we  have  every  reason  to  be  thankful  for  our  present  pecu- 
niary condition.  With  the  excej)tion  of  the  above  mentioned  item,  **  Deficit 
in  the  income  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,"  the  Diocese  is  free  from  debt, 
although  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  increased  exertions  in  behalf  of  Mis- 
sions in  the  Diocese.  This  view  is  the  more  satisfactory  when  we  consider 
that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  financial  depression  and  has 
lold  seriously  on  all  voluntary  enterprises.

To  the  Contention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

The  undersigned  in  behalf  of  the  "  Trustees  of  tlie  Parochial  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York," 
herewith  submits  the  report  of  said  Trustees  as  required  by  the  Act  incor- 
porating said  body. 

For  an  exhibit  in  detail  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  income  of 
the  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  in  charge  of  said  Trustees,  and  for  the 
amount  and  description  of  securities  of  said  Fund  in  their  liands,  the  Con- 
vention is  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  hereto  annexed. 

The  whole  amount  of  income  from  said  Fund  for  the  past  Conventional 
year  has  been  $787.03,  which  amount  has  been  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  and  by  him  applied  to  the  Fund  for  Missions  in  the  Diocese 
as  contemplated  in  said  Act. 

During  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  an  Act  was 
passed  by  that  body  enabling  Parishes  to  convey  their  property  to  this  Cor- 
X)oration,  a  privilege  which  under  some  circumstances  may  prove  very  ben- 
eficial, especially  in  the  case  of  inchoate  or  weak,  struggling  Parishes, 
-where  danger  of  alienation  might  be  anticipated.  Application  was  made 
lor  a  copy  of  this  Act,  but  up  to  the  time  of  making  this  report  it  has  failed 
to  reach  me.  It  will  be  appended  hereto  before  the  publication  of  the 
Journal.    {See  Appendix  VI.

At  the  last  Convention  a  Committee  of  three,  consistine  of  William 
Marvin,  Jacob  S.  Smith  and  M.  C.  Comstock,  were  appointed  to  examine 
the  securities  of  the  several  Trust  Funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese. 

The  duties  of  the  Committee  have  been  somewhat  divided.  Mr.  William 
Marvin  has  examined  several  of  the  Funds,  and  will  make  a  report  as  to 
those  Funds. 

I  have  examined  the  several  securities  of  the  "Episcopate  Fukd,"  the 
"  Williams  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Fund  "  and  the  **  DeLancist  FrxD."' 
I  believe  the  securities  are  generally  very  good. 

I  have  compared  these  securities  with  the  very  full  report  made  by  Mr. 
William  B.  Jackson,  and  find  his  report  correct. 

Some  of  the  securities  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  are  not  invested  in  accord- 
ance with  Canon  XII.,  which  requires  all  investments  to  be  made  upon  Real 

Estate. 

There  is  $11,500  invested  in  the  Bonds  of  the  Utica  Water  Works  Com- 
pany, and  $500  in  a  Bond  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company.  This 
Telegraph  Bond  becomes  due  and  no  doubt  will  be  paid  about  the  1st  of 
November  next. 

The  Water  Works  Bonds  are  Coupon  Bonds,  and  are  without  doubt  good, 
and  the  interest  upon  them  is  more  promptly  paid  than  is  the  interest  upon 
Bonds  and  mortgages. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  Canon  be  so  amended  that  the 
Trustees  will  have  authority  to  invest  in  New  York  State,  or  other  Coupon 
Bonds,  whose  value  would  be  beyond  question.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York: 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  last  year, 
a  Committee  to  make  inqairy  into  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  immonitiefl 
and  exemptions  to  whicli  Church  Buildings  and  Chapels  for  Diyine  Wor- 
ship are  entitled  by  the  statutory  laws  of  this  State,  in  the  varied  asseee- 
ments  for  general  and  local  taxation,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report: 

That,  after  devoting  much  time  and  diligent  attention  during  the  past 
twelve  months  to  the  investigation  assigned  them;  and  having  become  sat- 
isfied  that  the  subject  opened  a  wider  field  of  inquiry  tlian  Uie  terms  of  the 
resolution  under  which  they  were  appointed  would  seem  strictly  to  imply, 
they  felt  warranted  in  departing  somewhat  from  the  letter  of  their  instruc- 
tions, and  have  embraced  the  entire  Federal  Union,  as  well  as  the  neighboring 
Dominion  of  Canada,  within  the  scope  of  their  correspondence.  Some  three 
hundred  printed  circulars  of  inquiry,  with  at  least  half  that  number  of 
written  letters,  have  accordingly  been  despatched  in  quest  of  information 
touching  the  law  and  usage  among  the  English  speaking  people  on  this 
continent,  as  to  the  extent,  &c.,  of  the  exemptions  in  favor  of  Churches, 
Religious  and  Charitable  Institutions,  &c.,  within  each  State  and  Province. 
And  although  responses  to  less  than  one-half  the  number  of  circulars  and 
written  letters  of  inquiry  sent  out  by  us  have  come  to  hand,  yet  the  com- 
munications we  have  already  received  contain  authentic  information  from 
nearly  every  State  in  the  Union, — all  of  which  it  seems  have,  at  one  time 
or  another,  passed  laws  exempting  from  taxation  Houses  of  Worship,  Char- 
itablc  and  Ekiucational  Institutions,  Cemeteries,  &c.  These  exemption  laws 
vary  somewhat  in  manner  and  form,  as  well  as  in  degree,  according  as  the 
fancies  of  the  legislative  bodies  of  the  different  States  that  enacted  them 
happened  to  dictate  at  the  time;  and  they  appear  to  have  been  interpreted 
and  carried  into  effect  pretty  much  as  the  caprices  of  the  tax  officers  of  the 
counties,  towns,  cities  and  villages,  might  rule  at  the  moment. 

It  was  this  vexations  contrariety  of  practice  and  usage  among  the  imme- 
diate administrators  of  our  tax-levies,  that  suggested  to  the  last  Conven- 
tion a  reference  of  this  matter  to  a  select  Committee,  with  the  hope  that 
the  result  of  their  investigation  might  lead  to  a  more  definite  and  uniform 
rule  of  action  in  all  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  as  throughout  the 
State. 

In  view  of  the  present  aspect  of  the  case,  therefore,  the  Committee  have 
taken  some  pains  to  make  out  a  summary  statement  of  the  prominent  points 
of  law,  and  of  the  usage  under  it  that  generally  prevails  in  each  of  the 
States  of  the  Union, — and  especially  as  applicable  to  the  enigmatic  statu* 
of  the  question  in  our  own  Diocese  and  State. 

Our  summary  may  appear  somewhat  diffuse;  but  we  thought,  in  order  to 
afford  a  clear  view  of  the  whole  question,  and  impart  a  full  understanding 
of  the  entire  subject,  an  ample  digest  of  the  laws  and  usages  that  prevail 
in  all  the  States,  touching  the  matters  submitted  to  the  Committee,  would 
be  acceptable  to  the  Convention ;  and  that  our  non-observance  of  the 
wholesome  axiom,  that  '*  brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit,"  might  be  excused  for 
this  occasion. 
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Among  the  earliest  responses  to  the  Committee's  Circular,  was  that  from 
St.  John*8  Church,  Auburn,  in  which  the  Junior  Warden,  a  gentleman  of 
the  legal  profession,  recites  the  points  of  a  case  in  the  local  court:  The 
City  of  Auburn  'o$.  St.  John's  Church, — Assessment  for  re-laying  a  pave- 
ment in  front  of  the  Church.  Waiving  the  city's  right,  under  their  char- 
ter of  a  subsequent  data  to  the  Revised  Statuteis,  to  assess  all  real  estate. 
Including  churches,  &c.,  that  it  might  bear  a  due  proportion  of  the  expense 
of  such  "local  improvements"  as  tended  to  increase  its  value, — yet  the 
Vestry  resisted  the  requirement  in  this  instance,  as  in  conflict,  not  only  with 
the  State  laws,  but  was  not  in  conformity  with  the  city  ordinances  them- 
selves,  which  had  restricted  the  powers  of  the  corporation  in  assessments 
against  Churches,  &c..  to  extraordinary  local  improvements,  the  Vestry 
contending  that  the  laying  of  pavements  was  an  ordinary  improvement  in 
chartered  cities  and  villages.  Though  the  assessment  was  persisted  in  by 
the  city  authorities,  they  have  never  to  this  day  enforced  their  demand  by 
a  levy  and  sale  of  the  Church's  property. 

Syracuse. — The  Junior  Warden  of  St.  James'  Church  informs  us  that 
their  Church  building,  with  its  lot,  has  been  exempted  from  State,  or- 
dinary and  county  taxes,  yet  they  have  paid  the  city  assessments  for  streets 
sidewalks,  &c.,  and  paid  every  class  of  tax^  on  their  Rectory. 

Elmira. — We  learn  from  the  Junior  Warden  of  Trinity  Church,  who  is 
A  member  of  the  bar,  we  understand,  that  in  that  city  and  county  it  has 
been  the  practice  to  exempt  both  Church  buildings  and  parsonages,  with 
their  lots,  from  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes  proper,  but  to  exact  as- 
sessments from  them  for  beneficial  local  improvements.  Under  this  ruling, 
he  says,  the  Churches  of  this  city  **have  probably,  within  the  last  four 
years,  paid  some  four  thousand  dollars  for  assessments  of  that  class,  the 
decision  of  Attorney  General  Champlain  not  being  suflBciently  relied  upon 
to  induce  them  to  resist  the  demand." 

Tioga  County.— In  this  adjoining  county,  however,  the  Junior  Warden 
of  Grace  Church,  Waverly,  who  is  a  Counselor  at  law,  informs  us  that,  after 
nearly  thirty  years*  experience  as  Vestryman,  &c.,  and  in  official  connection 
with  municipal,  county  and  judicial  affairs,  he  has  never  known  of  any 
claim  to  tax  what  is  strictly  Church  property, — that  is  a  Church  edifice  and 
a  Rectory  on  the  same  lot;  and  that  one  Religious  Society  there  paid  no  tax 
on  their  Parsonage,  although  detached  from  the  Church  lot,  and  not  strictly 
exempt  by  statute.  And  this  legal  gentleman  of  thirty  years'  experience , 
"  cannot  see  how  there  can  be  two  opinions  upon  a  statute  so  plain  as  ours;" 
expressing  it  as  his  belief  that  the  requiring  of  religious  societies  to  con- 
struct streets  and  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  Houses  of  Worship,  cannot  be 
enforced  against  them  under  the  usual  municipal  charters. 

In  Broome  County,  next  east  of  Tioga,  we  learn  from  the  Rector  of  Zion 
Church,  Windsor,  and  from  the  Vestry  of  St,  Luk^s  Church,  HarpersHlle, 
that  Houses  of  Worship  and  Rectories,  with  the  lots  they  stand  on,  have 
never  been  taxed  or  assessed  for  any  purpose  whatever,  in  those  villages  or 
their  neighborhood. 

Sherburne. — The  Rector  and  the  Warden  inform  us,  that  Christ  Church 
in  that  village,  with  a  lot  of  five  acres  of  land,  has  never  been  troubled 
with  any  kind  of  taxes  or  assessments.  The  Parsonage,  however,  has  been 
assessed  the  same  as  other  property,  and  paid  the  regular  taxes. 

Sacketts  Harbor. — Christ  Church,  with  its  lot,  we  learn  from  a  Vestryman, 
has  never  paid  any  other  tax  or  assessment  than  the  cost  of  repairing  the 
pavement  in  front  of  their  lot;  leaving  it  to  be  inferred  that  the  corporate 
authorities  of  the  village  originally  constructed  it  at  their  own  cost. 
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Antwerp. — St.  PauVs  Church,  in  that  village,  has  never  been  taxed  or 
assessed  for  anything,  so  says  the  Senior  Waiden. 

Manlius. — Regular  Houses  of  Worship,  with  their  lota,  have  never  paid 
any  kind  of  tax  or  assessment  in  this  village,  but  ParsoDageB,  not  on 
Church  lots,  do  pay.  An  intelligent  vestryman  of  Chriit  Chui^  there,  in 
writing  to  us,  remarks  that  8t.  John*»  Diocesan  School  in  that  village  ooca- 
pies  two  lots,  i.  e.,  the  recitation  edifice  is  on  one,  while  the  studying  and 
boarding  apartments  are  on  the  other.  The  assessing  officers  exempt  Uie 
first,  while  they  tax  the  latter.  Our  correspondent  dissents  from  this  dis- 
crimination, believing  that  both  buildings  are  entitled  to  exemption;  and, 
as  Treasurer  of  that  Church  educational  institution,  he  pays  the  assessment 
under  ])rote8t. 

Cazenovia. — We  learn  from  the  Senior  Warden  of  St.  Peter^$  Church, 
whose  opinion  we  esteem  as  equal  to  an  adjudication:  "  Ist,  That  Houses 
of  Public  Worship  are  exempt  from  all  kinds  of  taxation  and  assessment, 
unless  there  ma^  be  in  some  city  or  village  cliarters,  passed  since  the  Revised 
Statutes,  provisions  subjecting  them  (the  Churches)  to  assessments  for  load 
improvements,  such  as  sidewalks,  sewers,  &c.;  2d,  That  parsonages  are  not 
exempt  from  any  taxes  and  assessments,  whether  they  are  or  are  not  con- 
tiguous to  the  church  building;"  but  he  remarks  further,  "  no  taxes  or  as- 
sessments have  been  levied  upon  parsonages,  in  that  village,  whether  on  or 
off  the  church  lot,  although  the  assessors  have  of  ten  threatened  to  pat  them 
on  the  assessment  roll." 

Big  FkUs. — St,  John'%  Cliurch,  in  that  village,  never  paid  any  tax  or 
assessment.  Some  years  ago  Parsonages  there  were  regularly  taxed;  but 
for  five  or  six  years  past,  they  have  been  wholly  exempt. 

Oneida  County. — In  the  city  of  Utica,  Churches,  educational  edifices,  and 
the  buildings  and  realty  of  charitable  institutions,  &c.,  are  subjected  to 
what  the  corporate  authorities  choose  to  term  "  local  improvements,*'  the 
tax  ofiicials  there  recognizing  the  statutory  exemptions  as  only  applicable 
to  State,  county  and  general  taxation.  Eminent  members  of  the  iMir  there, 
however,  would  seem  to  entertain  more  rational  views  of  the  taxing  pre- 
ro^tives  of  a  city  or  village  municipality,  than  the  corporate  officiids  them- 
selves do. 

In  Rome,  (same  county)  on  the  contrary,  the  councils  of  that  city, 
prompted  by  an  enlightened  spirit  of  beneficence,  obviated  all  doubtf al 
interpretations  of  the  law,  by  enacting  ordinances  which  exempt  as  well 
Churches  as  Parsonages  from  every  class  of  taxes  and  assessments, whether 
•'  local"  or  otherwise. 

From  WatervilUt  the  Senior  Warden  of  Orace  Church  writes  us,  that 
Houses  of  Worship,  of  all  denominations,  are  free  from  every  kind  of  tax 
levies  or  assessments,  whether  local  or  extraneous;  but  that  parsonages  are 
enrolled  for  general  taxation. 

ELSEWHERE  IN  THE  STATE. 

Diocese  of  Albany. — The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  writes  to  us  that,  as  a  rule. 
Churches  are  not,  but  Parsonages  are,  taxed  throughout  his  Diocese.  The 
Bishop  deplores  the  indication,  at  various  points,  of  a  sentiment  inimical 
to  all  immunities  in  behalf  of  Religious  Institutions;  and  is  apprehensive 
lest  any  agitation  of  the  matter  may  provoke  hostile  legislation  against  us. 

Cohoes. — Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown,  Rector  of  St.  John*»  Church,  writes 
us  that  the  assessments  levied  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  his  dty,  on 
both  Church  and  Educational  Institutions  there,  are  quite  oppressive;  that 
his  Church  has  just  paid  $750  for  paving  one  street, — $250  for  sewerage  on 
another  street, — and  $100  for  a  sewer  on  still  another  street  I    For  Cohoes 
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City  Higli  School,  of  whicli  Dr.  Brown  is  Treasurer,  he  has  paid  several 
large  taxes,  on  account  of  paving  streets,  for  sewerage,  and  for  water  rates. 
He  expresses  his  own  and  tne  Vestry's  thanks,  for  the  new  lights  which 
Ihe  investigations  of  our  Committee  are  bringing  to  view. 

Dioc4se  of  Long  Island. — The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has  favored 
US  with  a  communication  in  relation  to  tax  assessments  on  Houses  of  Wor- 
ship in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  which  he  remarks:  **  I  am  not  aware  of 
any  decisions  by  judicial  tribunals  here.  Parsonages  are  not  taxed  with 
ns,  nor  the  Episcopal  residence;  but  large  local  assessments  are  levied  upon 
Churches  and  Parsonages,  for  paving,  sewerage,  &c.;  so  that  some  of  the 
weak  Parishes  of  the  city  are  fairly  staggering  under  the  burden  of  these 
assessments  for  street  improvements,  which  are  very  heavy,  and  have  here 
been  rigidly  enforced." 

Rev.  Newland  Maynard,  Rector  of  a  Church  in  the  Eastern  District  of 
Brooklyn,  writes  to  us  at  the  suggestion  of  his  Bishop,  that  the  tax  officials 
of  that  part  of  the  city  have  made  a  claim  against  his  parish  for  fla^gin^, 
drainage,  &c.,  which  has  overwhelmed  them,  financially.  Being  already 
deeply  involved,  it  is  as  much  as  they  can  do  to  pay  the  interest  on  their 
present  indebtedness;  and  they  fear  this  heavy  city  claim  for  local  improve- 
ments, will  serve  hopelessly  to  confiscate  their  House  of  Worship  I  We 
learn  further  from  Mr.  Maynard,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chas.  H.  Hall,  Rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn,  refuses  to  recoernize  this  city  tax 
for  flagging,  &c.,  and  defies  them  to  collect  it  by  sale  of  the  Church's  prop- 
erty. Mr.  Maynard  likewise  understands  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  Stafford 
Drowne,  Rector  of  St.  PauVs  Church,  Brooklyn,  has  in  like  manner  resisted 
the  payment  of  similar  exactions  against  his  Parish. 

New  York  City. — In  the  New  York  Diocese,  as  well  as  in  that  of  Western 
New  York,  the  custom  with  respect  to  special  assessments  a^nst  Houses 
of  Worship,  &c.,  within  the  limits  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  as- 
similates nearly  to  the  average  usage  in  the  Dioceses  of  Central  New  York, 
Albany  and  Long  Island,  already  noticed.  In  New  York  City,  however, 
there  are  incidents  connected  with  the  question  of  Church  immunity  from 
taxation,  peculiar  to  that  metropolis  of  America,  whose  vast  population, 
with  a  marvelous  admixture  of  nationalities,  and  the  fabulous  wealth  of 
whose  Church  heritage,  naturally  exclude  the  rulings  in  her  case  from  any 
ordinary  line  of  safe  precedents. 

IN  OTHER  STATES. 

Ohio. — We  learn  from  the  Rector  of  IVinitv  Church,  Columbus,  and  from 
a  Vestryman  of  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  who  is  eminent  as  a  lawyer,  that 
all  Houses  of  Worship,  when  not  used  in  any  part  as  residences,  or  for  any 
secular  purpose,  are  exempt  from  taxation  for  State  and  county  purposes; 
but  have  been  subjected,  nevertheless,  to  assessments  for  sewerage,  pave- 
ments, &c.    Parsonages  are  taxed  in  those  cities  like  other  property. 

Pennsylvania. — We  have  not  received  full  responses  from  the  three  Dio- 
ceses in  Pennsylvania;  yet  have  sufficient  information  to  assure  us  of  the 
fact,  that  Church  buildings  and  their  lots  are  exempt  from  general  taxation, 
though  held  amenable  to  the  municipal  authorities  of  cities,  boroughs  and 
villages,  for  assessments  on  account  of  hydrant  water,  and  the  construction 
of  streets,  pavements,  &c.  The  usage  as  to  the  taxing  of  Parsonages  varies 
in  different  sections  of  that  State. 

New  Jersey. — Rev.  Dr.  Edward  B.  Boggs,  of  Newark,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  Morgan  Hills,  of  Burlington,  the  two  speaking  for  New  Jersey  and 
Northern  New  Jersey,  inform  us  that  Church  buildings,  and  their  necessary 
lots  of  land,  are  exempt  by  statute  from  State,  county  and  township  taxes, 
but  have  been  adjudged,  in  the  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  as  liable  to 
assessments  for  the  construction  and  repairs  of  sewers,  streets,  &c. 
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DelavDore, — Tliougli  diminutive  in  her  territorial  proportions,  yet  as  vig- 
orous in  the  punishment  of  knavery  as  she  is  effective  in  the  repression  of 
crime,  she  is  unexcelled  by  any  of  her  more  ponderous  sister  States  for  the 
noble-hearted  philantrophy  of  her  people,  and  their  expansive  beneficence 
in  fostering  all  religious  institutions  within  her  borders.  We  were,  there- 
fore, prepared  to  learn,  as  we  do  from  the  Kev.  Lewis  W.  Gibson.  Kector  of 
Christ  Church,  Dover,  and  from  James  Kirk,  Esq.,  Senior  Warden,  as  well 
as  from  a  distinguished  gentleman  at  Smyrna,  that  the  State  has,  by  her 
revised  statutes,  made  a  most  generous  provision  for  the  exemption  of 
Churches,  Church  property,  charitable  institutions,  &c,,  from  every  class 
of  taxation.  And  as  our  informants  have  never  heard  of  any  exceptions 
being  taken  to  these  exemptions  in  all  their  amplitude,  the  Churches  and 
charities  there  are  never  annoyed  by  the  tax-gatherer. 

Maryland. — The  status  of  the  question  of  church  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion seems  to  be  equally  as  commendable  in  Maryland  as  in  Delaware.  By 
the  courtesy  of  the  Rev.  Robt.  Wilson,  M.  D.,  Rector  of  St,  Peter^s  Church, 
Eastvn,  we  are  favored  with  a  response  to  our  inquiries  from  an  eminent 
lawyer  of  that  city,  who  is  a  niember  of  Dr.  Wilson's  Vestry.  He  states 
that,  by  the  laws  of  Maryland,  **  all  Church  property,  whetlier  Edifices, 
Rectories  or  Glebes,  is  exempt  from  taxation;  and  no  tax  or  assessment 
whatever,  whether  State  or  municipal,  is  levied  generally  or  specially  upon 
any  such  property;"  and  "if  there  is  any  local  departure  from  this  rule, 
they  are  not  aware  of  it."  Moreover,  a  clerical  error  happening  in  the  last 
tax- law  of  the  State,  a  test  case  was  mooted  before  the  Court,  and  a  decision 
rendered,  sustaining  the  settled  interpretation  of  the  Church-tax  exemption 
law,  to  its  fullest  extent;  of  which,  however,  there  never  had  beeaany 
question  or  complaint  in  that  State. 

Virginia. — Rev.  Dr.  Wall,  Rector  of  St.  John*8  Parish,  Richmond,  to- 
getlier  with  the  Vestry  of  that  Church,  favor  us  with  the  following  com- 
pendious but  satisfactory  response  to  our  written  inquiries  and  accompany- 
ing circular,  viz:  **A11  Church  property,  including  therein  Rectories. 
Church  Edifices  and  Cemeteries,  is  exempt  from  taxation  by  statute  law 
in  this  State.  There  is  no  municipal  law,  as  far  as  we  know,  imposing  such 
taxation  in  Virginia." 

North  Carolina. — By  communications  from  Hon.  Kemp  P.  Battle,  of 
Raleigh,  and  John  Steel  Henderson,  Esq.,  of  Salisbury,  who  are  lay  ofilcers 
of  the  Church  in  their  respective  localities,  we  learn  that  the  revenue  laws 
of  that  State  have  for  many  years  exempted  Churches,  Rectories  (or  Par- 
sonages) and  Glebes  from  taxation.  And  although  no  mention  is  made  in 
the  State  laws  of  special  or  local  assessments,  the  city  of  Raleigh  claims 
and  exercises  the  right  of  levying  the  expense  of  sidewalks  on  that  class  of 

Eroperty.     In  most  of  the  other  cities  and  incorporated  towns  of  the  State, 
owever,  no  such  assessment  for  local  or  special  purposes  is  imposed  on 
Churches. 

West  Virginia.— We  learn  from  James  P.  Rogers,  Esq.,  a  legal  gentleman 
of  prominence,  who  writes  at  the  suggestion  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Armstrong,  Rec- 
tor of  St,  Matthew's  Church,  Wheeling,  as  also  from  N.  S.  White.  Esq., 
Warden  of  the  Church  at  Charlestown,  and  who  is  an  eminent  member  of 
the  bar  there,  that  the  Constitution,  the  law  and  the  usage  of  this  newly 
created  State  combine  to  extend  to  Churches  and  Parsonages  alike  an  unre- 
served immunity  from  aU  public  taxation.  In  Wheeling,  as  Mr.  Rogers  in- 
forms us,  the  expenses  of  streets,  pavements,  &c. ,  are  borne  by  a  general 
city  tax,  which  precludes  the  idea  of  any  special  assessments  on  Churches 
for  local  improvements.  And  in  Charlestown,  as  we  understand  from  Mr. 
White,  the  legislative  act  of  incorporation  specially  restricts  the  munici- 
pality of  that  city  to  the  specific  grants  of  power  in  their  charter.    As  illus- 
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trative  of  this  view  of  the  municipal  prerogative,  Mr.  W.  says  that  the 
Church  Parsonage  House  is  on  one  of  the  principal  streets  of  the  citj;  and 
although  the  Trustees  holding  the  title  to  the  property  are  expected  to, 
and  do  keep  up  the  pavement  in  front  of  their  lot,  no  corporation  ordinance 
has  ever  exacted  that  expenditure  from  them.  And  the  prevalent  semi, 
ment  of  that  region  approves  these  legislative  and  municipal  acts  of  Christ- 
ian philanthropy,  in  the  broadest  and  most  enlightened  sense  of  their 
refining  and  happy  influences. 

MisHmjfjpi. — We  learn  from  the  Junior  Warden  of  St,  Andreto's  Church, 
Jackson  y — and,  also,  by  a  polite  note  from  the  Rev.  James  T.  Pickett,  Rec- 
tor of  Christ  Church,  UoUy  Springs, — that  Church  property  has  been  entirely 
exempted  from  taxation  in  Mississippi,  either  for  State,  county  or  munici- 
pal purposes,  by  that  impoverished  but  nobly  philanthropic  people.  A 
Church  School,  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  in  Rev.  Mr.  Pickett's  Parish,  with  ten 
acres  of  land,  of  which  his  Vestry  are  Trustees,  pays  no  taxes,  neither 
State  nor  municipal. 

Arkansas. — We  have  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Pine  Blvff, — as  also  a  letter  from  Ex-Gov.  John  R.  Hamp- 
ton, of  Bradley  county, — and  likewise  a  communication  from  the  present 
Executive  of  the  State.  Gov.  Alexander  H.  Garland,  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  the  new  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  inclosed  to  us  by  the  last 
named  gentleman.  From  Art.  16,  sec.  5,  of  this  organic  law,  we  learn  that 
Churches  and  Cemeteries,  when  used  exclusively  as  such, — Schools  with 
their  buildings,  apparatus,  libraries  and  grounds— and  buildings,  ^n^unds 
and  materials  used  exclusively  for  public  charity,  are  exempt  from  taxation. 
But  while  this  seemingly  explicit  constitutional  exemption  exists  in  form. 
Gov.  Garland  remarks  in  his  letter  to  us,  "  1  think  the  better  opinion  is  that 
they  (the  Churches,  &c.)  could  be  taxed  for  local  improvements  under  mu- 
nicipal ordinances.    See  Cooley  on  Cons.  Pro's.,  8d  JS£.  p.  514  and  notes." 

Kansas. — We  have  a  very  obliging  communication  from  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Vail,  as  to  the  law  and  usage  in  Kansas,  touching  Church  exemp- 
tion from  taxation.  Church  buildings  and  the  plots  of  ground  they  stand 
on,  when  actually  used  for  public  worship,  are  exempt  by  statute  from  tax- 
ation. Rectories  are  likewise  exempt  when  attached  to  or  are  on  the  same  lot 
with  the  Church,  and  are  not  leased  for  pay.  But  when  Parsonages  or  Rec- 
tories stand  on  land  separate  from  that  of  the  House  of  Worship,  they  are 
held  by  judicial  decision  in  that  State  to  be  equallv  taxable  with  secular 
property.  We  are  unadvised  as  to  the  liability  of  Church  property  for  local 
improvements,  in  the  cities  and  incorporated  villages  of  Kansas. 

Missouri. — Having  been  favored  with  communications  from  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Robertson,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Rector  of  Christ's  Church,  St. 
Louis,  we  learn  from  them,  and  from  other  sources,  that  anterior  to  1863, 
all  Cliurch  property,  including  parsonages,  was  exempt  from  general  taxa- 
tion in  Missouri.  Unfortunately,  however,  such  became  the  demoralized 
condition  of  society  in  that  region  about  that  time,  incident  to  the  civil  war 
then  at  its  height,  that  a  Constitutional  Convention,  which  was  assembled 
at  BO  inauspicious  a  conjuncture,  for  re-modeling  their  old  frame  of  Gov- 
ernment,  was,  quite  naturally,  made  up  of  an  undue  proportion  of  members 
of  unregulated  minds.  An  organic  law  emanating  from  such  a  body  of 
extreme  men,  naturally  enough  agglomerated  all  Religious,  Charitable  and 
Educational  Institutions,  and  even  consecrated  repositories  of  the  dead,  into 
one  common  grab-bag  of  taxable  chattels  I  And  it  is  a  source  of  extreme 
mortification  to  all  the  better  classes  of  her  citizens,  that  Missouri  should 
ever  have  been  jostled  into  so  unenviable  a  status.  A  more  healthful  moral 
sentiment,  however,  pervades  the  entire  population  there  now.    A  new 
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State  Constitutional  Ck>nveution,  for  re-modeling  the  former  Ck>nstitation, 
lias  already  assembled  in  that  State;  and  coming  as  the  menibers  do  fresh 
from  a  now  conservative  people,  they  will  undoubtedly  adopt  an  organic 
law  in  unison  with  the  Christian  sentiment  of  the  age.  Meanwhile,  in  ad- 
vance of  constitutional  action  in  this,  to  them,  new  era  of  enlightened  phi- 
lanthropy, the  city  corporation  of  St.  Louis,  and  other  municipalities  in 
the  State,  have  already  exempted  their  Religious  and  Charitable  Institu- 
tions from  £feneral  taxation,  and  only  require  them  to  join  in  local  improve- 
ments; so  that  a  more  auspicious  period  is  now  dawning  upon  the  Ciiurch 
in  Missouri. 

CcUtfamia, — This  Pacific  State  has,  by  an  unfortunate  concurrence  of 
circumstances,  got  the  Church  into  a  worse  dilemma  there,  as  regards  the 
taxing  of  Houses  of  Divine  Worship,  than  Missouri  ever  did.  From  the 
Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hill,  and  others,  we  learn,  that  up  to  six  or  seven  years  ago,. 
Churches  and  Church  property,  as  well  as  the  buildings  and  property  de- 
voted to  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  &c.,  were  exempt  by  law  from 
all  general  and  special  assessment  and  taxation.  But  as  certain  religious 
organizations,  taking  advantage  of  the  liberal  terms  of  the  statute,  claimed 
to  hold  large  and  valuable  tracts  of  land  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  free 
from  taxation  under  the  exemption  law, — and  as  the  Constitution  of  the' 
State  provides  ''that  taxation  shall  be  general  and  equal,'' — a  case  was 
mooted  and  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  a  test.  On  this  issue  the  Court 
held  that  the  exemption  law  was  in  conflict  with  that  clause  of  the  Consti- 
tution. Since  then  there  has  been  no  discrimination  between  the  taxing  of 
ecclesiastical  and  secular  property  in  that  State;  but  the  ^ood  people  there 
are  hopeful  of  a  change  ere  long  in  this  adverse  ruling  Uiereon,  either  by 
a  new  or  amended  organic  law,  or  otherwise. 

Tennessee. — We  learn  from  Mr.  L.  C.  Shepherd,  Senior  Warden  of  St' 
John's  Churchy  KnoxviUe.  that  all  Houses  of  Worship,  as  well  as  Parsona- 
ges, are  exempted  by  law  from  State,  county  or  general  municipal  tax. 
That  city,  however,  compels  all  the  owners  of  lots  within  its  limits,  with- 
out regard  to  State  exemptions,  to  lay  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  property 
after  the  curbing  is  put  down  by  the  corporation  at  its  own  expense.  What 
the  custom  is  in  other  cities  of  that  State,  he  is  uninformed. 

Georgia. — John  R.  Johnson,  Esq.,  Junior  Warden  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Savannah,  and  Treasurer  of  that  city,  writes  us  that,  **by  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Georgia,  all  Churches,  Religious  Edifices,  Parsonages,  &c., 
are  exempt  from  State,  county,  city  and  town  taxation.  Churches  in 
Savannah  are  only  required  to  pave  around  the  buildings,  and  keep  those 
pavements  in  repair." 

South  Carolina. — The  Rev.  Everett  C.EMgerton,  Rector  of  St.  Thaddtu^ 
Church,  Aiken y  informs  us  that  all  Houses  for  Divine  Worship,  with  two 
acres  of  land  each,  are  exempted  from  State  taxation.  Parsonages  are  not 
exempt  by  law  ;  but  by  courtesy,  no  taxes  are  exacted  from  them.  So  that 
Churches,  and  ecclesiastical  residences  in  that  otherwise  afiflicted  member 
of  our  Federal  Republic,  enjoy  a  comfortable  immunity  from  the  unwelcome 
visitations  of  tax-gatherers. 

Alabama. — We  learn  from  Thomas  N.  McCartney,  Esq.,  Attorney  at 
Law  in  Mobile,  who  writes  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church 
in  that  city,  that  "  All  Houses  used  exclusively  for  public  worship,  the 
books  and  furniture  therein,  and  the  grounds  upon  which  the  same  are  or 
may  be  erected,  not  exceeding  ten  acres,"  are  exempt  from  taxation  by  the 
statutes  of  Alabama, — **  the  construction  of  sidewalks  being  included  in 
such  exemption,  the  municipal  authorities  only  requiring  them  to  be  kept 
in  order  by  the  owners  of  the  lots  facing  them,"  in  the  city  of  Mobile. 
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Florida. — Rev.  R.  H.  Weller,  Rector  of  ^.  John,* 8  Church,  J<u:ksonvUle, 
•informs  us  that  *'  no  assessment  for  taxes,  for  either  general  or  special  pur- 
poses is  levied  here  on  Church  property  of  any  kind,  by  either  tne  city  or 
the  State.  Our  Church,  the  Chapel  School  BuildSiig,  and  the  Rectory, 
•occupy  an  entire  city  square,  on  the  front  of  which  the  pavement  was  laid 
by  the  city." 

Louisiana, — Thomas  Layton,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Southern  Bank  at 
New  Orleans,  has  favored  us  with  the  written  opinions  of  two  eminent  law- 
yers of  that  city,  wherein  various  judicial  rulings  are  cited,  analagous  to 
our  case.  After  stating  that  by  statute  in  Louisiana,  "  Churches,  Parsona- 
ges, &c.,  with  their  appurtenances,  when  actually  used  as  such,  are  exempt 
from  State  as  well  as  from  municipal  taxation  in  general," — these  legal 
gentlemen  remark  :  **  But  this  immunity  from  all  taxation  by  the  State 
law,  is  not  held  in  Louisiana  as  exempting  Churches,  &c.,  from  their  pro- 
portion of  the  expense  of  constructing  streets  and  sidewalks,  though  not 
liable  for  the  repairs  of  such  sidewalks  after  they  have  been  once  laid. 
This  municipal  requirement  is  not  viewed  as  a  **  tax,"  in  the  common  ac- 
ceptation of  that  term,  but  as  a  "  servitude  "  due  for  benefits  accruing  to 
the  property,"  &c. 

Texas. — We  learn  from  the  Senior  Warden  of  Trinity  Church,  Galveston, 
-George  E.  Mann,  Esq.,  that  "All  buildings,  with  their  furniture  and  libra- 
ries, used  solely  for  public  worship,  or  for  educational  purposes,  with  ten 
Acres  of  land  to  each,  are  exempted  by  statute  from  taxation  in  Texas.  The 
city  of  Galveston,  however,  requires  these  exempted  institutions  to  pave 
the  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  lots  ;  which,  without  conceding  the  munici- 

£al  prerogative  in  the  premises,  the  Churches  have  uniformly  done,  not 
aving  yet  tested  their  obligation  to  do  so  in  the  Courts."  Moreover,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Alexander  Gregg,  in  writing  us  a  polite  note  on  the  sub- 
ject, after  reciting  the  liberal  terms  of  the  Texas  exemption  law,  remarks, 
that  he  is  "  surprised  to  learn  that,  in  any  case,  special  taxes  do  not  come 
within  the  rule  of  the  statutory  exemption  of  Churches,"  &c. 

Nebraska, — Wo  learn  from  the  Mayor  of  Omaha,  who  is  a  lawyer  of 
prominence,  that  Churches  are  exempt  by  statute  in  that  State  from  gene- 
ral taxation  ;  but  that  the  municipal  councils  of  that  city  claim  the  right 
to  assess  Churches,  and  all  other  real  estate  within  their  limits,  for  benefi- 
cial local  improvements.  And  a  case  is  now  pending  in  the  Courts  there, 
to  test  the  legality  of  that  claim,  which  has  been  preferred  by  the  city. 

Minnesota, — We  are  favored  with  the  main  points  of  the  exemption  law 
of  this  State,  by  Judge  Charles  E.  Flandrau,  an  eminent  lawyer  in  St.  Paul : 
'*  Houses  used  exclusively  for  public  worship,  or  for  purely  charitable  pur- 
poses, with  the  necessary  plots  of  ground  on  which  they  stand, — as  well  as 
the  land  actually  used  for  Cemeteries,  not  being  owned  and  sold  at  individ- 
ual profit," — are  exempt  from  taxes,  assessments,  &c.  It  seems,  however, 
that  the  city  of  St.  Paul  claims  the  right  to  assess  every  class  of  real  estate 
within  its  corporate  limits,  for  local  improvements  ;  but  their  power  to  do 
so  is  contested  ;  and  a  test  case  is  now  pending  in  the  Courts,  to  determine 
the  extent  of  the  municipal  prero^^ative  in  that  regard.  The  plaintiff's 
counsel  has  politely  furnished  us  with  a  *'  Brief,"  containing  the  principal 
points  of  his  client's  case,  in  a  printed  pamphlet  of  seventeen  octavo  pages, 
wherein,  by  the  citation  of  a  mass  of  apparently  irrefragable  authorities 
and  judicial  decisions,  he  demonstrates  quite  plausibly  to  a  dispassionate 
and  untechnical  mind,  the  illogical  reasons  upon  which  the  municipality 
rest  their  claim  to  assess  those  State  exempted  lands  for  the  jading  of 
streets,  &c.  In  this  instance,  the  statute  specifically  exempted  these  lands 
from  "all  taxes  and  assessments"  of  whatever  kind,  in  consideration  of  a 
semi-annual  payment  to  the  State.  The  case  was  still  pending  at  last 
accounts. 
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Wisconsin, — We  have  communications  from  State  Officers  of  Wisconsin, 
and  from  a  leading  Professor  in  tlie  University  of  the  State  at  Madison, 
touching  the  law  and  usage  of  Church  exemption  from  taxation  there.  Houses 
of  Worship,  Parsonages,  &c.,  are  exempt  from  general  taxation,  but  subject 
to  municipal  assessments  for  the  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks,  &c.  In 
1873,  however,  so  formidable  was  a  movement  in  the  Legislature  of  that 
State  to  repeal  all  exemption  laws,  that  the  aid  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
Armitage  was  invoked  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  Schools,  Colleges,  Grave 
Yards,  &c.  And  it  is  believed  the  very  able  and  elaborate  Memorial  which 
that  eminent  Prelate  addressed  to  the  Legislature  on  the  subject,  exercised 
a  most  potential  influence  in  saving  the  reputation  of  that  deliberative  body, 
by  defeating  the  consummation  of  an  enactment  so  discreditable  to  a 
Christian  people. 

Illinois, — From  Springfield,  the  State  Capital,  we  have  a  full  and  polite 
response  to  our  Circular  and  written  letter  of  inquiry,  occupying  twelve 
manuscript  pages,  from  Ex-Gov.  Palmer  &  Brother,  Counselors  at  Law  in 
that  city  ;  wherein,  after  stating  the  provisions  of  their  Constitution,  with 
regard  to  exemption  laws,  and  tlie  various  Legislative  enactments  in  aoord- 
ance  therewith,  they  favor  us  with  a  clear  and  instructive  citation  of  litiga- 
ted cases,  legal  rulings,  and  judicial  opinions,  there  and  elsewhere,  as 
affecting  the  exemption  laws  of  that  State.  In  conclusion  they  remark, 
tliAt  the  settled  rulings  in  this  matter  in  Illinois  are,  in  effect,  that  **  special 
assessments  for  improvements  are  held  not  to  be  taxes.  And  hence,  in 
summing  up,  they  say  that  **  Church  property  is  exempted  from  general 
taxation,  but  not  from  special  assessments  for  public  improvements." 

loioa. — The  lay  Officers  of  Trinity  Church,  Iowa  City,  write  to  us,  that 
"  Houses  of  Worship,  of  all  denominations,  and  all  property  used  for 
Church,  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  are  exempt  from  taxation  by 
statute  in  Iowa  ; "  and  that  the  exemption  applies  alike  within  and  without 
cities  and  incorporated  towns  and  villages. 

Maine. — We  learn  from  the  Rev.  Cliaries  W.  Hayes,  Canon  of  the  Cathe- 
dral Church  in  Portland,  that  a  "  Church  building  and  Parsonage  are 
exempt  from  general  taxation  there,  but  are  liable  to  be  assessed  by  the 
municipal  authorities  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  for  street  improve- 
ments, sewerage,"  &c. 

Vermont. — A  legal  gentleman  writes  us  from  Brattlehoro,  that  by  statute 
of  Vermont,  **  All  real  and  personal  estate,  granted,  sequestered,  or  used, 
for  public,  pious,  or  charitable  purposes,"  is  exempt  from  taxation,  and 
that  the  practical  construction  of  the  law  has  been,  in  the  southern  part  of 
that  State  at  least,  to  exempt  Parsonages  as  well  as  Churches  from  every 
class  of  taxation  or  assessment,  general  as  well  as  municipal.  But  what 
the  usage  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  is,  we  are  unadvised,  the 
Churches  at  Montpelier  and  Burlington,  neither  of  them  having  responded 
to  our  letters  and  circulars. 

New  HampsMre. — The  Rev.  Dr.  Isaac  G.  Hubbard,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Claremont,  writes  us,  that,  in  1842,  the  Revised  Statutes  of  that 
State  provided  that  Houses  of  Public  Worship  should  thenceforth  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  ;  and  by  an  amendment  of  those  statutes  in  1872,  Pai^ 
sonages  were  added  to  the  list  of  exemptions.  But  he  cannot  learn  whether 
any  City  municipality  (there  being  no  incorporated  Villages  in  the  State)  has, 
or  has  not,  exercised  the  prerogative  of  assessing  Churches,  &c.,  for  special 
local  purposes. 

Connecticut. — From  the  Rev.  Wm.  Tatlock,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Stamford,  and  from  John  Day  Ferguson,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of 
that  Church,  and  a  i)rominent  member  of  the  Connecticut  Bar,  we  learn  that 
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'*  Churches,  excluslvelj  used  for  public  worship,  as  well  as  all  buildings 
pertainiDg  exclosivelj  to  literary,  scientific,  benevolent  and  ecclesiastical 
societies,  are  by  the  statutes  of  Connecticut  exempt  from  taxation."  By  a 
technical  interpretation  of  those  statutes,  however,  which  has  been  recog- 
nised by  their  highest  Courts,  cities  claim  and  exercise  the  right  of  assess- 
ing all  such  property  for  special  local  improvements,  but  not  for  general 
municipal  taxation.  The  taxation  of  Parsonages  was  an  open  question 
until  1871,  when  the  legislature  exempted  them,  to  the  amount  of  $5,000 
each.  By  a  Colonial  Statute  of  1702,  a  considerable  amount  of  other  kinds 
of  property,  given  for  religious  uses,  had  been  exempted  from  taxation  ; 
but  that  exemption  became  inoperative  by  a  State  law  of  IfjQO. 

Masmehu9eU9, — Edward  S.  Rand,  Esq.,  an  eminent  lawyer,  and  a  Vestry 
man  of  ErnvMnuel  Churchy  Boston,  has  politely  favored  us,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  Rector  of  that  Church,  with  various 
decisions  of  the  legal  tribunals  of  that  State,  involving  the  extent  of  the 
immunity  from  taxation  to  which  Edifices  for  Divine  Worship,  for  educa- 
tional, literary  and  charitable  purposes,  &c.,  are  entitled.  From  all  which, 
it  appears  that  property  of  that  class,  though  **  exempt  from  taxation  for 
general  public  purposes  of  government,"  is,  neveilheiess,  held  "liable  to 
taxation  for  local  improvements  of  a  public  nature."  And  this  seems  to 
have  been  the  uniform  decision  in  all  cases  liti^ted  by  the  literary  and 
benevolent  Institutions  of  Massachusetts,  and  which  are  equally  applicable 
to  all  religious  associations. 

Rhode  Idand. — To  Roger  Williams,  Wm.  Penn  and  Lord  Baltimore,  his- 
tory awards  the  honor  of  founding  the  first  governments  on  this  continent 
that  fully  recognized  the  broad  principles  of  religious  toleration.  And  from 
accredited  chronicles  we  know  that  the  Rev.  Roger  Williams  had  to  flee 
from  his  native  land  some  two  hundred  and  fortv  years  ago,  to  escape  per- 
secution as  a  non-conformist  Church  of  Englana  Clergyman,  and  tnat  he 
took  refuge  among  the  pilgrims  at  Plymouth  Rock,  in  America.  But  the 
ill-omened  star  of  his  earthly  destiny  seems  to  have  followed  him  in  his 
material  transition  to  a  new  world.  For,  presumably  imagining  that  he 
had  then  reached  a  **  land  of  the  free  and  a  home  of  the  brave,"  ue  intrep- 
idly and  eloquently  advocated  the  rights  of  conscience  and  of  civil  liberty, 
on  all  fitting  occasions;  whereby,  however,  he  ^re  long  aroused  the  bigotry 
and  intolerance  of  the  settlers  at  Plymouth  Rock;  who,  with  an  official 
haste  as  summary  as  it  was  merciless,  promulgated  a  decree  of  banishment 
against  him,  never  to  return  there  on  pain  of  death  !  And  this  bloody 
edict  was  hurled  against  a  brother  Pilg^m  by  the  Colonial  authorities  of 
those  very  Puritans  who  had  themselves  not  long  anterior  been  refugees 
from  the  tyranny  of  their  mother  country  !  Thus  was  he  a  second  time 
impelled  to  flee  from  the  despotism  of  his  fellow-countrymen,  and  to  seek 
an  asylum,  this  time  among  the  untutored  Aborigines  on  Narraganset  Bay. 
And  it  was  only  there,  beyond  the  reach  of  "  man's  inhumanity  to  man." 
that  he  appears  at  last  to  have  found  the  gaol  of  his  worldly  hopes  and 
long  cherished  ambition.  Thenceforward  a  marked  success  attended  the 
far-seeing  and  benevolent  plans  of  his  life.  He  first  conciliated,  then  sub- 
dued and  proselyted  the  '*  Narragansets."  In  good  time  gathering  in  and 
establishing  a  religious  organization  that  now  pervades  all  the  States  of  the 
Union,  he  eventually  laid  the  foundations  of  a  Commonwealth,  endowing 
it  with  the  attributes  of  religion,  liberty  and  law.  In  view  of  a  historic 
record  so  eventful,  and  of  a  heritage  thus  enriched  by  ennobling  examples 
of  manly  virtue,  of  diffusive  piety  and  of  heroic  action  and  endurance,  be- 
queathed to  his  followers  and  after  generations  by  the  renowned  "  Pioneer 
Parson,"  Roger  Williams,— it  would  have  been  a  marvel  indeed,  had  the 
latter-day  patriots  of  "  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,"  become 
so  deeply  immersed  in  the  piling  up  of  worldly  gain,  as  to  surrender  their 
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Hoases  of  Worship,  and  the  Cemeteries  consecrated  to  their  dead,  to  the 
tender  mercies  of  the  tax-gatherer,  and  thus  mingle  with  the  promiacuous 
world  in  paying  tribute  to  mammon  !  Accordingly,  it  is  ^ratif ^iiig  to  know, 
as  we  do  by  communications  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Isaac  P.  White,  of  New- 

Sjrt,  and  Rev.  W.  N,  Ackley  and  Hon.  Geo.  Lewis  Cook,  of  Warren,  that 
hode  Island  early  passed  laws  for  shielding  the  Houses  of  God  within  her 
borders  from  desecration  by  tax  warrants  I 

But  have  the  sons  of  "  Providence  Plantations"  ever  rescued  the  fame  of 
their  great  prototype  from  the  ostracism  and  attainder  cast  upon  it  by  the 
over-righteous  Colonists  of  Plymouth  Rock  ?  Does  not  that  aespotic  edici 
for  Roger  Williams'  banishment  thence,  with  a  death  penalty  against  his 
return,  remain  to  this  day  unexpunged  from  the  records  of  the  ancient 
Colony  of  *'  Massachusett's  Bay  ?" 

Kentucky. — Rev.  Wm.  M.  Pettis,  Rector  of  Orace  Church,  PadiLcah,  in- 
forms us,  that  by  statute  in  Kentucky,  Church  Buildings,  with  five  acres  of 
land  to  each,  are  exempt  from  taxation,  as  well  within  as  without  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  cities  and  towns;  but  that  the  exemption  is  construed  not  to 
apply  to  Parsonages,  unless  built  on  the  same  lot  with  an  exempted  Church 
edifice. 

•  Indiana. — We  learn  from  one  of  the  Wardens  of  Christ  Church,  Mad- 
ison, that  by  the  laws  of  Indiana.  Houses  of  Public  Worship,  while  exclus- 
ively used  as  such,  with  ten  acres  of  land  to  each,  are  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion.  Rectories  or  Parsonages,  however,  are  taxed  by  the  State  and  the 
counties;  while  the  city  authority  of  Madison  exempts  them,  as  well  as  the 
Churches,  from  all  municipal  assessments  and  taxation. 

DOMINION  OP    CANADA. 

We  have  received  polite  responses  to  the  Circular  and  accompanying  let- 
ters  we  addressed  to  the  Rectors  and  Lay  Officers  of  several  Churches  in 
the   cities  of   Montreal,  Kingston,  Toronto,  &c.,  in  the  neighboring  Do- 
minion of  Canada.    The  Crown  prerogative  that  blends  Church  and  State 
under  the  British  Home  Government,  is  inoperative  in  her  Colonies;  so  that 
the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  polity  that  prevails  in  the  latter  is  assimilated  to 
that  in  our  own  country.     And   we  find   that  the   usage  of  exempting 
Churches,   educational  and  charitable  institutions,  cemeteries,  &c.,  from 
municipal  taxation,  is,  if  anything,  more  unsettled  there  than  in  the  United 
States.     And  there  appears  to  be  no  statute  at  all  in  the  Province  of  Que- 
bec on  the  subject.     For  example:    Dr.  Dart,  U.  S.  Consul  General  at  Mon- 
treal, and  Robert  Evans,  Esq..  a  Church  Warden  there,  write  us,  that  up 
to  1867-68,  their  Churches  had  been  regularly  assessed  as  other  property, 
and  the  taxes  collected;  but  when  their  city  corporation  last  year  assessed 
all  religious  institutions  for  civil  purposes,  very  few  of  them  responded  to 
such  assessment  by  paying  the  tax,  a  majority  refusing  or  neglecting  to  do 
so.     Under  these  circumstances  the  city  council,  by  a  large  majority,  re 
solved  to  apply  to  the  Quebec  Legislature  for  an  Act  exempting  all  Churches 
and  Religious  Institutions  from  taxation.    And  the  question  being  now  be- 
fore the  Provincial  Legislature,  our  correspondents  have  reason  to  believe 
it  will  be  definitively  settled  by  hereafter  exempting  Church  property  from 
taxation  throughout  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Kingston. — From  this  city,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  J.  Boswell,  D.  C.  L., 
writes  us  a  friendly  note,  stating,  among  other  facts,  that  **  Churches  and 
Parsonages  (to  the  value  of  $2,0K)0  each)  and  Church  yards,  are  by  Provin- 
cial statute  quite  exempt  from  taxation."  Also,  that  the  income  of  all 
Ministers,  up  to  $2,000  each,  is  exempt.  *'  But  here,  in  Kingston,"  he  re- 
marks, •'  a  Synod  Hall,  built  on  the  Church  lot,  has  to  pay  the  regular  tax.' 
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But  he  has  *'  never  beard  of  any  attempt  to  aBsess  Churches  for  local  im. 
provements  in  that  city,  as  it  would  not  be  successful  if  made."    He  re^ 
marks,  however,  that  these  exemptions  are  unpopular,  for  the  reason  tha^ 
there  are  those  who  claim  exemption  on  unreasonable  quantities  of  rea 
<e8tate,  under  the  cover  of  Church  ownership. 

TorarUo, — We  are  favored  with  an  obliging  communication  from  the  Rev 
Dr.  William  Jones,  Professor  in  Trinity  College,  Toronto,  in  which  he  suc- 
cinctly but  clearly  classifies  the  various  objects  and  methods  of  taxation, 
under  the  financial  system  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  From  this  interest- 
ing exposition  we  learn  that  the  government  there  has  pursued  a  most  be- 
neficent policy  towards  Religious  Institutions  of  all  kinds.  By  a  Provincial 
4Statute  places  of  worship  are  exempted  from  every  class  of  taxation,  gen- 
eral and  local;  and  as  the  *'  expense  of  constructing  and  repairing  streets 
And  sidewalks  comes  out  of  a  general  municipal  fund,  any  special  tax  is 
most  rare  in  Toronto,  there  being  only  one  case  within  my  recollection. 
The  Cathedral  in  this  city  stands  on  a  street  laid  down  with  an  expensive 
Nicholson  block  pavement,  and  a  frontage  tax  was  levied  on  all  conterminous 
property,  including  the  Cathedral  lot.  And  although  the  special  tax  war- 
rant was  served  on  the  Church  Warden  of  that  Parish,  he  has  never  paid 
that  frontage  tax,  nor  have  the  municipal  officials  ever  attempted  to  enforce 
payment  from  the' Cathedral  property."  This  question  of  Church  exemp- 
tion from  local  and  special  taxation,  however,  was  generally  unsatisfactory 
to  that  community;  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jones  is  of  opinion  that  there  will  ere 
long  be  a  legislative  amendment  of  the  Provincial  statute  on  the  subject, 
restricting  the  exemption  to  Houses  of  Worship  alone,  with  a  reasonable 
plot  of  ground  for  each  to  stand  on.  To  that  extent,  he  thinks,  it  would 
meet  the  approbation  of  the  people  there  at  large. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

In  presenting  the  foregoing  resum^,  or  summing  up  of  facts  and  points 
touching  Church  exemption  from  taxation,  as  the  result  of  the  Committee's 
twelve  months'  assiduous  correspondence  on  the  subject,  they  may  here  be 
pardoned  for  adverting  to  what  was  well  known  at  tne  last  year's  Conven- 
tion, but  which  may  not  be  so  fully  understood  by  all  the  delegates  now 
present,  that  the  main  object  sought  by  instituting  this  inquiry,  was  not  so 
much  to  complain  of  the  taw,  as  to  inquire  into,  and  ascertain  as  near  as 
practicable,  what  the  most  current  interpretcUion  of  the  law  was,  and  the 
general  usage  under  it,  as  applicable  to  that  provision  of  it  which  exempts 
Churches  and  Church  property  within  the  limits  of  cities  and  incorporated 
villages  from  taxation.  And  it  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  Committee  to 
■exercise  a*  careful  scrutiny,  during  this  investigation,  as  to  the  widely  vari- 
ant interpretations  of  the  law,  which  seem  to  have  guided  the  revenue  offi- 
cers in  different  localities  in  carrying  it  into  effect. 

The  teachings  and  admonitions  of  the  Church  have  ever  been  dissuasive 
of  dissensions  and  unseemly  strife  in  a  community;  and  it  is  esteemed  a 
cardinal  virtue  with  them,  loyally  to  conform  to  all  legal  requirements,  and 

fracefully  to  bow  in  obedience  to  all  ordinances  of  municipal  authorities 
ominant  for  the  time  being,  when  they  can  be  assured  precisely  what  those 
requirements  are. 

To  the  consideration  of  this  point  the  Committee's  attention  has  been 
especially  devoted.  And  it  may  be  learned  from  their  foregoing  summary 
or  digest  of  cases,  that  the  statute  of  our  State  on  the  subject  is  apparently 
couched  in  terms  readily  understood;  but  it  will  be  seen  from  these  cases, 
that  there  is  a  wonderful  contrariety  of  practice  in  carrying  out  the  pro.- 
Tisions  of  that  statute  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  municipal  authorities 
of  cities  and  villages,— while  outside  their  corporate  limits,  no  tax  has  ever 
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been  levied  on  Churches  proper;  and  among  the  rural  Parishee  throughout 
the  State,  there  has  never  been  anj  difference  of  opinion  aa  to  the  law's  ex- 
empting all  Churches  from  taxation. 

Hence  it  appears  that  the  whole  difficuUy  is  narrowed  down  to  the  ques- 
tion, whether  municipal  prerogative  is  paramount  to  the  plain  utterances 
of  organic  law  and  of  statutory  enactment,  so  far  as  local  t«x  aaaesaments 
are  concerned.  For  it  will  be  seen,  from  the  points  we  have  embodied, 
that  judicial  action  and  rulings  preponderate  in  favor  of  the  municipalities, 
especiallj  where  the  charters  of  the  latter  bear  more  recent  date  than  the 
statute  with  whose  provisions  they  seem  to  come  in  eonflict.  We  majdte 
one  instance  in  particular,  where  Gov.  Garland,  of  Arkansas,  who  is  a» 
eminent  for  his  legal  attainments  as  for  his  personal  probity,  has  given  u» 
his  individual  opinion,  that  notwithstanding  the  new  Constitution  of  his 
State  itself  provides  in  explicit  terms  for  the  exemption  of  Honsee  of  Wor- 
ship, kCy  from  taxation  in  general,  this  and  every  other  daas  of  property 
can  be  taxed  by  municipal  ordinanee  for  local  improvements.  Hie  gener- 
ality of  these  rulings  in  so  many  extremely  doubtful  cases,  is  quite  a  mar- 
vel to  untechnical  minds.  This  point,  then,  would  seem  to  be  definitively 
settled, — that  municipal  councils  of  cities  and  villages  are  constructivelj 
endowed,  by  some  occult  '*  right  of  eminent  domain,"  and  otherwise,  with 
the  prerogative  of  taxing  Churches  within  their  corporate  limits,  for  such 
"local  improvements  **  as  may  tend  to  enhance  the  value  of  the  property 
in  a  secular  sense, — any  constitutional  provision,  or  legislative  enactment, 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  I 

This  is  rather  an  uncomforting  aspect  of  our  case;  and  it  is  with  exceed- 
ing regret  the  Committee  are  constrained  to  acknowledge,  that  their  length- 
ened and  diligent  investigation  has  eventuated  in  nothing  more  consolatory  to 
those  feeble  Parishes  whose  wail  is  heard  for  relief,  than  a  patient  and 
Christian-like  submission  to  the  tender  mercies  of  those  corporate  entities, 
who  are  conscienceless  because  soulless, — whose  proclivity  for  prerogative 
is  insatiable,  and  whose  appetite  for  debt  and  taxation  is  equally  iuap- 
peasable, — being  imbued,  as  they  seem  to  be,  with  a  kind  of  morbidness  of 
appetite  which,  by  some  inexplicable  inversion  of  the  law  of  dietetics,  the 
more  you  feed  it  the  hungrier  it  grows  1 

We  have  high  authority  (the  Governor  of  our  own  State)  for  viewing 
with  alarm  the  pretentious  claims  pf  municipal  power,  the  potentiality  of 
whose  assumptions  of  prerogative  have  well  nigh  absorbed  all  organic'and 
statutory  law,  within  their  corporate  limits  !  And  it  needs  not  the  pre- 
science of  a  Shakespeare  to  tell  **  whose  meat  they  feed  upon,"  that  these 
corporate  bodies  should  have  attained  a  growth  so  abnormal  in  its  proi)or- 
tions  !  The  subtleties  of  judicial  rulings,  as  shown  in  our  digest,  may  indi- 
cate, in  part  at  least,  the  sustenance  upon  which  municipal  power  has 
increased  to  such  an  unseemly  magnitude! 

Houses  of  Worship  are  mostly  located  in  cities  and  villages;,  and  although 
they  may  be  exempt  from  State,  county,  and  general  taxation,  yet  the 
special  assessments  to  which  they  are  subjected  by  their  local  councils,  are, 
according  to  Governor  Tilden's  estimate,  three  or  four  times  larger  and 
more  oppressive,  than  the  aggregate  of  all  other  taxes  for  the  support  of 
the  government. 

The  Committee  are  at  a  loss  to  suggest  a  remedy  for  these  hardships. 
Judicious  men  and  safe  counselors,  however,  are  of  opinion  that  the  most 
effective  and  surest  reform  would  be  found  in  a  vigilant  exercise  of  the  right 
of  suffrage,  and  a  harmonious  and  uupartizan  union  of  all  the  best  citizens, 
at  each  recurrence  of  these  civic  elections.  By  a  rigid  adherence  to  such  a 
course,  we  think  the  municipal  councils  of  cities  and  villages  might  be  cod- 
Htituted  of  pure  and  energetic  men, — citizens  of  honor  and  honesty,  of 
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amdiiHon. 

property  and  probity, — in  whose  food  character  and  capacity,  society  would 
have  a  guarantee  that  their  official  acts  and  ordinances  would  tend  to  pro- 
mote morality  and  economy,  encourage  education  and  enterprise,  and  gen- 
erally to  advance  the  best  interests  of  religion,  liberty  and  law,  within  their 
sphere. 

A  course  of  policy  thus  harmonious,  practical,  judicious  and  philanthropic 
could  not  fail,  it  seems  to  us,  to  worlc  out  in  good  time  a  great  muni- 
cipal reform  in  these  *'  Home  "  Primary  Governments.  And  as  the  readi- 
est relief  we  now  see,  is  attainable  through  the  beneficent  agency  of  these 
reformed  local  tribunals,  we  cherish  a  hope  that  equal  and  exact  justice 
would,  under  a  new  era,  be  meted  to  all  classes  of  people  within  their  juris- 
diction, whether  immediately  connected  with  Church  or  State  ;  and  a  uni- 
form rule  of  interpreting  and  administering  the  law,  and  dispensing  its 
blessings,  be  made  more  certain  in  all  the  cities  and  incorporated  villages 
of  our  Diocese,  and  throughout  the  State.

The  work  at  St.  Luke's  Home  and  Hospital  continues  to  be  greatly  pros- 
pered. The  improvements  projected  a  year  ago  in  grading,  enclosing  and 
otherwise  adorning  the  Park  and  grounds  around  St.  Luke's  Memorial 
Church,  have  been  completed,  principally  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Butler,  our  most 
faithful  friend  and  benefactor,  at  an  expense  to  him  of  about  one  thousand 
dollars.  The  Mission  building  rented  by  the  Hospital  department,  and 
hitherto  held  by  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  on  which  there  was  a  mort- 
gage of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Managers  of 
St.  Luke's  Home.  The  Clergy  House,  occupied  by  the  Assistant  Minister, 
and  purchased  by  the  corporation  of  the  Home,  was  also  incumbered  by  a 
debt  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  accruing  interest.  Both  these  claims, 
with  interest,  amounting  to  more  than  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars,  have 
been,  with  great  and  noble  generosity,  paid  by  Mr.  Butler,  and  thus  the  en- 
tire  Home  property  is  freed  from  every  pecuniary  incumbrance.  Within 
a  few  days,  the  same  gentleman  has  purchased  the  lot,  fronting  fifty  feet  on 
Columbia  Street,  adjoining  the  Home,  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
and  donated  it  to  the  corporation.  In  this  new  act  of  liberality,  Mr.  Butler 
was  aided  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars,  by  Mr.  Charles  Downer, 
belonging  to  the  Baptist  denomination. 

Rev.  Wm.  N.  Irish  resigned  as  Asoistant  in  February,  1875,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded on  the  1st  of  March,  by  the  Rev.  Richard  M.  Haydeu,  of  the  Dloceso 
of  New  Jersey. 
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The  Parish  has  received  a  most  valued  ^ft  from  a  devoted  parishioner, 
whose  family  have  been  identified  with  the  Church  from  its  origin,  and 
whose  bene&ctions  have  been  munificent  during  past  years.  The  new  in- 
stance of  interest  and  large  bounty  is  a  voluntary  offer  on  the  part  of  this 
liberal  friend  to  complete  the  spire  at  her  own  cost.  The  expense  will  be 
about  thirteen  thousand  dollars.  The  work  is  already  commenced,  and  is 
to  be  finished  this  season.  Nearly  eight  thousand  dollars  having  been  al- 
ready raised  for  this  object  during  past  years,  about  five  thousand  dollars 
will  be  paid  towards  the  Rectory,  the  balance  beine^  under  certain  condi- 
tions, which  cannot  be  removed  immediately.  We  have  great  pleasure  in 
recording  these  very  noble  examples  of  generosity  and  devotion,  and  trust 
that  we,  in  common  with  the  entire  congregation  and  community,  recognize 
and  feel  the  obligations  which  they  impose.  *'  God  is  not  unrighteous 
that  He  will  forget  your  works  and  labor  tliat  proceedeth  of  love."

The  Rev.  Liberty  A.  Barrows,  on  account  of  poor  health,  has  but  lit- 
tle to  report;  and  were  it  not  his  duty  to  do  so,  would  hope  to  be  excused 
from  presenting  so  small  an  amount  of  Church  work.  He  has  preached  and 
read  service  three  times  in  Grace  Church,  Cortland,  and  once  in  Calvary 
Church,  Homer.  In  the  last  named  Parish  he  has  also  assisted  at  four 
funerals,  and  aided  the  Rector  regularly  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  With  permission  he  has  visited  the  sick,  distributed  Church 
periodicals,  and  in  other  ways  done  what  he  could  to  strengthen  and  in- 
crease the  usefulness  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  John  Baylbt  reports  that  being  advised  by  his  physician  to 
cease  from  labor  requiring  mental  application  and  study,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop,  he  accepted  an  appointment  to  an  important  work  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania.  In  pursuance  of  that  work  he  traveled 
continuously  the  year  past,  delivering  addresses  and  preaching,  or  assist- 
ing in  the  several  offices  of  Divine  Worship.  He  has  baptized  two  infants 
and  attended  two  funerals.  On  the  first  of  May,  1875,  he  had  the  great 
satisfaction  of  being  present,  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  taking 
part  in  the  very  interesting  services  of  the  Second  Century  since  the  plant- 
ing of  the  Church  in  the  Colony  of  South  Carolina,  at  the  organization 
of  St.  Philip's  Church.  It  wus  his  further  privilege  to  be  present  at  the 
opening  services  of  the  Convention  of  the  venerable  Diocese,  and  he  de- 
sires to  put  on  record  his  high  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  gentle- 
manly bearing  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Clergy.  In  improved  health  he 
thankfully  returns  to  his  own  State  and  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Herbert  J.  Cook,  residing  at  Pewee  Valley,  Ky.,  reports  that 
since  he  was  admitted  to  the  Diaconate  he  has  preached  ninety-four  sermons, 
held  seven  Cottage  services.conducted  a  Bible  Class  every  Sunday,  and  assist- 
ed in  Divine  Service  as  he  was  needed.  Since  his  admission  to  the  Priesthood 
he  has  administered  the  Holy  Communion  five  times.  Of  the  sermons 
preached,  six  were  delivered  in  New  York,  six  in  New  Jersey, three  in  Massa. 
chusetts,  fifteen  in  Ohio,  three  in  Kansas.and  sixtv-one  in  Kentuck  v.  Twelve 
young  ladies,  of  the  College  at  Pewee  Valley,  have  been  confirmed  at  three 
different  times,  the  classes  being  chiefiy  under  his  instruction.  He  is 
about  to  remove  from  Kentucky  to  take  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Cold- 
water,  Michigan. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Ely,  reports  that  besides  his  services  at  St.  Paul's, 
Cliittenango,  reported  on  i)age  118,  he  has  acted  as  instructor  in  St.  John's 
School,  Manlius,  during  the  months  of  April  and  May.  He  has  met  a  class 
of  boys  belonging  to  the  School  on  Sundays  for  religious  teaching;  has  as- 
sisted the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Manlius,  regularly  at  Morning  Service^ 
and  has  officiated  once  at  Cazenovia. 
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Other  Clerical  Reports, 

The  Rev.  Almon  GRECtORY  reports  thai  he  has  officiated  in  Divine  Ser- 
vice twenty-nine  times,  has  preached  twenty  times,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  once  and  assisted  in  the  same  five  times,  and  has  married  two 
couples.  These  services  were  rendered  for  Christ  Church,  Clayton,  the 
Mission  at  LaFargeville,  St.  John's  and  Calvary  Missions,  and  Trinity  and 
St.  James'  Churches,  Syracuse,  St.  John's  Church,  Marcellus,  the  Mission 
at  Memphis,  and  Grace  Church,  Cortland. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Haoer  reports  that  during  the  past  Conventional  year 
he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  ministerial  work,  nearly  every  Sunday. 
One  month  at  Ballston  Spa.,  one  Sunday  in  Utica,  nearly  four  months  at 
Moravia,  and  the  balance  of  the  year  in  the  dutks  of  his  office  as  Chaplain 
in  the  United  States  Navy, — officiating  besides,  more  or  less  in  all  the 
Churches  in  the  twin  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  Va.  He  has  but 
one  service  a  Sunday  as  Naval  Chaplain,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day  is 
spent  in  assisting,  by  preaching  or  otherwise,  other  Clergymen  who  need 
his  assistance.  This  he  does  cheerfully,  as  he  much  prefers  to  work  than 
to  be  idle. 

The  Rev.  S.  Russell  Jones  reports  that  since  leaving  Syracuse,  he  has 
officiated  at  Burnt  Hills,  Saratoga  County;  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, the  Cathedral,  Trinity  Church,  and  Church  of  the  Atonement, 
Chicago:  several  times  in  Colorado,  at  different  places,  and  at  Westfield,. 
N.J.  lie  has  also  assisted  at  services  in  Trinity  Church,  and  preached  in  S. 
Thomas*  Chapel,  New  York.  He  intends  to  return  to  Colorado  to  try  the 
effects  of  the  Hot  Springs  on  rheumatism,  and  to  attend  to  some  business,, 
after  which  he  hopes  to  resume  regular  Parish  work  at  some  point  near 
New  York. 

The  Rev.  Nathan  F.  Whiting,  D.  D.,  residing  at  Cape  Vincent,  Jeffer^ 
son  County,  Ireports  that  during  the  last  year  he  has  been  engaged  in  his 
duties  as  Teacher.  He  has  held  services  and  i)reached  at  Antwerp,  Kings- 
ton, West  Point,  Ijansingburgh,  New  York,  and  performed  such  clerical 
duties  as  circumstances  required. 

The  Rev.  D.  Ellis  Willes  reports  that  most  of  the  Sundays  since  he^ 
left  this  Diocese  have  been  spent  by  him  in  different  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
ceses of  Peusylvania  and  New  Jersey,  wherever  his  services  were  asked» 
When  not  so  engaged  he  has  aided  the  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Bur- 
lington. He  has  baptized  four  infants,  attended  three  funerals,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  in  public  and  private  twelve  times,  and  preached  on 
nearly  eighty  occasions. 

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  reports  that  besides  attending  to 
and  officiating  at  the  usual  Chapel  services  in  Cornell  University  daily,  he 
has  occasionally  taken  part  in  the  Sunday  services  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
and  elsewhere.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted  Ju2?b  14Tn,  1870. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Ejiiscopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  of  June,  in  the  year  1870, 
and  each  year  thereafter,  at  seven  o'clock  i*.  M.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being  ;  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to 
act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  present,the 
Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for 
other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, the  Bishop,  or,  in  the  cases  above  mentioned,  the  Standing  Committee, 
may  api>oint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shall  judge  it  condu- 
cive to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  to 
do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Conventions. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be 
present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers,  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in 
some  Church  within  this  Diocese,  which  is  in  union  with  the  Convention  ; 
and  of  Lay-members,  not  exceeding  three  Delegates  from  each  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of 
six  months,  and  not  under  discipline,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry,  when  one  is 
in  legal  existence.  When  the  Vestry  is,  from  vacancy  or  otherwise,  in- 
com[)etent  to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congregation. 

L 
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ChnsttiutUm, 

Sec.  4.  But  in  caseti  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or  incor- 
porated witliout  a  Vestry,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  bj  the  Church  or  Con- 
gregation, unless  the  Conveution  shall  otherwise  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The  mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations  into 
iinion  with  the  Convention  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention,  at  its  first  moruing  session,  shall  be  opened  with 
Prayers,  and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Bishop  may  at  this  time  deliver 
his  Annual  Address,  or  Charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  ;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancy, 
inability  to  act,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President 
from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  ui)on  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the 
meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed. 
His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to 
the  concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall 
also  be  his  duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and,  except  as  provided  in  the  next  Sec- 
tion, may  vote  in  one  body  ;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be  required  by  five 
members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Clergy  as  individuals, 
and  the  Laity  by  Parishes  ;  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each 
order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  alwayn 
vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A  proposition 
for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced,  in  writing,  and  considered  in  the 
Convention  ;  and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion ;  and  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next  Convention,  by  a  majority  of 
the  two  orders  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and 
the  Constitution  so  altered  ^hall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposed,  unless  two-thirds  of  each 
order  shall  concur  therein  :  but  any  amendment,  if  approved  by  a  majority 
less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of 
the  next  Annual  Convention.

CANONS. 

Adopted  in  Convention,  1869. 

CANON  I. 

Of  a  List  of  Ministers  in  the  Diocest. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of 
all  the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names 
of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes,  Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  desig- 
nating those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  ;  but  no  Clergy- 
man while  suspended  from  the  Ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list. 
And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meet- 
ing, and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself  :  whether 
his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Members  and  Organization  of  the  Contention, 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergyman  into 
this  Diocese  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Convention,'of  a  com- 
pliance with  Section  7,  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  Church 
thereof  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Convention  of  a  compliance 
with  the  first  and  second  Sections  of  Canon  XII.  Title  I.  of  the  Digest. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parisli  of  which 
he  is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  Parish  ;  and  no  other  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  any 
Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
allowed  or  received.  And  no  I^ay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention  unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  the  Parish  which  he  is  appointed  to  represent. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall 
continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the  usual  powers 
of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  preserve  order  and  deco- 
rum, and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  without  debate,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  clerical  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment,  unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as  President  pro  tempore, 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  until  the  Convention  shall  be  organ- 
ized and  shall  have  elected  a  President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  pre- 
ceding Convention  shall  call  over  the  names  of  tho  Clergy  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  in  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who 
are  present.  Notice  shall  then  be  given  to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place  their 
certificates  on  the  table.    They  shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a 
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Committee  of  two  membf  ra  to  be  appointed  bj  the  Presideiit.  Anj  nrts^- 
lar  or  defective  certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  qaomm  AmU  hmrt 
appeared.  The  names  of  the  Laj  Delegates  dalj  appointed  shall  tken  be* 
called,  and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  oa  Ae 
Joamal.  The  irregular  and  defective  oeitificates  shall  be  reported  to  tke 
Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  daly  organized,  who  shall  decide  on  the  mdmis- 
sion  of  the  Delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twentj  Clergymen  entitled  to  vtice  ia 
the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  CongregatiaBa,  iliall 
be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that  a  smaller  nunber 
may  adjoom  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  qnomm  being  fonnd  to  be  in  attendance,  the  President  riiall 
declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elect- 
ed,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be  approved  by  tl^  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rales  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annaal  Convention  shall 
be  the  Rales  of  Order  antil  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON  III. 

Oftlie  Call  of  a  Contention, 

Sectfok  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmittal  by  mail  at  the  expense  of  the 
Convention,  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  \Vardens  in 
every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This 
letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Conven- 
tion, extracts  from  the  Constitution  and  Cftnons  relating  to  the  appointment 
of  Lay  Delegates,  and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the 
meeting  shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop  may 
direct  such  insertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special 
Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  th«r 
Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into  Union  with  tJie  Cliurch  in  Utis  DiociSf. 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admission  into  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  "be  submitted  to  the  Convention  of 
the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting  :  (1.)  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  a  major  p>art  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  approving  the  incorporation  of  such  Church;  (2.) 
The  certificate  of  incorporation  duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof 
certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  parochial  report, 
no  missionary  report  beiug  made  in  its  behalf  ;  and  during  the  same  period 
shoU  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services 
of  a  Missionary,  nor  make  the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required  by 
Canon  X.  of  this  Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited 
its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  same  ;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  said  Church  to  the  Con- 
vention in  his  Annual  Address  ;  but  any  such  Church  may  be  readmitted 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Conven- 

n,  and  such  rcadmission  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of 
Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secretary  by  the 
'Constitution  and  by  Canon  III.,  he  shall  be  required  to  transmit  annually 
to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
in  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Conven  • 
tion,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  ;  and  shall  request  the  last 
to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also 
transmit  a  copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate 
attending  the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese, 
one  of  wliich  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve 
with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  3,  Canon  XV.  Title  1,  of  the  Digest, 
a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clerfi^ymen  in 
'this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  Funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distin- 
guishing them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary  ;  together  with  the 
nomination  of  '^ustees  of  that  Seminary  ;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the 
appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  8.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several  sections 
of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Wlienever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, if  there  be  one  :  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
.tee. 

CANON  VL 

Of  tJie  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
:urer  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  mon- 
eys collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  the  collection  and  dis- 
tribution of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  be  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode  and 
place  of  depositing  the  Funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  paying 
•them  out,  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  any  member  thereof.  Before 
entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct,  con- 
ditional for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  delivery 
over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  pertaining 
to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall 
report  on  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 

appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until 

an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.     The  Treasurer  may  be  removed  at 

■any  time  from  his  office  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  neglect  or 

misconduct,  of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 
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CANON  VII. 

Of  Church  Eegiiters  and  Pa/rochial  Reports, 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Section  5,  CaDon  XII. 
Title  I.  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the  birth  of 
the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors  ;  the  name 
of  the  adalt  baptized  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married  ;  and  of  two  or 
more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  place  where  the  marriage  was 
solemnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried  ;  and  also  the  time  when 
each  rite  was  performed.  These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each 
Church  ;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  preserred 
by  the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church.  The  list  of  Commu- 
nicants shall  embrace  all  within  his  Cure  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained, 
and  in  his  annual  Parochial  Report,  as  required  by  Section  1,  Canon  XV ^ 
Title  I.  of  the  Digest,  he  shall  distinguish  the  additions,  removals  and 
deaths  since  the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  families  and 
adult  persons  in  his  Cure,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an  accurate  list  of 
the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  fllinister,  the  Reg- 
ister contemplated  by  this  (/anon  shall  be  kept  by  the  Wardens,  or  by  some 
person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whose  duty  it  shall  also  be  to  prepare  and 
forward  to  the  Bishop  the  annual  Parochial  Report. 


CANON  VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  next 
preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Convention,  elect  by  the  con- 
current ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen,  who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the  Church,  and  residents  of  the 
Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention. 
The  Deputies  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  term  of  three 
years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  between  the  stated 
times  of  election  may  be  supplied  by  any  Convention  during  or  prior  to- 
which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop, 
on  some  day  within  three  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting,  their  acceptance  of  the  appoint- 
ment, and  their  intention  to  perform  its  duties  ;  in  default  of  which,  and 
in  case  of  their  inability  or  unwillingness  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  ap- 
pointment, all  vacancies  so  occuring  by  declensions,  sickness  or  death,  shall 
be  filled  by  the  designation  of  the  Bishop  from  the  list  of  the  Clergymen 
and  Laymen  actually  belonging  to  the  Convention  in  which  the  Deputies 
were  appointed,  and*  such  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop 
being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacacy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall  be- 
exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.

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CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committer. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annaal  Convention  an  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  mode  ;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  fonr  of  the  Clergy 
and  four  of  the  Laity,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  by  the  concurrent  vote  of 
the  members  of  each  order.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occuring  by 
death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and  duties  to 
be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be  performed  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and 
duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical 
Members  of  said  Committee  ;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  Members  alone  ;  provided  that  no  sentence 
shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a  true  rec- 
ord of  their  proceedings,  and  report  the  same  annually  to  tne  Diocesan 
Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books,  journals  and  papers  belonging 
to  said  Committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Mimons  and  Colleciions. 

m 

Section  1.  For  its  Missionary  operations,  the  Diocese  shall  be  divided 
into  six  districts  by  county  lines,  as  follows  : 

1.  Jefferson  county ;  2.  Oneida  and  Lewis  counties  ;  8.  Clienango  and 
Broome  counties  ;  4.  Oswego,  Madison,  Cortland  and  Onondaga  counties  ; 
5.  Seneca  and  Cayuga  counties  ;  6.  Tioga,  Tompkins  and  Chemung  coun- 
ties. 

Sec.  2.  Each  District  Convocation,  consisting  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Dis- 
trict and  Delegates  appointed  by  the  Parishes  and  Missions  (not  more  than 
three  from  each,)  shall,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  General  Board,  conduct  the  Diocesan  Missionary  work  within 
its  own  limits  ;  shall  seek  out  places  where  the  Services  of  the  Church  may 
be  introduced,  continuing  them  until  Parishes  are  organized,  and  afterwardf. 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  either  through  the  labors  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy,  or  by  Missionaries  specially  employed  for  the  purpose.  It  shall 
hold  Quarterly  Meetings  at  such  places  as  may  be  thought  suitable,  the 
exclusive  object  of  which  shall  be  the  promotion  and  extension  of  Mission- 
ary Services  ;  and  the  regular  exercises  of  these  meetings,  besides  publi<; 
or  private  worship,  shall  consist  of  addresses,  consultations,  sermons,  and 
business  transactions,  pertaining  to  the  work.  An  offering  shall  be  made 
at  every  quarterly  meeting  for  the  Diocesan  Treasury.  When  the  Bishop 
is  present  he  shall  preside.  The  President  of  each  Convocation  shall  be  a 
Clergyman  resident  in  the  District,  appointed  by  the  Bishop  at  each  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  if  a  vacancv  occur  between  two  Conven- 
tions, it  shall  be  temporarily  filled  by  the  Bishop.  Some  member  of  the 
Convocation  shall,  at  the  first  Quarterly  Meeting  after  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion, be  by  ballot  elected  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  take  the  general  local 
oversight  and  direction  of  the  Missionary  work  in  his  District ;  to  confer, 
respecting  its  plans  and  details,  with  the  Bishop,  and  to  preside  at  meetings 
in  the  Bishop's  absence.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
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records  and  to  present  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  Church 
work  in  the  District  annually  to  the  General  Board  at  its  regular  meeting 
immediately  before  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  above  named 
officers  of  the  several  Convocations,  and  two  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Con- 
vocation, Communicants  of  the  Church,  annually  electod  by  the  Convoca- 
tion, and  shall  have  full  powers  in  reference  to  the  Ekiucational  and  Bfis- 
sionary  operations  within  the  Diocese,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may 
adopt,  the  Bishop  having  the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries.  It  shall  meet 
twice  in  the  year,  one  of  these  meetings  taking  place  within  one  month 
before  the  Diocesan  Convention.  It  shall  elect  two  Secretaries,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary  and  a  Financial  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Recording  Secretary  to  keep  the  minutes  and  conduct  the  necessary  corres- 

B)ndence  of  the  Board,  and  to  present  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
iocese,  a  full  and  particular  report  embodying  the  substance  of  the  several 
Convocation  Reports.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to 
issue  all  drafts  on  the  Treasurer  to  Missionaries  or  others  who,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Board  or  the  Bishop,  may  be  entitled  to  them,  and  to  keep 
an  account  of  the  same  for  the  inspection  of  the  Board  or  the  Bishop.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
receive  all  moneys  contributed  for  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  from  whatever 
quarter,  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  the  General 
Board  among  the  several  Districts.  He  shall  also  receive  all  funds  that 
may  be  contributed  through  him  to  other  missionary  or  educational  or 
charitable  objects,  not  provided  for  by  other  Diocesan  organizations,  and 
forward  them  to  their  proper  destinations,  presenting  his  report,  to  be  aud- 
ited, annually  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  recommended  that  offerings  be  received  systematically  in 
the  Parishes  as  follows  : 

For  the  Communion  Alms,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month. 

For  the  *'  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  on  the  Second 
Sunday  in  December. 

For  the  "  Christmas  Fund,*'  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  the  **  Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,"  in  Epiphany. 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York,  or  the  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Society  of  this  Diocese,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Parish  Minis- 
ter, on  Whitsunday. 

For  the  Expenses  of  the  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions,  on  the  sec- 
ond Sunday  in  June. 

For  the  General  Fund  of  the  Diocese  on  the  Fifth  Sunday  of  every  month 
whicli  has  a  fifth  Sunday. 

For  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near  and  con- 
venient Sunday. 

For  a  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  on  the  Fourth  Sundays  in  Marcli 
and  September. 

And  for  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  Third  Sunday  of  every  month 
in  the  year,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third  in  the 
month. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish,  or  Congrega- 
tion, at  the  Episcopal  Visitation,  ask  an  offering,  which  shall  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  of 
needy  persons,  and  that  shall  be  called  the  Bishop's  Relief  Fund. 

Sec.  G.  In  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopate  the  General  Board 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  preside.

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Christm<i8  Fund. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention, 
to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Deceased  Clergy,  shall  be 
entrusted,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  as  Treasurer 
thereof.  And  no  act  of  said  Trustee  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a 
resolution  ado]>ted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees,  by  a  majority  of 
the  same,  aud  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said 
Trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  and 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  annually,  on 
Christmas  Day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Dio- 
cese. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this 
collection  to  the  congregation,  and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Treasure]^  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  shall  be 
made  by  the  Trustees,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop  that  the  individual 
lias  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  not  less  than 
three  years,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and 
never  having  removed  therefrom,)  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirm- 
ity from  having  a  parochial  charge  ;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  a  larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  it  shall  be  paid 
semi-annually  on  the  1st  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.  All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  children  of 
a  deceased  Clergy  man, shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  on  the  certificate  of 
the  Bishop,  that  the  person  or  persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  child- 
ren of  a  deceased  Clergyman  who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the  Diocese 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  a  period  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen 
ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom  ;)  but  no 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than  three 
liundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  1st  of  April 
and  October  ;  aud  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to  a  widow  after  she  has 
married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after  having  attained  the  age  of 
majority. 

Sec.  a.  The  Trustees  shall  have  i)ower  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars  toward  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Skc.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund,  and  not  needed  for  present 
relief,  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate 
appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings,  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  two  appraisers  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  the 
purpose,  or  said  moneys  may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this 
State,  or  of  the  United  States  ;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be 
taken  or  made  in  the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office,  as  Trustees  of  the  said  Fund  ;  and  they  shall  have  the  power,  from 
time  to  time,  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibiting  the 
condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  intrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with  the 
items  of  receipts  aud  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall  be 
reported  to  each  Anuual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  them. 
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CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  five  TrosteeB  appointed  by  the  Conventioo, 
to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fond  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary  ;  and  no  act  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by 
their  Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and 
to  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  ;  and  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Epis- 
copate shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  on  real  estate, 
appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings;  the 
appraisal  to  be  made  by  three  appraisers,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for 
that  purpose  ;  and  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  Trustees 
of  the  said  Fund  :  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  change 
such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  8.  The  Trustees  shall  cause  the  income  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  tlie  Episcopate,  to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese semi-annually. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  of  the  said 
Fund,  such  portion  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  as  may  be  eiven  or 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  invested  by  them  for  accu- 
mulation and  without  diminution,  until  the  further  order  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  aud  all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  said  Trustees  for  invest- 
ment, shall  be  deposited  in  some  safe  bank  of  this  State,  to  the  credit  of 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibiting  the 
condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with  the 
items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall  be 
reported  to  each  Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  tliem. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Vacant  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant 
Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed 
convenient  aud  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus 
supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Elections. 

Section  1.  All  the  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot. Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  lo  a  valid  election. 
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Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  shall 
provide  sheets  of  paper  with  printed  headings,  containing  the  titles  of  the 
various  offices  to  be  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
Convention  ;.  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for  at  one  balloting.  No 
printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the  Con- 
vention, the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  be 
chosen. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Attending  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests 
of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  dis  - 
tance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  Clergy 
in  attending  the  Convention,  either  by  a  collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or 
by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  during  its 
session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  absence. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof,  shall 
become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon 
of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz  : 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circum- 
stances. Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of 
the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minis- 
ter, or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, or  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or 
otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is 
under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct, 
for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  re- 
quires an  Investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom 
tnree  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case — a  majority  of  whom 
may  make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient 
g^und  for  presentment,  shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above  prescribed, 
the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to 
(X>nstitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it ;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which 
do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part 
and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall 
be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be 
served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the 
presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such 
notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall 
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select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial 
of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall 
direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place 
to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their'  first  meeting 
shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meetine  of  the  Board  of 
Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 
attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or 
morc«  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less 
than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  major- 
ity of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed 
to  pass  sentence  ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as 
denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board 
may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they 
shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  xritnesses,  that  they  will  testify 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts 
charged  in  the  presentment.  If  on,  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall 
confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board 
may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  ])roceed  at  once  to 
state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced. 

Sec.  8.  T'pon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  bein^ 
made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  Im- 
procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  ap])oint  a  commissary  to  take  tin- 
testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman 
or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  tlif 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  lA* 
given  for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may 
attend  and  examine  the  witnesses  ;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  Ix- 
reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  tl»<' 
commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  aud 
shall  be  received  bv  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such 
commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  sha!l 
declare  in  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  ou 
the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the 
accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  statin^*^ 
the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of 
such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  accused  ;  and  tht* 
original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to 
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him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  eeverity  the  sen- 
tence recommended  by  the  Board  ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his 
opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which 
shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose 
to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by 
the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires 
it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of 
Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Bishop,  and  whose  cerificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affi- 
davit of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or 
left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of 
such  notice  or  paper — provided,  however,  that  tlie  service,  if  not  personal, 
shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who 
present  shall  have  like  privilege  ;  which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a  Clergy- 
man, shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for  that  purpose 
shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  General  Fund. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  wliat  has  hitherto  been  known  as 
'*  The  General  Fund,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
with  the  Standing  Committee,  to  make  an  estimate,  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
veniently done,  after  each  annual  session  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  and  the  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto 
the  liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  Fund,  if  there  be  any. 

*  Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  assess  the  amount  thu« 
agreed  upon,  on  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of 
a  uniform  per  cent,  on  **  The  Current  Expenses  of  the  Parish,  including  the 
Rector's  Salary," — not  including  any  amount  that  may  have  been  given  to 
the  Parish  or  its  Minister  by  the  Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese,  or  by 
any  other  missionary  organization. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  of  the  quota  thus 
assigned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each 
Parish  to  see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  one  quarter  of  the  amount  being 
sent  on  the  first  days  of  September,  of  December,  of  March  and  of  June, 
respectively.  And  in  case  any  Parish  sliall  fail  to  remit  the  amount  thus 
called  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  think 
necessary. 

Sec.  4.  The  apportionment  of  the  quota  above  described  shall  be  made 
on  the  last  report  from  each  Parish  in  which  the  item  "  Current  Expenses, 
including  Rector's  Salary,"  was  included.

For  Conducting  the  Business  of  the  Convention  of  the 

Diocese  of  Central  Ne-w  York. 


FIRST  DAY. 

I.    On  the  first  daj,  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  After  Divine  Service,  the  President,  having  taken  the  Chair,  the 

Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  shall  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  record  the  names  of  those 
who  are  present. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to 

representation,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  of  each  Parish  shall  place 
their  Certificates  on  the  table. 

3.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of  two 

members  and  the  Secretary,  to  examine  the  Certificates  and  report 
thereon. 

4.  Any  irregular  or  defective  Certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quo- 

rum shall  have  appeared. 

5.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Cre- 

dentials as  duly  appointed,  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  result 
noted  in  the  record. 

6.  If  a  quorum  be  found  in  attendance,  viz: — twenty  Clergymen  entitled 

to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  twenty  Delegations  from  the 
Parishes,  the  President  shall  then  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized  for  business. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant 

Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

8.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the 

President : 

I.  On  t?t€  Admission  into  Union  with  this  Convention  of  Churches  apply- 

ing for  the  same — Consisting  of  One  Clerotman  and  Two  Lay- 
men. 

II.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled 

Clergymen — Consisting  of  Tiihee  Laymen. 

III.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  t?ie  Diocese — Consisting  of 
Three  Laymen. 

IV.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Suppart  of  Vie 

Episcopate — Consisting  of  Three  Laymen. 

V.  On  Unfinished  Business — Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two 

Laymen. 
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Yi.  On  the  Report  of  the  Misaionary  Board — Consisting  of  One  Cler- 
OTMAN  and  Two  Laymen. 

VII.  On  the  Report  of  t/ie  Trustee  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Mistiunary 
ii'^undf— Consisting  of  One  Cleroyaian  and  Two  Latmen. 

VIII.  On  tJie  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund — Consisting 
of  Three  Laymen. 

IX.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  tJie  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society 
— Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two  Laymen. 

8.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  the  aforesaid  Committees,  the 
papers  to  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  them  shall  be  called  for 
and  referred. 

10.  Motions,  Notices  and  Kesolatious  shall  then  be  in  order. 

SECOND  DAY. 

n.  On  the  second  day,  after  Divine  Service,  the  Order  of  Business,  which 
shall  not  be  departed  from  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  reading,  correcting,  and  approving  of  the  Minutes  of  the  pre- 

ceding day. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  not  present  before,  and  entering  in 

the  Journal  those  who  appear. 

3.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  shall  prefer  another 

time  for  its  delivery,  if  so,  it  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

4.  The  Report  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New 

Parishes  ;  the  Admission  of  the  Parishes  and  the  reception  of  their 
Lay  Delegates. 

5.  The  reading  of  an  Abstract  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Standing  Com- 

mittee of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Reports  from  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer,  when  those  officers 

have  any  special  communications  to  make  to  the  Convention. 

7.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the 

Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  nomination  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

8.  The  election  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  supplying  of  vacancies,  if  any,  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  ;  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Christmas  Fund  ;  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund. 

10.  Reports  from  the  following  Standing  Committees  : — On  the  Report 

of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  ;  on  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
counts ;  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  ;  on  Unfinished  Business  ;  on  the  Report  of 
the  Missionary  Board  ;  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Van 
Wagenen  Missionary  Fund ;  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Parochial  Fund  ;  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Society  ;  on  Securities  and  Investments  of  Funds  ;  on 
Christian  Education  ;  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  and  Rules  of 
Order. 

11.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

12.  The  appointment  of  the  following  Standing  Committees  : 

I.  On  Christian  A'dMcaYf^n— Consisting  of  Three  -  Clergymen  and 
Two  Laymen. 
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II.  On  Seeuritiea  and  Inventments  of  J^nds — Consisting  of   Thbee

III.  On  the  Constitution  and  CanoJis  and  Rules  of  Order — Consisting  of 
Three  Clergtmen  and  Two  Laymek.

the  Federate  (Jouncil. 

14.  Unfinished  Business. 

15.  Motions,  Resolutions  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

THIRD  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

III.  On  the  third,  and  any  subsequent  day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  the 
Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  and  approving  of  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

2.  The  disposal  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Convention,  in  the 

order  above  prescribed  for  the  Second  Day  ;  the  business,  if  any, 
however,  which  was  under  consideration  at  the  time  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention,  to  be  first  disposed  of. 


GENERAL  RULES. 

IV.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated  from 
the  Chair,  .shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  House. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and  when 
seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate  ;  and  every 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any 
member. 

VI.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  proiwsitions  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  receivetl. 
except  to  lay  it  on  the  table  ;  to  postjwne  it  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone  it  t«» 
a  certain  time  ;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it  ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these 
purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate  ;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed 
until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate  :  but 
any  matter  thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again  during  the  sani«* 
session,  on  the  motion  of  any  member  who  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

IX.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it :  but  any  member  may  require  a  count 
of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair— 
or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes 
and  noes  to  be  taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  cler- 
ical members  and  the  Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered 
in  the  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders  ; 
and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

XI.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with 
out  leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same 
session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention  : 
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nor  withoat  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  major- 
ity on  the  prior  decision  ;  nor  sliall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than 
once. 

XIII.  All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall,  upon 
reading  or  presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  pro])erty  of  the  Convention 
without  any  motion  for  acceptance;  and  any  report  reconmiending  action 
by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  Resolution. 

XIV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  ballot. 

XV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  jirevious  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  eifect,  unless  by  the 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XVI.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ; 
and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  0  o'clock  p.  >r.

APPENDIX  VI. 


(1.)   An  Act  Providing  for  the  Incorx>oration  of  Religious 

Societies. ' 

Ohaptsr  803.— An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Rellefont 
Societies,  so  far  as  tlie  same  relate  to  Churches  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  B|^ 
copal  Church.    Passed  May  9th.  1868. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repreeented  in  Senate  and  Aeeemkiy, 
do  enact  asfoUowe : 

Section  1.  The  1st  Section  of  the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies,"  passed  April  5th,  1813,  is  herebj 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  not  less  than  six  male  persons,  of  full  age, 
belonging  to  any  Church  or  Congregation  in  communion  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  not  already  incorporated,  to  meet  at  any 
time  at  the  usual  place  of  public  worship  of  such  Church  or  Cbogregation 
for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  themselyes  under  this  Act. 

2.  A  notice  of  such  meeting,  specifying  its  object,  and  the  time  and 
place  thereof,  shall  be  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  service,  on  two 
Sundays  next  previous  thereto,  by  the  Rector  or  Officiating  Minister,  or  if 
there  be  none,  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  such  Church  or  Congrega- 
tion ;  and  shall  also  be  posted  in  a  conspicious  place  on  the  outside  door, 
near  the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship. 

3.  The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  one 
of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person  called  to  the 
Chair,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  receive  the  votes. 

4.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be  the  male  persons 
of  full  age  belonging  to  the  (Jhurch  or  Congregation,  qualified  as  follows, 
and  none  others  : 

First.  Those  who  have  been  baptized  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
or  who  have  been  received  therein,  either  by  the  rite  of  Confirmation  or  by 
receiving  the  Holy  Communion  ;  or 

Second.  Those  who  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than  twelve  months 
next  prior  to  such  meeting  have  owned  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Cihurch :  or 
who  during  the  same  perio<l  of  time  have  hired  or  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat 
in  such  Church  :  or  who  during  the  whole  period  aforesaid  have  been  con- 
tributors in  money  to  the  support  of  such  Church. 

5.  The  persons  so  qualified  shall,  at  such  meetmg,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
determine : 

Fir)ft.  The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation  shall 
be  known  in  law. 

Second.  On  what  day  in  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

lliird.  What  number  of  Vestrymen,  not  less  than  four  or  more  than 
eight,  shall  annually  be  elected,  and  shall,  together  with  the  Rector  if 
there  be  one,  and  the  two  Cliurch  Wardens,  constitute  the  vestry  of  the 
Church. 
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Fourth,  And  Bball,  by  a  majoritj  of  votes,  elect  two  Church  Wardens 
and  the  number  of  Veptrymen  that  it  shall  have  been  determined  are  to  be 
annually  elected  ;  which  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected 
shall  serve  until  the  next  regular  election. 

6.  The  polls  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour  and  longer,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  presiding  officer,  or  if  required,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
voters  present. 

7.  The  presiding  officer,  together  with  two  other  persons,  shall  make  a 
certificate,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  of  ; 

First.     The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected. 

Secmid.  Of  the  day  in  Blaster  Week  so  fixed  for  the  annual  election  of 
their  successors. 

Third.  Of  the  number  of  Vestrymen  (not  less  than  four  nor  more  than 
eight,)  so  determined  upon  to  be  annually  elected  to  constitute  part  of  the 
Vestry. 

Fourth.  Of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation 
shall  be  known  in  law  ;  which  certificate  being  duly  acknqwledged,  or  the 
execution  and  acknowledgment  thereof  being  duly  proven  before  any  offi- 
cer authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  or  proof  of  deeds  or  convey- 
ances of  real  estate,  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  such  Church  or 
place  of  worship  of  such  Congregation  shall  be  situated,  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  clerk  of  such  county,  or  by  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is^  or  mav 
hereafter  be  made,  to  record  such  instruments  in  the  county  in  which  such 
Church  or  place  of  worship  may  be  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept 
for  such  purpose. 

8.  The  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen  so  elected,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  of  themselves,  (but  if  there  be  a  Rector  then  together  with  the  Rec- 
tor of  such  Church  or  Congregation,)  shall  form  a  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the 
Trustees  of  such  Church  or  Congregation  ;  and  they  and  their  successors 
shall  thereupon  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  or 
title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 

9.  The  male  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid,  provided  they  also  shall  have 
belonged  to  such  Church  or  Congregation  for  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding,  shall  in  every  year  thereafter,  on  the  day  in  Easter  Week  so 
fixed  for  that  purpose,  elect  two  Church  Wardens  and  as  many  Vestrymen 
(not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight,)  as  shall  have  been  legally  deter- 
mined to  constitute  part  of  the  Vestry. 

10.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  such  election  by  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one, 
or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating  Minister,  or  by  a 
Church  Warden,  for  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  the  day  so  fixed,  in  the 
time  of  Divine  Service. 

11.  Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  so  constituted  shall  happen,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  the  V^estry  shall  order  a  special  election  to  supply  such 
vacancy  ;  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  at 
least  ten  days  previous  thereto. 

12.  The  notice  of  any  election,  stated  or  otherwise,  shall  specify  the 
place,  day  and  hour  of  holding  the  same.  The  provisions  contained  in  the 
preceding  6th  clause  shall  apply  to  all  elections. 

13.  An  election  to  supply  a  vacancy,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election, 
shall  be  holden  immediately  after  Morning  Service  ;  and  at  all  such  elec- 
tions the  Rector,  or,  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the  Church 
Wardens,  selected  for  the  purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  duly  qualified 
voters  present,  or  if  no  Warden  be  present,  a  Vestrymen,  selected  in  like 
manner,  shall  preside  and  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors,  and  be  the  re- 
turning officer :  and  shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  book  of  the  Min- 
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ntes  of  the  Yestrj,  and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  offer  the  pame  to  as 
many  electors  present  as  he  shall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and 
certified. 

14.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  chosen  at  any  of  the  said  elec 
tions,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  they 
shall  be  chosen,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead  ;  and  shall  have 
power  to  call  and  induct  a  Rector  to  such  Church  or  Congregation,  as  often 
as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  therein,  and  to  fix  his  salary  or  compensation. 

15.  No  Board,  or  meeting  of  such  Vestry,  shall  be  held  unless  at  least 
three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  the 
Rectorj  or  one  of  the  Church  Wardens  ;  except  that  for  the  first  meeting 
after  an  election,  twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  sufficient;  and  no  such 
Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  business  unless  the  Rector,  if 
there  be  one,  and  at  least  one  of  the  (liurch  Wardens,  and  a  majority  of 
the  Vestrymen  be  present.  But  if  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  State 
and  shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meet- 
ing has  been  called  by  the  Rector,  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  the  Board 
shall  be  competent  to  transact  all  business,  if  there  be  present  one  Church 
Warden  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen  ;  except  that  in  the  absence  of 
the  Rector  no  measure  shall  be  taken  for  effecting  a  pale  or  disposition  of 
the  real  property,  nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  princi- 
])al  of  the  personal  estate  of  such  corporation  be  made,  nor  any  act  done 
which  shall  impair  the  rights  of  such  Rector. 

10.  The  Rector,  if  there  I  e  one,  and  if  not,  then  the  Church  Warden 
present,  or  if  both  the  Church  Wardens  be  present,  then  the  Church  Warden 
who  shall  be  called  to  the  Chair  by  a  majority  of  votes,  shall  preside  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  have  the  casting  vote. 

17.  Whenever  any  corporation,  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  shall  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  such  corix)ration  to  change  the  num- 
ber of  its  Vestrymen,  it  shail  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to 
change  the  same,  provided  that  the  number  of  such  Vestrymen  shall  not 
thereby  be  made  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight.  And  in  order  to  effect 
such  change,  the  same  shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Vestry  at  a 
regular  meeting  tliereof  ;  and  shall  then  at  the  next  stated  annual  election 
for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  elections  ;  notice  of 
which  proposed  change,  and  that  the  same  will  be  submitted  for  ratification 
at  such  election,  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  required  for  notice  of  the  said  election  ;  if  such  change  be  thus  rati- 
fied, a  certificate  shall  be  made  setting  forth  the  renolution  of  the  Vestry, 
and  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with  the  fact  of  the  notice 
being  given  as  required,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  or  proved  and  recorded 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the  original  certificate  of  organiza- 
tion ;  and  lhereuiK)n  the  number  of  Vestrymen  to  constitute  a  part  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  corporation  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  proceed- 
ings to  effect  such  change.  But  such  change  shall  not  take  effect  or  be 
operative,  until  the  certificate  above  mentioned  shall  have  been  duly  re- 
corded. 

Sfx\  2.  The  provisions  of  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth. 
fourt«»enth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  clauses  of  Section  1  of  this 
Act  shall  ap])ly  to  any  Church  or  corporation  in  communion  with  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  I'hurch  in  this  State  h(»retofore  incorjiorated  under  the 
Act  hereby  amended,  or  under  any  of  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  or  under 
the  several  Acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies, 
assed  April  tith,  1874,  March  27th,  1801.  or  the  Act  for  the  Relief  of  the 
rotestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  March  17tb, 
705,  or  by  any  special  charter  made  or  granted  before  or  after  July  4th, 
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776,  whereof  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  by  vote  determine  to 
dopt  the  same  ;  and  such  vote  nhall,  at  the  next  ensuing  stated  annual 
lection  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a 
Liajority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  election, 
lotice  of  such  vote  of  the  Ve^^try,  and  of  the  proposed  submission  of  the 
ame  for  ratification,  having  been  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
uanner  as  is  required  by  the  tenth  clause  of  the  first  section  of  this  Act  for 
lotice  of  election.  But  sucli  adoption  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative 
lutil  a  certificate  embodying  a  true  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry  an 
intored  upon  their  Minutes,  and  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  to- 
rether  with  the  fact  of  the  notice  being  given,  as  required,  shall  have 
leen  acknowledged  or  i)roved,  and  shall  be  recorded,  as  is  re<]uired  by  the 
oregoing  7th  clause  of  section  1,  for  the  certificate  of  incori>oration. ' 

Sec.  3.  The  first  Section  of  the  Act  passed  March 5th,  1819,  entitled  "An 
^ct  to  amend  the  Act  entitled  *  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of 
ieligious  Societies,*  "  is  hereby  repealed: 

Sec.  4.  The  third  Section  of  the  Act  passed  Feb.  15.  1826,  entitled  "  An 
ict  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  '  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incori>oration  of 
ieligiouH  Societies,'  "  passed  April  5th.  1818,  shall  not  apply  to  any  Church 
»r  Congregation  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
his  State. 

Sec.  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
his  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Traotees  for  the  manaf^ement  and  care  of  the  Fand  for  the  pnp- 
port  of  the  Epii'copate  of  the  Diocese  of  We»tera  New  York,  paBi!>cd  April  S7th,  l&ll. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  asfoUo\cs : 

Section  1.  Alexander  B.  Johnson,  John  E.  Hinman,  and  Hiram  Denio. 
of  the  County  of  Oneida  ;  Garry  V.  Sacket,  of  the  County  of  Seneca,  and 
Thomas  H.  Rochester,  of  the  County  of  Monroe,  and  their  successors  duly 
elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  cor]x>rate,  by  the  name  of  "  Tlie  Trustees  for  the  manage- 
ment and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Western  New  York,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant  or  devise,  and 
of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  neces  - 
sary  for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  provided  the  yearly  value  or 
income  of  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  management  and 
care  of  the  Fund  now  provided,  together  with  that  which  may  hereafter  be 
contributed  or  acquired  and  any  accumulation  arising  upon  the  investment 
thereof  for  the  support  of  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  and  the  appropriation  of  the 
income  of  said  Fund  to  that  purpose  according  to  the  directions  to  be  from 
time  to  time  given  by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  said  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  five  in  number,  and  shall  hold  their 
officesduring  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Convention,  and  all  vacancies  occuring 
in  said  Trustees,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  said  Convention.  The 
said  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary,  and  no  act  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by  the 
Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which  book 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees  hereby  incorpo- 
rated, exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charges 
together  with  the  items  of  receipts  and  disbuseraonts  with  the  vouchers 
therefor,  shall  be  reported  to  each  annual  Convention,  and  signed  by  said 
Trustees  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Trustees  hereby  incoriK>rated  shall  be  bound  to  conform 
to  any  instructions  to  be  given  them  by  said  Convention,  touching  the  man- 
agement of  the  said  Fund,  and  the  disposition  of  the  income  thereof  :  pro- 
vided that  such  instructions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  of  the  said  Convention  :  and  provided  also  that  the  income  of  the 
said  Fund  shall  in  no  case  be  diverted  to  or  expended  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  of  sustaining  the  Episcopal  office  in  the  said  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  The  provisions  of  title  third  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first 
part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall  apply  to  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act.

(2.)  An  Act  Incorporating  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 

Fund. 

CnAPTBR  69.— An  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Tmsteop  of  the  Parochial  Fnnd  of  the 
Protestaut  Episcopal  Cnnrch,  in  the  Dioceee  of  Western  New  Yorlc.    Passed  March  S6, 

The  People  of  Hie  State  of  New  York  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Ward  Hunt,  George  H.  Mumford,William B.Douglas, Alex- 
ander li.  Chew,  Edgar  H.  Uurd,  Russell  H.  Haywood,  and  their  successors, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  title  of  **  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York." 

Sec.  2.  The  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of 
six  Trustees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
the  first  Trustees  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The 
term  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three  ;  the  term  of  the  second  class  shall  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  September  following;  the  term  of  the  third  class  shall  expire 
on  the  first  day  of  September  then  ensuing.  The  vacancies  in  said  classes 
shall  be  filled  as  they  occur,  by  two  Laymen,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  each 
year;  the  Truatees  so  to  be  elected  shall  hold  the  said  ofiice  for  three  vears 
from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  their  predecessors.  The  Acting  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  shall  be  exofflcio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sfic.  4.  The  said  Truatees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  by  deed,  con- 
veyance or  last  will  and  testament,  for  the  accumulation  of  said  fund,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  such  an  amount  that  the  annual  income  accruing 
therefrom  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  be 
devoted  in  part  to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  ministers  of  the 
said  Church,  engaged  in  Parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  this 
portion  of  the  fund  shall  be  called — **  Fund  for  Clerical  Supjiort;"  and  in 
part  to  the  purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the 
limits  of  organized  parishes  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  communion  with  the 
said  Church,  and  which  shall  be  called — "  Fund  for  Parsonage  Aid."  All 
real  or  personal  property  conveyed,  devised  or  given  to  the  Trustees,  with- 
out specification  as  to  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be'devoted  equallv  to 
the  two  purposes;  but  all  donors  to  the  fund,  by  gift  or  devise,  may  specif  v 
whether  the  same  is  to  be  appropriated  for  "  Clerical  Support"  or  for  •*  Par 
sonago  Aid,"  and  a  separate  account  shall  bo  kept  of  the  portion  of  the 
fund  devoted  to  these  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  distribution  of  these  funds,  regard  shall  be  had  by  the  Trus- 
tees, in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  to  the  equal  necessities  of  the 
Ministers  of  the  Parishes  applying  for  them,  without  prejudice  or  favor. 

Sec.  0.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Trustees  shall 
meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  in  each  year,  or  at  such  other  time  as 
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they  may  appoint,  and  after  determining  the  amounts  of  money  to  be  dis- 
tributed for  tbe  ensuine  year,  they  sliall  consider  the  applications  for  assist- 
ance which  may  then  liaye  been  receiyed;  such  ai)plications  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  either  by  the  Minister  or  by  order  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Par- 
ish, and  shall  state  the  facts  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the  amounts  already  contributed  or 
secured  toward  the  su|>port  of  the  Minister,  or  for  the  erection  of  a  par- 
sonage, as  the  case  may  be.  The  said  application  shall  be  separately  con- 
siderd  by  the  Trustees,  and  a  minute  made  of  their  decision  thereon,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  refusing  the  same,  if  the  ai)pli  - 
cation  be  rejected.  In  no  case  shall  the  amount  awarded  from  the  funds  be 
more  than  one-half  of  the  funds  already  contributed  and  secured,  as  may 
sHtiafactorily  appear  by  the  written  application:  and  in  making  grants  from 
the  fund  in  aid  of  parsonages,  in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  from 
the  same  fund,  except  on  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  that  all 
the  remaining  moneys  necessary  to  the  purchase  of  a  glebe  or  erection  of 
a  parsonage  are  secured,  and  that  no  debt  or  incumbrance  will  remain 
thereon. 

Sec.  7.  The  Trustees  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, at  their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  fund  ;  of  all  applications 
for  assistance  therefrom,  of  the  grants  made,  with  the  conditions,  if  any, 
attached  thereto,  and  of  the  applications  which  haye  been  refused,  and  the 
reasons  for  the  refusal  thereof;  and  a  duplicate  copy  of  such  report  shall 
also  be  rendered  annully  to  the  Controller  of  the  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  receive,  by  donations 
or  devise,  moneys  and  land,  devoted  by  the  giver  to  the  purjwses  of  clerical 
support,  parsonage  aid  in  ])articulur  Parishes,  and  Parochial  and  Theologi- 
cal Schools  and  Missions,  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and 
apply  the  same  in  strict  accordance  with  the  condition  attached  in  any  such 
cases  where  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, made  a  testamentary  Trustee  for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  act,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  surrender  the  said  trust  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  this  fund  at  will,  and  in  case  of  his  not  doing  so  before  his  death, 
the  said  testamentary  trust  shall  inure  on  his  death,  to  the  Trustees  of  this 
fund,  subject  to  all  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  donor;  but  the  annual 
income  accruing  from  the  |)roperty  said  Trustees  are  allowed  to  hold  by 
virtue  of- this  section,  and  of  section  four,  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand 
dollars  in  the  aggregate. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


(3.)  An  Act  Enabling  Parishes  to  Transfer  Personal  and 
Real  Estate  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund. 

Chapter  509.— An  act  to  enable  Incorporated  parl>*hef«  of  the  Protestant  Kpl«»copal  Church 
in  the  Dioceoe  of  Central  New  York  to  make  certain  transfer!}  of  ihelr  real  and  pereoual 
estate.     Passed  June  7,  1875. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neio  York  represented  in  Senate  and  AMembly  do 
enact  nsfoUoics : 

Section  1.  Any  incorporated  religious  Society  or  Parish  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  sliall  have  power  to 
<x>nvey  or  transfer  all  or  any  |M)rtion  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  such 
Society  or  Parish  to  the  corjwration  known  as  **The  Trustees  of  tlie  Pa- 
rochial Fund,"  in  the  said  Diocese,  incorjwrated  by  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  Trustees  for  tlie  management  and  care 
of  certain  Funds  now  held  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Western  New  York,"  passed  April  twentyeight,  eighteen  hundred 
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and  sixty-eight,  provided,  that  such  conveyance  or  transfer  shall  be  first 
approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  such  Society  or 
Parish,  duly  entered  in  their  minutes ;  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
property  so  conveyed  or  transferred  shall  be  held  by  the  said  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Fund  solely  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Society  or  Parish 
making  the  conveyance  or  transfer,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Trustees: 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  whole  income  of  property  to  be  acquired 
by  the  said  Trustees  within  the  purview  of  this  act  shall  not  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

(4.)  An  Act  Providing  for  the  Division  and  Management  of 
the  Episcopate  and  Parochial  Funds. 

Chaptbb439.— An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Tmrteef  for  the  muna^ineot 
and  care  of  certain  fanoK  now  held  for  the  Protectant  EpUcopal  Church,  in  the  liloceM 
of  Western  New  York.    Paeced  April  28, 1808. 

It  having  been  represented  to  the  Legislature,  that  the  Diocese  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  called  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  is 
about  to  be  divided  territorially  into  two  Dioceses,  and  that  a  Diocese  of 
said  Church  is  about  to  be  established  in  the  easterly  part  of  said  existing 
Diocese;  and  that  certain  funds  amounting  to  about  the  sum  of  fifty-one 
thousand  dollars,  are  now  held  by  a  corporation  entitled  **  The  Trustees  for 
the  management  and  care  of  the  Funds  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate 
of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  which  corporation  was  created  by 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  m  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  being  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  that  year ; 
and  that  certain  other  Funds  amounting  to  over  eighteen  thousand  dollars, 
are  now  held  by  a  corporation  entitled  "The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  of  the  Protestant  Ei)iscopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,"  which  last  mentioned  corporation  was  created  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  ])a88ed  in  tlie  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -three,  being 
chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  that  year;  and  it  having  been  further  rep- 
resented to  the  Legislature  that  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  said  Church, 
for  the  said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  at  its  last  annual  meeting  held 
in  the  month  of  August  last,  did  determine  that  such  division  of  said  Dio- 
cese was  exi)edient  to  bo  made,  and  that  in  the  event  of  such  division,  the 
said  funds  hereinbefore  mentioned  should  be  equally  divided  between  the 
two  Dioceses,  which  jshould  be  formed  in  consequence  of  such  division  ; 
and  it  being  further  represented  that  by  the  resolves  of  said  Church,  the 
said  division  would  be  consummated  during  the  present  year,  and  that  it 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  the  preservation  of  theporti<m  of  saidFtinds' 
which  should  then  belong  to  the  new  Diocese,  to  be  formed  out  of  the  east- 
erly part  of  said  existing  Diocese,  that  some  corporate  IxMlies  having  legal 
continuity  and  succession  should  exist  to  receive  and  manage  said  funds ; 
therefore, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  AMcmhly, 
do  enact  an  follows  : 

Section  1.  Whenever  such  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,  as  is  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  take  place,  and  be  consummated,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  convention  of  the  said  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  out 
of  the  eastern  part  of  said  existing  Diocese,  to  appoint  five  Trustees  to  be 
denominated  the  Trustees  for  the  Management  and  Care  of  the  Fund  for 
the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  said  new  Diocese,  by  the  name  which 
shall  be  given  to  such  new  Diocese;  and  such  Trustees  shall  thereuiwn  be 
a  body  corporate^by  that  name,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
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capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  portion  of  the  aforesaid  Fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  which  shall  belong  to  such  new  Diocese,  and  of 
taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant  and  devise,  and  of  purchasing,  holding 
and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
Baid  corporation,  provided  the  yearly  value  or  income  thereof  snail  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars;  that  the  object  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  the  management  and  care  of  the  said  Fund  which  shall 
belong  to  the  said  new  Diocese,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereafter 
acquired,  and  any  accumulation  arising  from  the  investment  thereof,  for 
the  support  of  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  said  new  Diocese,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  income  of  said  Fund  to 
that  purpose,  according  to  the  directions  to  be  from  time  to  time  given  by 
the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  said  new  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  portions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  April  twenty-seven, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  corpora- 
tion provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  except  that  where  the  Dio- 
cese of  Western  New  York,  or  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  is  mentioned 
or  referred  to,  the  said  new  Diocese  and  the  Convention  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  intended  and  shall  be  substituted. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Convention  of  such  new  Diocese  to 
appoiut  six  Trustees,  to  be  denominated  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episco])al  Church,  of  the  said  new  Diocese,  by  the  name 
which  shall  be  given  to  it;  and  such  Trustees  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by 
that  name,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  tak- 
ing and  holding  that  portion  of  the  Fund  now  possessed  by  the  corporation 
created  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  **  An  Act  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  March  twenty-six, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  which  shall  belong  to  such  new  Diocese, 
and  all  such  other  moneys  as  shall  be  contributed  thereto,  or  which  shall 
be  accumulated  from  the  income  thereof:  and  that  all  the  provisions  of  the 
said  last  mentioned  Act  following  the  Second  Section  thereof,  shall  apply 
to  the  corporation  provided  for  in  this  Section,  except  that  where  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York,  or  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  is  mentioned, 
the  said  new  Diocese  and  the  Convention  thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
intended  and  shall  be  substituted. 

Sec.  4.  The  two  existing  corporations  in  this  Act  mentioned,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  corportaion  herein  provided  for,  the  portions 
of  said  Funds  :which,  according  to  the  said  resolution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York,  shall  belong  to  said  new  Diocese;  and  nothing  in  this 
Act  contained  shall  be  construed  further  to  effect  or  in  any  wise  impair  the 
said  existing  corporations. 

Sec.  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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(5.)  By-Laws  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Paxochial  Fund. 

I. 

Officers  and  Elections. 

The  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  a  President,  who  shall  be 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  member  of  the  Board  exofficio;  and  a  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trus- 
tees, on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  of  each  year,  or  if  said  annual  meeting 
shall  fail  to  be  held,  then  at  the  first  special  meeting  thereafter.  The  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
respective  successors  in  office  are  appointed.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  bal- 
lot,  unless  such  ballot  is  dispensed  with  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers presbnt.  Tljo  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  the  same  person.  Va- 
cancies in  the  offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  filled  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

II. 

Quorum. 

Four  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
but  not  less  than  two  members  ma\'  adjourn  a  meeting  with  a  view  to  a 
quorum. 

III. 

Preaidiiig  Officers. 

The  Bishop  or  Acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings 
of  the  Board.  In  his  absence  one  of  the  Trustees  present,  chosen  for  the 
purpose,  shall  preside.  In  addition  to  his  powers  as  Presiding  officer,  the 
President  may,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient,  call  Special  Meetings 
of  the  1  rustees,  and  may  himself  or  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  give  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  thereof. 

IV. 

The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Board;  to  prepare  and  transmit  all  letters  in  connection  with  its  businests: 
to  keep  in  i)roper  books  cx)pies  of  all  letters  written  by  himself  or  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  also  copies  of  all  letters  or  communications  on  the 
business  of  the  Board,  which  may  be  brought  before  it;  to  keep  the  min- 
utes of  the  Board  and  its  proceedings;  to  have  charge  of  all  its  documents; 
to  execute  all  papers,  conveyances  and  instruments  in  writing  required  t() 
be  executed  by  tlie  Corporation,  under  seal,  and  acknowledged  when  author- 
ized by  the  Board;  to  give  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  stated  or  special,  when  directed  by  the  President;  in 
case  of  the  death  or  inability  of  the  President,  to  call  Special  Meetings  of 
the  Board  on  the  written  requisition  of  any  two  members. 

V. 

Ike  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive  and  keep  the  Funds  and  Securities 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  open  and  keep  regular  accounts  of  such 
funds  and  securities,  showing  the  amount,  nature,  investment  and  deposi: 
of  the  same,  having  special  reference  of  the  distribution  made  under  Sec- 
tion 4.  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees 
"of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Dio. 
"  cese  of  Western  New  York,"  passed  March  26,  1863,  the  provisions  of 
which  Act  are  made  applicable  to  this  corporation,  so  far  as  is  provided  by 
the  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  on  the  28th  day  of  April, 
1868,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  Trustees  for  the 
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"  management  and  care  of  certain  funds  now  held  for  the  Protestant  Epis  - 
*'  copal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  WeBtern  New  York;"  and  also  to  the  do- 
nations and  devises,  appropriations  and  testamentary  trusts  under  Section  8 
of  the  aforesaid  Act,  passed  Marcli  2($.  1863,  or  of  an j  other  Act  of  the  Leg- 
islature now,  or  that  hereafter  may  he  applicable  thereto,  showing  in 
disctinct  separate  accounts  the  funds,  money  or  lands  devoted  to  the  pur- 
poses respectively  mentioned  therein.  By  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Trustees,  or  of  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  resident  at  Syracuse,  he 
shall  deposit,  invest  and  manage  the  funds  and  moneys  belonging  to  the 
Board,  and  may  let  or  demise  any  real  estate  given  or  devoted  for  the  pur- 
XK)se  of  the  Act  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  shall  make  and 
present  to  the  Board  a  written  statement  of  the  disposition  or  investment 
of  all  funds  or  property  of  the  Board  at  every  annual  meeting.  He  shall, 
in  conjunction  with  the  President,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  the 
Annnal  Report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  required  by  Section  7  of  the 
aforesaid  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  March  20,  18C3. 

VI. 

Special  Meetings. 

Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  as  before 
provided,  upon  the  written  requisition  of  any  two  Trustees. 

VII. 

Alteration  vf  By- Laves, 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  meeting  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
all  the  Trustees,  or' the  same  may  be  altered  by  a  majority  of  all  the  'i'rus- 
tees,  upon  notice  given  at  the  next  preceding  meeting  of  the  intended  alter- 
ation. 


(6)  Incorporation  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society, 

The  undersigned,  being  persons  of  full  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  citizens  of  and  residents  within  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring 
to  associate  themselves  together  and  form  a  Society  for  Benevolent,  Chari  - 
table  and  Mission  purposes,  do  make  and  acknowledge  this  certificate  in 
writing : 

The  name  or  title  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  in  law  is  **  The 
Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New  York." 

The  particular  business  and  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  distribu- 
tion of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  and  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  City  of 
Utica,  Oneida  County  and  State  of  New  York, 

The  number  of  Trustees  of  this  Society  shall  be  six,  of  whom  the  Bislio]) 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  shall  be  one,  and  five  Laymen  to  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

The  names  of  the  Trustees  of  this  Society  who  shall  manage  its  affairs 
for  the  lirstyear  of  its  existence,  shall  be  the  Kight  Reverend  F.  D.  Hunt- 
ington. Wiliiam  B.  Jackson,  Levi  Biakeslee,  Thomas  W.  Seward,  Horace 
().  Moss,  and  John  J.  Peck.

(7.)  By-Laws  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society. 

I. 

Officers, 

The  Officers  of  the  "Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New 
York,"  shall  be  a  President,  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer;  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  three, — all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

II. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

The  duties  of  the  Officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  officers  so 
named.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  Chair- 
man, ehall  from  time  to  time  receive  applications  for  Bibles  and  Prayer 
Books  from  within  the  Diocese,  consider  the  same,  and  act  upon  them;  in 
no  case,  however,  granting  any  gifts  or  incurring  any  expense  which  shall 
reduce  the  principal,  or  original  amount  of  the  endowment,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board. 

III. 

The  ^Treasurer  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall  invest  or  deposit  the 
endowment  in  such  a  manner  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  with  full  secu- 
rities, and  shall  be  prepared  to  exhibit  their  accounts  annually  to  the  Ex- 
amining Conmiittee  of  the  Diocese.  They  shall  also  provide  a  Depository 
of  the  Books  in  the  city  of  Utica. 

IV. 

The  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board. 

V. 

Meetings, 

There  sliall  be  a  yearly  meeting  of  the  Board,  notified  by  the  Secretary, 
on  the  Seco:id  Thursday  in  June,  when  the  Officers  may  be  elected.  Spe- 
cial Meetinj;s  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Bishop. 
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VI. 
Vacancies, 

A  vacancy  occurriDg  in  the  Board  may  be  filled  by  vote  of  the  Board  at 
any  meeting.

Hedgefield  House,  Inverness,  April  14,  1875. 
My  Dear  Lord  and  Brother: 

I  deferred  acknowledging  your  hearty  fraternal  letter  until  after  the 
meeting  of  an  Episcopal  Conference  which  was  approaching,  in  order  that 
I  might  lay  the  same  before  my  Episcopal  brethren,  and  be  able  to  convey 
to  you.  not  only  my  own  but  tbeir  thanks  for  the  cordial  manner  in  which 
you  and  your  brethren  have  reciprocated  the  wish  for  an  interchange  of 
Ecclesiastical  Documents  between  our  two  Churches,  In  these  days  of 
strife  and  division  it  is  an  unspeakable  comfort  for  brethren  to  draw  nearer 
together  in  the  bonds  of  Cliristian  truth,  unity  and  concord,  and  however 
severed  in  space,  to  know  that  we  are  really  one  in  the  Faith;  and  I  be- 
lieve, equally  determined  to  contend  earnestly  for  it,  as  it  was  once  for  aU 
delivered  to  the  Saints.  Every  link  then,  however  small,  which  binds  us 
the  closer  is  to  be  lovingly  cherished. 

I  cannot  but  join  with  you  in  thanking  the  Glorious  Head  of  the  Church 
for  the  manifest  evidence  of  his  blessing  on  the  Church  in  America,  by  the 
way  in  which  you  have  been  permitted  and  enabled  to  lengthen  Her  cords 
and  strengthen  Her  stakes  in  your  country.  What  a  contrast  does  the  ex- 
tension of  your  Episcopate  present  to  the  feeble  struggling  efforts  of  the 
great  Church  of  England  in  the  same  direction? 

At  the  Conference  which  I  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  letter,  the 
question  was  submitted  to  us  by  one  of  the  Bishops,  as  to  how  we  should 
(leal  with  a  Clergyman  who  had  been  ordained  by  Bishop  Coleuso  after  his 
de]>osition — a  case  having  occurred  in  his  Diocese  of  a  i)erson,  so  ordained, 
having  officiated  once  or  twice  without  the  Bishop's  knowledge.  And  I  was 
requested  by  the  Bishops  to  convey  to  you  the  resolution  which  we  came 
to  after  a  careful  examination  of  authorities  upon  the  subject — **  That  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Bishops  no  person  so  ordained  should  l)e  allowed  to  otti- 
ciate  in  this  Church."  You  may  fully  depend  upon  our  riTogniziugtheex- 
ercise  of  similar  disci]>line  on  the  part  of  the  American  Church  in  case  of 
any  Bishop  whom  she  deposes.

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To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York : 

Sir:-— In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Church,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention  of  Central  New  York,  the  following  proposed 
changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  recommended  by  the  General  Convention  of  1874. 
and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Convention  of  1877,  to  wit: 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1874, 

EfAolved,  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  alter- 
ation be  made  in  Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit:  Insert  at  the  end  of 
the  Article  the  words: 

'*The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and 
Convention  of  an  organized  diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the 
Diocese  is  too  large  for  due  episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such 
Diocese,  set  off  a  portion  of  such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of 
Bishops  may  determine." 

II.  It  was  further 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  proposed  and  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  as  an  amendment  to  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  added  at 
the  end  of  the  article  as  it  now  stands,  to  wit,  the  words: 

** Provided f  That  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  arrange  and  set 
forth  a  shortened  form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  to  be  compiled 
wholly  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

III.  It  was  further . 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  proposed  as  an  amendment,  by  way  of 
addition,  to  the  8th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit: 

'* Provided f^hawever.  That  the  General  Convention  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time,  to  amend  the  Lectionary;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
valid  which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies." 

Resolved,  second.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  cause  the 
foregoing  proposed  amendments  of  the  Constitution  to  be  made  known  to 
the  several  Dioceses,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Cliurch.
